Thinking peppje.who' are interested in" bill 
posting are beginning to realize that .this 
good old method- 'of advertising will, never, 
reach perfection* as. long as the present ab- 
surd low rates for sinall cities prevail. 

At the last meeting, of, the Associated Bill 
Fosters, a scale 'of.cborses' was adopted, run- 
ning as low as ^ceuta per sheet per month, 
for a "listed, projected, ; 'renewed and guar- 
anteed" service r ; and' thS rate Vf or cities up 
to 50,000 population: is only 7 cents. 

Under these' circumstances-, it is no wonder . 
that the bill posters 'in these small towns and 
cities should tajte -such a- "slight interest in 
rendering good service or. securing good loca- 
tions. ' \;, .'•>"-: ';:'■• '.-.'- 

The city of Norfolk, Va., contains abcut.Bl,- 
000 population, and the bill poster has about 
fifteen bill boards, averaging 100 feet each, 
or nossibly, on -an outside estimate, 160 feet

Here Is a capacity for:l-500"Eheets of'paoer:^, 
- suppose he hasrthis; 'all in use at one 'time;'- 
bis gross income from posting Is onlv $105 
for the month, from which is to be paid his 
paste bill, hi? lumber 4 bill, his rentals, his 
labor, and stable 'e^cpen^es.'

does not propose to be dictated to?

of 50.000. which is note'd'for its exc«otlon»lly " 
fine bill boards *aiuT'-itS- exceptionally large" 
number of boards.':tbe .bill roster, with a/ 
great deal of pardonabl* pride, showed me', 
what an immense amount* of naperlie had on 
the boards, and I spent nearly a day in driv- 
ing around to inspect them. -■ ' .

THE MEN, NOT THE PRICE. AT FAULT. 

Mr. James Todd Thompson, in the Novem- 
ber Issue of "Profitable Advertising." tells 
us that bill postern' prices are too low. and 
quotes numerous Instances shewing that a 
town of ten thousand can not earn $70 per 



month gross, out of which must come all ex- 
penses for lumber, paste, rents, etc. But 
Mr. Thompson forgets that the enterprising 
bill poster (mind, I said "enterprising") also 
does circular and sample distributing and 
card, tacking, in addition to his bill posting. 
And if he is sufficiently enterprising, he also 
solicits, the retaH.trade in his town for poster 
printing, and makes 10 or 15 per cent, on 
orders of this kind v In addition to getting the 
posting to do whe'D the printing is ready. 

Nofwalk, 'Conn., bas a population variously 
estimated at from '16.000 to 20,000, and Harry 
Bussing, the bill poster there, is classed 
among- the enterrisirtg kind, and never com- 
plains about association rates being too low. 
Mr. Bussing has lots of good boards, not only 
in Norwalk,- but- In surrounding towns as 
well. When ;he .built :his first bill boards he 
took a dollar, and bought a hundred postal 
cards, and fired, tEem' at the general advr*- 
tisers who used .bill boards and did distrib- 
uting. Just as fast as Harry madcaneirra' 
dollar over- costvof living, he nut' fiftv cents 



Bill posters and bulletin painters will all 
be more or less ' interested . in. the following 
decision of the Appellate Term of the Su- 
preme Court of New York. We quotu from 
the New York Times of Dec. It! 

Advertising Signs on Roofs of Leased 
Premises:-— Daniel '•MrS-rcriompy, who had a 
five years' lease from May. 1S97. of the 
three-story building, 106 and 10S Myrtle Ave- 
nue, Brooklyn, with a covenant that he would 
not underlet the whole or any part of the 
premises, except the second and third floors, 
nor make alterations without the written 
consent of the landlord, on the 4th of last 
December, without such consent, delivered 

' HTthe O.'X Guae Company a" paper ^granting 
the latter the use of the roof for five years 
-"with the right of placing, painting, erect- 
ing, and maintaining any and all advertis- 
ing signs thereon." That copmany. on Dec. 
30, erected on the roof a sign ten feet high 
and about twenty-live feet long, constructed 
of wood and iron. A day later the property 
was sold by James McEnery. the owner, to 
Thomas M. Farley, subject to the terms' of 
the lease. After McMenomey had refused to 
comply with Farley's request to remove the 
sign, the latter had it removed and stored in 
his cellar, and notified the Gude Comany it 
was at its disposal. The company then sued 
Farley in the First Municipal Court to re- 
cover the value of the sign,' claiming it had 
been converted by defendant to his own use. 
The Appellate Term of the Supreme Court 
has affirmed? judgment given' by Justice Lynn 
in favor of the defendant. Justice Giegerich, 
giving the opinion; said the remarks of the 
trial Justice wherein he concluded that the 

'^facts' proved did not constitute conversion, 
were fully concurred in by him. '-'The mere

In a few months, another association ^meet- 
ing will be on, and if prices are not right, 
the matter should be thoroughly talked over 
between now and the date of the Milwaukee 
meeting, and if any changes are considered 
necessary; they can then be made. 

It might be well for the members of the as- 
sociation to bear in mind the stand taken en 
the rate question by the International Asso- 
ciation of Distributors. This associati:n 
claims that conditions differ so 'much in va- 
rious towns and cties as to make it impossi- 
ble to name a certain rate as just to various 
towns. If the Bill Posters' Association has 
been laboring "under a mistake in establishing 
a scale, of charges, the members ought to be 
made aware of the fact by open discussion. 
If members are to be allowed to charge high- 
er prices than regular rate, such a fact 
should be made clear to them, as undoubtedly 
many bill posters believe that they are ab- 
solutely required to charge no more than 
association rates.

JEALOUSY IN SAN FRANCISCO. 

The newspapers have little love for the 
bill poster, no matter where he may be lo- 
.cated, but it Is seldom, Indeed, that they 
allow their jealous spite to manifest Itself 
as openly as It does In the following clip- 
ring from the San Francisco NewE-Lctter of 
December 17. 

In an editorial of .sobriety and good sense 
the Post of last Monday hit the bill-bo-rd 
paste-pot brigade a hard blow. It very justly 
declared that the poster advertisements were 
a delusion and a snare: they brought little 
trade to the merchants whose money paid 
for them, supported no considerable numb' r 
of people, paid no taxes, and were unslehtly 
and dangerous to limb and life. All of 
which is true: and all of which the News 
Letter has often pointed out. The Post very 
. sensibly £ays.if..the daily press were to make 
a concerted attack on the bill-board nulances 
that the Supervisors would reduce them to a 
reasonable standiug, and compel their enter- 
prising owners to pay taxes.

PROFESSIONAL ETHICS. 

We" venture to say that a few of our read- 
ers are aware of the publication of a paper 
devoted to the Interests of undertakers. But 
they have a trade paper called the Casket, a 
name somewhat gruesome, though not clearly 
distinctive. No matter about that. We de- 
sired to call attention to another matter sug- 
gested by an editorial printed in a late num- 
ber of the Casket. The writer says: 

The funeral director, who aims to serve 
the public in a professional capacity, nat- 
urally desires to make known his particu- 
lar fitness for such services as far as possible 
and open up the largest practical sphere for 
usefulness to those needing his ministrations, 
and yet he is debarred by the peculiar cir- ' 
cumstances that involve his profession from 
appearing to bid for public consideration, to 
a higher degree even than that which ob- 
tains in the legal and medical professions. 
He can not consistently, with the dignity and 
delicacy of his calling, advertise' himself and 
his business facilities, as is permissible in 
many other vocations and trades; nor can 
he consistently enter into unseemly rivalry 
and competition. 

The question as to how far one may go in 
advertising himself as a funeral director has 
been a vexed one among conscientious and 
sensitive-minded people from time immemo- 
rial, but the experience and propriety have 
settled upon the simple form of announce- 
■ ment as the only means of bringing one's 
name before the public in a becoming and 
dignified manner. Anything that has the 
appearance of immodesty and sensationalism, 
or is obtrusive and presumptious in its char- 
acter, is esteemed obnoxious and is looked 
upon as unprofessional. 

It will surprise many to know that the 
ethics of undertaking, is more rigid in lim- 
itations, as far as advertising is concerned, 
than those which circumscribe the high pro- 
fessions of law and medicine. But we appre- 
hend that ethics in all the cases has been car- 
ried so far that the transgressors have pi of- 
Ited at the expense of those who have been 
more rigid. Yet there is a propriety in pro- 
fession-! ethics, for all professions can be 
degraded by the unseemly publicity of un- 
principled members. 

It would be profitable to discuss the ques- 
tion whether the ethics of other days is well 
suited for these times. Ultra conservatism 
at times is hurtful, and ethics in professions 
is rounded upon conservatism. It may be 
that doctors, lawyers and undertakers ar-> 
viewing advertising in a light which is old 
and dim. and in a measure suffering by rea- 
. son of It

Additional Fair News. 



The treatment to be pursued in regard to 
animals that have been highly fitted for 
competition at 'the fall shows is pretty well 
known to all breeders who have been in the 
business for any length of time. As the 
ranks of exhibitors, however, are constantlv- 
being reinforced by younger men, who may 
not be so well Informed, and -by wealthy 
citizens who take up farming as a recreation, 
and whose knowledge of the mysteries of 
breeding and showing is less, perhaps, than 
the length of their purse-strings, a few hints 
as to the most satisfactory way to treat show 
animals, after their duties at the fairs are 
over, will not be amiss. 

When the show stock arrive home, they 
are. as a rule, pretty well tired, both of 
their journeyings and of their strong rations 
which they have been receiving so steadily 
during their tour, and are just as anxious for 
a change of feed as are their owners to give 
it to them, and thus save their pockets from 
further expense. It Is not wise, however, to 
make a change too rapidly, as a sudden trans- 
ition from grain and dry feed to rich past- 
ures would derange the digestion, cause 
scouring, and result In the animal's getting 
a back-set. As regards horses, cattle and 
sheep, the better plan, and the one most 
generally adopted by breeders, is to -lessen 
the grain feed gradually, and turn the ani- 
mals out in a short pasture for a few days 
during fine weather till thev become sea- 
soned: afterwards they can be given more 
succulent grasses. Whether they can be de- 
prived of the grain ration altogether then is 
a matter that depends on the condition of 
the individual animal. 

Rams that are to be used on the flock 
should, on their return home, be deprived 
of all heating food, but should, nevertheless 
£ e if?". 1 " n ,n Bood he»rt so that they may 
be lit for their work. When the mating time 
comes salts may be given, should a show 
ram be sluggish in his work. This and 
plenty of exercise will remedy any trouble in 
this direction, unless the animal Is absolutely 
worthless naturally, or has become so In con- 
sequence of too good treatment. 

In the case of swine there does not appear 
to be auite so much caution reoulred In low- 
ering their diet, although here. too. a gradual 
change is best. Most of the nles shown at 
our exhibitions ere too fat. judeing from the 
pork packer's point of view, and have to lose 
a considerable amount of unnecessary flesh 
before they get down to ordinary breeding 
condition, and, therefore, many breeders Shut 
off show rations at once when the exhibitions 
close. Some take their show nigs and turn 
them out on pasture, with no grain, but 
where they have access to nlenty of water, 
and the results have been quite satisfactory. 
But here too. the breeder will havp to nse 
his discrimination, heceuse individuals differ 
so. and one nig would thrive unde«- treatment 
which another would not stand without se- 
rious loss. 

It must he understood that the above re- 
marks iinnlv only to animals which »~> to 
be retained for breeding mimeses. Thnw 
which »re Intended for the butcher or for 
fat stock shows, must be treated very differ- 

» » * In . ,r rase there must bo no rhango 
of feed or lowering of rations, but th°v must 
be npshed on steadilv on the f~>d thev an > 
eecpctnmed to. otherwise thev will pot be in 
the best form to be shown or sold when the 
time comes. — Farmers' Advocate.

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Distributors on Roller Skates.

Some years ago, roller skating rinks 
were all the rage throughout the 
length and breadth of the lan4. at 
which, time, many of the export's in 
that line made enormous distances In 
competitive races. 

Recently, some English people have 
gone to manufacturing a roller slij:fe 
to compete with the bicycle, the snare 
being in fact two small bicycle wheal;; 
with pneumatic tires, mounte-1 fore 
and aft. The price, $35, -prevented 
any great number of sales, but a few 
moqths ago a Buffalo concern put on l 
a modification of this article at a low 
price, something like $10, and men on 
bicycle roller skates, or "Buffalo foot 
cycles." as they are called, can fre- 
quently be seen on the boulevard* of 
New York and Chicago, keeping pace 
with " speedy horses, and speedier 
wheelmen. 

A gentleman In a "Western city, in- 
terested in distributing and sign-ta<-k- 
ine. who was formerly a roller skat- 
ing crank, tells me that he intends 
to equip some of his men with Buffalo 
foot cycles, and give them a trial of a 
week at least. 

One of the claims of the skate bi- 
cycle is that when reaching a rough 
section, the skates can he : thrown 
over the shoulder and ordinary walk- 
ing indulged in. 

Tills is a subject that might interest 
distributors in level sections. 

A walk of ten or twelve miles a day. 
carrying a great bundle of circulars or 
samnles. or cards for tackinsr. is a 
hard day's work in itself, and if the 
same man mounted on wheels can 
cover double the territory in the sann- 
l«>nsrth of time, and thereby distribute 
double the quantity, there will soon 
begin to appear a reasonable amount 
of profit in this work. 

Aside from the utility of the idea, 
the novelty of it for tb» first few 
•weeks in any town would certs' In' v 
be worth considerable to the artie-.o 
being advertised. 



The Distri&utor and the Local 
Merchant. 



About all. the advice I have e*-°r 
read in various trade Journals to dis- 
tributors just beainning business is: 
"Start by soliciting your local mer- 
chants." The advice looks all ri"'>t 
on the face, bnt experience lias tansrlit 
me to think the reverse, "ftet your 
local trade first." Yon mis-lit just as 
well advise a person to build a hop?.* 
and then put the foundation under it. 
One looks just as sensible to me as 
the other. My experience has been, 
and I think all experienced distribu- 
tors will bear out nay statement, that 
the local merchant will be one of the 
last customers you 'will get. It is nil 
well and good to solicit their, trade. 
Soliciting and getting are two differ- 
ent things. The local merchant thinks 
he knows all about distributing. 
When he has anything in thsit line 1>«* 
usually goes out on the street and 
hires three or four small bovs. or a 
couple of hobo tramps or bar-room 
loafers to do the work. He thinks 
that ends it. Just so the matter is 
out of his place of ousiness. After he 
has tried this thing once or twice he 
concludes that distributing does not 
pay: simply because he got no results 
from his printed matter. Should he 
call upon the; local distributor for 
prices and be asked a reasonable fic- 
ure, you would imagine, judging from 
his general actions, that the distribu- 



tor had "pulled a gun on liiin." de- 
manding his money or his life. His 
usual answer is. "Why. I can get the 
work done for less than half the price 
you ask me. and get it done right at 
that." He does not know right from 
wrong. He knows no more about dis- 
tributing than a "cat does about Sun- 
day.'* Couldn't tell a good job if he 
This very same merchant saw it. 
■will pay an enormous salary to an ad- 
vertising man; he will pay a bis round 
price for the writing of an advertise- 
ment, circular, newspaper or anv 
other kind, and he pays it freely. If 
he wants space in a newspaper he 
pays the price asked without a mur- 
mur, bnt when it comes to distribut- 
ing, he wants the work done for near- 
ly nothing. Why is this? Simply be- 
cause the merchant thinks any one 
can do distributing and do it right. I 
claim he is mistaken. I- also claim 
that it requires just the same amount 
of experience to manage "and handle 
men. and handle them properly, in the 
distributing business as in any other 
line. In other words, the manager of 
a distributing agency must thorough- 
ly understand his business. He must 
know where the possible patrons of 
the article advertised can be reached. 
He must know the time to reach 
them. He must be able to judge men 
whom he employes. He must know 
how to inspect work. He must know 
when the work is done right. If he 
docs not, lie is nor a distributor in any 
sense of the word. 

The -writer has watched the Dis- 
trict Telegraph boys go out with a lot 
of advertising matter which they 
■were to distribute. They started out 
like a lot of sheen without a leader. 
He has watched them at work. They 
have no svstem. They work "any old 
way." Why? Simply because they 
know nothing about the business. 
They have no inspector or foreman. 
If they have. I have never seen him. 
I have also watched what the mer- 
cnant calls "our own men." They do 
it even worse than the messenger 
boys. The messenger boys do ulace 
some of the matter so that it will do 
some good, but the "our men" fellows 
go along the street throwing the stuff 
in the yards part of the time and "art 
of ' the time on the sidewalks. Thev 
hand (in nine cases out of ten) every 
man. woman and child thev hannen 
to meet a piece of the advertising 
matter. Yon can follow them for 
miles on the street by the litter in the 
gutters and on the sidewalks. They 
usually nut out from three to fiv" 
thousand a day in Cincinnati. Of 
course, this is very cheap, when it is 
figured per thousand, but out of the 
five thousand pieces. I venture to say. 
that not over one hundred of them 
are effective advertising. Then the 
merchant wonders why he does not 
get any results. Now. 'if the regular 
distributor did this work for him. he 
would exneet about '.»> per cent of 
the circulars to bring him a customer. 
He becomes very unreasonable. TTo 
wants as much results from S1 00 
Sfeut in house-to-ho"*" districting 
as he gets from a $">00 "add" in a 
Svnday paper.. 

I would advise all distributors not to 
bother with the local inerHmnt for the 
first two or three years of Ids business 
career. First show him that the nn- 
tionnl advertiser appreciates your 
service. After you have done this yon 
ran make a good, strong argument. 
For instance, if you could name th<» 
Pr. Miles Co.. the I>r. Chase Co.. C. I. 
Hood & Co.. or any others you mav 
have on your list of patrons, it -would 
be an easy matter to prove that it 

paid them to patronize you. If it did 



not, you could not hold their trade. 
You can also tell him that they are 
paying you good prices, and if your 
services were not satisfactory, they 
certainly would not do so. Mark my 
word.your local merchant will pay the 
price after awhile. Don't come down 
a cent to liim; if anything, charge him 
more than you do the national adver- 
tiser. He deserves it for not being 
willing to pay you an honest price. 

It was only yesterday that a local 
merchant called on me to get my 
price, lie thought it was rather high, 
but said he woud pay it. He stated 
that he had employed boys for a num- 
ber of years to do his distribulting, 
but found that the work did not pay 
him. the believes in house-to-house 
distributing), and further stated that 
}si:( it sir resort, he employed a man to 
.10 iji: j|ooi four boys whom he had 
1— red to do a job of sampling. Ho had 
his own ideas about now sampling 
sh.oud be done. I will give you his 
plan: He instructed the boys to leave 
from ten to twenty-five samples on 
the counters of the stores, barber 
shops, saloons, etc. He also said that 
he worked the city thoroughly from 
house to house, and the entire distri- 
bution cost him S2.50 per thousand.. 
No results whatever.- Was this not a 
sad experience? I told him where lie 
made his mistake, and nroved to him 
that he knew nothing about house-to- 
house distributing. He admitted that 
I was right. Before leaving, lie said 
that he had watched my men and had 
come to the conclusion that we were 
the only agency in Cincinnati that did 
good work. He said that he had seen 
other men distributing, but the work 
was never done in the systematic 
manner that ours was. He asked me 
how I accounted for this. I told him 
that when we found a man who did 
not do the work as instructed, we 
simply discharged him. That wo 
were in the business to stav. and 
could not afford to have men working 
fo r its who did not obey orders. I 
believe that the experience of this 
one merchant is about the same as 
ti'" mniority. 

I will say in conclusion that I have 
rotten more local trade in 1S0S than 
I d'd in ni»" previous four years" ex- 
perience. I would also like to state 
that I have solicited less this yenr 
than ever before. I have made up 
r-'v mird to compel the local mer- 
chants to come to me. and -"-hen I 
s"eeed. ti>ev are usnallv williii" to 
pay a fair nrice. If not. T let them 
e-n. Ope or two experiences more 
w ! 'l fix them all ri"ht. 

"We invite inspection, and would be 
pleased to take any one who desires 
to see our men pt work, to the ppto-i). 
borhood where thev nr n distributing. 
I wonder if any of the merchants 
whose "own i«en" do the work cnu'd 
at any tin'", when c.il'ed "nnti. tell in 
what section of the eit*\ to say noth- 
ing of the ^tree*<-. fhejr me" pre work- 
in"- en.

whole of it Is published in "The billboard" 
for general Information It would be accepta- 
ble to many who are Interested in this de- 
partment of advertising. I, therefore en- 
close you a folder, which you can ■publish 
from if you wish, the section referred to 
This Is not intended as an advertisement for 
myself, but I want all our members to get 
tn line, and by good work increase our busi- 
ness and fame as honest distributors and suc- 
cessful advertisers. I bIbo wish to impress 
on the advertiser that it Is an Impossibility 
to pay our men *7 to 19 per week and do dis- 
tributing for $1.50 per 1.000, when 1.000 per 
day Is the limit of a thorough distributor's 
endurance. My folder starts as follows: 

It has been demonstrated to the satisfac- 
tion of all successful advertisers that the 
placing of a WELL, WRITTEN pamphlet or 
circular in the handB of those you desire to 
reach as probable patrons is a decidedly sat- 
isfactory method of advertising. The heavy 
expense entailed in advertising through the 
press precludes giving demiis. which must 
be supplied through other and more direct 
channels. Mailing circulars to addresses ob- 
tained for such purpose entails a cost of $10 
to $20 per thousand. The 

ECONOMY AND ADVANTAGE OVER ALL 

OTHER METHODS 
Of advertising must be conceded to house- 
to-house distribution, and gives opportunity 
for extended argument and description by 
using circulars, pamphlets and booklets. 
Make them attractive. Let them be well 
written and printed artistically on good paper 
and they will go the rounds of the family be- 
fore being laid aside. 

HONEST DISTRIBUTION. 

Here is the problem that worries the ad- 
vertiser. The city or village distributor will 
send in to the advertiser a letter signed by 
the leading druggists or merchants of his 
town, recommending him as a capable, hon- 
est man. But how many druggists or mer- 
chants there are who sign such a letter or 
petition and do It more as a favor, not wish- 
ing to offend or refuse the applicant, and at 
the same time not stopping to think that thev 
are lending their names to advocate a man 
who they are really not sure of, and who 
will, perhaps, waste as much or more than 
he distributes properly. It is often the esse 
that the out-of-town advertiser has no other 
means sf appointing a distributor in a city 
or village than by such a recommendation, 
and the druggist or merchant who indorses 
an applicant who desires to be appointed a 
distributor should look carefully into the ap- 
plicant's ability and integrity before recom- 
mending him to the Innocent advertiser, who 
is far away and must use this means of send- 
ing out his distributing. The best way for 
the new advertiser to do is to write oth°r 
older advertisers and innuire who their dis- 
tributor is. for the old advertiser knows what 
his returns have been in the- different towns, 
and if the distributor can get the endorse- 
ment of the old advertiser for past services, 
as well as the leal merchant and drugeist. 
then the title of honest distributor Is worth 
something. 

The honest distributor must be a man o* 
unlimited patience. He must not get tired 
climbing stens and opening doors, and begin 
to stop at the bottom of stoop or piazza and 
throw at the doorstep, for that is not his 
agreement with the advertiser, and he is rot 
keeping un to his contract. "Inside the 
door" Is his Instruction, and do It quietly, 
so as not to make the advertising matter a 
nuisance before It Is picked un bv the occu- 
pant of the residence. Hoys should never he 
trusted as niEtrlhntors. for not one In a thou- 
sand has the netlence to take a smalt pack- 
pee of 500 clreplars and spend the nece«s»rv 
half day distributing them. A boy thinks 
that 500 should not last over an hour, ard a 
boy Is a roan bpfore he thinks otherwise. The 
honest distributor will not take out two to'-s 
at one time, no matter If they be in entlrrlv 
different lines, for one will surelv detraet 

from the other, and the advertiser loses one- 
hnlf or more of the Interest his advertising 
should create. Distributing should not be 
done on rainy or stormy days. The advertiser 
should not under any circumstances de»I 
with a cheap distributor. Good men should 
receive good pay for good work. Poor men 
can be hired cheap, and will surely do cheao 
work. Twenty-five cents extra per thousand 
Is nothing if you have some reason to be sure 
you are getting the service you want. To the 
distributor I would say. Re honest with the 
sdvertiser. for no matter if he Is miles away 
he may be keeping "tabs" on you. and once 
yon are found to be doing crooked work it 
will travel so fast that you will rooo bo try- 
ing to eet Into some other business. If vru 
as a distributor employ nelp. do not hire 
young men. hut If possible look un good, 
ateady. conscientious men of from 35 to 4^ 
y«ars of age. and give them to understand 
that your rules are. "Don't see how manv 
you can distribute, but how welt you can do 
IN- 
DIRECTIONS.

Buck's -Stoves, Siimond's Regulator, Sak's 
Clothing, and Canadian Jubilee Singers. 

I have recently made distributions for Dr. 
Miles Company, Hall's Catarrh Cure, Peruna 
almanacs. Dr. Burkhart, Hagee's Cod Liver 
Oil, Kondon's Catarrh Jelly and Family 
Story Paper. 

I hope to still further increase this branch 
of my business by Joining the association in 
the spring. 

My prospects for spring bill posting are the 
best I have ever had at this time of the year. 
In fact, they are so good that I intend to 
build about 600 feet of new boards as soon 
as the weather begins to open up.

If we (us 
posters, you know) had a few more like you 
and some others I could name to push our 
business, we would have to enlarge our 
plants all around. May you live long -and 
prosper, and may no evil assail you. 

I know that advertising pays by the follow- 
ing circumstances: George Leonard, of Grand 
Rapids, has, or had been, pounding me on 
the back for a long time to go to our Michi- 
gan Bill Fosters conventions, but I thought 
I could not get away, as it was my "busy 
time." But last spring I dropped everything 
and went to Detroit with our President. 1 
not only had a bully good time, but I had 
the conceit taken out of me completely. Al- 
though I was never very onceited about bill 
posting, for I was too old (40 years old) 
when I commenced, yet I thought I knew 
something about it. But after I had been 
to the convention and heard some of those 
old posters talk (George W. Stevenson, of 
Jackson; Davidson, of Bay City, etc.), I 
made up my mind I did not know much of 
anything about bill posting. I also got new 
ideas of how to push bill posting and dis- 
tributing, and I know I have been paid a 
good many times Tor the money and time 
spent while at the convention. I have built 
over four hundred feet of new boards since I 
was in Detroit, and have bad the same full 
all the time. I have more paper coming, and 
know It was the result of knowing how to 
push my business. 

Cadillac is 98 miles north of Grand Rapids, 
and has a population of 7.30U. We have four 
double band saw mills that run the year 
round. We have broom-handle factories, 
basket, stave and heading factories, planing 
mills, machine shops, flouring mills and 
other industries that are in constant opera- 
tion and at good wages. There Is not an 
idle man in town except those who do not 
want work, and when I am asked what kind 
of a town Cadillac is, 1 tell them we have 
everything that is good and bad, and they 
can take their choice. 

We have some very fine trout streams in 
this vicinity, and any one that will come 
here in the trout season, that belongs to "The 
Billboard," I will see has a good catch, and 
a good time also. I am- cracked a little, or 
a good deal, on the trout question, and if I 
could see and talk with you, I expert I should 
tire you out, the same as I have done now, 
I guess. So Just please excuse this rambling 
and disconnected letter.

I received from P.; J. Sorg: (Spear 
Head Tobacco) 278 .sheets of paper to be 
posted in Alpena, which 1 did, and the Amer- 
ican Advertising and Bill Posting Company 
of Chicago wanted me to post 17^ sheets of 
Lion Cott'ee paper. This I refused to accept 
under any condition, owing to the large com- 
mission which they ask. Next comes E. C. 
Keyes, with the American Tobacco Company, 
of New York City, with 554 sheets of Dukes 
Mixture and 2G0 sheets of Battle Ax Plug 
Tobacco, which makes a total of 814 sheets 
of paper, and he wants no commission. My 
boards are- constantly filled with just such 
people. They are all gentlemen and appre- 
ciate my service to the queen's taste. Mr. 
Keyes is a gentleman to deal with, also an 
expert to attend to advertising, as he only 
pays you for what is on your boards when it 
is cheeked. This is a letter I received from 
Mr. Keyes as soon as he heard of the would- 
be bill posters' friend, the Bill Poster Display 
Advertising.

the paper as long as they get their commis- 
sion, and they make you wait until they get 
ready to pay you. If you write them a letter 
and tell them that you want your money 
and that you won't receive any more work 
irom them at such enormous commission, 
they will simply advertise you and your city, 
that it is open for a first-class bill poster, 
thinking you will send them a : $10 bill and 
piomise them that you will neveV write such 
a letter again to them, and that they can 
have any commission they ask for. 

Mr. Campbell, of Chicago, is more of a 
gentleman. He will pay you 7 cents per sheet 
and he will show you in figures how it leaves 
you 6 cents clear profit after their 16% per 
cent, commission is taken out. but I had to 
refuse his work the same as 1 have all others, 
as I treat everybody alike. 1 am willing to 
allow any man 10 per cent., and. that is 
enough for any man for writing a letter and 
also to help him look big in the world, as 
that is all those big fellows use bill posters 
for these days— to make the advertisers be- 
lieve they control the entire world. But you 
bet they don't control Alpena, as I have a 
fence all around it, with a gate, and every- 
body has got to have a pass-word to get in.

But in- 
stead of coming himself he sent a young man 
who knew me. and he asked me if I had a 
list to give him for this man. and as he acted 
rather queer, I told him 1 would like to have 
a talk with this agent myself: for him to call 
at six in the evening. But he failed to call. 
This was on a Monday, and the following 
iriday he called again in the evening when 
I was out and had with him (I afterward 
learned) his partner, Pomeroy. and they went 
on to tell the vast amount of work they had 
for her husband, etc.. etc., giving her a nice 
little jolly," you know, and asked her If 
she could not find a list.

During the month just past a gen- 
tleman who has written much that is. 
valuable on advertising, called at the 
otnce of "The Billboard." He was in- 
terested in adverties. He was, in fact, 
not averse to engaging in the work of 
constructing the science himself. He 
has already done much, very- much, in 
another held in this direction— in fact, 
he has achieved »oth fame and for- 
tune as a result of reducing to a 
seience a branch of business which, 
vhen he took it up, was as unsys- 
tematized as advertising now is. The 
uiseussion which ensued was long and 
interesting. At the outset he argued 
against the advisability of the whole 
scueme. . This, of course, was with a 
view of bringing out a defense which 
would outline its advantages and 
worth. He argued well, in fact, with 

marked ability. 

* * 

* 

To begin with, he stated that in 
these days the artisan inventor was 
the one who led. The scientist, he 
averred, followed after. He quoted a 
professor at Cornell in support of his 
position as saying, "Ton practical fel- 
lows are always away ahead of us 
folks in the schools." 

At the time he seemed to have 
scored heavily with this point. If this 
was truth, and it seemed to be, what 
manner of use could science be to art? 
Of what real practical value and 
utility would adverties ever amount 
to? If a rule of art becomes a prin- 
ciple of science instead of the reverse, 
then surely science has but a poor 
place in ' our work-a-day world. A 
correspondent, also eminent in adver- 
tising realms, assumes almost identi- 
cally the same position. Says he: 
"While art utilizes all rules it also 
transcends them all. A really great 
painting— a masterpiece, can not be 

made by rule." 

* 

* * 

A well-known bill posting expert of 
New York contended that it was not 
possible to eliminate the element of 



chance from advertising, and even if 
it were it was not desirable. He in- 
sisted that it was the uncertainty of 
the outcome which kept the business 
alive. In his estimation advertising 
is a gamble— not altogether, of course, 
but to a large extent. 

Numerous other correspondents have 
advanced arguments along substan- 
tially similar lines, and yet the facts 
remain unchanged. Science is pro- 
gressive and science leads art. 
Science is truth and the laws thereof. 
Art is merely their application. The 
artisan may and does blunder into 
and unfold new truths now and then, 
but the scientists are moving ahead 
regularly and orderly and accom- 
plishing more daily than the blind 
and misdirected energies of the whole 

army of artisians do in a year. 

* 
* * 

The discovery of the planet Nep- 
tune, one of the most brilliant of the 
scientific feats of the present century, 
aptly illustrates our claims. For many 
years the planet Uranus, or rather its 
orbit, had been a source of embarrass- 
ment and confusion to astronomers. 
They found it impossible to adequate- 
ly reconcile the ancient and modern 
observations by any one set of ele- 
ments, and the error increased rapidly 
from year to year. Bouvard early 
suggested that some other planet 
caused these apparent irregularities, 
and acting upon the suggestion M. 
Leverrier, a French astronomer, en- 
tered seriously upon the tasK of de- 
termining the position of the sup- 
posed disturging planet. He began 
by revising the theory of Uranus at 
the instance of M. Arago. 
» * 
His first memoir on the subject was 
read before the French Academy in 
November, 1845, and hU second :n 
June, 1846. The third was lead Au- 
gust 31, 1846, and the discovery of ihe 
planet followed almost iiuiaediataly 
thereafter. 'He wrote to his friend, 
Dr. Galle, of Berlin, requesting him 
to search for the planet with the large 
refracting telescope of the Berlin Ob- 
servatory at a particular position in 
the heavens which he indicated. This 
letter reached Berlin, September 23, 
and the same evening Galle discov- 
ered the planet at almost the identi- 
cal spot pointed out. That was the 
achievement of a scientist, and all the 
artists and artisans in the world could 
not have accomplished It. Art fol- 
lows close upon the heels of science, 
but the latter leads the way in the 
search for new truths.

If every man who starts out to do 
distributing could realize the results 
obtained by Pillsbury's Vitos in Cleve- 
land, O., some months ago, there 
would be no further difficulty for 
good distributors to secure reasonable 
pay. Pillsbury's agent came to Cleve- 
land, and consulted William A. Moul- 
ton, who wanted $5 a thousand for 
distributing samples of Vitos Break- 
fast food. The price astounded Mr. 
Agent, and he inquired around to find 
some other distributor, and was final- 
ly rewarded (?) by finding a man who 
agreed to do the work for $1.25 a 
thousand. In his dilemma, he talked 
over the matter with the agent for 
Dr. Burkhart, who happened to be 
in Cleveland at the time, and they 
agreed together that both prices were 
out of reason — one too high, and the 
other too low. As a compromise, 
however, one-half the town was given 
to the cheap man, and the other half 
was given to Moulton. 

The distribution was watched, and 
it was learned that Molton's men 
went to the kitchen door, knocked at 
the door, and waited until some one 
appeared, to whom the package was 
handed with a polite, pleasant re- 
mark, requesting them to accept this 
sample package of Vitos, the new 
Breakfast Food, and if pleased with 
it, supplies could be found at the 
neighboring groceries. 

The other men did not absolutely 
throw the packages into the yards, 
but took them in, and left them on the 
doorsteps, which some people would 
imagine to be all that is necessary. 

The results in actual sales in the 
Molton district were something enor- 
mous, not only on the first canvas of 
the retail' grocery trade, but also 
weeks after; whereas the sales in the 
other sections of the town did not. ag- 
gregate more than half enough to pay 
for the cost of the distributing. 

I do not know the name of the cheap 
distributor, lit was not Bryan), nor 
am I acquainted with Mr. Molton. 

I am not writing this to praise one, 
nor to run down the other, as the 
probability is that the cheap man did 
all he could for the money he 
charged. 

What I particularly wish to impress 
upon the distributors is that by hold- 
ing out for it, they can secure pay 
which will justify them in doing per- 
fect work; and, that after doing one 
perfect job, the same customer will 
return frequently for the same kind 
of work at the same prices; whereas, 
on the other hand, the cheap distrib- 
utor either makes no profit on his 
first order, or if he makes a profit, he 
seldom gets a second order from the 
same advertiser. 

While on the subject of good dis- 
tributing, I want to tell about the 
results secured by Dr. Burkhart from 
his advertising matter placed in 
Greater New York by Harry Mun- 
son. 

While the distribution of samples 
and circulars of Dr. Burkhart's Vege- 
table Compound was in progress, and 
after the distributing was ended, Mr. 
Leach, Dr. Burkhart's representative, 
called upon the wholesale drug houses 
and solicited orders. 

He states that he never met with 
such a cold reception as he received 



from these same wholesale druggists. 
One of theni said to him: 

"You people from the West come 
Into New York City and spend a little 
money, and expect people to fall over 
themselves in their effort to get your 
goods. You load up the wholesale 
druggists, the sales do not material- 
ize, and you cease your advertising, 
and leave the wholesale houses in the 
lurch, with a large stock of your 
goods on their hands, for which there 
is no sale." 

There was only one way in which 
the goods could be placed, and that 
was on consignment, and in June, 
1S9S, Mr. Leach obtained consent of 
the leading wholesale druggists for 
consigned shipments. 

Knowing his article, and knowing 
the thorough way in which Munson 
had performed the distribution, he 
loaded the druggists heavily with all 
sizes of the preparation, placing with 
Crittendon 200 uozen of the 25-cent 
size, 100 dozen of the 5v-cent size, and 
25 dozen of the dollar size, and plac- 
ing with every house in the same pro- 
portion. Upon calling on these whole- 
salers again In December, he was met 
by the buyer with a statement that be 
believed some of the goods had been 
sold, and he would find out just how 
much. Sending a messenger to the 
department for a statement from the 
department head, the buyer was very 
much surprised to learn the enormous 
quantities of the goods that had been 
sold, and when he learned just what 
stock of goods had been consigned to 
him, and what a quantity had been 
sold, he remarked to Mr. Leach, that 
if he had been consulted as to the 
quantity to be sent, he would have 
asked for possibly a gross of the 
small size, and probably a dozen of 
the two larger sizes. 

The buyer was very much aston- 
ished at the extraordinary sales that 
one distribution had produced. 

Mr. Leach tells me that Munson's 
men stop at every drug store on their 
distribution route and ask for a label 
which they paste in their scrap-book 
carried for that purpose. 

They ask the druggist or his clerk 
if he carries Burkhart's Compound in 
stock. If the answer is "No," it is 
noted on the label. He Is then asked 
if he has ever had any calls for the 
preparation, and that answer is noted. 
Samples are also left with the drug- 
gist, and he is told by the distributor 
of what is being done in tht; neigh- 
borhood, with the further information 
that all wholesale drug bouses can 
supply Burkhart's Compound, and 
that, as calls for the remeiy are 
bound to follow the distribution, be is 
advised to put in a stock of the goods.

Mr. Rowell has 
developed more thoroughly, perhaps, than 
any man the question of circulation of news- 
papers; and friends and foes havo long since 
credited him with justice and Impartiality. 
Mr. Howell's statement, that from the begin- 
ning no paper has ever been accorded a high 
rate on account of friendly considerations or 
patronage, or a lower one on account of ill- 
temper or Ill-will, is borne out by tho facts, 
though lu many cases it has been difficult to 
convince Interested parties to the truth of the 
assertion.

She Paints Signs. 

Not the Inst Interesting woman In the city 
who earns her livelihood by what is gener- 
ally looked upon as distinctly a man's work 
is Miss Lucy Huffman, of Kdgworth, the 
only woman Rlgn painter In Pittsburg. Llko 
most of the other working women of our clty 
there is nothing of the new-womanish tyno 
about Miss Huffman. She is a young look- 
ing girl, small and excessively modest, and 
very womanly. She believes In doing with 
her might whatever Is given her to do. That 
is why she is a sign painter. Something llko 
ten years ago she came to Pittsburg from 
West Virginia looking for something to do. 
She was engaged by a painter to do stencil 
work, a task needing no greater skill than 
the ability to dip a brush in the paint and 
daub It back and forth on tho stencil pat- 
tern. Other girls had been engaged for such 
work before and have since, but nothing 
came of It. Tho girl, however, hud eyes and 
used them. She watched the men employed 
around her as they made tho stencil pat- 
terns. Sho saw how letters wore formed and 
how tho two parts were held together by tho 
necessary strips placed with tho construc- 
tion of tho letters. 

A few months were more than enough for 



her to learn all that. Then the man who had 
employed her left the city. But another 
painter who wanted some one to do his sten- 
cil work for him had heard of her and sent 
for her. Could she make stencil designs? 
he asked her. There is where Miss Huffman 
rose to thfe occasion. She had never tried to 
make a design, but she watched so closely 
she knew exactly how it wrt- dpr-e and >he 
had si lf-c'onfldei.uc to know she: could dj it. 
So she answered yes, and at once went to 
work. 

Then came a day when she painted her* first 
sign. She had practiced making letters w-hen 
not busy with her work, and had acquired 
a steady hand. Hut for a time no opportun- 
ity aroso to put her new accomplishment into 
practice. One day she was left alone in the 
shop and a Chinaman came in and wanted a 
laundry sign painted. It must be done at 
once. Wall Sing was determined to carry it 
home that evening. As there was no pros- 
pect of any of the painters returning before 
night Miss Huffman determined to paint the 
thing herself, and paint it she did. Wah Sing 
went off at night-fall proudly bearing the 
new sign that was to help him outshine the 
rival laundryman, and Miss Huffman was a 
sign painter. 

She has been employed by the same firm. 
Cook & Co., ever since, learning more and 
more about the work every year, and very 
much amused at' the surprise of people who 
see her for the first time as she sits, brush 
In hand, before a good-sized sign, deftly out- 
lining and filling in the letters. She does no 
outside work, having no desire for notoriety 
but anything that can be done in the shop 
she can do. She likes her work, and when, 
as occacionally happens, she is given an or- 
der for "something fine, don't bother about 
the price," she has an opportunity to dis- 
play the originality and delicacy one expects 
to find in a woman of artistic tastes. The 
odor of paint and turpentine, the general lit- 
: ter and untidiness always associated with a 
paint shop, do not disturb her. and she finds 
her work thoroughly congenial. 



talned. Always outline so the filling In comes 
on the inside of the letters, except X and 
Y. The filling in will come on one side. W 
is the widest letter in the alphabet. One- 
third wider than H Is about right. 

Almost any kind of a letter may be formed 
on these outlines. A shows how a. simple 
block may be formed. B shows a full block. 
E show the frntril. T is Egyotian and tho 
rest Koir.au. V. hi n riling crt block letters 
make the horizontal bars a little narrower 
than the perpendicular ones. 

If these instructions are followed faithfully, 
the learner, in a short time, will be able to 
form letters, freehand, without a ruler, com- 
passes or any other guide, except the eye. 
Spacing should be determined by the form 
of the letters. Between full letters, such 
as H and M the space should be wider than 
between such letters where a curve exists, or 
between those that are open. For example, 
V G. The space should then be narrower. 
There is no definite rule for spacing. Prac- 
tice alone will teach you. As a general rule 
make the spacing between open letters nar- 
rower than between full letters. If the let- 
ters are full letters at the bottom, let the 
space at the bottom govern, let the space at 
the top and open at the bottom, regulate the 
space by lettine the bottom of the letters fall 
where they will.

CHAPTER III. 

With true outlines, the balance of skill re- 
quired to make a neat letter is limited to a 
little careful practice in the use. of the brush 
that a straight, clear cut edge may be made. 
It is conceded by all good sign painters, the 
fewer the lines in the outline the better, and 
also that the letter when worked will present 
a more handsome and artistic appearance 
than one that is drawn strictly to measured 
lines. 

We present here a system illustrating eight 
letters of the alhabet which are said to be 
both the most difficult to out ine and to paint. 
According to this system it Is only n pessary 
to draw lines defining the extreme limits of 
the height and width of the letters and, on 
which lines almost any kind and style of let- 
ter is possible of being built. I always take 
B as the euage by which to determine the 
width of all the rest of the alphabet, follow- 
ing the rule as we shall cite it. Form the 
outline for B by drawing a line around the 
outside showing the limit as shown by the 
full black line in the illustration. Make the 
loop a little smaller than the bottom both in 
height and width. To outline A make the 
bottom a little wider than B at its widest 
part. C should be as wide as B is at its 
widest part, while E should be a little nar- 
rower. Make the bottom stem of E a little 
larger than the top stem. D should be as 
wide as B. Make the ton stem of F as long 
as tho top stem of E. Form G exactly like 
C. but a little wider. At the bottom draw a 
line from the top of the curl downward to 
the base line, and widen this bar as wide as 
the wide parts of the letter. Make H a little 
wider than the widest part of B. Make J 
half as wide as H. That Is. the curve part. 
Make the bottom part of K as wide as the 
bottom part of A. and the top a little nar- 
rower. Let the slant line of K that forms the 
lap strike the perpendicular line at about or 
a little below the center, and let the bottom 
slant line strike the lap slant line half ways 
or in the center. Make N the same width of 
B. How to outline M is shown in the en- 
graving. The rest are all easy until you get 
to W. For this draw two Vs smaller than 
the corresponding V would be. let the middle 
lines cross each other at a point which, if 
filled out as shown bv detailed lines, would 
make the full width third stem. For a block 
letter let the top of the two middle lines just 
touch each other instead of crossing. Now. 
after the outlines for the letters of the sign 
are drawn, take a brush that will make a 
narrower line than the broad parts of the 
letters are to be and proceed to paint by be- 
ginning on the outline and working each bar 
out gradually until the proper width is at-

Will the business of outdoor advertising 
pay in towns of 5.000 and less? Is a question 
that is propably asked the "Billboard" more 
than any one other. Now, to take any one 
of the three popular divisions, sign painting, 
bill posting, or distributing alone, the possi- 
bility of making it pay to an extent that 
would be considered remunerative is limited 
to the extent that the town is enterprising in 
a business way. Either branch followed sing- 
ly would hardly be remunerative enough to 
rely on absolutely for a livelihood without 
the operators' wants are very meager, 
the right kind of a man in a flourishing town 
of from 2.500 to 5.000 population will derive 
considerable income therefrom. It is safe ■ 
to say that he will derive more income from 
it than from any other single business, that 
is usually maintained in such sized towns, 
in proportion to the amount of capital invest- 
ed. Practically, he need invest no money for 
a while. Space, such as the sides of old 
sheds, fences, etc., may be bad for the ask- 
ing. Boardines may be built as the business 
progresses. The distribution business needs 
but a pair of stout legs and a little energy. 

Now take the three together. They are so 
nearly analogous that they can be worked to- 
gether without either one being in any wise 
detrimental to the other. In fact, they are 
so closely allied to one another, that com- 
mon sense and business tact demand that 
they should be worked conjointly. The old 
adage: "The heel always follows the toe," is 
demonstrated, in as much as the increase 
in one branch of the business will increase 
them all. The more distributing one man 
has done, or is doing, the more sign painting 
or billposting bis competitor will do, and 
vice-versa. We will use no more space in 
maintaining that this is a fact: for it i=. Com- 
petitors always vie with each other in pro- 
mulgating, or* promoting their favorite plans 
of securing or maintaining their respective 
businesses, particularly in this charactertis- 
tic of business houses in towns of this size. 

When practicable sign painters should con- 
trol the distributing and bill posting busi- 
ness: but. as a rule, they do not. Why this 
is the case is hard to say. Probably the 
narest solution is, the distributing and bill 
posting business is a comparatively new 
thing in such sized olaces.and has been taken 
up as a chance job by some one who still 
maintains it.'' Done- before the local sign 
painter thought about it: for. the fact is. 
where the possibilities of bill posting and 
distributing have been brought to the atten- 
tion of sign painters in such towns, particu- 
larly if he be a young man, he has taken 
hold of it. and. as a rule., is making a suc- 
cess of it, which, of course, is eoverned in 
decree by the enterprise of himself and town. 

To be a good sign painter in connection 
with other branches, goes a long ways tow- 
ard insuring a successful business. The sign 
painting bill poster has a decided advantage 
over the bill poster and distributor. His 
business keeps him informed. Many are the 
dollars he can nick up in the course of a 
year it he is able to paint a fair sign. 

The sign painter can post bills or distribute 
circulars, but the bill poster or distributor 
can't paint signs; or, at least, he thinks he 
can't. With good letter patterns of different 
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sizes and styles, those which are cut true, 
about all he has to learn is to apace correct- 
ly, he can paint good signs, as good as the 
ordinary sign. After he learns to make his 
paint work smooth and cut a clear edge, and 
with good brushes, with an hour "or two's 
practice, he can make just as true a letter 
as the pattern is. Any one who has a hand 
steady enough to take a lead pencil and fol- 
low a mark which Is already marked on a 
piece of paper can follow a line with a little 
brush full of paint- 1 have seen little boys 
10 and 12 years of age, by means of a letter 
pattern, paint as true a letter as any sign 
painter on earth cart paint. All there is to 
painting signs with patterns is to strike two 
straight lines to mark the top and bottom of 
the letter, lay on the pattern and mark 
around it with a pencil. If glass, or soma 
very smooth surface, take a new sharpened 
piece of chalk. There are two ways of paint- 
ing to an outline. One is to have a brush 
that will fill over one-half of the face, and 
painting around one side to the outline, then 
doing the same to the other side, when the 
letter is completed. Another is to take a jfine 
brush and run a line on the outline, then fill- 
ing in. I prefer the former when practicable.' 

To shade with patterns, draw the letter in 
outline by marking all around the pattern. 
(Remember that a properly shaded letter is 
always shaded on the bottom. As a rule the 
left side of the letter is shaded, but this is 
not imperative.) Then move the pattern 
down and as far to the left or right (which- 
ever side you wish to shade) as you wish the 
shading to be wide. Now, be careful, and 
only mark on the outside of the pattern, or 
rather, on the outside of the lines. Never 
mark on any side, which side overlaps the 
letter, or the part of the letter, that is to be 
the face. You will avoid this if you will re- 
member to never cross a line of the main 
letter with a line of the shading. After this 
is done some of the parts will be open. Con- 
nect each end of the outlines of the shading 
by an angular straight line with the corner 
of the letter that is diagonally opposite to it. 
It is unnecessary to say to paint one part one 
color and the other part another, but wo will 
say that the letter will look better if the 
color of the shading does not quite touch the 
color of the face of the letter., thus leaving a 
small line of the ground color- exposed. 

To make a poster letter, outline the letter 
and shading in the manner described above. 
Paint the face of the letter, then around the 
whole letter, on all sides, inside and out 
draw a fine line. If the letter is. say. three 
inches high, make this line about one-eighth 
of an inch wide. Six inches high, make It 
about one-quarter of an inch wide and pro- 
portionately, as the letter is under three 
inches and over sir. Black is usually the 
color preferred for this fine line, no matter 
what the color of the face of the letter is 
except black. Then paint the shading. There 
may be so many shadings to a letter as 
wanted, made by patterns. No matter how 
many you wish, outline them all and loin 
the angles before beginning to paint- Now. 
it is to be seen, after the novice has gained 
sufficient control of his hand, which only 
takes a few hours' practice at most, that the 
appearance of the sign, good or bad. will 
nearly altogether depend on the patterns, 
good patterns, good signs, and vice versa.-. 
Another advantage gained by the use of pat-^ 
tens is the facility with which they enable: 
one to do work. In this they are a decided - 
advantage to the expert as well as to the 
novice. Then, again, the different styles of^- 
lettering, otherwise than what he makes him- 
self, is another consideration. 

There is money in sign painting, but it 
must be done at a reasonable- price. The day 
of fancy prices has gone by for everything, 
bign painters must come down with the bal- 
ance. It used to be customary to charge ten 
cents a letter for plain signs, but you can't 
get it any more. People won't pay it. With 
patterns at two cents a letter for plain letter-

The best patterns are made from straw- 
board for several reasons. The chief reasons 
are they always retain their shape, being 
easily held in place when in use. and when 
oiled and shellocked are almost as stable as 
metal patterns.

How to Make a Fair Successful. 



However' strange it may appear, still it is 
an. undoubted fact that the majority of agri- 
cultural fairs, successful though they may 
be iri their exhibitional and amusement char- 
acter,' do not show a flnanial balance on the 
right' side of the ledger. Weeks and months 
are devoted to the work preparatory to the 
fair, and the thousand and one details inci- 
dental to this work tax the best energies and 
resources of' t Its management.- Those un- 
* familiar- with the work, and anxiety involved 
in the setting up of a fair of any considera- 
ble^ 'magnitude are --greatly surprised when 
told fn detail of these things, and the major- 
ity of people, if they give the matter any 
thought at a!!, imagine that the work neces- 
sary for launching a fair can be done within 
a few" weeks before 1 its opening. Nothing can 
be farther from the truth, and 'nothing, per- 
haps; more largely determines the success 
of- a fair than' the amount- and character of 
the preliminary work bestowed upon it. 
Herein, in my opinion, is one of the great 
weaknesses -of the average ' -fair. Lack of 
forehandedness and lack of business treat- 
ment. Take, for instance, a fair whose out- 
lay for premiums -and 'special attractions, ad- 
vertising, labor. . etc., is, say $25,000, $30,000 
or-.$40.000- Surely these are- amounts of suffi- 
cient magnitude to warrant the very best 
business- consideration that can be ■ com- 
manded: and first of all, your fair must be 
conducted . upon sound business principles. 
Ways and ■ means must always be kept well 
iir-.-view.: or else- the most- arduous labor, the 
best intentions and the most conscientious 
care of departmental details will' result in 
that only too common: and discouraging state 
or affairs, "a fine fair, but financial failure." 
The direction -of the finances of a fair should 
be- vested- in>business men of known ability. 
Income, and outgo must always in Droper fair 
management-be as studiously. observed as in 
any-, successful mercantile enterprise of mag- 
nitude^ 

Next, a well ordered system should govern 
all- the deta.il work of the fair. There should 
be 'a division and. subdivision of the work of 
the various departments, with a sufficient 
force of persons in charge to give a full and 
faithful attention to the requirements of 
each. Heads of departments should have full 
and untrammeled. control, subject, of .course, 
to a central authority,' and this preferably an 
individual rather than a committee. One en- 
ergetic person in authoritjr will, as a rule, 
perform more and better work than a com- 
mittee. 

The exhibition buildings should be taste- 
fullv decorated, both' externally 'and intern- 
ally. * A few hundred dollars expended in 
paint and attractive bunting produce an effect 
upon visitors which will trebly Justify" the 
outlay. The grouping and classification of 
exhibits, it done with intelligence and with 
an eye to artistic arrangement, go far toward 
the success Of a fair. How often is it not 
the case that exhibits are piled in a heteroge- 
nous mass, as 'if they had been deposited 
there by some convulsion of nature rather 
than by' human -agency. The woman's de- 
partment' of a fair should be the central point 
in the'exhibition halls, as the capabilities for 
attractiveness in display are greater here 
than elsewhere.' 'Again, if "your fair can at 
the start interest, please and' satisfy its ladv 
visitors, an advantage is gained which wll 
as a consequence extend to the other depart- 
ments, also- -The Floral Department can. by 
good management, be made to please the eye 
to an extent which will please all classes of 
visitors. Kverybody likes flowers, but for 
show purposes two-thirds of the effect- is se- 
cured by their arrangement. What is true of 
the woman's and floral departments of a 
fair will apply, if only in lesser degree, to 
other departments as well.- Order, classifica- 
tion suitable provision for and arrangement 
of exhibits, cleanliness of buildings, ventila- 
tion are. great essentials. On the score of 
"special- attractions," by which is understood 
features of a fair not covered by its premium 
list, much can be said. - Some critics deplore 
the prominence given to these, holding that 
the fair proper suffers in consequence. :; This 
may in. some- instances be true, but it does 
not necessarily follow. The fair of today can 
not be the fair of- a quarter or half century 
ago. Our people and people's tastes have 
changed wonderfully during all these van- 
ished years. More is demanded nOw to sat- 
isfy the exoectation of visitors to the fair: a 
greater variety in tastes must be taken into 
consideration. The fair of today is or should 
be the fair of "ye olden time, plus the 
"special attractions." It is of no use to de- 
plore the prominence given to them, or to 
ruefully advert to • the fairs of years lone 
gone bv. for it is a fact beyond dispute that 
a fair "if given today upon the lines of the 
olden time would be foredoomed to fiat 
financial failure. Its promoters would not 
be able to pay fifty per -cent, of its obliga- 
tions: and unless fairs can not be made to 
pay, thev can not be given at all. The "at- 
tractions" have come to stay, and the more 
or them that can be put -upon the fair nro- 
grarame so much better will be the pros- 
pects of the financial success of the fair- It 
does not follow that the standard or tradi- 
tional features of the fair must in conse- 
nuence be sighted in the smallest degree. 
Probably no clientage is more diversified and 
difficult to please than that of a_ fair. Is it 
not the part of wisdom, then, to cater "to as 
many tastes as possible, if by doing so suc- 
cess can be assured? To please everybody 
is, of course, impossible. : That the ssm» 
things will please everybody alike is also not 
to be expected- The wisest nolicy then is 
to furnish a programme so varied as to con- 
tain something for every taste. . 

Next comes the advertising of the fair. 
Here is one of the strongest factors in the 
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success of the fair. No matter how good, 
now large or how completely arranged your 
fair may be. unless it be properly advertised 
success can not be looked for. Fully twen- 
ty-five per cent, of the total outlay for a fair 
should go to advertising. It pays to adver- 
i? e ' .J 1 ?' 8 is a truism, but it is one which 
should be borne in mind constantly. Taking 
"■« total amount of the appropriation for ad- 
vertising, let it be apportioned variously. Use 
the newspapers, daily and weekly. Have 
your advertisements well written, and do not 
be niggardly in the amount of space used. 
Use display "ads," local reading notices and 
illustrations. Organize a good bill posting 
outfit, or. if this can not be done, employ the 
regular bill posters everywnere within the 
territory from which you expect to draw your 
patronage. Use plenty of pictorial lithograph. 
A good lithograph tells its story quickly, so 
that "he who runs may read." and this is a 
busy age, the Lord knows. Everybody seems 
to be on the rush. Use type posters also, but 
not': to the: same extent as the color litho- 
graphs. Use large size letters on type post- 
ers: do not attempt to get too much detail 
on them: leave that for your newspaper ad- 
vertising. 

As to the premium list: Make this compact, 
with classifications up to date, and exclude 
all unnecessary verbiage. Condense wherever 
it can be done. Offer liberal prizes for live 
stock classes. Everybody likes to see fine 
animals, the city man quite as well as his 
country cousins. Circulate the premium list 
freely by mail and by personal delivery, and 
do this months before the opening of the fair, 
as this is advance advertising of the most 
efficacious kind. 

In the- line of special attractions, try al- 
ways to present novelties. The amusement 
nalate of fair visitors is very capricious, and 
is always demanding a change in the bill of 
fare. 

Have plenty of good music at your fair, 
and offer good inducements to the "fakirs." 
These gentry add to the snap and vitality of 
a fair immensely. 

Finally, to attempt to summarize the whole 
matter, a fair may be said to be a vast 
kaleidoscopic show of amusement and in- 
struction, presenting an everchanging view 
and variety- The fair is a composite, and the 
greater the care and skill exercised in fram- 
ing it the greater will be its success in every 
respect.

(Continued • from December issue.) 

The following subject being next on the 
program, was then presented: 
LIVE STOCK SALES AT AGRICULTURAL 

FAIRS. 
(By Jas. W. Fleming. Assistant Secretary, 
' Ohio State Board of Agriculture.) 

The subject upon which I have been re- 
quested to speak at this time, while prac- 
tically^ new one for the consideration of 
this body, is hot altogether a recent thought 
to me; in fact. I may say that the subject 
to be dealt with formed a hobby which I 
rode, or attempted to ride, some years ago. 
but was not able to get the colt fully or sat- 
isfactorily broken, so had to turn him but to 
pasture until a more auspicious season should 
be presented. 

The 'matter of live stock sales at agricul- 
tural fairs I deem a question of great import- 
ance, as a means of encouraging breeders 
and good breeding, and also as an aid in dis- 
seminating good blood and profitable breeds 
throughout the country. 

Agricultural fairs are, or should be. edu- 
cators, institutions of learning, and we 
should be as ready to consider new ideas and 
advanced methods as are other institutions 
of learning; in fact, to keep abreast of the 
times and be recognized and accepted as 
factors in promoting education and science, 
our fairs must not stand still. . The fair of 
ten or twenty years ago will not answer the 
. purpose of to-day any more than the hun- 
dreds of other things in vogue a decade ago 
fill the purpose now. The. fair of this year 
can not fill the requirements for next year, 
and hence we. as managers, must be on the 
lookout for new things and ready to consider 
new method- that appeal for recognition and 
that seem likely to contribute to the inter- 
ests we represent: nor should we wait for ap- 
peals: rather it is our province to seek out 
the things that should be represented from 
year, to year, for the consideration or the 
public, and to study up new methods of sim- 
plifying and imparting the information end 
knowledge that come within the scope of the 
fair. 

I am inclined to the belief that live stock 
sales at agricultural fairs is one of the new 
ideas, or. at least, undeveloped ideas, that 
is worthy of our roost serious consideration. 
I believe the time is ripe for their introduc- 
tion, and that, ir introduced, they will be- 
come of greater weight in attracting atten- 
tion to our fairs than may appear from sur- 
face indications at the present time. 

A proposition shOuld have something to 
sunnort it. Let us see what there is to sun- 
port this one. The object of the annual fair*, 
it i- agreed, is to encourage and promote es- 
pecially agriculture, stock raising and the 
mechanic arts, the work of the fair being to 
stimulate by example, and thus encourage 
the introduction of that which is improved, 
new and useful, and that mav tend to facili- 
tate labor, increase production and enhance 
the profits on that which we produce. 



The case that we arc considering is a pro- 
posed means of encouraging the breeding and 
introduction of pure breeds of live stock and 
increasing their use, by bringing breeder and 
buyer together at our fairs in a manner and 
under a form that shall be as nearly abso- 
lute protection to both as is possible, accord- 
ing to our best judgment. Let it be under- 
stood that I do not advocate sales in the direct 
interest of those who purchase for slaughter- 
ing purposes, or to afford a convenient mar- 
ket for all sorts of live stock, regardless of 
breed' or quality : for in such case every 
available stall and pen would be filled with 
animals such as might be seen on any farm 
or in any ordinary stock-yard, and the pur- 
pose of the fair would be lost from sight, and 
the object lessons presented by the exhibi- 
tion of pure bred or highly improved stock 
would be seriously interfered with by an in- 
troduction of scrubs. On the contrary, I ad- 
vocate the establishment of sales for blooded 
stock only— improved breeds and pure blood 
—that a better and more profitable class of 
animals may be more widely introduced and 
substituted for much of the common stock 
of the country, thus enhancing values end 
increasing profits to the breeder and the 
feeder. 

In this day and age of experiment and ex- 
perience, and especially before a bodv of men 
conversant with all the facts relating to the 
superiority of pure bred animals over scrub 
or chance breeds, and the profit of the for- 
mer as compared with the latter, it would 
be a waste of time to present t».e claims of 
the several types of the purse breeds — they 
are too well founded to even admit of dis- 
pute. In extenuation, however, of their 
claims for more extended recognition by fair 
managers, in the matter of protective sales 
under fair association management, it might 
be well to call attention to the wide differ- 
ence in money values in pure breeds and 
their grades, and the greater profits that 
-would accrue to the ordinary farmer, breeder 
and feeder, if by such sales they could be en- 
couraged and induced to pay greater atten- 
tion to their stock and be more careful in the 
selections made to build up their herds. 

As evidence that it is more Drofitable to 
breed choice than inferior animals you have 
but to examine the quotations of the princi- 
pal stock markets of the country. Simply as 
an illustration I will give you the recent quo- 
tations of one of the principal cattle markets: 
Prime animals, per hundred, live 

weight ...... ......................$3.50 to $3.70 

Choice animals, .per hundred;' live 

-weight ......... 5.20 to 5.50 

Good animals, per hundred, live 

weight ............................ 4.S5 to 5.15 

Rough and miscellaneous.-..-..... 3.85 to 4.20 

You will notice that there is a difference 
between rough and miscellaneous and prime 
animals of about a dollar and a half per hun- 
dred weight, and between rough and average 
good of about one dollar per hundred weight, 
which means from* twelve dollars to twenty- 
five dollars on the animal; and not only that, 
but the demand is in favor of the good and 
prime animals. Now. why is it that these 
pure breeds, or their grades, classed as prime 
or choice cattle, are in greater demand at 
high prices than the rough common cattle at 
lower figures? You have but to ask an ex- 
perienced butcher or a shrewd buyer, and he 
will convince you very quickly of the supe- 
riority of pure breeds or their grades over 
scrubs. Place a keen-eyed, level-headed 
butcher in a pen containing a batch of mis- 
cellaneous cattle, and he will immediateiy 
separate the well-bred from what he terms 
plugs, and will place a great distinction be- 
tween the two classes, so far as price is con- 
cerned, and why? Because he knows that 
the -well-bred animals -will net him from fifty- 
five to sixty-five pounds of dressed meat to 
the hundred weight. He knows that there is 
less offal in the pure breed than in the plug, 
that the fat is nicely marbleized with the 
lean, and that he can cut luscious steaks 
down to the shank, and thus get good prices 
for the entire carcass. Not so with the plug. 
The butcher knows that he will dress only 
forty or fifty* pounds to the hundred weight, 
that he has a big head, coarse, thick hide, 
big bones, that his flesh is coarse-grained, 
and that when he strikes the diminishing 
portions of the round, he must begin to sell 
either soup meat or scran. The olfferenc" in 
market value in favor of animals from im- 
proved stock, is true of all breeds and classes. 
An hour might be devoted to the horse alone 
— what a vast difference in both demand and 
nrice for fixed breeds of horses over chance 
breeds. 

For the past few years, and until but re- 
cently, it was said that the horse market was 
low. " During that time, if you had occasion 
or desire to buy a horse, or a team, that pos- 
sessed certain hieh dualities that could only 
be attained by fixed breeding, or breeding to 
a fixed purpose, you have certainlv found 
that the market was not low. but ratbT h ; gh 
for just what you wanted, an evidence that 
the superior, when in demand at all. Is al- 
ways at ton prices. Take the Bastern horse 
'markets.- They have their agents and buyers 
5-couri»-<r the country for good, topoy and 
clean-limbed road horses, such as are pro- 
duced from i'-e substantial trotting ly>-a. as 
well as 'or the heavier coachors that are not 
produced bv chance breeding. Good prices 
are peid— ofttirnes what, would seem exorbi- 
tant—but the Omand for this class of ani- 
reals seems to increase rather than diminish. 
And I' we e»n encourage, by sales on our 
grounds, strict" attention to fixed tym-a of 
horses, we shall increase the weelth of the 
country and the profit of the breeder. 

A great consideration in fs-"or of nnro b-cd 
animals is that thev assimilate fond b"tt.er 
end n-»titre earlier than the ■ common" stock.-

that they are more profitable to breed than 



scrubs. Laoh type possesses advantages for 
which they were adapted or improved ad- 
vantages well established and that can not 
be controverted. If you are breeding for 
beef, you want pure beef stock: If for milk 
and butter, the best dairy breeds; If for wool 
the best wool producing types: and if for 
pork or lard, the best adapted of the hog 
kind. The man who has once fairly tested 
the raising of pure stock to a fixed purpose 
is never ready to abandon it for the scrub or 
chance breed, and if we establish at our fair 
stock sales in the interest of blood, and there- 
by encourage better and more profitable 
breeding, then Indeed have we accomplished 
more In the general interests represented by 
our agricultural and mechanical organiza- 
tions, than had we devised means for filling 
our treasuries with money and neglected such 
encouragement. 

In the breeding of pure bloods you know 
just what you are doing and can count on 
results months and years ahead. The care- 
ful breeder prepares for a market months 
and possibly years ahead, in the certainty 
that the care exercised from the start in 
making the foundation the best, and giving 
it the best development throughout, will be 
the measure for his future profit. Not so the 
breeding of scrubs, for you can not tell what 
a day or an hour may bring forth. 

A prominent agricultural paper has made 
the following argument in favor of the com- 
mon animal: "If the cow has the marks of a 
good milker it is wisdom to breed frdm her. 
whether or not her calf will inherit her good 
qualities, time alone will tell." 

It is right here that the value of improved 
stock is greatest. Its characteristics are and 
will be reproduced. It is here. too. where 
the value of a registered pedigree is apparent, 
not that the register in itself is anything, 
but the fact that it tells that the animal has 
certainly come from a long Itne of ancestors 
which have regularly transmitted their char- 
acteristics in everything. Tor it not only 
shows that the animal itself possesses 
the family characteristics, but that it will in 
turn be able to transmit them. The common 
animal may reproduce itself and it may not. 
The pure bred animal will reproduce itself. 

Now, I do not pretend to say that all a 
man needs to become a successful and money- 
making breeder is to start with pure bred 
animals and then trust to luck for success. 
On the contrary, he must bring the best judg- 
ment into requisition. First, he must study 
carefully the surrounding circumstances to 
decide what breeds are best adapted to his 
particular locality; then, when his herd or 
stable is established, he must conduct the 
business of breeding for profit on the same 
business principles as those which charac- 
terize the shrewd merchant or manufacturer, 
who knows when to buy, how to buy. when 
goods are in demand, and the best market 
in which to place them, but he must have 
something to sell, something thai he can de- 
fine and that is a finished specimen of its 
kind. 

Further argument along this line is un- 
necessary. . Let us consider what we, as fair 
managers, can do toward increasing the in- 
troduction and use of better animals by the 
establishment of a sale department at the an- 
nual exhibitions. 

A quite general investigation of this mat- 
ter of sales, based also upon experience 
gained in ah effort made to conduct them one 
year at the Ohio State Fair, convinces me 
that such a department should be as distinct- 
ly one by itself as is any other department 
of the fair: a department in which every 
animal exhibited Is for sale, and I would 
suggest at a fixed price rather than by the 
auctioo system. To make such a department 
decidedly interesting and a feature of the 
fair, one that would attract breeders of 
known reputation with entries in large num- 
bers, and that would attract buyers who 
were seeking the best blood to Improve their 
herds, I am decidedly of the opinion that the 
department should occupy a separate building 
or buildings from the stock exhibited in pre- 
mium competition and not entered in the 
sale department. This is the only drawback 
I can see to the sales being inaugurated now 
on fair grounds where progressive ideas pre- 
vail, but it seems to me that the larger fairs, 
at least, could afford to set aside certain Brace 
and equip it with stalls and pens, under roof 
or under canvas such as is used by the large 
traveling shows for protecting their animals. 
Manv plans might he suggested. Each fpjr 
could adopt something suited to its surround- 
ings and its circumstances. The attraction 
annually to one point, for a particular pur- 
pose, would have great weight in giving 
prominence and standing to the sales feat- 
ure, and breeders and buyers would look for- 
ward to the time with a great deal of inter- 
est, and I believe it would not be long, it 
propcrlv managed, until the fair sales would 
outrival in Interest the many stock sales con- 
ducted by individuals throughout the land, 
and do as much, if tint more, than our show 
rings toward the direct introduction of pure 
-blood and the encouragement of Improved 
breeds. 

Observation has taught me. and I tlilnK 
teaches us all. that any particular business or 
study that Is operated or conducted as a spe- 
cialty attracts greater attention and suc- 
ceeds better than when not so operated or 
conducted, and tho same will, in my opinion, 
hold true of live stock sales on agricultural 
fair grounds. Separate and distinct from Ihe 
other live stock departments and in charge 
of an officer of the fair, will make of thcni 
pot only a feature, but a regular division of 
the fair work that will be Interesting and 
carry with it a well-dellncd purpose. The 
•lepnrtment should, of course, be classified 
fnr horses, cattle sheep and swine, and each 
division prominently namrd on a conspicu- 
ous part-of the buildings, subordinate to a 
verv lnrce sign or banner with the words 
/"Pale Department." 

If conducted properly, with conditions or 
protection to both seller and buyer, the •»"- 
pnicrs under which held would bring to the 
fair sales a confidence in the selling a"d buy- 
ing that »-ould Intensify the Interest and en-. 
-": courage all concerned. 

' It would be necessary to ndont plans and 
notify breeders of the various classes of I've 
stock, the opportunities to lip offtn-d, and in- 
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vite them to make entries, a reasonable fee 
being required with the entry; the conditions 
should be' such that entries would close a 
c-onsiderable . length of time prior to the fair, 
then all the particulars could be published 
and distributed, so that buyers might have 
ample, time and opportunity to verify pedi- 
grees and other claims for the animals pre- 
sented. 

1 would propose a series of strict rules to 
be fully complied with. First. I should. sug- 
gest that wo open a sales' entry book. In 
which to record the animals offered; then I 
should send out blanks, fully setting forth 
the terms and conditions, the blank to be 
beaded by a guarantee to be signed by the 
party making entries, that the animals offered 
are as represented. The blank should then 
provide for: 

1. Name and post office address. 

2. Breed and class of animal. 

3. Name, age and register number of ani- 
mal. 

4. Record and volume in which recorded. 

5. Name and number of sire, 
ti. Name and number of dam. 

7. Name and number of dam's sire. 

8. Price at which offered. ' 

The blank should also contain space and 
lines for remarks, under which should be 
concisely stated proof of breeding qualities, 
family characteristics, and other information 
of value to the buyer, so as to enable him to 
form quite a correct idea of animals before 
seeing them, and thus to be the belter pre- 
pared to make selections. 

Now, 1 will tell you why I would require 
the guarantee iu the entry blank and the 
placing of them. on file. I should require, 
first, as a pledge of good faith on the part of 
the seller: and. second, that I might furnish 
the buyer with documentary evidence where- 
by he could collect damages in case the ani- 
mals purchased were not represented; and 
why should not a man who has been im- 
posed' upon In the purchase of pure bred 
animals be allowed damages in the courts? 
There is no reason whatever why he should 
not, but every reason why. be should, for 
the damages that accrue to the farmer, and 
especially the beginner in pure stock breed- 
ing- by the purchase of what he supposed to 
be pure bred and which afterwards prove 
not to be. is far greater than the dollars and 
cents figured in the purchase price. The 
courts are beginning to recognize this fact, 
and that. too. without the strong evidence 
that would be supplied by the entry forms 
and guarantee I propose. 

Under such strict rules and by such author- . 
ity as our State Boards of Agriculture, there 
is little danger that imposition would be 
practiced or not detected. Reliable and re- 
putable breeders would not object to the 
strictest repuirements. while the crafty and 
unscrupulous would not submit and hence 
avoid entering the sales. Buyers would scon 
learn to feel a confidence, and sellers finding 
buyers attracted would build up the sales 
department, and all alike would stamp their 
approval of the sales feature as an advanced 
step and a move in the right direction. 

Upon the close of entries, where practicable, 
the fair authorities should examine the pedi- 
grees and claims to see that they are enr- 
rectly stated, then the matter should be pub- 
lished in catalogue form and given as wide 
a distribution as possible, while the original 
signed entries and guarantee should be 
properly endorsed and placed on file in the 
office of the fair association. it will be 
readilv seen, that after this precaution, none 
but those willing to make good th. ir guar- 
antee would enter the list. Then, too, buy- 
ers would be afforded amnio opportunity, be- 
fore the exhibition, for considering the merits 
of the animals offered for sale, as enough ot 
the pedigree is given to enable them to trace 
the ancestry and family strain as far back 
as thev would care to go. The consemience 
would "be. the buyer would come to the ex- 
hibiiton with his eyes onen and knowing jurt 
what he wanted. On the other hand. I be- 
lieve this svstem of sales would be favorab ly 
met by all legitimate breeders, as they would 
have no fear of the tricky and dishonorable 
who freouently make their appearance in 
r»bll" sales and can not well be reached after 
the damage is done. 

From the sale department we should no 
doubt get manv entries for the premium 
classes and regular show rings of the fa"r 
that we would not otherwise have secured. 
It seems to TV- the sales would be a great 
ale in this nartlcular direction. . 

Gentlemen, these proposed sales, if estin- 
li«hed and properly conducted in the interest 
of nure breeds only, will be of ereat benefit 
to breeders and farmer- generally, and boo- 
ing the suggestions will have consideration 
bv vourselvcs ns fair managers and by the 
bodies you represent. I thank you for your 
attention. ,

Mr. Hill: i listened with a great deal of 
interest to Mr. Fleming's paper and I think 
his suggestions are good. I can endorse what 
he says about auction sale. We had one last 
year. We advertised It extensively in jour- 
nals both in Canada and on our side oi the 
line and when the day came for tho sale I do 
not think that they realized above half what 
the owners wanted for them, and in fact a 
good many of the animals had been sold be- 
fore the sale and a good many of the buycts 
had made arrangements. A good many of 
the cattle that were, brought there were 
wanted to take to other fairs and they put 
too high a price on them. I think that some- 
thing should be done iu this direction and I 
think if the exhibitors would put on thfir 
entry sheet the nrice it could then be put 
In the official catalogue, and if the price were 
put there visitors or buyers coming to the 
fair would know all about it and could inter- 
view the owner and a good many salts could 
be effected in that way. 1 am glad to say 
that at our last fair there were more sal.s 
made than ever before, but all were ap- 
proved sales. We did our best to get up a 
good sale of live stock and it was a totel 
failure the last day of the fair. 1 think if 
we could do something in that direction to 
have the list published it would help us a 
great deal, but I can not see that Mr. Flem- 
ing's suggestion to have separate depart- 
ments for that class of stock could be car- 
ried out very well, because we classify every- 
thing. 

.Mr. True: There is a criticism, of course, 
if we are to discuss this question, which 
might be made upon the thought suggested 
by Mr. Fleming of not allowing them to be 
entered. The best animals and men would 
seek to enter, and would it not seem if they 
were set apart from the breeders who were 
exhibiting their animals for premiums that 
they were seeking to palm off on the pub.ic 
tofericr stock tbruugh this department? 

Mr. Liggett: I think the paper is good 
enough to commend itself and I am glad sj 
good a paper has been discussed and I be- 
lieve it is un important one. i hope this 
paper will be taken up by the different stat?s 
at the January meeting and if something of 
this kind could be done and done successfully 
it would be an excellent thing to do. We 
had *ome experience a good many years ago 
and I must say that we were not very suc- 
cessful. The great trouble was we had auc- 
tion sales and they were catalogued very 
much as Mr. Fleming suggests, and the own- 
ers paid us a fee for advertising, etc.. but it 
seemed you could not get a crowd to pay 
attention to the sale. Hut still that might 
have been overcome if we had had the sale 
in some building where it was not so much 
expoted. It was difficult for the auctioneer 
and 1 do not think the sales were satisfac- 
tory to the owners, however. I believe It 
would have been if we had continued it and 
given more attention to it. 

Mr. Cooper: 1 would like to add that some 
years ago when I was a member of the State 
Board we attempted to have auction sales 
and we made a failure of it. and 1 believe 
that the auction sales will be a failure, for 
the reason that it comes at a time when the 
majority of people ore attracted somewhere 
else: but a sale as per Mr. Fleming's sug- 
gestion and the mode of doing it is a grand, 
good one. It provides for the sale department 
to be open and on exhibit the whole week. 
Now I know there are a great many people 
that do not come to the state Tairs to look 
for stock. Our country up there is a new 
countrv. as vou all know, and the farmers 
arc just beginning to inquire in to good stock. 
Now if there was a de-artment carried on 
properly we might improve on Mr. Fleming's 
ideas considerably if we commenced to nut 
them in force, but I think the general plan 
is an exceedingly good one. Men coming 
for that purpose will have the whole week 
to look them over and will have th" whole 
week at his convenience to make that de- 
partment. I hope the fair associations will 
take that up and consider it. 

Mr Grimes: The Ohio State Board of Ag- 
riculture will endorse anything that cur 
worthy Assistant Secretary approves and I 
would state that his ideas have been gone 
over through a great many of the fairs, and 
we have had sales which have been very suc- 
cessful, and there is no question that with 
the proper restrictions, ns his paper depicts 
to you all. that these sales would be a suc- 
cess, but heretofore they have been carried 
on In such a manner that naturpllv would 
not give satisfaction to either buyer or seller. 
As I said in the beginning, it is natural for 
us to endorse him. and I hone that this bodv 
will take this pacer into consideration and 
pass some resolutions that can be sent out 
to the fair associations of which you are 
all members. ...... 

Mr. Uandnll. of Minnesota: Instead of pass- 
ing a resolution in which we attempt to em- 
body the Ideas contained in the paner I think 
that the paper itself, ns well as other nsners 
yet to be read, be included In the published 
account-of this meeting, which I am sure the 
Secretary -will- prepare- after the meeting is 
over, anil then let « sufficient number of con- 
ies be sent out to the various associations for 
their use at their annual meetings, most of 
which will be held In the winter. 

Mr. Grimes: It seems to me to be the gen- 
ernl opinion that the paper should be en- 
dorsed and mv object was to have a simple 



resolution passed endorsing the paper by this 
body. 

Mr. Ellis: The people ,are many of them 
engaged very largely in swine breeding and 
they have been testing this method of sale 
of their swine and it has universally proved 
a success. I could name a dozen of our lead- 
ing breeders who keep their swine until the 
day of sale and sell it at public sale and they 
claim that they can realize from 50 to 100 per 
cent, more on the stock than they would the 
old way of selling it out. Now if it works so 
well with swine, I can see no reason why it 
might not be applied in the same direction 
with other animals. I .believe it is certainly 
worth a fair trial and I hope that some meas- 
ure will be taken at least to test it. 

Mr. Fleming: There has been some criti- 
cism against stock sales to which I can most 
fully agree, but they do not all of them ap- 
ply to the suggestions that I have made. I 
think the setting aside of a certain day to 
have an auction sale on fair grounds will not 
work successfully. It has not worked suc- 
cessfully with us and we have tried it once 
or twice. When we gave the sales somewhat 
after the ideas advanced in my paper they 
provoked the very best commendations from 
the breeders nf our state: and besides it gave 
us a large show of animals, and no fair would t 
object to a large show of animals. And about 
its being so expensive to construct separate 
buildings, why it seems to me that some or- 
dinary structure or canvas cover could be ' 
rut up that would answer the purpose per- 
- haps, until it might be found that the sales 
were so well received and successful that 
the fair managers could put money, in them 
for proper equipment. Certainly the live 
stock interests are of sufficient importance - 
to receive some attention even if it does take 
money. We are in existence to imorove the 
interests of the state. Brother True says 
there would be an objection, in that it would 
be thought that the poorest animals were in 
the sales department. The general sales ani- 
mals are hardly ever fit for showing, accord- 
iog to the way of showing at most of our 
fairs. Show animals are put out in such 
sbane that they are not generally like thos^ 
that are sold in barns, at least. I do not 
think his objections would bold good in that ' 
respect, but I do certainly believe that with 
departments where it was known that all 
animals were for sale and fair managers had 
received a guarantee from every party who 
i cr« red an animal, with the guarantee 
sworn to and on file in the office of tb~ - 
Secretary, and that an examination had 
been made of the pedigree, and the Secre- 
tary had stated ill his catalogue that he had 
found it to be as renresented. it seems to me 
that the buyer would come with a great deal 
of confidence. There would be somebody to - 
protect him. I only throw these ideas out as 
suggestive, but it seems to me that it^ is a 
subject worthv of discussion and that is all 
I expect for it. I simply desire to see the 
matter discussed. 1 wanted to get more light 
mvself. 

The President: We will now take up the 
next subject on the program, whereupon the 
following was presented: 

THE DUTIES AND RIGHTS OF EXHIBIT- 
ORS AT FAIRS. 
P.y Wm. M. Liggett. 
We live in an age of progress. Fairs are 
the inevitable outcome of a progressive age. 
That fairs have exercised a powerful in- 
fluence in promoting industrial development 
iu all lines can not be denied. That they 
have stimulated invention more than any 
other single influence is probably true. There 
is no doubt that well managed fairs have 
beep a groat stimulus to better thing- in 
all departments of agriculture, and especially 
in live stock. Many a breeder has been well 
satisfied with his improved live stock until 
he placed it on exhibition at the fair in com- 
petition with superior stock of the same 
breed. . • . . 

I know an exhibitor who had purchased 
some highlv bred animals and supposed they 
were of the" best type until they came in com- 
petition with others. After the exhibition 
was over and the awards had been given. I 
asked the man in charge how he came out. 
He said bis cattle did not have a place by 
reasoo of the judge being capable and hon- 
orable enough to make just awards. The 
defeated exhibitor, however, resolved to im- 
prove his herd and be ready for another con- 
test the following year. 

If the fair is an index of the state of the 
civilization and orogress be made to lift this 
mighty lever of improvement to a higher 
.plane by discussion, such as is proposed by 
oi" association. . 

The management of fairs has- frequently 
heendiscussed.hut <he discussions have chieflv 
been one-sided. They have come from in- - 
experienced people, and have been made un 
chiefly of criticism, just or unjust, on the 
management. There is another side to this 
auestion. The board of managers is not all 
Of the fair, nor does it include all the sinners 
who attend fairs. A fair is made up of the 
board of managers, the exhibitors, and the 
qublic at large. The exhibitors have duties 
to perform as well as the board of managers. ' 
and it is of these duties as well as rights of 
exhibitors, that this paper will treat. 

Prominent among the duties of exhibitors 
at fairs are the following: 1. They should 
provide an honest exhibit. 2. They should 
comply with all regulations. S. They should - 
be courteous to the public. 4. Thev should 
seek no special favors. 5. Thev should h° 
content with fair judgment. «. They should 
K lvo due attention to their exhibits. 

Exhibitors should provide an honpst ex- 
hibit. A dishonest exhibit is one which in 
one or more of its features contravenes the 
rules of the fair and bears an incorrect label. 
It is not what it Is represented to be: or. 
it is represented to be what it is not. 

The man who brings grain or seed of last 
year's growth, representing it as irain of 
this vear's growth, as reouired bv the rules 
of entry, brines a dishonest exhibit. So does 
the iran whose samples deteriorate all the 
way down to the bottom of the bag. The 
same is true of the stockman who represents 
that his cow is carrying a calf, when he 
knows that she is barren. When such fraud 
is detected by a fair association, it should 
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be promptly exposed, that others may be de- 
terred from belittling their manhood by such 
practices; nor should any wealth or position 
shield such transgressors from the exposure 
they deserve. 

Exhibitors should comply -with all the rules 
when exhibiting. If the regulations' call 
for entrance at a certain date, the entries 
should be made by- that date. If they call 
for payment of entrance money at the time 
of entry, it should be so paid. No exhibitor 
should put the secretary of a Tab- in the em- 
barrassing position of giving him credit: 
neither should a secretary allow himself to 
be put in such a position. 

The exhibits should all be on hand at the 
date called for, unless the time for their ar- 
rival has been extended by proper arrange- 
ment with the party in charge of the depart- 
ment. If prize winning animals are to be 
on exhibition at stated titues In the ring or 
out of it, they ought to be there, and all ex- 
hibits should be allowed to remain during the 
full time specified In the regulations. Nor 
should any exhibitor feel himself aggrieved 
by the exaction to the letter-by the board of 
all the requirements as published in 'the prize 
list. The board has published in the prem- 
ium list the nature of the -contract which it 
makes with exhibitors. The latter' accepts 
the contract in its entirety _ when he- makes 
his entry; and the man who; having- signi- 
fied his acceptance of the terms of the con- 
tract, tries in any way to evade the same, 
is not honorable. 

Exhibitors should be courteous to the pub- 
lic. Usually they are, but not always. Take, 
for instance," a live stock man who Keeps his 
favorite animals within - locked * doors, or 
screened from View by close curtalns-during 
the hours while the fair is open. He may 
attempt to justify himself by saying that ex- 
posure will do tbem harm and not give them 
their rest. ' While this may be true to some 
extent, exposure to view is a part of the con- 
tract; that exhibitor agreed, when he en- 
tered 'that ' animal, to put it on exhibition, 
and it is not on exhibition when it is bidden 
from view. 

Visitors are-prone to ask' questions; and are 
entitled to courteous answers. In fact, they 
should ask questions. That is one medium 
through which information is imparted. The 
man who would go through any one depart- 
ment, of an exhibit without desiring -at least 
to ask some questions must be very little 
interested. It is true that the obligations of 
the fair association do not bind the exhibitor 
to answer such questions, hut the- law of fair- 
ness and equity demands of all men that 
.they shall' be courteous In their- relations, 
ant. it makes no exceptions 'of-' parties who 
exhibit at fairs. To answer such questions 
may be monotonous t and tiresome,- but it 
should be done and in an uncomplaining 
manner. 

Exhibitors at fairs should seek no special 
favors. They have no right io look -for these, 
much less have they a right to ask them; and 
yet this is just what they do again and again, 
as any one knows who has-been for any 
length of time at the bead of a department. 

Exhibitors should be satisfied with fair 
judging. When in a close contest the exhib- 
its are so equally matched that' even good 
judges may differ, the one who comes out 
second best should not feel aggrieved. To 
make trouble under these circumstances, 
would be even more unseemly. . Had the de- 
cision been reversed, the other party would 
have the same right to manifest the inherent 
selfishness of human nature. An exhibitor 
is liable to look through the spectacles of a 
natural bias. The judge looks at them as 
they are; hence, his judgment is more likely 
to be correct. Too many exhibitors feel, (or 
at least they give evidence of ; such feeling, 
by their actions in way of inquiry, sugges- 
tions, etc.) that the managers of departments 
are inclined to discriminate in favor' of some 
personal friend, or an exhibitor of his own 
state, or that promises have been made to 
exhibitors from a distance "when - soliciting 
exhibits to help out in making a good show 
and creating an interest by close -contests. 

It is and should be an exhibitor's privilege 
to secure all information, even to detailB, be- 
fore making entries. When he places hta 
stock in the bands of the management, he 
should obey explicitly the directions given 
by his superintendent under the rules of the 
society governing such. After the awards 
have been made, if the exhibitor honestly 
believes that he has not been fairly treated 
it' is" his privilege not to come • again. No 
charge of intentional unfair treatment should 
be made on the ground that the judge hai> 
made an error in placing awards, as this 
often happens when the lodge is both com- 
petent and honorable." When' such a judge 
has been employed, and has nerhaps, by being 
overworked or Tor -some - other cause, over- 
looked some'nbinf or allowed too much credit 
on some other and thus made an error, it 
usuallv causes the' manager more real grief 
than it does the exhibitor. If the latter h 
a reasonable man. he has taken this all Into 
. consideration and anticipated - these disap- 
pointments, knowing that it is not possible 
for anv man to be perfect in judging. 

Exhibitors should also give due attention 
to their exhibit's. To stav bv the exhihit 
during the whole time when it is on exhi- 
bition mav be a tryine ordeal: and on many 
occasions it mav not be necessary: but It Is 
certainly the duty of an exhibitor to keen 
himself informed through his -superintendent 
and he present while bis-exMhits ere to b» 
examined and be able to nroduce his entry 
cards to the superintendent. In the cas» of 
manv exhibits, especially 'those in the line* 
of live stock, the opportunity furnished for 
doing bn-iness or advertisin""- it. is -perhaps 
one of the best throughout the year: hence, 
the almost imperative necessitv of the own- 
er's «-tiyingbv th» exhihit. Self-interest will 

usuallv regulate this duty. ^ 

Promi"eet among the rights of exhibitors 
are the following: 

1. r-onsiderate treatment from the manage- 
ment. . 
*>. i^air and competent -Judges. .= 
S. Prompt payment of awards. ,.„. 
Considerate treatment implies that exnin- 
iter- are entitled to due protection for their 
exhibits. If fruit i- on exhibition, it should 
be saved from molestation: -If grain is on: 
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ejMbitipn, men should not be allowed to 
filch it away in handfuls for seed. Live stock 
should nave that protection from weather 
which is necessary to make it comfortable 
and safe. It implies that all promises made 
by the management shall be carried out to 
the letter. If certain places of prominence 
have been assigned to an exhibitor because 
of the extensive character of his exhibit 
these he should get, provldin- his exhibit 
reaches the grounds and can be put in place 
within the time limit. It implies that good 
food should be secured for the live stock 
and also good water. Animals in show con- 
dition are fed noon the best of food while at. 
home. Force them to feed upon a second 
quality of hay at the fair and their well-doing 
is hindered. Judging should be done at the 
time ltated when it is possible to have It 
so done. Prizes won have a money value to 
the winner over and above the actual prize 
money, Each premium is an advertisement, 
and to the winner is a matter of more or 
less moment that he be allowed to use it as 
such at the earliest moment possible. Delay- 
ing the awarding of prizes may do a serious 
wrong to the exhibitor. 

The exhibitor has a right to look for fair 
and competent Judging. It may have taken 
him months to prepare his exhibit, which 
usually represents a considerable outlay, 
when, after all this expenditure of time and 
money the award Is made by an incompetent 
man. or what is infinitely worse, an untrust- " 
worthy man, and in consequence is wrongly 
placed language can not easily express the 
extent of the injury done to the exhibitor, 
who has not been fairly dealt with. 

Honesty of purpose, competency, and moral 
courage are the three great requisites in a 
Judge, and the man who is lacking in any of 
these should never be asked to award pre- 
mlums at a fair. The first of these qualities 
will impel the man to do what is right. The 
second will enable Mm. to- do it. and the 
third will keep him from the fear of eiving 
offense to prominent or influential exhibitors 
by his decisions. Such men may not be num- 
«"-ous. but they do exist in all lines of life. 
These men should be sought out for the work 
and these only. 

Just here the caution may be Riven to keep 
clear of men who are anxious to engage in 
the work of judging. Be suspicious of the 
man who arks for this, and be doubly sus- 
picions of that man who fortifies his anpli- 
cation by forwarding testimonials to the high* 
character of his work. Good judges natur- 
ally shrink from the great responsibility 
which it entails, but these are the very men 
whom we should seek to do it. 

To secure such men, the heads of the de- 
partments should look well ahead. To leave 
the choice of Judges to a late hour, or to de- 
pend solely on picking them up on the 
ground ,1s a hazard that should never be 
taken. There Is no work connected with any 
department of the exhibit that should re- 
ceive such careful attention from the head 
of that department, and the more disinter- 
ested the Judge, the more valuable are his 
services. The man who is chosen to make 
awards upon several beef breeds is more 
likely to make disinterested awards if he has 
no present investment in any one of them, 
and men who have reputation to sustain for 
the knowledge which they possess are more 
likely to make disinterested awards than 
those who come less prominently before the 
public. Among the latter. I believe, are the 
professors of our schools of agriculture. 
Practical breeders and exhibitors may not at 
present, however, agree with me in the state- 
ment that much of the best judging at our 
fairs in the future will be done by the teach- 
ers and pupils of our agricultural colleges. 
Time must determine. 

In any event, every effort should be made 
to secure for the exhibitor fair and comnrt=nt 
judging. If he does not get it. he is wronged; 
In fact, he is robbed. If the fault rests with 
the designing judge, he is the robber: and it 
the designing judge has been placed there 
through any carelessness on the part of the 
head of the department, he is a participator 
in the robbery. We can not well imagine any 
wrong that can be perpetrated on an ex- 
hibitor at a fair that will exceed that of 
unfair judging. Hence, there is no duty de- 
volving upon the board of managers that 
should receive more attention; and. if nec- 
essary, no reasonable expense should be 
spared in order to secure judges that are 
above renroPCh. 

The exhibitor has a right to expect prompt 
payment of awards. True, the receipts of 
the fair are contingent on the gate monev. 
and the gate money is largely dependent upon 
favorable weather. A rainy day or two may 
so shrink the receipts that the fair financially 
will prove a failure. Its treasury may soon 
be empty, but such contingencies do not re- 
lieve the fair association of responsibility any 
more than they relieve the individual, pud 
they should be provided for in advance. The 
published premium list is a bona fide offer 
to pay certain money to prize winners at a 
certain time. »nd at the specified time they 
cu'ht to be paid; hence the wisdom of m«kin<r 
due provisions for such a contingency shou'd 
it occur. Failure to pay premiums promptly 
has a most damaging influence unon the fair, 
and must soon react disastrously unon the 
organiation which allows it: failure to 
pay at all must prove fatal to any associa- 
tion. 

Exhibitors have a right to expect that an 
effort will be made to secure a large attend- 
ance by the general publice. Few would in- 
cur the expense of preparation for a chance 
of winning the money premiums offered. 
Exhibitors are usually dealers in the articles 
exhibited. The opportunity to show what 
they have to sell is valuable, and the larger 
the 'crowd, the more valuable is the oppor- 
tunity. The exhibitor does his part in mak- 
ing up attendance, and has a. rieht to demand 
that the managers shall advertise them and 
other attractions in such a way as will fix 
the public's attention and draw a crowd. 

The Mr should be liberally advertised and 
the public fully informed of what the man- 
, agers have to offer In the way of entertain- 
I ment Nothing should be advertised that U 
not honestly carried out. The show should 
always be equal to the promises made for it. 
The public resents dishonest dealings prompt- 
ly, and rewards the society that deals hon- 
estly with it. The reputation of a fair man- 
agement for fair dealing with the public adds 
to the value of every premium awarded by 



it, and the exhibitor Is benefitted accordingly. 

The advertising should not be done in ex- 
travagant language, after the fashion of cir- 
cuses and transient shows, but should be 
plain, straightforward, . and business-like. 
Bombast is out of place and promises that 
are not fulfilled to the letter are damaging 
in the long run, even if they temporarily in- 
crease the gate receipts. 

As previously stated, the parties to every 
fair are the board, the exhibitors, and the 
public. Each has its rights and each its ob- 
ligations. These are relative and interdepend- 
ent. Which of these elements is' the most 
important, it would not be easy to decide. 
However, this much is clear, there can not 
be a successful fair without exhibitors,' and 
there can not be a succession of good fairs 
in any locality unless the rights of the exhib- 
itors are so guarded that they leave the fair 
grounds from year to year at least measur- 
ably well satisfied with the treatment ac- 
corded to them. With fair and firm dealing, 
and that courtesy which is always due from 
heads of departments, and which invariably 
pays in any line of business, any reasonable 
exhibitor will go away with pleasant im- 
pressions and will feel disposed to come 
again. If the exhibitor is unreasonable, sus- 
picious, and fault-finding, his space is worth 
more than his presence, and his failure to 
return year after year is not a matter to be 
regretted. 

Mr. True: I endorse the paper to its utmost 
and would like to ask one question. Do you 
think well of publishing* the names of judges 
in the premium list, and in this way give 
notice to all exhibitors as to whom they are 
to meet and deal with in their transactions 
at the fair? 

Mr. Liggett: I do. While that has not 
been our custom. I believe it should be done. 
I think judges should be selected in advance 
and published. If this can not be done (and 
sometimes it can not. sometimes we find diffi- 
culty in securing judges), but in case it can 
not be published in the premium list, it 
should be published in the leading stock jour- 
nals some time in advance, so that exhibitors 
may know who are to be judges. I believe 
we should do. this and that it is the proper 
thing to do, and then the exhibitors come 
understanding that these men are to make 
the awards and I do not allow any changes 
made. 

Mr. Pearce: I think it necessary to have 
judges selected who have seen the inside of 
an animal and can judge as to the meat and 
know where the most salable meat comes 
from. Sometimes judges are selected from 
colleges and schools where they have had 
no practical experience. I think it would be 
better to select men from the butchers than 
it would from people who had never seen an 
animal slaughtered. They do not slaughter 
many of them at the colleges and that is the 
onlv tbing about which I differ. 

Mr. Lovejoy: I endorse Col. Liggett's re- 
marks and I think one of the best judges of 
beef cattle in the world was Prof. Curtis. 
While we have had good butchers, they look 
at the animal entirely from the butchers 
standpoint: they do not take breed character 
into consideration at all. 

Mr. Lisgftt: Mr. Lovejoy has covered my 
point. In judging animals you must take 
the type into consideration, and I believe that 
these men who are professors in colleges and 
who make this a study not only get this 
knowledge from books but they get It from 
actual experience. The men have classes of 
boys before them every day and the types 
are discussed. These animals are fed and 
killed in the station and the value of the 
meat is understood. Thev are the best teach- 
ers, and I think they will be the best judges 
in the future because they have a reputation 
to maintain and are not prejudiced. Th"y 
are more sensitive to criticism than a breeder 
would be and they have no favors to show 
anv one. When you put beef toeether in 
competition the Hereford man will choose 
the Hereford, and the Shorthorn the Short- 
born, and so on, and they can not get away 
from it. 

Mr. Randall: I feel like making one cor- 
rection. One gentleman says the professors 
and students in the agricultural schools do 
not have experience in butchering animals. 
They not only study the breeding of those 
animals but they kill them and teach their 
pupils how to slaughter them and how to 
cut them up and how to preserve the meats. 
All the animals are slaughtered on the prem- 
ises and you will find the members of the 
class in the butcher shops at work. The 
hieber classes do the butchering themselves. 

Mr. Cooper: There was a gentleman made 
a remark that breeding cattle had qualities 
that was not necessary for the butcher s 
block. Now I say that in judging beef breads 
vou always think of a finished animal for the 
butcher's block. I do not raise the point for 
an argument, but I want to just call your 
attention to it- I have a notion that we have 
fallen into an error in feeding animals and 
showing animals and in getting no ca*a"<-gues 
for our fairs that requires people exhibiting 
animals to have them in the highest type of 
finish for the butcher's block. Now every 
gentleman here 'nows that when the animal 
is in that condition it is out of the breeding 
condition. At least the majority of people 
who have bought animals in that way and 
have paid enough money to know the differ- 
ence, know it at any rate. Now our fairs are 
educational. What do we keep these ani- 
mals for? To educate the ordinary breeder 
to keep his animals in a hieh state of condi- 
tion to exhibit? That is all wrong. Breed- 
ing animals should never be put in that con- 
dition and fair associations never should re- 
quire animals In that way. Any breed°r 
knows that he can not take his animals to 
the state fair and get premiums unl»ss they 
are fitted to the highest degree. While it 
is all right th?t animals should be fitted for 
the butcher's block, if that is what you in- 
tend tbem for. and it is well enough to have 
classes to show the condition that they can 
be put in to show their susceptibility to tak- 
ing on flesh, but breeding animals should 
never be required to compete with these ani- 
mals in that condition. I have had the expe- 
rience at least in one instance of buying a 
cow that had been nut in show condition 
and kept for. two or three years. I paid J975 
for her. She was with calf the third 
time when I bought her. When she was four 
years and one month old she dropped her 



third calf. I never could get another calf 
afterward. You ail know that putting on a 
heavy coating of flesh destroys the breeding 
qualities. We ought to encourage our breed- 
ers to bring their cattle in good breeding con- 
dition. 

Mr. Randall: It has been suggested that 
it would be desirable to have a vote of ap- 
proval for the paper to which we listened a 
short time ago recommending a sales depart- 
ment at fairs and expositions, I therefore 
submit the following: 

Resolved, That this Association thank Sec- 
retary Fleming for the thoughtful paper read 
bv him advocating a sales department at 
Fairs and Expositions; that the ideas ex- 
pressed be approved and recommended to the 
various members of this Association for thor- 
ough trial. 

The resolution was adopted. 

Mr. S. C. Ba.-sett. of the Nebraska State 
Fair read the following paer: 
WHAT IS THE BEST SYSTEM OF DAIRY 
TESTS- 

The presentation of this subject will be in 
relation to tests made on State Fair or Ex- 
position Grounds, such fairs as extend over 
a limited period of from seven to ten days. 

It might be well to state that tests so made 
are only approximately correct in their re- 
sults, and there are most excellent reasons 
why it is not advisable to conduct such public 
tests under so adverse conditions. As a rule 
well bred dairy cow is of a highly nervous 
nature, easily affected by surrounding con- 
ditions as exist at State Fairs are not con- 
ducive to the best nossible results in the pro- 
duction of milk and butter, consequently tests 
made at State Fairs compare unfavorably 
with those made at home, where all the con- 
ditions can be controlled and the dairy cow 
is at her best. 

Other reasons might be given, such as that 
it is always possible to have a cow so bred 
as to be at her best for the test at the date 
when the fair is held, but it is not deemed 
necessary to state them. 

Successful Fairs are not conducted for the 
purpose of making money, but as educators, 
combining at the same time pleasure and 
amusement for those who attend, or. as ycur 
worthy President has often said, they are 
"great object lessons," and as such the tests 
of milch cows at fairs can only be considered. 

Even under the most adverse conditions, on 
fair grounds, the well bred, well fed. and 
well cared for dairy cow produces milk and 
butter in such excess over the average or 
ordinary dairy cow, as to be an educator, an 
object lesson, an eye opener to a large major- 
ity of those engaged in dairying or interested 
in the dairy indn«-trv. 

MAKING THE TEST. 

Experience extending over some twelve 
years leads me to state that the test should 
be for a period of two days, commencing on 
Tuesday evening when the cows should be 
milked dry in the presence of the judges, and 
close on Thursday evening at the same hour. 
The reasons for selecting these days are that 
cows which make the "Circuit" of fairs will, 
by Tuesday, have had time to get rested from 
their journey, have been groomed and in a 
measure accustomed to their surroundings. 
Closing the test on Thursday evening gives 
opoortunity to complete the work of the 
judges and announce the result before the 
close of the fair. The cows should invariably 
be milked in the presence of the judges, the 
milk immediately weighed and samoles for 
the test then and there taken. The test 
should be for a production of both butter fat 
and skimmed milk, as it is thus possible to 
arrive at an approximate value of the cow's 
product, and it is advisable to state in the 
premium list that in the test the butter fat 
will be given a value of say twenty-five cents 
per pound and the skimmed milk a value of 
say fifteen cents per one hundred pounds. Any 
attempt to determine the quantity or value 
of the food fed the cow will be found unsat- 
isfactory, and even if determined it will be 
with much labor and at considerable expense, 
and will then have little or no real value in 
determining the cost of the product. 

The most practical method of determining 
the per cent, of butter fat is by the Babcock 
Method and the weight of milk at each milk- 
ing and its per cent, of butter fat should ap- 
pear in the judges' report. 

THE JUDGES. 
As a rule representatives of State Experi- 
ment Stations make most desirable judges, 
as they are trained to do this work in a care- 
ful, painstaking, scientific manner, and the 
result under their supervision is less liable 
to adverse criticism than when conducted by 
less experienced persons. 

Early experience in inaugurating tests of 
milch cows at the Nebraska State Fair leads 
me to urge that when such tests are conduct- 
ed the "Fair Management" take some inter- 
est in the matter. If the horse entered in the 
speed ring, and which often is not worth one- 
fourth the value of the nurse for which he 
contends, is entitled to the "Best Track in 
the West." to an expert starter, secured at 
a high figure, to judges and timekeepers and 
the usnal etcetera of the speed ring, surely 
the well bred milch cow, who is worth in our 
domestic economy in a ratio of 1C to 1. as 
compared with the trotting horse, is worthy 
of at least some consideration at the hands 
of t^ose who ennrturt the fpir and those who 
conduct the milk tests should not only bo 
tolerated and furnished suitable accommoda- 
tions for carrying on their work, but inter- 
est should be taken in the test, thus showing 
to the owners of the cows, and to the judges, 
that the results of the tests have value, and 
its value is appreciated. 



Mr. Fleming: The paper just read by Mr. 
Bassett was Certainly a very interesting one. 
Our Secretary, Mr. Miller, wanted to say a 
word or two along the line of dairy tests, but 
he is not here, and as tho hour is late. I shall 
not attempt to discuss the matter more than 
to say that for a number of years we of the 
Ohio State Fair conducted tests somewhat 
after the manner of the paper suggested by 
Brother Bassctt, but finally changed our 
method of testing milch cows, and in connec- 
tion with our Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion, we inaugurated a new system, and I 
have brought along a few pamphlets that 
give the conditions on which tests are made 
in Ohio, and I would be glad to have those 
interested take one. We conduct the tests 
for several months, and then award the pre- 
miums at the fair. I have also the report of 
the tester, who is one of the professors in the 
Experiment Station, the report of the test for 
last year, and if any of you would like to see 
it, I would be glad to show it to you. 

Mr. Furnas: The Committee on Fair Dat's 
should be appointed this evening before we 
adjourn. 

Mr. Randall: I move that the rule be that 
as each state is called by the Secretary that 
it name its Committee on Fair Dates.

Your valuable paper, "The Billboard," Is 
a welcome and regular visitor at my office 
every month, and as Secretary of the Winona 
Street Fair, it gives me many pointers on 
fairs and on advertising. 

Our last street fair, held in this city Oc- 
tober 5-7. 1S9S. was a grand and pronounced 
success in every respect. We had a large 
exhibit of horses, cattle, hogs, sheep poul- 
try, and an extra large exhibition of fruits 
and vegetables: also grains and seeds. The 
culinary department was large and fine. So 
was the fancy work and art department. We 
had a monster tent on Main street. 80 feet 
wide and 300 feet long, full of fruits vege- 
tables, grains and seeds, and the poultry 
department was also placed under this tent. 
The horses and cattle were in the nice stalls 
built for that purpose, and so were the swine 
and sheep at another place. The large Pyth- 
ian Hall was filled with the culinary, fancy 
work and art departments. 

On Thursday, October 6. there were from 
35,000 to 50.000 strangers on our streets, and 
every one who came to visit our fair was well 
pleased with the exhibition and the way It 
was arranged and conducted. 

The premiums we paid out in cash and 
merchandise amounted to about $12,000. It 
cost us. outside of the premiums paid out, 
about $1,000 in cash to run the fair. 

This was our second Fall Street Fair. We 
had one in 1897. and a spring fair in the 
spring of 1S97. Our next street fair will be 
September 26-29. IS99. and will be on a still 
larger and grander plan. We expect to inter- 
est every one who lives within a hundred 
miles of Winona. Our citizens find it a good 
thing for the city, and our business men find 
that all money and merchandise given by 
them for street fair purposes is like sowing 
grain on well cultivated soil: they reap a 
rich harvest. They increase their trade by 
making new acquaintances during the fair, 
who stay by them as customers. 

The officers who were elected a few weeks 
ago for the 1899 fair are: W. J Smith. Presi- 
dent: W. L. Klett, Vice President: myself, 
John Rose, Secretary, and Wm. J. Reade. 
Treasurer. 

The Secretary is to work and spend a good 
deal of his time getting up the fair in 1S99, 
for which service he gets a fair remunera- 
tion. When my time is not taken un for the 
street fair. I intend to open an advertising 
s>nd distributing office in this city. I expect 
to get started by New Year's.

and that his price .was $1.50 per 1,000 pieces 
for house to bouse work, which information 
proved an eye-opener to all concerned, the 
Or. Morse agent informing us that the said 
drug firm quoted the regular price as $2.00 
per 1,000, they getting the work done for $1.50 
or less. If they could, and pocketing the 50c 
per 1,000 clear on Brother Campos' haid la- 
bor. Another illustration of false economy 
came to my notice a few days ago, the Pal- 
metto Drug Co., of Charleston, S. C, are ad- 
vertising "Alligator Liniment" and other 
preparations extensively in this section. They 
thought it cheaper to pay the license and 
have the work done by negroes in Savannah, 
but now acknowledge that they wasttd

in the streets and on lawns, their tin sighs 
were tacked at night on the face of my bill 
boards and have since been torn off and de- 
, stroyed.. and the firm notified that a similar 
proceedure would not be profitable if repeat- d. 
I hope by the February issue to repoxt 
some work from- my Charleston office, and 
ask all brother members to rernind agents 
who visit them that Fuller & Bernard, 210 
King street, Charleston, S. C, are ready to 
Berve them.

The board had four coats of lead mixed with 
oil". The black was mixed with oil and a little 
Weaning Baby varnish. 1 have also adver- 
tising signs, black letters on white and yel- 
low grounds; that, the letters stand equally as 
well, while the ground is nearly gone and the . 
boards somewhat rotten. In th|s case the 
black was dry lampblack mixed ytith. linseed 
oil.

Editor "The Billboard:" 

In the December number of "The Bill- 
board" I see under the sign painting heading 
an article on show card painting and a for- 
mula for mixing colors for use of cards. 

I found by many trials a method of mixing 
water colors that so far I have never seen in 
print, and my brother painters may be glad 
to get something that is so easy! and at the 
same time works so well. 

I use 'Dextrine, which is one form of starch, 
and can be procured at any drug! store, mix- 
ing the dry colors and the dextrine in about 
the proportion of two of paint to one of dex- 
trine, both in the dry powder form; then 
mix to the consistency of paste paint with 
vinegar. I used to use water, but the paint 
would mold. The acid In the vinegar pre- 
vents that. 

Get a lot of wooden salve boxes at the drug 
store and soak them in mulled parafine, and 
you have as nice paint pots as you could 
want. I have a shallow tray 'that holds forty 
boxes for colors and tints, which is as handy 
as you could wish. 

One advantage of this recipe Is, the dex- 
trine doesn't cost one-fourth as much as gum 
arable, and is easier to mix." 

If any one has had trouble to get a paint 
that will hold on glass I will give them a 
mix that will stand soaking In soapsuds over 
mght- ! 

If you think the above Is worth anything 
to the sign painting fraternity, print it, if 
not — .

We offer to give a 
protected and listed service at one cent a 
sheet, and as soon as we get orders from four 
or five firms to whom we have made this 
offer, we will start to erect boards.

We believe that some advertisers are in 
error when they, think that the South does 
not pay to advertise in, and as our town is a 
Southern town they think . it will not be 
profitable. We want to show them that it 
has just as good pulling qualities as any in 
the Northern or Central States. 

Brownsville has 7,000 inhabitants, and re- 
ceives commerce not only from other coun- 
ties (it being the largest town in three coun- 
ties, Cameron, Star and Hidalgo Counties), 
but also from Mexico, as it is opposite Mata- 
moras, Mex.. which town has 11.000 inhabi- 
tants, and 300 to 400 people daily pass over 
to this side. 

So we are sure our town will be a nice 
field for advertisers. The people are espe- 
cially impressed with novelties, and read ad- 
vertisements with interest.

C*as.,VogeIV Death. 

The Popular Steubenville (Ohio) Billposter 
Passes Away. 
Popular, open-hearted, jolly Charlie Vogel 
is no more. He died January 12. The im- 
mediate caure of his death was an attack of 
grip complicated with pneumonia. The news 
will come as a great shock to bill posters 
all over the country, for he was widely 
known, having- attended all the annual con- 
ventions of the Ar-B.- P.' fcr-=aie- past-«Ye- 
years,. He was of a, merry., rollicking, jovial 
disposition, ana made friends easily. 
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For virulence, extreme bitterness, malig- 
nity and acrimonious spite, jealousy and 
envy, commend us to the San Francisco 
Press. Here is a recent sample diatribe from 
the Call, viz.: 

•'There are two things which public ex- 
pediency, the common weal and common 
sense demand shall be done with the bill 
board business In San Francisco. The lo- 
cality and height of the signs should be reg- 
ulated by law. The. duty of enforcing this 
regulation should not be left to the bill post- 
ers themselves. The Fire Department ought 
to be empowered to see that the lives of pe- 
destrian are not endangered by tower' -g bill 
boards. The firemen are the only law en- 
forcers that we have. Policemen make no 
attempt to compel obedience to the ordi- 
nances of the Supervisors, but the firemen, 
who look after their own as well as other 
lives, are constantly enforcing the fire laws. 
"Finally, the bill boards should be made 
to nay a license. This is no more than fair. 
Bill sticking now pays nothing into the 
treasury, notwithstanding it is a -uliacce of 
the most virulent charreter. The new Board 
of Supervisors can not devote its attention 
to a more important question than this, and 
in legislating it will have practically the 
unanimous support of the people. Outside the 
ranks of the bill .posters themselves nobody 
desires the maintenance of hi eh bill boards, 
whlcu pay nothing toward the support of 
the government, while drawing heavily from 
the business interests of the city." 

For nearly a year the San Francisco press 
has been conducting a crusade azainst the 
bill boards. The various papers never united 
on an issue before, but they got together in 
this instance, and have waged a steady and 
relentless warfare. It seems that they finally 
bluffed the retiring Board of Supervisors 
into passing a restrictive ordinance, and it 
appears that Mayor Phelan was brow-beaten 
into Eigning it, and it Is now a law.. Of 
course the courts will declare It unconstitu- 
tional in the end, but in the meantime the 
bill posting firms are placed at more or less 
of a disadvantage. 

The San Francisco papers are wretched 
poor advertising mediums, and the mer- 
chants or the ccast can not use tr.. m at a 
profit The bill posters naturally got a re- 
munerative business, which excited the 
wrath- and cupidity of the newspapers, 
brought them together, and resulted in the 
crusade. 

There Is nothing on recorl which will 
compare with this movement in point of pre- 
meditated malice and deliberate diabolism. 



May Rent Badges. 

Judge Rossiter, of Pasadena, decides that a 
Billposter paying license may authorize 
aeents to post or distribute by rent- 
ing, them his badges. 

A decision of unusual interest to bill post- 
ers was handed down early last month in 
Judge Rossiter's Court at Pasadena. Cali- 
fornia. Speaking of the case the Los An- 
geles Herald says: 

"A test case of the bill posting ordinance 
was decided by Judge Rossiter today. The 
$15 charged for a bill posting license Is prac- 
tically prohibitory, and only the regular bill 
poster and tire Merchants' Bill Posting and 
Distributing Company can afford a license. 
Mr. Dalton was arrested for distributing 
patent medicine advertising matter. The 
testimony at the trial a few weekB ago show- 
ed that Mr. Dalton, although a patent medi- 
cine man. had hired himself to the Mer- 
chants' Bill Posting Company for 12 a day, 
and that he put up in three days two thou- 
sand of his own bills, for which he agreed 
to pay the company *3 a thousand. The 
court held that the local company has the 
right to employ agents to post bills, and 
that it wculd net be right to sell the com- 
pany a license and then convict them or 
their agents for working under it. 



Billposter Wins $350. 

He Had Been Arrested for Doing His Work 
and Sued Man Who Caused It. 

(Special Correspondence.) 
New York, Jan. 12.— A jury in the City 
Court today returned a verdict for 1350 dam- 
ages in favor of John Fenton against Gustav 
Scholer. President of the West Side Tax- 
payers' Association, and prominent in r*. 
foira politics uptown. 

Fenton is a bill poster, and Scholer caused 
his arrest for posting bills of Hammerstein's 
Theater en barrels at Forty-seventh street 
_*nd Broadway. Magistrate. Deuel at once 
discharged "Fenton. wno thW retained Law- 
yer Maurice Meyer to bring suit against 
Scho.er. - 



Arbitration Committee 

Of the Ohio Billposters' Association Visits 
Cincinnati. 

Early in January. Ph. Morton, the sign 
man of Cincinnati, put his name as "Cin- 
cinnati Bill Posters" over some of his blank 
bulletins, secured a few new locations and 
embarked in the business. His firs' job was 
a lot of 100 stands for Snidcr's Catsup. 

The Arbitration Committee of the Ohio 
Bill Posters' Association very promptly ap- 
peared on the scene and endeavored to ad- 
just metiers. First they called upon the 
Chapmans. who asserted that they had re- 
fused the work because the Snider people 
had posted with the opposition at Zanesvllle, 
O. The committee then called upon Mr. 
Livingston, of the Snider Company, and had 
a long talk with him. It Is said they were 
closeted with him for fully three hours. 

They endeavored to ascertain what griev- 
ance he had against the Caapmans. but Mr. 
Livingston was non-committal. He treated 
the committee with the utmost courtesy and 
consideration, but declined absolutely to 
withdraw bis contract with Morton. 

The trouble between Snyder and the Chap- 
mans, whatever it is, did not come out. as 
both parties to the dispute seemed deter- 
mined to conceal it. Both Mr. Livingston 
and the memoers of th» committee refused 
absolutely to discuss the matter, but it is 
thought the committee will do nothing until 
the real cause of the trouble is disclosed. 



Richmond, Va. 

(Special Correspondence.) 

Richmond, Va., Jan. 11.— The Beard of 
Public Intere ' was occupied for some time 
yesterday afternoon in discussing a resolu- 
tion offered by one of its members, a Mr. 
L. F. Christian. It is only another case of 
a prowling prude, but reader of "The Bill- 
board" will be interested in the resolution 
and the outcome: 

Whereas, the attention of the Board has 
been called to the posting of obscene pictures 
on the bill boards in this city, in violation 
of secticn 91 of the Code of Virginia, theie- 
fore. be it 

Resolved, That the Chief of Police be re- 
quested to use his powers In abating the 
violation cf said secticn. 

Tbree members of tire- Board advocated 
the resolution, but the other four who were 
present had doubts of (he rieht of the Board 
to take any such action without consulting 
the Council, and the resolution was -tabled, 
pending an opinion from the City Attorney. 

Our local bill poster. Mr. Burton, is very 
careful about leg paper, and well thought 
of here. The chances are that we have 
heard the last of the resolution.

The mercantile business conducted in the 
city of Pullman, near Chicago, has been de- 
clared illegal. The decree declared In plain 
terms that a charter authorized only the 
work for which the charter was obtained. 
Pullman was founded on the charter for 
manufacturing Pullman cars. With this de- 
cree, as authority, all advertisements in the 
electric acd railroad cars, or any other meth- 
od of advertising which Is dependant upon 
rai! or electric ears, is illegal. The New 
Yoik Editorial Association will present a 
memorial to the. New York Legislature ask- 
ir.z for a law to prevent this illegiti- 
mate advei Using. All the editorial associa- 
tions of the different States will, no doubt, 
follow the New York association's example. 

We have received several inquiries regard- 
ing the validity of the sixteen and two-thirds 
per cent., on twelve-month contracts, adver- 
tised by the Illinois association, and upon In- 
vestigation find that the course adopted by 
the Illinois association in offering said dis- 
count of sixteen and two-thirds per cent, is 
unwarranted, and the offer invalid. 

The charter of the Illinois association does 
not clothe the organization with the power to 
act independently of the A. B. P., conse- 
quently the only authorized discounts are 
. those fixed at Buffalo last July. 

Messrs. Sparrow and Crany. bill posters, of 
Marquette, Mich., send us an account of some 
spite bill posting which Hiram Walker ft Co. 
of Canada recently did in that city. The 
posters do not differ materially from those 
usually employed by the Walkers. They 
were directed against a local liquor firm by 
the name of Dutmer Bros. This concern en- 
joined the Walkers from posting any more 
of the bills.

He has given his genius full sway, and in- 
troduced many a clever idea in bis depart- 
ment. One of them, a saver of labor and time 
in the printing of dates, is especially note- 
worthy. 

He has evolved several other wrinkles that 
are also good, but his system in wood-type la 
the brightest thing we have seen of late. 
He introduces the point system, and makes 

it justify. 

The Donaldson Co. is rushed now with cir- 
cus work, and is running far into the night. 

By the new "mosaic-chromatic heet pro- 
cess of printing in colors, the necessary pig- 
ments are applied in any desired number and 
yanety on a plate about three-fourths of an 
inch thick, in a coherent, cheesy mass. An 
ordinary lithographic press is used, the im- 
pressions being produced by a cylinder heated 
by gas flames inside. By this process, it ia 
said, the expense is only one-fourth of that 
by the old methods. - 

The first thing that every printer ought to 
learn is to keep rules and ornaments and 
borders and fancy type entirely out of the 
border of an advertisement. A rule or a bor- 
der around an advertisement often helps its 
effectiveness very much, but the plainer and 
smaller the border ean be, the better.— Bates.

N-J 56 * 1118 to me that some advertisers are 
indifferent as to tow their advertising mat- 
ter is distributed. Of course, they all want 
good work, but it seems to be too much 
trouble to them to look after their distrlb- 
U v25/ m to make a change for the better. 

There are many cities and towns where 
Draw get the poorest kind of service— matter 
merely thrown on the porches or in the 
yards, as many as two. three or four pieces 
to a house. Their attention has been called 
i°_S e matter, but to no avail. The same 
distributor does the work again and again In 
the same old way. If a. competitor reports 
he" Is put down as a "knocaer." The time 
has now arrived when at least one good, 
honorable distributor can be found in each 
city, and in a great many cases a man with 
a guarantee to back him: I refer to the 
members of the International Association of 
Distributors. This association has done 
more to improve and encourage honest dis- 
tributing than we have "ever received credit 
for. We have not only improved the service 
of our members, but have* compelled other 
distributors not members to do better woik 
In order to hold their customers. The. offi- 
cers of the I. A. D. have never received half 
the credit they deserve; in fact, very few 
persons have any idea of the amount of labor 
and time it required to bring this organiza- 
tion into existence. It is not vet complete 
or perfect, but has accomplished a great 
deal. It has been tried and tested. Its guar- 
. antee " has proved good.- Claims have been 
paid when proven. Can t v \j advertiser turn 
to anything else and get as much? I think 
not. Now, Mr. Advertiser, is it not your 
plain duty to patronize this body of men? 
Is it not your duty to encourage honest serv- 
ice? Don't you think they deserve your as- 
sistance, especially when it costs you but 
very lKtle, ir any, more? What If it does 
cost you a little mure — a guaranteed serv- 
ice is worth more. You are absolutely safe. 
Did you ever correspond with any of the 
officers of the L A. D-? If you have, have 
you not alwa~s received prompt and cour- 
teous-replies? Have they not tried to serve 
you to. the best of their ability? Tou cer-. 
tainly will admit that it is much easier to 
place advertising matter wiui local distrib- 
utors today than it ever was before. What 
brought about this state or affairs? There 
is .hut one answer, the I. A. of D. Then the 
association is of benefit and. /convenience. 
Wherever you have a good, rentable distrib- 
utor, stick to Mm and advise Mm to Join 
us; but when you have not a good man, 
give the association the. preference. If you 
know -pt a member who is not reliable, or 
does careless work, I would thank you to 
report him to, me. Rest assured that the 
matter will be investigated promptly, and 
at the same time you will be helping to im- 
prove tile service. Some advertisers claim 
that the association is trying to get control 
of the distributing business. So they are, 
and they are working on the line that by 
giving the best service «nd guaranteeing 
you against any loss, it will only be natural 
for you to patronize them. This is perfectly 
legitimate, is It not? Besides, you wia be 
the gainer. We will admit that the mere 
fact cf a man's joining the I. A. D. does not 
make him honest, but one thing is certain, 
if he proves to be otherwise, and is found 
out. nine case out of ten he "folds his tent" 
and gults the business. Why? Because the 
officers and members expose and "cry him 
down." How was it before the days of the 
association? If an advertiser detected a dis- 
tributor wasting matter; he simply dropped 
him. Other advertisers never learned any- 
thing about the case; therefore, they con- 
tinued to ship l.im, and he still prospered. 
I know you have improved upon this method 
lately, and that you too have a system to 
check up work. You can still improve by 
having your inspectors report all the work 
they may chance to see. no matter whether 
tt» -piarty -does - your distributing "or not. 
Give credit wherever it is due. While speak- 
ing of the inspector, allow me to fay that 
ti»«re are good and bad ones, although the 
latter are the exception, not the rule. I 
know that two or three visit a certain city 
where some very poor work is bein-3 done. 
Still, the same distributor does their work 
year after year.. Their inspector does not 
report the work as he finds it, or his firm 
is indifferent. Every advertiser and inspec- 
tor should endeavor to place their work 
t with the one who gives the best service — 
lot the cheapest. I would suggest that when 
m inspector arrives in a city or town that 
le inspect all the work being done at the 
time, without making himself known to any 
of the distributors. This would give him 
an opportunity to select the best man every 
time, and finally, all the work would be 
done by the one who deserves it. I have 
known of one or two advertisers to writ» 
local distributors, saying, that Mr. So and 
So. of a certain city or town, has contracted 
to do our distributing at $1.25. sometimes $1 
per M, (always being sure to select a place 
with a population about the same as the one 
he wants- covered), and stating that the 
aforesaid distributor has a reputation for 



doin<- good work, and that if satisfied with 
the same price, they will make him a ship- 
meet at once. Do you think that this plan 
will succeed? I think not B* honest, it 
pays best. Help bui.a up the I. A. D.; en- 
courage. Its growth. Many advertisers are 
doing all they can. If you are not among 
them Join In and patronize its members. 
Attend their annual convention, to be held 
in Cincinnati, July 18-20, 1899. It is to your 
interest to do so.

It 
will be widely copied by bill posters because 
of its handy and convenient arrangement 
Prank Fitzgerald is deserving of much credit 
for this idea.

Chemical Co.. located at the foot of Twenty- 
fourth Street, Detroit. Mich., is making ar- 
rangements for some advertising. 



Distributing advertising matter from house 
to house by distributors is fast advancing 
to the front. Advertisers at large are grad- 
ually indorsing this method, so that a great 
deal depends on the distributors and the 
kind of service that they give to the ad- 
vertisers. Distributing is a trade just as 
much as shoe making or tailoring. It takes 
experience, time and an extra amount of 
perseverance to make a successful distribu- 
tor, because no lazy man can ever hope to 
be a distributor, for he will be found lacking 
in the make-up of his composition, in en- 
ergy to climb stairs, and to stretch for doors 
to locate the matter beyond the reach of 
small and mischievous children. The old 
way of distributing is rapidly passing away; 
every piece of advertising must be made to 
count. Throwing it on porches and lawns 
for the people to pick up and read is a dis- 
"}>} failure, because in this mad. swift rush 
of life you have got to use every honest and 
honorable means to place it directly in their 
way. so that they are forced to LOtice it. 
Thus, through circumstances unavoidable, 
advertising is to attract attention. The new 
up-to-date distributor is thorough]- imbued 
with that idea. He studies it, he dreams 
over it, and it becomes a mania with him. 
He is called a crank among the fake distrib- 
utors, but you know every machine has to 
have a crank to make it work. So, my 
brother distributor, if you are affected with 
above disease, you will find it a healthy dis- - 
ease for your pocket-book, and sooner or 
later you are bound to control the distribut- ' 
ing iij your section.. Advertisers are looking 
for you, but you have got to prove yourself, 
; -in order to win their confidence. Today, in 
the office In one of the largest proprietary 
medicine firms in this- country, the adver- 
tising manager said to me: "We ised to 
get letters from you years ago, and we be- 
lieve you are an honest man, an honest dis- 
tributor." Those words were Inspiring; they 
lifted me upon the mountains of success be- 
cause I had spent six years in 'trying to 
prove to that firm that I was a real up-to- 
date distributor, doing and putting into prac- 
tice all I preached. There are Hundreds of 
distributors throughout our land today that 
are coming to the front by exercising their 
. abilities along this line. The International 
Association of Distributors was organized 
for this. 

I do not want to be personal, but feel it 
my duty to pay tribute to such men as vv'i.l- 
A. . Molten, of Cleveland, O. ; W. H. Stein- 
. brenner, of Cincinnati, O., and others wli'j 
have done so much for distributors by lift- 
ing distributing out of the mud, where it 
was gradually being sunk by disreputable 
distributors, and placing it on a higher 
plane. Nor would I forget the advertisers 
who have so nobly responded, and by their 
hearty corroboration with distributors, also 
have elevated the business of distributing 
from the slough of despondency to the ex- 
alted position it now holds in the advertis- 
ing world. A great deal has to be done yet. 
and as each year goes by the I. A. of D. is 
gathering better men in their fold, sifting 
out the dross, and every advertiser in the 
land that has his business at stake, and de- 
pends on the advertising part to build it up. 
should pull with- us. We can and will give 
you guaranteed services, and mean what we 
say. Our association's and our own per- 
sonal reputations are at stake. We furnish 
men, only men, pay good wages so that we 
can- obtain men that are honest and reliable. 
It has been plainly stated in the past that 
the boy distributors are failures. A boy is a 
boy all over; he is enthusiastic, and rushes 
ahead at the start, but soon tires out and 
easily gets discouraged and timed after a 
few ejections by janitors from fiats and pub- 
lic buildings, his nerve is gone. He has 
not reached that maturity of age where he 
will take hold and hold on. You can not 
expect he will be able to stand the work 
I ke a man. and all real distributors and 
advertiseis long ago have plucked that moat 
of cheap worn by boys out of their eyes. It 
has been a failure in the past, and It will 
also be a failure in the future to all who 
follow it up. 

Brother distributors. I hope every one of 
you have carried the sack, and I do wish 
that some of the advertisers who are hag- 
gling about prices could be oersuaded to 
carry the sack one day; they would be cured, 
and convinced that the distributor earns 
every cent he gets and asks for. I have had 
a great many advertisers write me for my 
price for guaranteed work, and after a while 
would find some green young men or boys 
who slaughtered it. and wh :. asked why 
they did not do better work, the sullen an- 
swer was not enough money in it; not hon- 
est enough to refuse a price that makes 
themselves dishonest. What do this certain 
c.ass of boys and young men care; it is only 
for a few days. They have nothing at stake 
nor do they depend on this kind of work; it 
is only a side issue to obtain a few cents to 
blow to. Advertisers, where you find dis- 
tributors, and you will find plenty of them 
in the I. A. of D.. that are doing all they 
can towards honest work, stand by them. 
They need your recommendation, your pat- 
ronage, and if they give them first-class serv- 
ices, do not be backward in letting them 
hear from vou with words of praise, - for it 
will only stimulate them to give you better 
services in the future. Sing the praise of 
them to your brother advertisers, that they 
mav take up the cry and send it along the 
line, and you will always find plenty of hon- 
est men in the distributing buslnet-s at all 
times. They have been able to succeed In 
tho business through hone&t efforts and

The International Association of Distribu- 
tors gives advertisers who patronize its mem- 
bers a guarantee of good service that is ab- 
solutely good. If a member or the organi- 
zation does hot give an advertiser the ser- 
vice exactly as contracted tor, the association 
reimburses the advertiser for any loss he may 
have sustained. 

If he has paid the distributor for the bad 
service, the association refunds the money. 
Furthermore the association pays him a sum 
of money equivalent to the value of the 
books or samples that were wasted, and also 
upon demand the amount paid for freight or 
expressage on same. 

The object is to obtain the implicit confi- 
dence of all firms that advertise by booklets 
and pamphlets. Its guarantee is an insur- 
ance policy issued without cost to all adver- 
tisers who patronize its members. 

The latest firm to enjoy the benefit of the 
guarantee is the Dr. Kilmer Co., of Bing- 
hamton, N. Y., who ran up against bad ser- 
vice at Muncie, Ind. The moment their claim 
was proved, it was paid, and the offending 
member expelled. Dr. Kilmer's acknowledge- 
ments arc as follows:

Secretary, International 
Association of Distributors, 519 Main St., 
Cincinnati. O.: 
Dear Sir. — We are in receipt of your check 
for $28.49, amount of our claim against your 
association for loss sustained through your 
member at Muncie, Ind. Kindly accept our 
thanks for same. 

We regret that this claim had to be made 
upon your association. We would much pre- 
fer to have had the matter put out and have 
received the benefit from the advertising than 
to receive the actual cost of the same. How- 
ever, there is a degree of satisfaction in 
knowing that in dealing with your members 
we will not lose anything more than tho 
possible loss of business by reason of the 
matter not being distributed. 

We trust we will not be called upon again 
to make a similar claim: certainly, your 
guarantee to the advertiser must give him 
implicit confidence In your methods of mak- 
ing distributions, and the time is not far dis- 
tant when your association will have reached 
sufficient territory to enable the advertiser to 
avail himself of its services almost wholly. 

Thanking you for past favors, and trusting 
that we will be able to give your members 
a large amount of business in future, we re- 
main, very truly yours.

The guarantee feature of the I. A. of D. 
Is indeed a most excellent idea. It has con- 
tributed largely to the great success of the 
organization. It is destined to accomplish 
more and more good as the- years go by. for 
now that the association, under the excel- 
lent policy or Mr. O. P. Fairchild, has been 
placed upon a sound financial footing, and Its 
working perfected by Messrs. Steinbrenner. 
Case and Reid, it will soon practically control 
the business. 

It occurs to one quite naturally that cer- 
tain restrictions will have to be placed upon 
the present policy in the near future. It will 
not always be feasible or even just to allow 
all advertisers indiscriminately to enjoy the 
advantages they do at present. 

The guarantee of the association is. as we 
have observed before, an Insurance policy. It 
Is worth money to every advertiser. Of course 
the association does not wish to embark in 
the Insurance business, but it is entitled to 
some consideration of value at the hands of 
advertisers in exchange for the insurance it 
gives them. 

It strikes us that all advertisers who wish 
to enjoy the protection of the guarantee 
should be ready and willing to give some- 
thing in return— not a cash consideration— 
but moral support. 

They ought to sign a contract with the as- 
sociation, agreeing to give their work to a 
member of the association in every town 
where the association has a member. Instead 
of following the hap-bazard plan which many 
i at ^ present - " *hey patronize an opposi- 
tion distributor in any town, then they are 
working against the association, and it should 
not insure them. This is only just and rea- 
sonable. 

Another thing. Every member of the I. A. 
or D. has to perform careful, painstaking, 
thorough service. His work must be or the 
very highest efficiency. He is entitled to a 
ralr price tor his service. No advertiser who 
bents him down to the figure asked by an 
unattached distributor tor unguaranteed ser- 
vice, should be reimbursed tor any loss he 
may sustain, ir he Is unwlllins to pay a 
ralr and a just price tor his work he should 
not kick If he only gets the kind of service 
he pays for. 

In all cases, too. claims should alwavs be 
closely Investigated. All charges must be 
carefully sifted and completely proved. There 
should be no haste and no Jumping at con- 
clusions. The officers must needs adhere 
clOBely to the advice or Davy Crockett: "Be 
sure you're right: then go ahead." 

The suggestions here offered are all points 
which will come up at the convention In Cin- 
cinnati next July, and In the meantime are 
worthy or the consideration ot all members.

The Distributor And The 
National Advertiser. 



The foundation for a successful distributing 
buElness is the National advertiser. This is 
the one which the distributor should seek to 
secure. Hew to get him on his list of 
patrons is the question. Some think one 
methci superior to others. I believe the 
proper way is to advertise in your trade jour- 
nals, and to solicit his patronage through 
correspondence. In this respect. I wish to 
say that it is absolutely necessary to use a 
business letter-bead and a business card. 
A great many distributors become discour- 
aged after having written a few soliciting 
letters and received no replies. If I had 
become discouraged so easily, I would have 
gone out of the business long ago. I believe 
it tal.es more time and energy to build up 
a good trade in the distributing business than 
in almost any other line, and if you see a 
distributor's name in the advertising columns 
of the trade journal for four or five years, 
;';u can make up your mind that he is a 
survival of one of the fittest. A great num- 
ber of distributors start into business expect- 
ing the advertiser to jump at the opportunity 
to employ them, and finding that this is not 
the case, they become disheartened and quit. 
Such a class is a detriment to the business, 
for it makes the advertiser lose confidence 
in local distributors. The distributor is prac- 
tically the medium between the advertiser 
and the public. It is through him that the 
manufacturer of proprietary articles and 
other goods ad\erti*ea ieacu-?s pcsiiDle pa- 
trons. In fact, the advertiser needs the dis- 
tributer. 

A great many advertisers are very careless 
in paying their bills, and often are unwilling 
to pay a fair price for the services they re- 
quire, which is only a temptation to the dis- 
tributor to do dishonest work. I would say 
to my fellow-craftsmen: Do not accept a 
proposition from any one unless you are 
sure there is a fair profit for your labor in it. 
ir the advertiser would consider that there 
are a great many days that the distributor 
can not work on account of rainy weather, 
bad walking, etc.. and would also remember 
that there are quite a number of days lost 
through not having anything to do. he would 
probr.b!r be more willing to pay a better 
price. It is a well-known fact that a man 
can not attend to distributing and work at 
something else at the same time. He must 
devote his entire time and attention to the 
work, especially in the large cities. I have 
received a great many letters from parties 
saying that they were in ill health and un- 
able to do hard work; consequently, they 
were desirous of going into the distributing 
business. To such parties I would like to 
state that distributing is the hardest kind of 
work, and that it requires a good, healthy 
man. 

Some advertisers seem very careless as to 
the manner in which their distributiro- is 
done. They seem to think all that is neces- 
sary is to have their matter distributed. It 
some competitor writes them, reporting bad 
work on their matter, they imagine he is a 
"!-r.oc!:er." Yet, if you do not report bad 
work in soliciting, they write and say that 
they see no reasons for making a change. 
My reply to such people usually is: If you 
would send an inspector and have your work 
thoroughly inspected, you might probably 
find good reason for trying some one else 
All distributors who are doing good, honest 
work welcome the inspector, and I think 
when he finds the work well done, he should 
so report it to his house. 

Some firms require a voucher signed by 
five or six dealers before they will pay the 
bill. I think this is a rank piece or foolish- 
ness. It only puts us to some extia trouD.e, 
and does not make the work a particle better. 
In ninety-nine cases out of a hundred the 
parties who sign the voucher know nothing 
whatever about how the work was done, and 
merely sign their names as a special favor. 

There is another class of advertisers whom 
I want to mention in this article— the "dead 
beats." There are more dishonest adver- 
tisers than dishonest distributors, and the 
sooner we get them out of business, the bet- 
ter it will be for the honest advertiser and 
distributor. Every distributor should con- 
sider it his duty to expose these "beats," and 
by so doing, he will save others from being 
rhested out or their hard-earned money 
While our association guarantees the adver- 
tiser a thorough, honest distribution and 
makes good all losses sustained, we have no 
such guarantee to secure us. 

In conclusion. I would say to the distrib- 
utor: Do good, honest work at all times. 
Use all honorable means to push the goods 
you nre advertising. Use all honorable means 
possible to get more business. It will only 
be a matter or time, ir you pursue this 
course, until you will practically control the 
business in your city. While some or the ad- 
vertisers may be slow to recognize you. they 
.".re bound to do so in the end. Yours very 
truly.

Steinbrenncr's Distributing Service. 

Chas. Caylor. of Cumberland. Md.. writes: 
"I received another shipment rrom Dr. Burk- 
hart to-day. He wrote me in a previous let- 
ter that he had 4.000,000 samples destroyed by 
dishonest distributors last year, costing him 
$9 per 1,000. I think that is outrageous. He 
employed 1.600 distributors last season: 500 
of them were dishonest and worthless. No 
wonder advertisers are carerul." If the 
Doctor really wrote that, we would believe 
It without question, even though there Is no 
law whtch compels us to. We strongly sus- 
pect, though, that bis advertising manager 
has been writing letters and sending them 
out over the Doctor's name. Advertising 
managers are proverbially careless about fig- 
ures, and the bigger the figures the more 
careless they get. It is well to take their as- 
sertions like you do a newspaper circulation 
claim— with a little salt.

Hood certainly gets the worst of It in a 
great many cases. Well. Hood's is the best. 

I recently received a letter and soliciting 
circular from a distributor in the East. He 
complained in his letter of not being able to 
do any business, saying that advertisers did 
not even ask him to quote prices. The first 
part of his circular was well written, but the 
last clause mined the whole thing, reading 
as follows: 

"Matter to be put out must be sent pre- 
paid, by freight or express; one-half the pay 
for my work to accompany the order, the 
balance when work is done." 

I am surprised to know mat any distrib- 
utor would care in what way lie received the 
matter, just so it arrived all light. Distrib- 
utors, as a rule, ate well satisfied to receive 
their money within ten days after bill has 
been rendered, if there are any more dis- 
tributors demanding one-half pay in advance 
I would advise them to either drop It or get 
out of the business. 

One of the large advertisers stated to me 
the other day that it cost $270,000 to make 
one distribution, covering all the towns of 
the United States, consisting of from 5 000 
population and upwaid. He also estima'ed 
that it would require 10,000,000 pieces. 

The above figures include printing, samples 
and everything pertaining to the distrlbu- " 
tion.

It should be observed that we do 
not claim that Advertlcs is as yet 
anything more than nascent. We have 
been assailed from all sides of late 
Cor~an outline of the course we pro- 
pose to pursue in the construction of 
the science. One person wants us to 
frame a skeleton on which to build it; 
another desires us to lay down a rigid 
plan to be followed, and still others, 
bent upon haste, merely desire an in- 
timation of the general direction that 
our inquiries and speculations will 
take. At this stage of our investiga- 
tions we can not formulate a satisfac- 
tory theoretical structure. 
. We can only say that Advertics, like 
Anthropology, puts under contribution 
all sciences that have man for their 
object. We shall pursue empirical 
methods— that is, we shall proceed in- 
ductively from the consideration of 
phenomena as facts capable of being 
compared, classified and brought un- 
der certain uniformities. 

* » 
* 

At the same time, we shall employ 
the metaphysical method— that is, we 
shall reason deductively from so-called 
ultra-scientific grounds, but in reality 
keeping strictly within the domain of 
pure science. There is much prejudice 
anent Metaphysics; in fact, in the pop- 
ular estimation it is the most confused 
.and confusing of all the sciences. This 
is due to the fact that the term has 
been made to cover all sorts of specu- 
lation, attainable and unattainable, 
possible and impossible. When Meta- 
physics is carefully defined, however, 
a proper province allotted to it, and it 
is kept entirely 'within that province, 
we claim that it is one of the most 
certain of all departments of knowl- 
edge; it is so in its principles which 
are fundamental. 

* * 

* 

There will undoubtedly be many 
anonymous readers who will hold that 
no speculative research is necessary 
for the discovery of the laws of Ad- 
vertlcs. To all such we will state that 



the chief matters with which the new 
science is engaged is "making known;'' 
disseminating certain intelligence. It 
is certainly of the very greatest im- 
portance, then, that we know how we 
know. Knowledge comes to us in va- 
rious phases. That which we acquire 
first is intuitive, or instinctive, if you 
choose. It is inherent knowledge- 
primitive truth. Metaphysics is the 
science of primitive truth or the intu- 
itions of the mind. It must be patent 
to any one open to conviction that Ad- 
vertics will be furthered and material- 
ly aided by Metaphysics. 

■■.*■

The second kind of knowledge that 
we acquire is obtained by observation 
—sense perception — a fact established 
by observations of self-consciousness. 
.Psychology is the science which in- 
quires into the operations of the con- 
scious self, and therefore it must also 
pay tribute to Advertics. Finally, 
there is a third source of knowledge-; 
reflection. We obtain the knowledge 
by thinking it out (loosely) for our- 
selves. We perceive the truth by a 
process of reasoning called discursive 
thought. Logic is the science of the 
laws of discursive thought, and hence. 
Logic also will be pressed into the 
service of Advertics (as' will also later 
on the remaining two of the five men- 
tal sciences, namely, Ethics and Es- 
thetics. 

* * 
* 

Chief among the other sciences upon 
which Advertics relies, may be men- 
tioned Anthropology, and especially 
its principal subdivisions, Anthropon- 
omy, Ethology, Ethnology, Linguistics 
and Glossology. The principal subdi- 
visions of the last named, viz.: science 
of language, comparative philology, 
universal grammar and glossonomy, 
will also be drawn upon; as will also 
of course rhetoric, grammar and syn- 
tax. 

It must be understood that we have 
not attempted herein to build a frame 
upon which to hang the science. It is 
simply a list of supplementary sci- 
ences, which it will be well for read- 
ers who are following this course to 
take up. Although we will use both 
the inductive and deductive methods 
in Advertics, it must not be supposed 
that either method is to be pursued in 
complete independence of the other.

The most 
gratifying feature of the increase of money in 
use is the great addition of gold coin. We 
now have probably the largest stock of gold 
money held by any single power, and the 
money In circulation Is larger than the stock 
of France by a considerable amount. 
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Nearly a Million a Year. 

All Due to Billpostingf. 

By $am \V. Hoke. 

Printer's Ink is a weekly paper de- 
voted to newspaper advertising, and 
its readers have, from time to time 
-during the past few years, been re- 
minded of the wonderfully good news- 
paper advertising being done for Ki- 
pans Tubules. In fact, the publication 
has, in numerous instances, been 
known to claim that Ripans advertis- 
ing was among the best and most pro- 
ductive- advertising now being in- 
dulged in by any national advertiser 
in any line of business. 

Ripans began business in '91 or '02, 
and Printer's Ink for January IS, 
1S90, publishes a table showing the 
progressive sales of Ripans, month by 
mouth, from January, 1S92, to Decem- 
ber, 1S9S, inclusive. The table illus- 
trates the cumulative effects of adver- 
tising, showing that while sales start- 
ed at ?11 in January, 1S02, they ran 
beyond $35,000 in June, 1S9S. It shows 
that the seven year's sales were re- 
spectively as follows: $97G, $2,120, 
$0,532, $12,937, ?1S,241, ?59,10S, $237,- 
SS3. 

Truly, a remarkable showing. But 
— there are others. 

I have no information at hand show- 
ing the sales for seven years of ar- 
ticles advertised on the bill boards; 
but I know of some wonderful achieve- 
ments that have been brought about 
iu from two to three months in one 
instance, to three years in another. 
And the results are such as to make 
the Ripans record look real slim. Some 
time ago I spoke at length in "The 
Billboard" of the wonderful success of 
the George W. Childs 5c cigar, that 
has advertised on the bill boards al- 
most exclusively since it was first 
made in 1895. Some of "The Bill- 
board's" old readers may remember 
my article showing the remarkable 
growth of its manufacturers from a 
Dun rating of $10,C00 to a rating of a 
quarter of a million in three years. I 
will only add that tne sales of the 
George W. Childs cigar for 1S9S ex- 
ceeded 32,000,000, amounting iu money 
to nearly a million dollars at whole- 
sale priees. Here is nearly three times 
the money in one year from bill board 
advertising that Ripans shows in seven 
years of the most persistent newspap- 
er advertising of the kind that good 
judges have pronounced to be the best 
of newspaper advertising. 

Xow for two short-time records of 
the bill boards: 

Early Bird plug tobacco is made at 
Winston, X. C. In the year 1S97 the 
wholesale grocery house of M. Ferst's 
Sons & Co., of Savannah, Ga., paid its 
manufacturers .$102,000. In Septem- 
ber, 189S, Early Bird tobacco was 
placed on the bill boards in Savannah, 
and has been there ever since, with 
the result that the sales have doubled 
and tripled in the short four months 
Hie paper has been on the bill boards. 
Results in Chattanooga are about the 
"same; in Macon nearly as good; and 
although less than 50,000 sheets of 
paper have been used up to this date, 
the increased sales are so marked as 
to be more than satisfactory to the 
makers. 

Four years ago Hawes $3 flats be- 
gan using the bill boards, at first with 
one-sheets, but later with eight-sheets. 



'Though the Hawes. posts only twice a 
year, in the spring and fall, its makers 
now have three of the finest stores in 
New York City, and the hat is known 
and sold by leading dealers from ocean 
to ocean. Hawes Hats have had a lit- 
tle magazine advertising during tlie 
past year, but had become one of the 
successes of the century before trying 
that method. 

I a in not one of the kind that de- 
clares bill posting to be the one and 
only method of advertising, as is done 
so much by others in talking of other 
methods. But I claim that one thou- 
sand dollars in bill posting will do 
more service than four thousand in 
any other method.

Though a comparatively young man 
II. L. Kramer lias made a high place 
for himself in a field wherein emi- 
nence never by any chance falls to 
men of ordinary application or ability. 

He is a success. In the vernacular 
he has Avon out. It lias been the fash- 
ion for several years to speak of Kra- 
mer as a plunger. Many persons who 
know the man only by reputation, and 
judged him merely by what they saw 
of his work, have been given to shrug- 
ging their shoulders when the outcome 
of bis endeavors has been under dis- 
cussion. 

Had these good people known him 
personally, realized his sound sense 
and far-seeiug judgment, and seen his 
immense capacity for work, there 
would have been no surprise over the 
great success lie has achieved. 
'A man who establishes one proprie- 
tary remedy in these days is supposed 
to have accomplished a great deal. Mr. 
Kramer has created a market for two. 
and also made his Magno Mud Cure 
famous all over the world. 
• There is a lesson in his business ca- 
reer that the young men of the day 
can study with profit. Too many of 
them think that work begins at the 
last stroke of seven and ends at the 
first stroke of six in the evening. 
Those that continue to think so never 
amount to much, and quite generally 
fro through life without ever rising 
above weekly wages. 

The man who achieves success is the 
one who has early learned the science 
of his calling, mastered its difficulties, 
and then devotes all of his energies to 
it. Such a man is II. L. Kramer. He 
knows no "business hours." His busi- 
ness is an integral part of himself. 
When he is not actually at work at it 
he is thinking about it, planning, 
si-heming, devising new methods, and 
improving its system.

First of all, allow me to congratulate you 
upon the magnificent issue of the Christmas 
number — it is an honor to the publisher and 
a credit to the craft. I - trust that all will 
appreciate the efforts being made to furnish 
us with a creditable and influential journal. 

Business in my section has been good, but 
the fact that this valley and almost the en- 
tire State suffered a drouth the past season 
furnishes a reason why much advertising that 
was planned during the early months of the 
year was not carried out. Had the Spring 
rains been as plentiful as in previous years, 
business would bave been much better. The 
coming season, however, promises well — a 
large acreage has been sown, sufficient rains 
have fallen to give encouragement, and ev- 
ery one feels confident that we will have 
enough moisture to make good crops in 1S99. 
In a recent issue of "The Billboard," I 
noticed a statement to the effect that several 
of the larger Eastern advertisers bad joined 
issues, and that their representatives would 
inspect for each other. Such a movement is 
a good one. and can not help but receive the 
approval of every honest distributor. In the 
past, a faithful, honest distribution has given 
us a clear title in but one house — and all are 
aware of the difficulty in securing new cus- 
tomers among the Eastern advertisers; but 
under the new regime an inspection for one 
constitutes an inspection for all. and we have 
at once a record with each. The honest dis- 
tributor will welcome such a union: for him 
it means more work, and a better apprecia- 
tion of that work. 

It is my opinion that in some cases the ad- 
vertisers themselves are responsible for the 
poor quality of work they get. Many of 
them are not willing to pay the price for an 
honest service. What do you think of a firm 
offering $1.25 per thousand for placing circu- 
lars behind screen doors? I can not do such 
work for that price, and whenever anyone 
thinks he or she can. they have my consent 
to go ahead. It is absolute foolhardiness to 
attempt to do business without calculating 
upon a profit: and unless there Is a 
profit to be had, I do not care for the 
business. Among my customers I can men- 
tier, such houses as C. I. Mood & Co.. Miles 
Medical Co.. Dr. C. I. Shoop, Peruna Drug 
Co.. Lydia Finkham Co. and others, besides 
every local house of any prominence — all of 
whom are willing to pay good prices for good 
work; no price at all for poor work. 

I am also pleased to announce my connec- 
tion with the I. A. of D. I intended to join 
the organization some months ago, and so In- 
formed the Secretary: but. being very busy 
and much of my work during the campaign 
being on the country routes. I did not place 
my application until a few weeks ago, receiv- 
ing my certificate of membership during the 
past week. I believe that a franchise in 
this association should be of some value, and 
by a united effort on the part of every mem- 
ber, the association can direct the greater 
part of the distributing that Is done In the 
United States. A guaranteed distribution 
encourages the confidence of the advertiser

Possibly 
Bome time In the future I may have the pleas- 
ure of addressing you again.

Dear Sir. — By inviting the opinion of bill- 
posteis at large relative to prices now 
charged for posting, wi:i say you have have 
opened a discussion which will add one more 
good feature to the many which now con- 
stitute and characterize "The Billboard." 

When we figure up how much paper we 
have posted and then look over our cash 
account our first impression is that we have 
done too much work for the money. 

Before rendering a final decision, however, 
we should- consider well, for there are two 
sides to all questions. 

It is my opinion that advertisers as a rule 
will not stand any -great advance iu prices: 
at least the proper time has not yet arrived 
to take any such- step. New firms are fall- 
ing into line in using billboards as advertis- 
ing mediums. &c. I for one am willing to 
encourage them all 1 can and not raise the 
rate so to make it too expensive. Let us 
first improve the servi=e, show the advertis- 
ers that ours is the best way of reaching 
the public and then, if necessary, we can 
advance our prices. 

In many towns of 2,000 to 5.000 population 
(and some larger), bill posters use too many 
old fences, barns. &c. and have too few good 
boards and if any change is made in the 
Association rate there should be a "barn" 
rate and a "board" rate. You don't find 
barns In the center of the city, as a rule, 
at least not enough to depend almost exclu- 
sively on them. As stated by Mr. Henne£Eey. 
the Association rate is the minimum, and if 
you have very choice high-priced locations, 
most any agent will pay you a premium over 
your less fortunate competitor or brother 
poster in some other city where such is not 
tbe case— and you do not violate any Associ- 
ation laws. 

The Association scale I think, is very rea- 
sonable and a good thing, and I should re- 
gret exceedingly to see it abolished altogeth- 
er. If you think this of any interest to the 
many readers of "The Billboaid," I would 
like to see it in your next issue. With best

I have read with much interest the letter 
of Mr. Jos. A. Wallace in your January issue 
and heartily agree with him in his general 
views as to what constitutes good, honest 
service. Mr. Wallace certainly knows what 
he is talking about when he says a distribut- 
or should have more to recommend him than 
the indorsement of a local druggist, as the 
druggist has too much business of his owu 
to look after to know much about how the 
men he vouches for do distributing work 
ln the residence portion of the city, or town. 
Advertisers of experience know it is bad pol- 
icy to send but a limited supply of matter to 
a druggist for use over his counter, and that 
applies to the smaller country towns where 
there Is no local distributor and, I think. 



applies only to towns 'hat are too intalt to 
support a local distributor unless he has 
other employment that will admit of his do- 
ing distiibuting at odd times when he is 
not especially busy otherwise. I bave seen 
so much advertising matter wasted by being 
sent to druggists to put oat that I know it 
is an exceedingly bad plan. The druggist 
is not at fault, particularly where an adver- 
tiser sends the matter without solicitation 
or any promise to pay the dealer for having 
it distriDuted. agreeing to pay him a sUpu- 
lated pi ice per thousand for the work, is also 
a veiy unsatisfactory method, as the drug- 
gist has no time to look after the work per- 
sonally, and would not it he had. so he gives 
it to his clerk or some boy who probably 
do not know the conditions of the contract 
calls for and they go cut and get i id of the 
matter the easiest way possible and then 
the advertiser wonders -why he don't get bet- 
ter returns, whereas If he had intrusted his 
work to a regular authorized distributor, 
who knows how the work ought to be done, 
and pays him a fair price for putting the 
matter cut right, sends him matter that is 
attractive and, If the article being advertised 
has merit, he can reasonably look for good 
returns on the investment. I believe "Syr- 
up of Figs," outside of the general satisfac- 
tion it gives .to all who bave used it, owes 
its popularity and present immenee sale, 
more to careful house to house distributing 
than any other one form of advertising, we . 
ever used, and I am a strong advocate of 
good, honest distributing work. 

Not Ions since I contracted with a bill- 
poster in an Indiana town not far from An- 
derson, to post some stands, four sheets and 
one sheet, and put out 2,500 pieces of dis- 
tributing matter to the families. , On receipt 
of advice that the paper was on the boards 
and the distributing matter had been put out 
as per contract. I sent an inspector to check 
up the work. In a few days 1 received a re- 
port from the inspector that he bad found all 
the paper In good shape and posted per con- 
tract (the one sheets having but fifteen days' 
life were all dead and there would have been 
no complaint if he had not found any of that 
size). But when he came to check up the 
distributing work he reported that it had 
been sadly neglected. On visiting twenty 
families on one street, he reported he was 
unable to find one that had received one of 
our folders, and he had samples of the fold- 
ers to show them so there would be no mis- 
take about what kind of advertising matter 
he had- reference to. I immediately wrote 
the billposter stating we had received a very 
unfavorable report on the distributing work 
and asking him why he had not lived up to 
his agreement (as I had seen him personally 
and told him we did not want to send any 
any of the work unless he would guarantee 
us just what the conditions of the contract 
called for. He said we could rest assured 
that every part of the work, would bear the 
closest scrutiny and that we could safely 
depend on getting just what we contracted 
for. On his positive assurance of good serv- 
ice I enclosed contracts for both posting and 
distiibuting while in his city and had the 
matter ail shipped just as socn as I got back 
to Chicago.) A day or two after I had writ- 
ten h-.ni about the bad report our Inspector 
had sent In reference to the distributing 
work. I received a letter from him stating 
our inspector had misrepresented the situ- 
ation and that the work was all done accord- 
ing to contract and he expected us to "live 
up to our agreement." I immediately wrote 
our inspector to go back to E. and try and 
find this billposter and take him to all the 
houses where he had found there had not , 
been any of our matter left (he had been un- 
able to find the first visit) and endeavor to 
show him that the work had not been done 
as per contract. Our Inspector went back 
there, got hold of the billposter, but did the 
b!llpcster go with; him? Not much, he sent 
some other fellow and our Inspector wrote 
me the man was- satisfied the city had not 
been covered. This billposter finally wrote 
me that he would only ask us tp pay him 
for the posting. So It goes, we will get rid 
of most of the dishonest fellows In time, and 
the sooner the better for all good, honest 
billposters and distributors that deserve pa- 
tronage.

- The Peruna Drug Co., of 
Columbus, O., has Just finished the distribu- 
tion of their booklets here. The matter was 
sent to the I. A. of D. member here, who 
hired some boys at very low wages to scatter 
the booklets, and the boys did it to perfec- 
tion. To say that the work was poorly done 
would be putting it very mild. Hundreds of 
the books could have been picked up for two 
or three days after, on porches, in yards, 
sidewalks, streets, in the mud and snow. We 
wrote to the Peruna Drug Co., thinking they 
ought to know of such work. , It is the hon- 
est distributor's business, we believe, to re- 
port all such work that comes to our notice. 
We can prove all that we have said by many 
honest citizens. 

We agree with Frank V. Draper and Nelson

I believe it is over a year since I sent you 
anything for publication. If you think this 
will be of any interest to your many read- 
ers, you know what to do with it; otherwise, 
consign it to the waste-basket."- 

Business has been very dull for the. last 
eight months, although 1-have contracts with 
some of the largest advertisers in the coun- 
try. They have given me very little to Co 
since last May. Why is this so? The only 
way I can account for it is, that the late 
war with Spain necessitated an internal rev- 
enue tax on all proprietary medicines: Ad- 
vertisers naturally looked around for re- 
trenchments, and. in my opinion, it unwisely 
fell upon advertising. 

This opinion I back up by what druggists 
tell me, viz., when the advertising stops, the 
sale of the goods languishes. However, I 
think the advertisers have seen (heir mis- 
takes, and are- now sending out advertising 
matter more freely, as I can attest by the 
amount I am receiving' for distribution. 

I will mention a few instances. Last year, 
we had a distribution for C. I. Hood & Co. 
about every six weeks. We have had only 
one distribution from them since last May, 
(excepting 1,200 calendars on Jan. L) The 
same can be said of the W. T. Hanson Co., 
J. W. Brant Co.. J. W. Hand Medicine Co.. 
Foster-Milburn Co.. and others. 

We have lately put out 7,000 samples for 
the Kondon Mfg. Co.; just finished 4,000 for 
the Dr. Chase Co., and have just received 
7,000 books from W. T. Hanson Co.. 

I predict a boom in house-to-house distrib- 
uting next year all over the country, and if 
advertisers will adhere to the plan of employ- 
ing members of the I. A. of D. they will have 
no occasion to regret it. Why should they, 
when the association stands at the back of 
every member, and makes good any delin- 
quency on their part? 

I sometimes wonder why advertisers send 
their matter to druggists to be , distributed, 
for they almost invariably start out some 
small boys with a basket full of valuable 
printed matter to be thrown around promis- 
cuously. Even the Dr. Miles Medical Co. has 
matter put out here by a man who looked 
like a tramp, handing a book to every passer- 
by on the street, and in one instance. deposit- 
ing seven books at" the door of a boarding- 
house. " 

I have solicited their work in my territory 
repeatedly, but have never; succeeded in .get- 
ting any work from them, although they 
seem to favor members of the I. A. of D. 

There has been a good deal of poorly-done 
distributing in this territory lately. In the 
last week I noticed a good deal of the Peruna 
Drug Co. 's paper lying around, and. to-day 
I saw Dr. Morse's almanacs just after. they 
had been distributed. I went over 'several 
squares, but failed to find one instance where 
one was put into a house. They ..were sim- 
ply rolled and crumpled up and thrown into 
the yards, and on .porches. , This happened 
just as the schools were- dismissed, too, and 
I thought,- what a waste of valuable advertis- 
ing matter! all because the distributing was 
not entrusted to a. responsible party. Very 
truly yours, • : , ...

Eddy was still in the bill posting business. 
Mr. *Eddy is not now, and never has beeu to 
any extent, never having owned or controlled 
any boards in' this city.' All the posting he 
has .done has been done on a few boards 
owned by private parties, who gave bim per- 
mission to use their boards, but he got to 
doing such poor work, they forbid him using 
their boards any more, so now he is out of 
both boards and paper.

My friend Sam W. Hoke, I beg Ms pardon. 
Jam W. Hoke, is always picturesque, but 
his latest proposition is even one better than 
his usual contributions. A distribution on 
skates is certainly a novel idea, but there is 
a distributor in this city who can give $. W. 
H. many pointers. • Such a small thing as a 
pair of skates. does not appeal to his Invent- 
ive mind.' He puts a "nigger" on a bicycle 
and .sends' out samples. This nigger.- by the 
way, prides ' himself on his scorching 'ability 
and the way this nigger "do fly" is a cau- 
tion. Likewise, the samples. And yet. while 
this work was being thrown from a moving 
bicycle, landing wherever it might, the ad- 
vertiser had 1 an inspector on the ground, who 
reported to his house that a good., job had 
been done. 

The inconsistencies of some advertisers are 
remarkable. Last year I made a distribution 
a—d almost before the work was done. I re- 
ceived a typewritten letter from the firm stat- 
ing that they thought the work could not 
have been well done. This was sent so soon 
after the work was done, that I suspected 
that it was not 'a bona fide complaint, and 
wrote accordingly. The firm wrote back, 
acknowledging that It-was a circular letter 
that they had printed in large numbers. Well. 
I supposed that was the last work I would 
ever do for that firm. In that I was mis- 
taken. I have just finished another distribu- 
tion for that firm, but in doing the work 
discovered that the particular medicine I was 
advertising was not on the market. I wrote 
to the advertiser and told him I did not ex- 
pect results from the advertising, giving him 
my reason. I was surprised to receive a long 
letter, which concluded thus: "This is the 
second year of our advertising this medicine 



in Memphis, and last season the results were 
excellent." It is very evident that the party 
who sent out both these letters, of such a dif- 
ferent tenor. Is not very consistent. 

For a long time opposition has been doing 
•work f=r . tn'e Dr. Miles Medical Co. Last 
week Mr. L. C. Kepler came here and spent 
two days following my men, doing a distri- 
bution of C. I. Hood & Co.'s almanacs. Then 
hi- rn»nt two hours watching opposition dis- 
tributing his advertising. That two hours' 
wory tir- ver, was all the work that op- 
position did. ■ ■ ' i-tltiif 

it auy uu.ertlser wants to know the differ- 
ence between the way my white men work 
and the way opposition "niggers" work, let 
him write to Mr. Kepler, or the Dr. Miles 
Medical Co.. and they will be enlightened. I 
finished Miles' job. and will get the money. 

1 have just concluded a contract for 12,000 
sheets of paper to be posted, and am on track 
of another of 7,200, aud have a fair chance 
of getting another of 4,800. so that If I do not 
get anything else for some time, I will still 
be able to make my boards look In good con- 
dition. 

This month I have posted sixteen compa- 
nies for the theatres, besides a considerable 
amount of commercial work. I have been 
keeping eight men constantly busy, and have 
just now an important law suit, so I am not 
complaining of the way I have been treated 
this year.

Mr. K. C. Beardsley remained at home 
until the outbreak of the civil war, when he en* 
listed in the Sixth Michigan Infantry, which 
during the war was changed to an artillery regi- 
ment, and at the close of the war Mr. Beardsley 
was mustered out as second lieutenant For 
some time thereafter he was clerk at the Clifton 
Hou.ce. then run by B. F. Brown, whose death 
was recently noted. From the Clifton Hou»e he 
went to Chicago to work for lhe McCormick Har- 
vesting Co.. and became its general agent for 
Illinois and Minnesota, during which time he 
located in Minneapolis. He held responsible 
positions with the McCormick company for 21 
years, one year of which was spent in Australia 
as general agent. He continued his residence 
in Minnesota until March, 1805. when he came 
to Elkhart to join the Mtiescompanv and become 
one of the active factors in extending its busi- 
ness. Mr Case sent a letter of condolence on 
behalf of the I. A. D. members.

Learning to Letter. 



John Etch. 

Many who are especially fitted for the Iet- 
terer's art find that it Is an easy matter for 
them to master it. while to others it comes 
only after long years of practice and study. 
There is no one. however, who can not ac- 
complish somethtes if a part of his 'ime 
is spent in practicing. Often we meet work- 
~ men in the painting trade who tell us tney 
,-were 'inclined to learn the art of lettering, 
but never had»a chance— that is the way they 
Estate it- The fact is. the opportunity may 
have efTercd. hut they did not grasp it. and 
the fault is probably their own, that they 
have not at least a knowledge of lettering, 
. for; there is always a time when the mind is 
"capable" of accomplishing much if the in- 
^It-ation is to master, and we have only to 
lecU :=t> some of-vthe workmen who have 
reached, the top-notch, or .pinnacle of fame. 
In this line, to bring to mind what can be ac- 
' comrlished. It is not always those who pre 
.especially endowed by nature that are the 
moBt successful, for many are often placed 
in a position where they have lettering as a 
part of their regular, work* and it might be 
-said, fercei upon them. They are placed in 
a position where it is. necessary to study up. 
Sarata^sense or taste is vawakened in them 
vthat Yerv soon makes, them masters of the 
'situation,; Once they have learned the art.' 
the rest hi easy. . . 
:ii There, however; is always a certain class of 
youss men wwho seem to think that every- 
thing: comes to the -one -who waits, and the 
trade fa a sure comer after an apprenticeship 
of a few years. For these there may be a 
brilliant future ahead, and if they do not ad- 
vance-the" interest of tire trade it wi 1 oe a 
-" -wonder. To such young men I am inclined to 
sayj"You are wasting your time and hurting 
'rather than. learning: your, trade," for it is 
not only their privilege to learn, but they 
are, or should be. In duty bound to advance 
"the interest of this, as well as every other 
-branch of the painting business, and this can 
be accomplished by studying every detail and 
excelling— not equaling— those who are now 
considered the leaders- - 
In the matter of studying the art where a 
- master Is not aly ways to- be had, or where the 
• shop does not afford a regular letterer, a good 
"a method is to take some type of letter, the 
Egyptian, or* half-block, for Instance, which 
is the simplest, and study its form. . .This Is 
"an easv ma'tteivjfor it can almost' be de- 
fined, with a compass or divldera, the parts 
being nearly equal or of one thickness. By 

- sasurement, it will be' found that the form 
most used is about in width ..one-half of the 

'. height, sometimes less. _ Although -there are 
many forms of it made by carefully study- 
ir.~ this form of letter; until its form is 
sally distinguished.' it will be* a very short 
"■■ time before other forma or types of letters 
will he easily distineuished. With a little 
time devoted to practicing the" art. some sys- 
tem of lettering will be mastered, and once 
the ice is broken the work will be pleasure. 

It must not, however, be inferred that alt 
•will be success, lor it is only after many fail- 
ures .that success Is attained, and the more 
^-"difficult "the- undertaking the more satisfac- 
tory the result it mastered when the work is- 
completed. In the make-up of signs, spac- 
ing "is a factor that Is often overlooked or 
-given too little attention, but there can not 
be good lettering without good 'spacing., so 
. *hht itis Jupt as iroDortant to study one as 
trie other. Often the beginner Is disgusted 
by the appearance of his maiden efforts oe- 
ii'iez of bad spacing. As this article Is in- 
ended to refer to letters alone, we will not 
attempt at this time to lay down rules for 
. ■ spacing. , , . . - ' ■ 

- From time to time we hear that as letter- 
log nertalns more to art than does the ordi- 
nary* work of pa inters it can not be described. 
. but we beg- to differ, and state that anything 
tbsrt cas be divided can be described, and it 
is. not" a difficult matter to divide letters. If 
.'--' the following rule is adopted: _ . - _ 

* -Nearly all letters conform to it. The width 
is either greater or less than the heteht. the 

. thii-fcneEB cf stroke can be measured and 

. divided into so many parts of the height, and 

even flourishes or scrolls can be laid out in 

this .manner, so that with a knowledge of 

: measnr^mer-ts a form of letter can be made. 

* no-. "mattnr how intricate its curves of how 
dellecie its lines, if the abil'ty to draw and 
paint is acquired. Such ability and knowl- 
edge, however, only comes with continued 
practice and a determination to master the 
art of lettering. 

To the student who is trying to attain per- 
fection in this branch, my advice is to mas- 
ter some one of the stock alphabets, notably 
Egyptian or Gothic. Roman and block. After 
Toficiencr in these has been gained, the 
foundation Is laid,. and the other forms will 
come easily, for in these are found nearly 
. all the lines from :Which other alphabets arc 
f formed, and by a thorough knowledce of 
their forms we can more easily distinguish 
whatever variations may occur in the make- 
up of other lettering. 

- It crust not be supposed that all forms of 

-"lettering do not vary from these fixed styles 

.* "or that they are modifications of them, for 

i many do not resemble any of the set styles. 

»" As a guide, however, they will be invalu- 

" able, for the vast difference will be more 

noticeable and more easily understood If 

judged from the correct alphabets alluded to. 

and while there may be some who find it t'if- 

- — ficult to make any progress in the art of let- 
•~ • terins^ there is no: One that can not accom- 

- push something if r desire to become a Ict- 
terer is to the pera,-, and age and other 
tilings are equa".— Painters' Magazine. 



Sign Painting in all its 
Branches. 



CHAPTER IV. 
Speed is the one great recuiretnont of t'13 
modern, up-to-date sign painting tusiness. 
which in -itself, alone, accomplishes more, in 
a business way. than any other half-dozen 
accomplishments of the many that are pos- 
sible of being: attained in the trade. The 
fair sign painter, the one who can do accept- 
able work at great speed, has an advantage 
over his competitors greater than can be at- 
tained by any other characteristic, even the 
practice and attainment of great artistic abil- 
ity, when not accompanied by speedy work, 
can never enter into the race against fair 
work and great speed. Speed gets the work, 
and also finds the time to do it. The speedy 
bulletin painter is enabled to compete against 
other forms of advertising. 

Taken all in all. the bulletin painter has 
only one question to consider— that is. the 
price. Everything else is on his side. He 
knows, not exceptins any other kind of ad- 
vertising, that bulletins are the most stable 
form of advertising, and he knows that the 
public ta Derfectly aware of it; whic' on the 
whole, is a commendation that, in the ab- 
sence of all others, will appeal to those m- 
frestci. above anvthing . else possible of be- 
ing said about any advertisement of any 
kind. The argument advanced in favor of 
other kinds in relation to the bulletin is: 
"What is the use of advertising lasting, when 
the best advertisers say that it should 5e fre- 
quently renewed." This is only argument, 
that is all. Like King Leopold's Joker s jug. 
there is nothing in it but the cork. Fre- 
quent renewal and changing of advertising 
matter is a feature required in some meth- 
ods of business, while, on the other hand, 
perhaps in the same business, it is the, wiser 
that the same advertisement should stand 
for a long time; for years even. They are, 
b<-*.h ot them, features demanded in the ad- 
vertising arena. The special characteristic 
demanded of the good advertiser is to know 
when and under what conditions to use one 
cr the other. It is necessary that there be 
both short and long-time ads. to accom- 
plish the best results accruing from adver- 
tising any business. Frequent changing cf 
ads.. I think, is a hobby with some men; 
while, on the other hand, pounding with the 
same hammer appears to be a sort of mo- 
nominal propensity with others. As to chang- 
ing ads. freouently, the bulletin may be 
changed as often as wanted. And. have you 
ever thought of this: that the bulletin may 
be. oftentimes, changed more quickly and at. 
• less expense than the poster or newspaper 
ad.? It is often possible to change the bul- 
letin by simply changing a few words. By 
leaving out or -adding another line. By mak- 
ing a new picture. To freshen it, by paint- 
ine over the shading in another color. By 
shading some of the plain letters. By a hun- 
dred different ways, that only require a small 
amount of time and labor. The fast bulletin 
pai _ *«T in many Instances, can change his 
advertising while the bill poster is getting 
his boards ready for a new display. No, in- 
deed,- the poster man is not in it with the ex- 
pedient bulletin painter when it comes to 
changing. In the initial proceeding the bul- 
letin oainter who knows his business can 
paint his bulletin with a 'view toward making 
radical changes from time to time: when, m 
such cases, it may be done at a slight expense 
ar«" in ~. short time. . . 

The life of a poster is always fluttering in 
the balance, and there is no telling at what 
time that life may flicker out. The circular 
soon finds its natural grave— the gutter: but 
the bulletin, like John Brown's soul. ' goes 
marching on," through mist and through 
Eunlizht, thrcugh rain and storm, through 
daylight ard the shadow of night; even un- 
til tie wee hours of the mora, when the 
typical tipsies come topsy-turvying home, 
the bulletin stands as a silent frontispiece, as 
it were, of the business it represents, 
or is introducing, appealing without in- 
truding, to ever passer-by. It stands as 

a lasting declaration of the characteristics of 
the article, or the product in whose favor it 
declares— a connecting link between the busi- 
ness and the public: a bridge that spans the 
chasm between the buyer and seller. Ttien. 
"wb-^ is there not more of it done?" There 
is only one answer to this: There are not 
enough men to do it. True, there are plenty 
cf good sign painters, but there is a deplora- 
ble dearth of sien painters that possess the 
abiliir to carry it on, on the lines of adver- 
tising. We write the foreeoing, not as a 
criticism, nor as an objection to any or all 
other kinds of advertising; for all advertising 
is good, when well done. Each kind has its 
miff ion, the fulfilment of which will insure 
cucceis; but I write it only for the purpose 
of impressing the sign painting readers with 



the importance of acquiring speed, that they 
may be able to compete with the advocates 
and workers in other kinds of publicity. Tho 
sign nainter may do fairly well, but he can 
not do well in the highest sense of tho defi- 
nition of that magical word, "success." with- 
out he is qualified to meet all competition, 
both in his own particular branch and, also, 
in other branches of the advertising profes- 
sion. ,,, 

In this connection, we present some Illus- 
trations of letters, which may be made very 
rapidly and also have the appearance of be- 
ing somewhat tasty. In reality, both styles 
are plain. A plain letter, well made, is far 
superior to a fancy letter poorly done. In 
the letters here shown, the advantage con- 
sists in that they are formed by natural 
strokes of the brush. The brush required to 
make them is a pointed camel's hair. First 
form the letter, which will leave the corners 
slightly rounded. Then, by using the tips 
of the brush, and with a single stroke, hold- 
ing the brush at an angle of about 45 degrees, 
lay it on the corner angles, so .that it will 
slightly project, above and at one side of the 
b?_r. and draw inward : this will leave the 
projection, which is much easier and more 
quickly done, than forming square or right 
aneles at the corners, and. at the same 
time, gives the letter a neater apnearance. 
Another advantage lies in making the mid- 
dle stems of such letters as E. F, etc., and 
the cross 'bar of the letters H. A. etc., as 
shown by the accompanying cuts. It makes 
no difference if you do vary slightly in form- 
ing them, so you make a true curve. A little 
variation in their width or length does not 
make any difference. Take the letter E," for 
exarr-le. The middle bar may be made 
wider, narrower, shorter or longer than 
shown by the illustration, and still preserve 
its identity to this style of lettering. Form- 
ing nice angles and retting the bars all one 
length and width and of the same form 
throughout, is what takes up the time. For 
this reason, I claim that the standard Roman, 
Block. Gothic, etc., are the hardest to make, 
for they ail require either perfect right an- 
gles or the same length of extensions. In 
the style of lettering shown, these require- 
ments are obviated, as the brush will do it 
itself, if held at the right position and al- 
lowed freedom.

The United States at the Paris 
Exposition in 1900. 

By FE1DISANDW. PECK. Commissioner-Gcn- 
"cral for the United Mates to the Paris Expos- 
ition of 1900. in the Noith-Ameiican Review. — 
Condensed for The Billboard. 

The nineteenth century has been notable 
for its unparalleled progress, and to secure 
the greatest credit for assisting in this up- 
ward sweep, and to obtain the emoluments 
which will come from a fine display, more 
than fifty nations will be present at the ex- 
position, arrayed in the best they can pro- 
duce. They will not spare money to secure 
the best effects, and will follow the French 
in adopting "quality, not quantity." as the 
motto by which they will select their ex- 
hibits. It is therefore assured that the best 
crystallized ideals of all nations will be dis- 
played in the exhibits and their installation. 
and that the exposition in every particular 
will be ot unsurpassed grandeur and perfec- 
tion. 

The spot chosen for the exposition is in 
the heart of Paris, on the site already made 
historical by four international expositions. 
The beautilui Seine winds its way through it, 
and magnificent boulevards with stately edi- 
fices and monuments surround and traverse 
it. The entire city of Paris is to be greatly 
beuutified by additional parks and gardens, 
so that in 1900 it will have still a greater 
charm than now, and serve as an appropriate 
setting to the brilliant exposition. 

The passing of the old century and the 
greeting of the new will take to Paris the 
people of leisure and the pleasure seekers of 
every clime. The wealthy, the purchasing 
agents, the scientists and experts, represent- 
ing at least five hundred million people, will 
be present. This large attendance and the 
superb exhibits which our chief commercial 
competitors will present at the exposition, 
render it obligatory on the United States to 
use every endeavor to make a display of ev- 
ery natural and manufactured product that 
will equal that from any other land. It will 
be the opportunity of the age to show the 
peoples of every country, through their thou- 
sands of representatives present, the actual 
superiority of American goods, of which even 
Americans do not know, and of which for- 
eigners have not learned, and can not learn, 
unless it is demonstrated to them by placing 
the goods before their eyes in competition 
with those of other countries. 

Whatever is done to extend American 
trade is certain to exert a beneficial influ- 
ence on the general prosperity of the country. 
Prosaic as trade may be. it is to-day the key- 
note or international politics. The armies and 
navies of the world exist but for the purpose 
of aiding the merchants and manufacturers 
in their struggle for this extension. Behind 
the pioneers who blazon their way through 
hitherto unconquered territory, go the mer- 
chants who buy and sell. The victory of 
Dewey at Manila is recognized as the presage 
of trade with the Philippines, which will 
mean dollars and cents In the pockets of 
the American people. European nations are 
now armed to the teeth, facing each other 
in. Asia, merely to seize trade advantages. 
The markets of the world are the prizes for 
which they are constantly contending. 

The United States, however, is not com- 
pelled to resort to force to obtain trade ex- 
tensions; it has the advantage of being able 
to meet and vanquish its competitors in their 
own home markets, while in many cases 
they are forced to find colonies whose mar- 
l:els they can only hold by establishing a 
monopoly. This country is the leading na- 
tion of the world In industry, but it has not 
won for Itself the place It should hold In 
commerce. The eminent statistician, Mul- 
hall. says: 

"The United States leads In agriculture, 
with products greater than Russia and the 
United Kingdom combined: In manufactures, 
with a product greater than the aggregate 
output of the factories of the United King- 
dom, France, Austria-Hungary and Belgium 
combined: in machinery, with a steam power 
greater than the United Kingdom. Austria- 
Hungary and Italy combined: In mining, with 
a product greater than the United Kingdom 
nnd France combined (or nearly one-third 
that of the entire world); in railway trans- 
!>ortatlon. with a mileage forty per cent, 
greater than that of all Europe: In forestry, 
with products greater than that of all Eu- 
rope and nearly one-half of the total products 
of the world; In fisheries, with a greater 
product than the United Kingdom, Russia 
and Germany combined." 

From the same authority, we learn that the 
United States is J20.0O0.0O0.000 richer than 
•Ireat Britain: yet that kingdom, with one- 
thlrtleth the area and a little more than one- 
nnlf the population of tho United States. en- 
Joys double our foreign trade. Even Ger- 
many, which Is scarcely to be compared with 
tin- United States In any branch of Industry. 
I- 1S95 had a greater foreign trade. These 
f"ts are positively discreditable to the 
I dted States and challenge the attention of 
<"'>- statesmen. Commerce Is tho one thing 
Jj-'t has made Great Britain great, and It Is 
tli important factor of public wealth. 

; lie growth of tho United States during re- 
eci t years has clearly proved that Us com- 
ni no Is capable of material increase. Tho 
exinrts nor capita have grown from S11.37 In 
>*' ■ to J12.H In 1886. and IH.17 In 1897. The 
everts of manufactured products have been 
'!<! "e as great In their growth. In propor- 
tw'-'t to the percentage of total exports, tho ex- 



ports of manufactures have been. 15.61 per 
ce=t. In 1892, 19.02 in 1893, 21.14 in 1894, 23.14 
in 1895, 26.48 in 1896 and 26.87 in 1897. 

These figures are gratifying: yet they by 
no means represent the full possibilities of 
American enterprise. In the exports of the 
other great commercial nations, finished 
products represent a far greater proportion 
as compared with raw materials, and the 
United. States should be able to keep paco 
with them without any diminution in agri- 
cultural exports. While the United States 
nrcduces SO per cent, more hardware than 
Great Britain, we export less than one- 
third as much. Instances of the same sort 
might be multiplied. 

The United States has secured only one- 
seventh of the exports that go to the countries 
of Australia and Asia, with a population of 
S52.0O0.0O0— a little more than one-halt of the 
population of the world— while this country 
should have one-third of the commerce that 
goes to this Immense field. This is but one 
illustration to show our trade relations to the 
rest cf the world. 

The extensive foreign trade it does enjoy 
has come almost wholly unsolicited, the pro- 
ducers of the United States having been oc- 
cupied in filling the wants of home demands. 
But its production is beginning to vastly ex- 
ceed its consumption, and it must go abroad 
for commerce and take advantage of every 
agency to secure it- 
Mr. Wortbington C. Ford. Chief of the Bu- 
reau of Statistics in the Treasury Depart- 
ment, has compiled tables which prove con- 
clusively that tbe international expositions 
in which the United States has been inter- 
ested have had an important and direct ef- 
fect in increasing its exports. Prior to 1876. 
the year of the Centennial Exposition, the 
balance of trade had been against the United 
States to the amount of 12,236.406,610. - In the 
preceding eighty-seven years the United 
States witnessed but sixteen annual balances 
of trade in its favor. After the exposition 
the tide turned in favor of this country, and 
in the twenty-three years since then it has 
witnessed but three occasions when the an- 
nual balance of trade has been against it. 
Prior to 1876, the exports amounted to ?12.- 
309.653.3S4, an average of about $141,000,000 
per annum, while the imports amounted to 
-Tt4.546.994.000. an average of about $167,000.- 
000 per annum. Since 1S76 the exports have 
amounted to S1S,662.344,445, an average of 
about $811,000,000 per annum, and the imports 
amounted to -«lo.570.903.493, an average of 
about $677,000,000 per annum. It will be seen 
thr.t in this period our exports have been 
more than fifty per cent, in excess of the en- 
tire eighty-seven years before the exposi- 
tion, and that the average annual exportation 
has been nearly six times the annual exporta- 
tion prior to that time. 

Net only was the continuance of this in- 
crease aided by the Columbian Exposition at 
Chicago in 1893. but American participation 
at the Paris Expositions of 187S and 1SS9 was 
followed by a material increase of exports. 

It is a well-known fact that more Ameri- 
can firms have been able to form connections 
abroad and extend their foreign trade since' 
1S93 thart ever before, and to the Columbian 
Exposition might easily be traced the begin- 
ring of negotiations which have led to the 
closing of many recent large orders for 
American goods. 

The Consular reports compiled by Frederick 
B. Emory. Director of the Bureau of Ameri- 
can Commerce, contain many letters that are 
r.lmost pathetic in their appeals to American 
merchants to take advantage of the rich 
trade opportunities which they permit to pass 
neglected, and which other more enterpris- 
ing nations have Improved. 

Carl Bailey Hurst. United States Consul 
General at Vienna, in a letter to the State 
Department, says: 

"Everywhere; In Europe there is a con- 
stantly increasing demand for what are 
termed 'American Goods;' that is. goods 
made !n the United States. In the first place 
everything manufactured .n the United States 
Is eo neatly and trimly made that it at once 
catches the eye of a foreigner. In the next 
place tbe American article is honestly made, 
and therefore it can stand the closest scrutiny 
and the test of use. 

"It is noticeable that, if Europeans come 
Into possession of an article of American 
manufacture, they are always proud of it 
and quick to exhibit it on all occasions, and 
they are not slow to let the fact be known 
that It was- made In America. They acknowl- 
edge the Eupeiiority of the American goods 
every time." 

In another report he shows how American 
g:ass wins recognition even in Austria, a 
country noted for its glassware. 

"It Is frankly admitted here that the Amer- 
ican cut glass Is finer. 'and more elegantly 
cut than any manufactured on thv continent 
of Europe, or even in Emrland. The matter, 
it Is said. Is- being taken seriously by the 
manufacturers here, who are already begin- 
ning to look t.sewhere for a market for 
the'r goods. The tame Is true of plate glass, 
looking glass plates, etc. Heretofore manu- 
facturers and exporters in Central Europe 
have done a large and lucrative business lu 
this line with the United States, that coun- 
try alTnrdlng them their best market, but 
many ot the factories are now closed, or are 
running on a half or quarter time, and the 
plants can be bought for 50 per cent of the 
amount they would have brought six or 
seven years ago." 

Reports of a similar nature come from 
France. Walter P. Griffin, commercial agent 
at Limoges, says there Is a great demand 
tor American agricultural machinery of ev- 



ery kind, as well as sewing machines. Ho 
f uj tin r says: 

"There Is probably no tool employed by 
the American artisans, carpentcis, masons, 
plumbers-, locksmiths, woodwoi k-ers, etc., 
that could not find ready and profitable salr. 
in Fiance. As these goods are less bulky 
than, and different In shape from, the French 
ones, they must be shown, and their excel. - 
ence proven to tne workmen before their su- 
periority is realized. There is also an un- 
doubted demand for good cooking stoves and 
ranges." 

Continuing. Mr. Griffin tells of many other 
American manufactured articles which the 
French would buy, if the opportunity were 
offered them. 

Frank H. Mason, United States Consul 
General at Frankfort, tells of the demand 
for American leather goods, particularly 
shoes. He writes: 

"The statement is here reiterated, upon the 
judgment of competent experts, : that in e\- 
ery important German city, or large town, 
there could be established with pi actical cer- 
tainty of success an American shoe stoic. 
American shoes are offered hare as a costly 
luxury, while it is a fact that good factory 
made boots and shoes are cheaper, quality 
considered, in the United States, than any- 
wheie else in the world. American .umber 
and furniture is reported as in good demand, 
and there should be in Germany a far more 
extensive market for American mechanics' 
tools that has yet been developed." 

The same story is told everywhere of the 
demand for American-made goods, : but these 
goeds must be shown, and their points of ex- 
cellence made evident, in order to awaken 
the natives to a proper appreciation of their 
advantages. The Consuls, almost without ex- 
ception, urge that commercial travellers be 
sent abroad and samples exhibited. It would 
be futile to expect the natives to buy unlest 
this is done. 

"If cur manufacturers and business men 
are desiious of extending their foreign trade, 
it Is indispensable that they deal wlth.it in 
a proper way," wiites Herbert de Castro, 
United States Consul General at Rome. 
"They must do preliminary Gr missionary 
work. The merchants and importeis of this 
country will not come to us unless we go 
to them first, and educate them to the use of 
our products. Some of our intelligent commer- 
cial travelers/supplied with adequate samples, 
would accomplish more in one month man 
letters and circulars cou:d in years. -The 
method may be somewhat expensive in the 
beginning, but the final results could not fail 
to oe gratifying. 

"Should our business men: pay as much 
attention to this part of Europe as they have, 
for instance, to Mexico and some of the 
South American countries, they would soon 
reap the benefit of their enterpiise. By fol- 
lowing in the fo«f»steps of the European ex- 
porters, they w«ild soon learn to compete 
successfully with them. When American 
pioducts aie once introduced on th-ase mai- 
kets, and are well known and appreciated, 
they will not fail to command the preference 
on account of their superiority." 

Such methods as are urged by the Con- 
suls are expensive, but the Paris Exposition 
will offer a cheaper way to achieve the same 
results, as Ameiican goods will be placed side 
by side with those of European manufacture, 
for comparison. It will thus be unnecessary 
to establish warehouses, or salesrooms so 
extensively in the different countries, and 
this enormous expense will be entirely 
avoided. Although American goods will be 
exhibited only in Paris, and not in the many 
important cities of the various countries, the 
thousands of visitors and experts present 
from those countries will, upon their return 
home, disseminate the information there ob- 
tained of the superiority of our productions. 
The cuality will thus receive the greatest 
publicity among the people of the different 
nations in the shortest possible space of time, 
and at the least possible expense. Besides 
the millions of Frenchmen, it is estimated 
that over two million foreigners will visit the 
exposition, and if the United States is well 
represented in the exhibits, this army of vis- 
itors will be an army of commercial trav- 
elers who will go forth into every land and. 
in the language of that land, praise Ameri- 
can goods. The advantages to accrue will be. 
not to the individual exhibitors only; other 
Americans engaged in the same Industry will 
be benefited. It is not one particular make 
of shoes, or one particular manufacturer's 
furniture, that is. demanded, but American- 
made shoes, and American-made furniture. It 
is the purpose of the Commissioner General 
so to install this country's display that the 
benefits will accrue to the whole country. 

While the prime motive of America's dis- 
play will be the extension and expansion of 
her trade with foreign countries — and to ac- 
complish that, a creditable exhibit is neccs- 
sp.rr— !i must be borne in mind that other 
r.r.tior.s are working to the same -end, and 
will likewise use every effort to increase their 
individual trade, even at the expense of other 
countries, including the United States. They, 
too. will make magnificent displays, and to 
counteract their influence it is necessary that 
the United States should get together an ex- 
hibit that will truly represent the progress ot 
this country, and the excellence of its prod- 
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ucts. as compared with the exhibits of other 
countries which will be placed side by side 
with them. 

in the manufacture of agricultural imple- 
ments alone, there is invested in the United 
States over SoOO.000,000. and this industry 
gives employment to over 500.000 of America's 
best mechanics and brightest laboring men 
Other branches of industry have proportion- 
ate capital invested, and employ a propor- 
tionate number of men who form the sinew 
of this country as a nation. A loss of any 
of the foreign trade would mean a loss 
to this invested capital; it would throw many 
of these mechanics and workmen out of em- 
ployment and inflict a corresponding injury 
upon the prosperity "of the country. 

The President, in his recent annual mes- 
sage to Congress, with reference to the im- 
portance of the participation of the United 
Mates in the Paris Exposition of 1900, says: 

"Where our artisans have the admitted ca- 
pacity to excel; where our inventive genius 
has initiated many of the grandest discoveries 
of these later days of the century, and where 
tbe native resources of our land are as lim- 
bless as they are valuable to supply the 
world's needs, it is our province, as It should 
be our earnest care, to lead in the march of 
buman progress and not rest content with" 
any secondary place." 

The Paris Exposition of 1900 will occupy 
c:.ly cbout half as much ground as the Co- 
lumbian Exposition at Chicago in 1893. France 
will occupy 55 per cent, "of the covered area 
and the United States will have no more than 
\ ts Proportion of the remaining 45 per cent. 
At Chicago the United States had 45 per 
cent, of the covered space in grounds extend- 
ing over 720 acres. 

The various National manufacturing asso- 
ciations realize the advantages to the whole 
tiade and the country, which would follow 
such a policy, and have expressed their ap- 
proval and desire to have it' carried out aa 
regards their respectne industries. The ex^ 
pense to the Government of such exhibits 
will, however, be much geater than If every- 
thing were left to the judgment of Individ- 
uals; the cost of the plans and installations 
must be more extensively borne, and addi- 
tional experts must be employed. It is on 
account of this, the expense necessary to 
erect the National building, that the present 
appropriation of $650,t00 Is inadequate, and 
that the expenditure cf at least a million 
dollars will be necessary to enable the Unit- 
ed States to make a display that will be in 
keeping with its rank as a commercial na- 
tion. A million do-Lars will not be an ex- 
travagant sum. it is the amount which 
Spec.al Commisioner Handy deemed neces- 
sary, and is much- less than the amount 
which other nations have arranged to ex- 
pend in exploiting their industries at 'the 
exposition. 

The classificaticn of the exposition con- 
tains eighteen groups, which the French offi- 
cials have united into eleven departments, 
so-called, a director being placed in charge 
of each to superintend personally the install- 
ation of exhibits. The Commisioner General 
for the United States; has selected a like 
number of chiefs who will act In a similar 
capacity for this country. The men chosen 
are experts of National reputation . In their 
respective lines; men whose names assure*' 
success in whatever they undertake. 

Unlike past expositions, the coming' one 
will have the raw material, the process of' 
manufacture, and the finished products ex- 
hibited side by side, thereby giving to tne 
different sections an added attractiveness by 
showing machinery in. motion. 

In every building and group it is expected * 
that the United States will have some new 
invention or device, so especially attractive 
that the American sections will prove the 
"clou" of the exposition, to provide which 
the officials are taxing themselves; and also 
be a revelation even to the Americans. 

The National building will be an oasis 
where Americans may find Americans,' and 
rest from the weariness of the sight" of 
strangers. ' . ' 

The unveiling of the Lafayette monument, 
on July 4 will make United States Day the 
most conspicuously resplendent of National 
days. 

The outlook for the United States at the 
exposition is excellent, The co-operation of 
manufacturers and producers, which' is al- 
ready assured, and the . assistance of Con- 
gress through an additional appropriation, 
will unable us to make an exhibit in all lines 
that will be not only creditable, but conduc- 
ive' to still further prosperity. 

The eyes of the world are now upon Amer- 
ica, marveling at its recent prowess upon the 
sea, and wondering what this Child of the 
West wiM do next. While tuis is so, every . 
effort should be made to prove that. In the," 
arts of peace, America is no less supreme 
than in the science of war. But this can 
no more be done without the expenditure ot 
money than can victories of war be won. The 
increase of the present 'appropriation to one- 
half the sum that would be necessary to 
build one second-rate battleship, would be 
sufficient to assure a victory that would 
prove of vastly more benefit to the people 
ot the United States than did tbe recent suc- 
cess of their arms.

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PROCEEDINGS 



Of the Annual Convention of the American 
Association of Fairs and Expositions, held 
in Omahi, Neb., Oct 25 and 26, 1898. 

(Continued from the January issue.) 

Mr. Randall: I move that we express our 
appreciation of the interest taken by the 
1-ublishers of "The Billboard" in the State 
Fair work, and that their application be re- 
ceived and filed, and that the Secretary be 
instructed to so advise them. Seconded and 
carried. 

Mr. Fleming: Last evening a committee was 
appointed to prepare a program for the next 
annual meeting. There are a. great many 
subjects of vital Importance that oueht to be . 
discussed at this and future meeting, and to * 
get up a program of subjects in a hurry we 
are apt to get something that does not Just 
lit the occas.on. It seems to me that if the 
members of the association here would hand 
In to the committee subjects that they would 
like to have discussed, it would help the 
committee greatly in preparing a program. 
r.:-4 I wculd like to have the matter so left 
that the committee can take under advise- 
ment the subjects, presented and then sub- 
mit this report to' the President. . When the 
committee have decided upon what would be 
the proper program, we will have' lots of time 
to make up a program.; we can select persons 
to prepare papers. 1 fear if the committee 
attempts to do this now and in a hurry, we 
will not cover ground that should be covered 
at another meeting. I hope the meetings wilt 
ii-orease. and 1 think if we can keep up the 
interest, they will- 

Mr. Petrce: I think the subjects you have 
for this meeting will be good ones for this 
year and for years afterward. 

Mr. True: I move that this general subject 
of preparing a. program be left to the com- 
mittee to arrange between themselves and 
also the, proper time of publishing the call ot 
next meeting. ' Seconded and carried. 

Mr. S. H. Ellis, of the Ohio State Fair, 
was the— called upon for his address on 
"The Pair, the Farmer and the Community 
at Large." 

Mr. Ellis: Mr. Chairman and friends, the 
question that has just been before you is one 
of vital importance, as illustrated this morn- 
ir.rr. It was left for the committee, and I 
tane it that they imposed it upon the Secre- 
tary of the body, who is on the committee, 
to get up the present program. While you 
have noticed that he consented, no doubt by 
pressure" of other members of the committee, 
to place himself on for a paper— a most ex- 
cellent paper — yet he selected another man 
from his section. Now. with the program 
made up" in advance, it can be spread around 
a little more. 

Now. the question that was allotted to me 
is a broad orfe^-"The Fair, the Farmer and 
the Community at Large." As Mr. Fleming 
will testify, I told him I could not undertake 
to prepare a. paper, but if he recuested it. 
w:uld talk a', little while on this broad sub- 
. ject which he assigned me. and. while it is 
not in paper form so it can go on your min- 
utes. I would really feel much less embar- 
rassed if tie stenographer would lay down 
his pencil. Mr. Furnas: We • have in- 
structed him to take it up.) In my judgment, 
with all our experience and all our work we 
have net fulfilled the possibilities of the State 
f»ir yet- It is capable of good or evil that I 
fear we have not. yet compassed with our 
conceptions. That Eeems to be the first sub- 
ject named in the title, the fair, the farmer 
and the community at large. It seems to me, 
as seme one remarked about the program 
we had before; us now. that it would do for 
next year and next year and next year, I do 
rot know but that this one subject covers 
ell that we can get in one program. Now. in 
rcfcrfr.ee to our fair proper. I think that 
we should look abc^t to have the fair well 
located. I have visited some fairs that were 
very unfortunate in their location as to the 
territory that was intended to be benefited 
l»v it: et one side, not handy of access, not 
on a sufficient number of public .roads, it 
has been difficult for the community at large 
to reach it. This should be avoided. Fairs 
i>hcuK be properly located. Tears ago, in 
our State, we tried the itinerant system, that 
just strikes me as being the word,, travel- 
ing; amund from one place to another — at Cin- 
cinnati, at Dayton, at Mansfield, and we 
finally located at' Columbus; and as" all roads 
roln* to London, we find that most of the 
roxds in our section that we intend to cover 
point towards Columbus. After leasing 
grounds for a number of years, our board 
wisely purchased' grounds and now we have 
c:.» of the best State fair locations and 
rrorr.-'s in these United States. We have a 
location of abo»t 115 acres, well improved, 
nicely laid out and with buildings, so far as 
we went, that are ample and commodious, 
■ rnd buildings . now in process of construc- 
tion that wiil'make it one of the finest in it3 
poui«mer.ts that I have ever seen. Pardon 
me for sneaking of this. but. as the great 
r.r-est!e ssid. I just stir up your pure minds 
by way of remembrance of things which each 
rne of vou has thought ought to be done 
rnasv timps in your experience. After we 
pre located and ready for a fair, the proper 
advertising should not be' neglected. There 
is 'a great deal in that, as the patent med- 
irine men have found out. It must not only 
he brought to the notice of the people that a 
f."ir is approaching, but it must be brought 
to th^ir notice about every day for two 
mcr.i>>u in advance-. Keep it before them 
constantly so that they will talk about it and 
c:n«»i-s the matter and be?in to save up 
money to pay the admission fee and^nay the 
F">all railroad fare that I hope we will con- 
tinue is have or smaller than we have had", 
merbe. Let them make preparations for it 
av-y in advance. 

For fear I should be tedious, and I pur- 
rose being very brief, let me say in refer- 
cn-*» to the arrangement of the fair: The 
exhibits should be of a high order, something 
' instructive and educational. There should be 



nothing that would be lowering or cominon- 
plr.ee ror a Statu fair exhibit. The stock 
should be of a high order of their kind, some- 
thing that would attract interest and instruct 
and inspire other stock men in the State to 
copy after. If lie be a hog man. as my asso- 
ciate. Brother E. C. Ellis, spoke of last night, 
he would look it the hog pens and he would 
find some-thing tin re a little better than lie- 
had ever found before:, and while he might 
Bni there a breed of hog which he was so 
prejudiced aeainst that he- could not give 
them a fair showing, he. would get the rough 
corners smoothed off to some extent by sw- 
ing another breed besides the one he handles 
in good condition. We should try to handle 
the matter that is exhibited— whether stock. 
or implements, or otht-r things from the 
fnrm — in a pleasing manner. In the line of 
farm products. I have found in my experience 
that it is felt there is a great deal in encour- 
aging a tasteful display— not simply bring- 
ing it and piling it down, but have it dis- 
played with tatte. Let it show that an arti- 
san has had hold of it, and it is educational 
and wonderfully helpful to the people that 
come. 

Now. in cur fair grounds we should have 
nothing that is demoializing, and nothing 
that is lowering. Everything should be of 
an elevating and uplifting character. We 
should have no Midways in the Statei 
fair. Leave them all out. Have no 
French dancing girls, have no mirrors 
to dance on— uothing of the kind. Let 
there be nothing admitted wimin the bounds 
of the State fair that ycu would cot be wip- 
ing to ta_e your wife a . daughleis with 
you and st^nd and look at it, whatever it 
may be. 1 am glad to say that I be.ieve wo 
have reached that point in Ohio, but it was 
not ro when I first began attending State 
fans. The managers, in its early da-.*, 
thought they must have drinking booths 
tlrere or they ccu'.d net tret the people to 
come, but the drinking booths have been ex- 
pelled entirely— nothing of the- kind, beer 
or anything relating to intoxicants, is al- 
lowed within the Ohio State Fair Grounds— 
and. our attendance is iccieasiug as the years 
go by. Now, 1 had noted down thiee cr four 
more headings under that, but I have taken 
too much time en it already. 

My subject says "the farmer." New. the 
farmer is considered to. be th-j fellow that 
ycu get the wherewith frcra, i.^ a rule. I 
and one or my associates were having .1 little; 
conversation with a bootblack here on the 
street the other morning, and the bootblack 
claimed that their association had a fixed 
price; that no one could black for less than 
ten cent*, and he showed us tiii baage. 
Pretty soon another came up. and says: "He 
lied; we black tor whatever we can get. five 
cents, ten cents, or anything;" and he says, 
"when the farmer comes in we charge him 
twenty-five cents." He has ecrue to town to 
spend his money, and the bootblack can just 
as well have it as anybody. New, it is a 
fact that in most of our States, and especial- 
ly Western States, and it includes Ohio, we 
are in the West, the farmer is the fellow 
you have got to depend upon to make the 
State fair, and if we can succeed in getting 
the farmers of cur State interested, and 
every township in the St- » nctiSed that an 
agricultural State fair is going to be held at 
a certain time, and that the farmer can n'ot 
afford to mUs it. we will have a grand suc- 
cess. Seme years ago, in all cur section of 
the State nearly, that is including nearly all 
the counties of the southwestern part of the 
State, a certain class got told of cur county 
fairs. We call thsm fast horse men. They 
seamed to go to seed in having racos on our 
fair grounds, and in nearly all the counties 
of the section I have named the farmers let 
go of them, and the faii c went down to a 
very low state. You can not keep up a fair 
unless you keep the farmers in touch with 
it. Now the farmers do not make it all. but 
they are important. We want to get and 
keep tile farmers interested, i-or mcie than 
twenty-five years in Oh-io. while the Stale 
Board still leased grounds in the eastern 
part cf Columbus, they saw that ih-s fann- 
ers had an organization in the State that 
amounted to a great deal, and they erected a 
building, and set apart the upper : tory of it 
to the use of the patrons cf nuioandry of the 
State, and invited the officers cf the State 
Grange to meet there and bold a reunion. 
We cid so, and it had a great influence in 
bringing the farmers in touch with the State 
fair,, and I will leave the whole matter to 
Mr. Fleming, who was with it fron start to 
finish, that just in proportion as the atten- 
tion of farmers had been called to the fact 
that Che managers of th-2 State fair were try- 
ing to make it interesting and profitable to 
the farmers, in that proportion our fairs 
have succeeded. The farmer amounts to 
something in keeping up the fair. Whvn thf 
board bought the fair grounds and erected 
their buildings, with the Secretaiy's onic:.-, 
and the President's -office. : r.d the postoffice. 
etc., they gave the entire upper room as the 
grange hall, and furnish* d it and then noti- 
fied the patrons of husbandrv all over the 
State. We have more than 2ti.f,co members, 
and when you get their influence in thrf 
county and nearly every township in thv> 
State, it means a good deal in itettinK people 
to come. This year we had our reunion on 
Wednesday and Thursday, and we had our 
membership there by the thousands and ten 
thousands. New, we find that in Ohio to be 
. a great help in keeping: up the fair, and a 
great help to keep the fair in proper lines 
and pioper channels, and keep the farme-rs 
themselves interested, it helps us in the 
grange work. 1 am now Master of the State 
Grange, as :"-.? chairman indicated, and have 
been for "half "its life nearly. We find it has 
a reflex influence. The papers give us an 
influence in inspiring the farmers to come in 
with the grange organization, and there is a 
mutual helpfulness. Now. the farmer should 
be kept interested in the State agricultural 
society and fair. 

The next subject is "the community at 
large." That means "the other fellow. - ' not 
the farmer. We want the manufacturers 
with their exhibits to be at the fair. A few 
years back it looked as if the manufacturers 
were getting tired of it. The State Board 



gave them permission to erect buildings on 
our fair grounds in a certain locality. A 
great many agricultural manufacturers con- 
ttiucted buildings and had their exhibits 
ihtie from year to year. -The understanding 
was that when they got tired they could sell 
or remove, just as they saw fit. and about 
six or seven buildings were purchased by our 
board, but when the time came for showing 
sonic one else wanted them, ami they wen: 
full. They have found that when they bring 
their machinery where the farmers are con- 
gregated it makes one- of the cheapest adver- 
tise uu-iits they can have, ami 1 think there 
will be no lack of manufacturers of farming 
machinery to atti-ml State fairs as long as 
you i an ge-t the farmers to r.tteud. Hut 
wi- want the other * lasses of the community 
to i-i:nr. The denizens of the towns and 
lities outside of Columbus come to our State 
lair very numerously, but the- large towns 
an-i cities of the State do not send a great 
many. That is the general observation. We 
want to make it so that they will cuuie — the 
women and children and school children. We 
let i:i the school children free on certain 
days. "We want them to come. We want all 
tue people cl the £tale* to meet on a. common 
level and feel that we are one. Now. the 
pc-ssitililies of the State fair as an educator, 
rs a rerluip.g intlue.m-e. as a community in- 
terest ikal will make us to become acquainted 
er.rli with the other and elevate us and iu- 
s;ire us for higher and httte-r things, is be- 
yond my coin-option. Its po-isibilitie-s are 
great. Lit us keep our ideas hish and bring 
cur exeiuiiou to it as nearly as wc can, and 
we will have- a grand success. 

The next subject presented was the follow- 
ing paper by Mr. II. J. Hill. Manager and 
Secretary. Toronto Exposition: 
"What Can We I>o to Kstabli-.Ii Uuiformity in 
ltcies of Admission?" 

This is a subject on which I have been rc- 
e_uest=d by ycur energetic- . See-re-raiy to read 
a paper to-day. It is one of very great im- 
portance to :. II large Fair a:id Exposition 
Associa'.io::s, and I regret that it was not 
rlaccd in more able hands. However, I will 
tlo my best, from the twenty years' experience 
I hntc had an manager of, 1 believe, one of 
the greatest annual fairs on this continent, 
to give you my ideas on this subject as brief- 
ly as pcsfible. 

In the first place, wc have to consider* the 
best general* form of ticket to be used; sec- 
ondly, the ciTTercnt classes of persons to 
whom free tickets or passes should be issued: 
thirdly, the number that; should be issued in 
each case: and, fourthly.- in the case of what 
is known as complimentarics. the number of 
persons each pass should admit. 

Then I would suggest that this paper b? 
referred to a committee for consideration and 
discussion, with instructions to report their 
derii-ion to this meeting for adoption or 
otherwise, and when finally disposed of. that 
it be taken as a guide and adhered to as 
nearly as possible or feasible by the officers 
of the various associations here represented. 
This. I believe, will be the first step towards 
establishing uniformity in rules of admission. 

First, then- as to the form of ticket to be 
used— I refer now to exhibitors.- helpers, 
members of the press and complimentarirs. 
I am firmly of opinion that all tickets of this 
tir.d should have a coupon that "must be 
piven upon each adn:i«sicn, or that they bear 
a date for each day of the fair that can be 
punched cut en presentation for admisst-n. 
so that it is impossible for the same ticket 
to be used again on the same day. unless it 
is intended to admit ence in the day-time and 
ence in the evening, where fairs are kept 
open at r.i^ht, in which case it should have 
two coupons or spaces for each day. I would 
,-lso stronplv advocate that all tickets or 
rnsscs of this kind should bear a key or 
cipher to enable the gatekeeper to punch cut 
the description of the holder cf the ti«k«-t 
'-•:<» first time it is presented, and. that it be 
taken up if presented by any other person at 
an*- subsec'Jent time. We have had tlii s 
system in us-? at our fair for several years 
?nd frund it to work admirably, and believe 
that by it we have practically stopped th" 
lending of tickets in any case. It is no doubt 
r. hardship in many cases of exhibitors and 
me-mlx-rs of the nress hrinit confinrd to one 
cdn-irsic:-. per day. especially where the 
CCllr-ils arc close to or witiiiti the city, as 
they may require to go to their place of busi- 
rii-fr, and return again during the day. but if 
the description of the holder was placed on 
thn ti-wt i-. the manner I have describrd. 
th*- desirability or necessity of limiting the 
ticket to op.'- admission a rtav or evening 
would be ulivintrd. r would therefore rec- 
ommend th,--t tin- hrFt form of ticket to be 
\""<1 should be- one with coupon or. coupons 
rttached. to be riven up each time nf e'nt-r- 
ing or a ticket with dates to be punched cut. 
as I have described: but In all cases the th-krt 
rhoilil have the desi-rintinri nf the holder, to 
be r.un«-rt<-d *ict wlte-i first i»rcs»-ut.'d. I sub- 
mit a sample of such a tieki t as I refer to. 

Next ecrr.c.T the oticMion • ; to wl:--,m these 
tickets fhriild be issued. First of all cnm«s 
trr> (xhibitcr cr - .is h-;-lrii-r. It should be 
linderstr-cd that th-se tl.-kctn ale n't glv< n 
a.= ?. c-,rnp:iini in. hut in ritiini fir ll'.e'r en- 
trance fees and fr.r the plirpe.si. of .-ralvlini? 

!h» exhibitor or bin helper. It fh-.u'.d he 
exhibit If the exhibitor i- goli g to lock 
after the exhibit, himyelf. then the attend- 
ant's ticket F-heiild he eivrn to nl-n: but ir lie 
ha? a helper, tlren it shcuM be given to him,' 
pnd the exhibitor slicii'd be .--low**! In rmr- 
ehase an exhibitor's llcket or a similar char- 
acter et a reduced rate. 

Next we come t'j li-.-lpcrs In refreshment 
l^-rtb-. (roncss-'onairep or riKi.-ts nf Fa'". 
ST'.-vrrcn. and thise cxhibilln" li'irses in the 
rper.cl department. Tlirn! tickets iiful only 
admit dice i* day. and have -one c3iiji"ii or 
one punch date, - as those first mimed arc- 
likely to be on the grounds cnntlntioiiRlv 
during the. day, and the latter only during 
the day-time. 

As to convnUmcntnrlcs. Dupe shrulil bn left 
largely ta the judgment of the manager or 
rec-etarv ?.^ h-? should be more- conversant 
with the benefits to be ob+alned bv the asso- 
ciation from a judicious distribution nf those 
courtesies than any one else. In every case 



thj value received or expected- to- be -received 
should be considered before a complimentary 
pass is issued. As no railway company U- 
sui s a pass without expt«"t ng to ^e-t lull 
value in return for the snine in seme wuy 
or other, thete is no reason why a fair iisto- 
. elation should give passes to their lair ,e»- 
c.-pt on similar grounds. Atnoi.g those to 
whom passes of tl-.-is kind might reasonably 
be granted are niembeis of the Heard of 
Management, or Executive Committee, mc.m- 
beis of tho Fair Association who arc In active 
cr-niiectUiii therewith, lnenihirs of the local » 
press, and editors of oilier papeis who give 
Ire*,- -prcliminarv notices of the fair, to mem- 
bers of- the city or town council where the 
fair is h\-ld. to thvr President and Secretary 
of tht- Live Sleek. Dair- Horlicuituial and 
Poultiy associations in the State or county, 
as the case may bo. to the passenger and 
fieiglvt agents t the railways running excur- 
sions cr cai tying exhibits to the fair, to the 
secretaries cf other adjoining fails who may 
have assisted in distributing premium lists 
cr advertising matter, and such other persons 
as th--- Manager or Secretary may believe, for 
serr ices' re ndcrid. entitled to such .coiutder- 
aticn. ' '- 

il.-iidly. as to the number of parses that 
shculd be issued. As It Is the exhibitcrs in 
the first place who make up the fair or ex- 
po.- itie a. it ii de-s-ira-.e- that the expense of 
exhibiting shculd be made as lltht as pos- 
sible, and that every reasonable facility 
shcud be given them to place their cx'hlblts 
to the best advantage before the rub'.ie. It 
is a difficult matter to lay down a cast-iron 
rule in this case, but in the case of exhibit- 
ors of manuiactured goods, or what is known 
as still exhibits, not more than one or two 
passes should be issued, according to the ex- 
tent of the- display and amount of entrance 
lees paid: sufficient enly tn tact to a. low of 
tr.-? exhibit being propeily ousted and cared 
for. and lite disti ibulicn of business cards 
cr advertising matter. All passes over th s 
required should he paid for at a reduced 
rate as exhibitor's - tickets. In the case of 
ag: (cultural implements and- machinery. 
\ riieh require more attention, the number of 
n:achincs in actual operation and tire nature 
cf the same must eovcrn. Also for pianos 
and sevving mach-lncs the same rule would 
apply. To thv exhibitors of women's work. 
finj art. agricultural and horticultural prod- 
ucts, and other exnibits- not of a commercial 
nature, and which are generally looked after 
by the superintendent and care-takers of the 
fair association, r.o passes i houid be issued. 
In th'j case of live stock a reasonable number 
wculd be one for every two horses, two for 
one held cf cattle, cr thiee for two herds, 
one fcr each exhibitor of shee-p cr hegs. un- 
less in the case of several pens being ex- 
hibited, when two might be issued, and in 
the poultry, one pass to each exhibitor hav- 
ing over ten entries, unless the pot.ltry are 
ne-t taken care of by the association, in 
which cas*e It would be necessary to issue a 
pa-s tc each exhibitor. - 

To refreshment booths and concessionaires, 
cr lights of sale people, from one to four 
shculd be sufficient, according to size cf the 
stand and amc-iii paid for the privilege. Tile 
number to be issued for dining-rooms and 
shows must be governed by the size or ex- 
tent of the sarr.e. In the speed department 
er.e pass for each to the owner, driver (If the 
owner is not th*- driver), and groom, jor rub- 
ber down, s-hcuid be sufficient. If more than 
one h-^rsc is entered by the same person, 
thr-n an extra gioom might be necessary. 
These passes might be limited to the days 
e nly on which the speed contests are on. 
unless the horses are entered in the regular 
classes fcr prize ccrnpctiticn. 

As to tb; number of persons to be admitted 
en complimentarics. I lh-*nk the Hoard of 
Mar.agtment cr Executive Committee, and its 
cfticfis. who give so much time to working 
up th-2 fair, are justly entitled to family 
tickets, nit iiiVmlttlnr more than say six on 
any one day. and these should bs confined to 
the members of their own family, or those 
ac'.ually residing ur.der their roof at the time 
of the fair. No ether family tickets should 
be issued to any cne. as they are so liable 
to abuse. To the other members of the fair 
association I would issue pusses for self 
ar.d ladv also to cdltots of the press desig- 
nated above, and reiiortprs actually engaged 
In repcrtlng the fair, and .h-» railway agents 
and se-crelatirs of faits above referred to. 
A'.! others should bn limited to self only, and 
all should be punched or have coupons, as I 
have previously suggested. 

As associations often spend cor.-iderable 
rroney for attractions in front of the grand 
stand, it is necessary, in order to get n proper 
retur:-. frcm this source, that the isrue of 
pas'scK tn the stand should be very limited, 
»i"! they should only be Issued to the fair 
ofiicials to the same extent as designated 
above, and to the- renorters of the local press 
win* are nmkiiig daily reports of what Is oc- 
curring there. 

I have endeavored. Mr. President, to clvn

Upon being asked whether they bad tho 
saino gatekeepers always, Mr. Hill replied: 
We have gatekeepers year after year during 
good behavior, and wo have a good staff, as 
wo know them. Wo have a superintendent 
of gates. He gets his gatekeepers together, 
and they agree upon what they will do as 
to old, thin, young, etc., so that they know 
pretty well what the ticket means. Wc have 
two gatekeepers — one at each end. 

Do you have a special gate? 

Mr. Hill: All come through the same gate, 
helpers and all. The description of every 
man is on his ticket, from the highest man 
down. It Is now accepted as the proper thing 
to do. Tho first time the gatekeeper looks at 
you he describes you, as mustache, middle 
age, tall, etc., and tbe name must bo written 
on the ticket of tho owner. Wc bavo from 
two to three thousand exhibitors and attend- 
ants. We bavo a new ticket each day with 
the day of tho month on It for the regular 
admission. Wo have tried the tickets with- 
out coupons and it did not work at all. Mem- 
bers would come and abuse the ticket.

Order Succeeds Chaos 

And the Great Paris Exhibition of -900 

Becomes ReaTy a Promise of 

What It Is Be. 

Amid the steady tapping on thousands of 
hammers on either side of the Seine, ac- 
companied by the still steadier clink ot coin 
on either side of the sea, preparations for 
the Paris Exposition of 1900. the most stu- 
pendous affair of its kind ever undertaken 
by man, go slowly forward. Even as many 
a visitor to Chicago, in the early days of con- 
struction, le-ft without remembering or real- 
izing that he was within a few miles of 
what was in a short time to be the center 
of attraction, so doubtless have thousands 
visited Paris in the last year without tak- 
ing time or trouble to survey in Its opening, 
and to the mechanic most Interesting stages, 
the great World's Fair which- Is to usher in 
the coming century. 

The Innumerable exhibits are divided into 
scores ot groups, which are in turn subdi- 
vided into hundreds of classes. Take as a 
sample Group xvi. This has under its head 
over 100 different branches of the art of 
building institutions for public moral im- 
provement — models for and treatises on co- 
operative and- provision stores, workmen's 
dwellings, provident institutions, public 
baths, professional and trade associations, 
etc. Sociology, national hygiene and public 
charitable relief will be treated under this 
one group. The best product of the brains of 
men who have made these subjects a life- 
study will be had orally or by sight. Many- 
there will be to visit tbe exposition for pur- 
poses of mere pleasure; to those who really 
desire on some especial line Information 
which- they would be at great Inconvenience 
to acquire by any other method, the varied 
exhibits and the full and graphic reports 
which every periodical of prominence in the 
world will be obliged to make, will be a 
veritable cornucopia. 

The amusement features of the exposition 
are, of course, the most interesting to the 
average tourist, and in this line the pro- 
moters claim that they must surpass the 
dreams ot the most extravagant. Showmen 
of all descriptions, from the fakir in the 
Midway to Bernhardt, who will play within 
the grounds during the entire time, will be 
on hand to gather the easy money. There 
will be good shows and bad shows, in the 
moral and critical sense, shows for the rich 
and shows for tho poor, the pearl of all be- 
ing, according, at lenst, to the advices of The 
Nineteen Hundred, the mammoth panorama- 
diorama, wiiich Is perhaps best translated as 
tho Placo Where You See the Whole Shoot- 
ing-Match- without Leaving Your Seat. This 
was the earliest of tho exhibitions devoted 
to amusement to receive the official stamp 
of approval. Erected on one of the most 
prominent sites within the boundaries ot 
the Exposition, containing 27,500 square 
feet, with- gorgeously decorated walls, beau- 
tiful facades, and colossal towers, this 
building might well be deemed worthy of 
the most important group in the list. Carved 
woods, porcelain, majolica and fancy stones 
have been imported from the East for this 
especial purpose. The main designs will 
be from- Arabian, Japanese, Portuguese and 
Indian models. On the exterior every art 
which can possibly produce the sensation of 
of bringing actually within the magic In- 
fluence ot .the mystic Orient will be em- 
ployed. 

The Interior, besides embracing several 
restaurants and cafes, will contain a mam- 
moth theater. The panorama of "Around 
tho World" will be painted on canvasses 45 
feet In height, depleting views and land- 
scapes ot tho leading, localities or the globe. 
In front of these what arc to bo guaranteed 
genuine natives ot tbe respective countries 
will perform, executing dances, drills, cere- 
monies. &c, peculiar to their fatherland. 
The nmjojrlty ot tho patrons of the exposi- 
tion being, it Is expected, from tho Occi- 
dent, the majority of tho vlows will bo from 
tho Orient, a few of tho principal being the 
city ot Abbls Abbab and tho residence ot 
the Negus Mcnellk, the ruins of Angkor, 
with Bnakc-clmrmcrs In tho foreground: tho 
Suez Canal, and the artificial mountain at 
Shanghul. China. Ancient Greece. Includ- 
ing the Parthenon, tho Acropolis and Athens 
at large, tho gardens and temple ot Nl-ko, 
Japan, with tho heights of Fushlyama In the 



distance; the estuary ot Bidassoa, with a 
view of Kontarabia, in front of which Span- 
ish girls will dance; anr] the ruins ot Jerusa- 
lem. From Siam, China, India, Japan and 
Spain, with' Egypt, of course, numerous fe- 
male dancers are to be brought to tms carni- 
val, the manifold acts of which will end with 
a diorma over U.000 feet in length, depicting 
a trip from la Ciotat to Marseilles. 

The Luminous Palace is to be the most 
ambitious of glass work up to date. It will 
measure 110 feet in height and 175 feet in 
circumference, and will stand close by the 
Eiffel Tower. The staircases will be of crys- 
tal, the majority ot the materials used 
stained glass. The facades, presenting the 
aspect of an immense portico, the colon- 
ades of many colored glass, the roof, and 
even the staircases will be under the in- 
fluence of what the promoters claim is tho 
most ingenious and fairy-like of electrical 
enccts. Although naturally more oeautiful 
by night the Luminous Palace will be 
lighted also by day, since one of the most 
novel features- in a subteranean crystal 
grotto, imitating ice. in which the visitor 
will be continually walking on what ap- 
pear to be sheets of ice of incalculable depth, 
in which arc frozen hundreds of fishes of the 
antediluvian epoch. The designer of the pa- 
vilion is M. J. A. Poivslu, famous through- 
out Europe and- America for his achieve- 
ments in stained glass. 

In the "Palace of Optics" will be exhib- 
ited, through a largest lunette In the world, 
the moon "at the distance of one* meter!" 
This marvelous instrument, which is to mea- 
sure 1S5 feet in length, cost nearly $300,000. 
Each of its two object glasses is four feet 
ill diameter, and weighs about 500 pounds. 
The magnifying power will be 0,000, thus 
surpassing the next largest instrument of 
its kind, which- was only 4,000 in capacity, 
by 50 per cent.

The Passing of the Fair. 



Under the above heading, a cheerful idiot 
in Advertising Experience holds forth as fol- 
lows, viz.: 

-"1 waxed my mustache and took a day oft 
last fall to attend an old-fasbioned county 
fair. 1 wanted to see how closely it came to 
filling tbe bill as advertised, and am satisfied 
that the greatest fakirs in the advertising 
world— aud they are as legion as tbe hairs on 
a dog— are the fellows who edit the bills called 
fair posters. The whole fraud Is more ap- 
parent than tbe old circus banger or tbe 
negro minstrel dodger. 

As I wandered about the fair grounds, it 
occurred to me that the whole propaganda 
had the dry rot and had gone to seed. 

They have the arid decay, and are no longer 
tbe great engines of education that they were 
ten or fifteen years ago when times were 
flush and dollars as plenty as nickels now- 
adays. With the passing of the fair and its 
return to dust in the dry grave of time has 
gone also the advertising promulgation which 
clung so lovingly around its twin brother, 
the county fair. It, too. is suffering from 
dry rot, and about tbe only fakir who goes to 
a fair to advertise bis wares is the patent 
churn man, and be can stay there with im- 
punity for ail the harm he can do, for no one 
goes to a fair nowadays to buy even a prize 
chunk of soap done up with tin-foil and a $20 
bill Inside of it. The better class of manu- 
facturers have quit squandering their money 
on big displays at the fairs and incident 
band bills, for they have found a better way 
for reaching the buying public through the 
columns of the legitimate agricultural press. 
It is so much cheaper, too, and the ink goes 
so much further, that the terrors of taking 
the dry murrain do not cast a shadow over 
the ambition of such advertisers, and they 
are keeping up with the great procession by 
following the trail which leads through the 
column rules of the up-to-date, wide-awake, 
up-and-doing farm journals." 

The above Is a fair sample of the twaddle 
that is allowed to get Into some of the so- 
called advertising papers. In 1S9S, in spite of 
the war and yellow fever, there were forty- 
two more fairs bold than in 1S97, and in 1S97 
there were sixty-oue more than in 1S9-5, which 
exceeded 1S95 by fifty-one. 1S9S shows tbe 
greatest increase of advertising exhibits of 
any year since lSd.i. 



We have repeatedly pointed to the fact that 
the feeling in France during the late war 
was decidedly against the United States. 
Sympathy for Spain was indeed' so marked 
that American- tourists were rudely jostled in 
the cafes, crowded off sidewalks, cursed and 
subjected to all manner of affront and indig- 
nity. Even ladles and little children from 
the United States were jeered, hooted at, and 
in several instances, actually subjected to 
personal violence. 

As ninety per cent- of the attendance of 
the exposition will be drawn from Paris and 
France, we questioned the wisdom of Ameri- 
cans exhibiting at the big show with French- 
men in that temper. 

Now, however, things are different. Ail 
the world loves a winner, and France is no 
exception to the rule. The newspapers have 
come around and are friendly even obsequi- 
ous to Americans and everything American. 
It is fortunate- Had' America been conspicu- 
ous by her absence at the 1900 Exposition, 
France would have had no one to blame but 
herself. As it is, we will all get to work 
now to make the show a. success. Here is an 
editorial from the Commercial Tribune: 

"It is well for American manufacturers to 
bear in mind the exceptional advantages In 
tiade to be gained by a display at the Paris 
Exposition, for it is a well-established fact 
that every international exposition in which 
this country has taken part has been fol- 
lowed by trade expansion along new lines. 
Important as has been this increase in other 
years, it has far more promise in 1900. 

"At present the United States is a power in 
the politics and policies of the nations of the 
world. She occupies a new and commanding 
position. " She has made strrdes in trade 
which have set the world's economists on 
edge. Her financial strength- is talked of In 
every financial center, and her tremendous 
strength commented upon by the warriors. 
In short, and we say it without boasting, for 
foreign observers have said as much, the 
United States is the leading nation of the 
world. 

"In view cf the new conditions, our dis- 
play at Paris must be in keeping. If we are 
to maintain our foreign trade, a^d increase 
it, as well, and against a competition strong- 
er and fiercer tha ever, we must get all the 
advertising possible from this great interna- 
tional exposition. The display there will be 
watched by critical eyes. It will be seen by 
merchants, who will avail tnemselves of new 
openings for goods in their line. 

"It is worth remembering, in this connec- 
tion, that our foothold in the world's mar- 
kets has been obtained largely because of the 
cheapness of our wares; that Is, cheapness 
in price, not in quality. To overcome this 
advantage foreign workers are introducing 
American machinery and American methods. 
With their cheap labor they will be able 
soon to meet us on the commercial battle- 
fields, and with equal power. To gain new 
strength our manufacturers must make a 
fine showing, and of goods which as yet have 
not been used abroad. The field is wide and 
the newcomers are the ones to profit. There 
are innumerable small articles of great value 
commonly used in America which are un- 
known abroad. They have but to be known 
to gain a position and new trade. 

••The space given to the United States is 
liberal: more, in fact, than that alloted to 
anv other nation outside of France. Com- 
plaint is made that Congress has not been 
liberal enough, and this may be true. It so. 
Congress has made a mistake. The staff in 
charge should not be hampered In Its work 
through misdirected and enforced economy. 
Give it plenty with which to work effectively. 
The money value will come back Indirectly 
a hundred fold. The thousands of foreigners 
in attendance will return to their homes im- 
pressed anew with the power of America and 
America's commercial supremacy."

A Delegation From Toledo, Just I IS Strong 
at Washington, Seeks Half a Million. 

A Government Appropriation for the State 
Centennial Will be Asked For. 

(Special Correspondence.) 

WASHINGTON. Jan. 17.— One hundred and 
fifteen boomers, intent upon carrying home to 
Toledo such assurances as they may secure 
that the centennial will have aid from the 
Government, invaded Washington to-day. 
They came by a special B. & O. train and 
lost no time in making themselves known, 
heard and felt in the Capitol, committee 
rooms and White House. 

This eveniug the Ohioans, escorted by 
Buckeye Congressmen, attended the theater. 
To-morrow evening they will confer with the 
delegation as to the ways and means of ob- 
taining and appropriation of $500,000 for the 
centennial from the Government 

This meeting will be held in the Hamilton 
Hotel, at 8 o'clock. At that time, details re- 
specting the assistance and support the Gov- 
ernment is expected to render will be ar- 
ranged. 

The centennial boomers have been very 
much in evidence all day. All wore badges 
emblematic of their visit to the city. In the 
center is a frog, and circled around it is the 
inscription, "Ohio Centennial, 1902, Toledo. 
O.," while the words "Frog City" appear 
across the heavenly figure symbolizing To- 
ledo's greatness. 

When the members of the big delegation 
alighted from their train they marched to the 
Capitol, a short distance away, and excited 
much comment as they passed along the 
street. Toledo and Columbus are the prin- 
cipal cities from which the boomers hail. 
The Centennial Commission and the Centen- 
nial Company are represented, the former by 
Jas. Kilbourne, of Columbus. President; John 
F. Kumlcr, of Toledo, First Vice President: 
L. A. Belt, of Kenton. Second Vice President, 
and Lem P. Harris, of Toledo, Secretary. 

The Obio members of Congress are enthu- 
siastic over the project, and will work inde- 
fatigably to secure an appropriation. Though 
the sum Congress is to be requested to give 
is yet to be fixed, $500,000 is the amount ten- 
tatively agreed upon by the commission. 



Philadelphia Exposition. 



Dr. W. P. Wilsbn Chosen Director-General 

Tbe directors of the Philadelphia Exposi- 
tion Association, of which Mr. P. A. B. 
Widener is President, have chosen Dr. W. P. 
Wilson to be the director-general. It -was 
decided that the exposition should be opened 
about Sept- 15 and closed about Nov. 10. The 
National government has appropriated $300,000 
for the exposition, contingent upon an equal 
amount being raised from other sources. This 
contingency fund is about complete, $200,000 
being appropriated by the Philadelphia City 
Councils and $50,000 by the State Legislature; 
*50,000 has also been raised through private 
subscription. Plans for the work are now 
under way. It will be given under the 
auspices of the Commercial Museum, and it 
is thought probable that some of the build- 
ings erected for the exposition will remain as 
permanent museum buildings. An additional 
appropriation of $50,000 has been made by- 
Congress for the purchase of samples of for- 
eign goods to enable domestic manufacturers 
to acquire knowledge of the kind of goods 
wanted by foreigners.

Bay View Park at Toledo, to the Place- 
Quarter of a Million Will be Required to 
Put the Grounds in Proper Shape. 
(Special Correspondence.) 

Toledo, O., Jan. 4, 1899. 

Today the members of the Ohio Centennial 
Commission met here with the local com- 
mission, the directors of the Centennial 
Company and the joint committees from the 
City Council and the Board of Aldermen. 
It was- decided that Bay View Park should be 
accepted as the site, but a lease from the 
city can not be legally made until the 
plans for the buildings and survey of 
the grounds have been adopted. It 
will cost more than $250,000 to put the ground 
in good shape. The city is authorized to 
expend $150,000 for this purpose. The Cen- 
tennial Company stands ready with $500,000 
more, while a Congressional appropriation 
of $500,(00 is to be as Iced for, and an effort 
will doubtless be made to hold the Centen- 
nial in 1902, on account of the St. Louis 
show.

The Place for Holding the Worlds Fair 
in 1903 

ST. LOUIS, Jan. 10.— Delegates from nearly 
all the States and Territories in the "Louisi- 
ana Purchase" have assembled in St. Louis 
in response to an invitation of Governor 
Stephens, to decide upon the place and man- 
ner of celebrating the one hundredth anni- 
versary of that important event in history. 

The convention this morning, by unanimous 
vote, selected St. Louis as the place for hold- 
ing the world's fair in the winter of 1903, to 
celebrate the Louisiana purchase. It was 
then decided to appoint an executive commit- 
tee of three members from each State in the 
"Purchase" district, to effect permanent or- 
ganization at once and proceed to start opera- 
tions for the fair. James Cox, of St. Louis, 
was appointed permanent Secretary.

The Commissions Believe 150 Acres will be 

Sufficient. 
President Kilbourne Appoints the Committee 

Banquet to the State Centennial Commission 
Toledo, O., January 5.— President C. M. 
Spitzer, who heads the newly organized Cen- 
tennial Company here, banquetted the State 
Centennial Commission at the Toledo Club, 
and all the separate interests arranged to 
work harf-oniously together. 

After it was decided to lease Bay View 
Park, it was the expressed sentiment of the 
bodies that 150 acres would be sufficient, al- 
though, should plans be adopted to make it 
necessary, there are 230 acres available. It 
was thought the ITS acres at Omaha were too 
much, and it is believed now that but 150 
acres will be utilized here. Little further 
will be done until the appointment and re- 
port of the expert commission. In the execu- 
tive session the following committees were 
appointed by President Kilbourne: On Site, 
Belt, Stewart and Forbes; on Transportation, 
McBiide, Maguire and Smith; on St. Louis 
Exposition, Flesh, Christian and Ramsey; on 
Award of Trade Mark or Designs, Forbes, 
Smith and McGuire: on National Appropri- 
ation. Donohue, Stull and Fenton: on Ohio 
Appropriation, Stull, Donaldson and McKin- 
ney: on Judicial Bill, Kumler, Donohue and 
Binkley.

Ohio Centennial Commission Prepares a 
Bill for Congress. 

Toledo, O., January S.— The State Centen- 
nial Commission adjourned its three days* 
session "today, after having approved bay 
View Park as the site for the centennial, ap- 
proved a resolution for the appointment of an 
expert commission of five to prepare the plans 
for the exposition, appointed a member of 
the commission from the State body, formu- 
lated a bill for National appropriation of 
$500,000, and appointed - 4 committee to pre- 
sent the same to Congress. 

It was decided to change the date to 1902 
should the St. Louis Exposition be held in 
1903. The commission also approved a reso- 
lution asking the Governor to issue an invi- 
tation to sister States to exhibit, received the 
reports and acted favorably on the sugges- 
tions of the Toledo Commission for special 
buildings at the exposition, and extended the 
time and offered a prize of $250 for a suitable 
trade mark of the exposition. 

A remarkable state of feeling seems to ex- 
ist among many of the newspaper editors of 
Nebraska, in opposition to the project for 
another exposition in Omaha next year. The 
Advisory Committee of the State "Newspaper 
Federation," according to the Lincoln Jour- 
nal, has adopted a resolution calling upon 
members to urge the promoters of the 1899 
enterprise to abandon it, since it is said the 
merchants of cities and towns outside of 
Omaha are determined that the retail busi- 
ness of the State shall not be concentrated 
in the exposition city throughout another 
season— Newspaperdom. 

(Editor's Note.)— If Omaha will but heed 
the opposition of the papers she will be 
money in pocket, and big money, too. She 
can afford to let well enough alone. She can 
not run an exposition a second year on the 
scale of magnitude she has outlined. If she- 
attempts it she is liable to damage Omaha 
badly, if, indeed, the does not break the 
town altogether. 



(Special Correspondence.) 
SPRINGFIELD. 111., Jan. 18.— The Legis- 
lature will be asked to make a liberal appro- 
priation to aid in the making of a corn ex- 
hibit at the Paris Exposition. Col. Clark 
E. Carr, of Galesburg, President, and B. W. 
Snow, of Chicago, Secretary, of the Ameri- 
can Maize propaganda, are here conferring 
with members on this subject. The purpose 
of this organization is to bring to the atten- 
tion of the world the value of Indian corn 
as food for man. The propaganda has obtain- 
ed satisfactory concessions from Commis- 
sioner Peck and will have a restaurant and 
corn kitchen in the United States Building at 
Paris. Of the appropriation by Congress of 
$050,000, only $75,000 is set apart for all of 
the agricultural products of the country, in- 
cluding horticulture and the beverages. It 
has been found that the proportion of this 
amount that can be set apart for Indian corn 
will be very meagre and the Maize propa- 
ganda .has therefore decided to ask aid in 
the way of appropriations from the great 
corn-producing States of Illinois, Indiana. 
Missouri, Iowa, Kansas and Nebraska. It 
has not been decided how much Illinois will 
be asked to contribute. Col. Carr was greatly 
imnressed when he went to Copenhagen as 
United States minister by the fact that there 
was not a pound of Indian corn meal in all 
Scandinavia. Through the efforts put forth 
by him and by Col. Murphy, Commissioner 
of the Department of Agriculture, the con- 
sumption of Indian corn meal has been so ex- 
tended that 5.000 bushels were exported to 
Denmark last year.

"Opal," by Robert Reid, born in Massachu- 
setts, educated in Paris, and now living in 
New York. 

"Abandoned on the New England Coast," 
by Charles H. Downs, a Bostonian, now liv- 
ing abroad. 

"MoonTise and Mist." by Edmund I. White- 
man, an American, who pursued his studies 
in France, and now resides at Baltimore. He 
has received honorable mention abroad. 

"The Cowherd," by Irving Enger Couse, 
and "Moonrise on Cape Ann," by L. H. 
Meakin.

GEO. M. LEONARD, of Grand Rapids. 
Mich., spent St. Valentine's Day in Cincin- 
nati. He is negotiating for a four-barrel 
paste machine from the celebrated J. H. Day 
Co. This machine is of the very finest 
grade, and is listed at $400. Mr. Leonard not 
only controls the paste trade of Grand Rap- 
ids, but supplies all the country round about. 
When he first began to sell paste to paper- 
hangers, bookbinders, etc., there were three 
other concerns supplying the trade in the 
city, and besides that an average of seven 
barrels a day came in by rail from Detroit. 
Now Leonard controls the entire trade. He 
secured the monopoly by making good paste 
and by advertising it tirelessly on his bill- 
boards. Any bill poster can do as well by 
following the same course. The new ma- 
chine which Mr. Leonard contemplates put- 
ting in has a capacity of four barrels an 
hour, or forty barrels a day. The paste 
business is a good one. It yields a good 
profit, and the demand is steady the whole 
year round. It is worth anyone's while to 
cultivate It. 

J. M. HARTER, manager of the opera 
house at Wabash, Ind., and member of the 
firm of Harter Bros., which controls the bill- 
boards and bulletins at that point, was a 
"Billboard" caller Feb. 8. He was in Cin- 
cinnati on business connected with a mer- 
cantile concern in which he is interested, 
and also to attend the initial meeting of the 
National Sign Painters' Alliance.

Siebe & Green 

Sue the Board of Supervisors of San Fran- 
cisco. 

Special Correspondence.) 
The firm of Siebe & Green bus tiled its 
expected suit against the Board of Super- 
visors to restrain the bonrd from imposing a 
license upou the firm's bill posting places. 

The complaint sets forth that the firm of. 
Siebe & Green has invested $70,000 in its 
business, owns 4KI.STS square feet of adver- 
tising spaces and has 100.000 square feet of 
boarding which exceeds 12 feet in height. 
By a recent law, the License Collector is em- 
powered to collect a license upon all adver- 
tising boards exceeding that length, and this, 
it is alleged, will cause a loss to the firm 
of over $7,000 if the law is enforced. The 
firm pays a large rental for the boards in 
question, and has entered into advertising 
contracts which will not expire for a year 
yet. In view of these facts, the plaintiff firm 
claims that the imposition of the tax will 
work a great and unnecessary hardship, and 
it now brings suit to restrain the collection 
of the tax until the contracts now pending 
between the firm and its advertising clients 
have expired.

new service, and I have had paper on his 
boards in both towns from the day he got 
the first one finished to the present minute. 
My clients tell me that if all the South were 
represented as well, it would not be' neces- 
sary for them to consider other methods of 
advertising to cover that section.

Wilshlre. the aggressive and enterprisiug 
bill poster of Los Angeles, lives in a very 
swell part of the town. Oil was struck there 
recently, and some owners of vacant lots ad- 
jacent to Wilshire's palatial residence con- 
ceived the idea of sinking wells thereon. 
Wilshire demurred on the ground that the 
derricks were unsightly and injured the 
value of his property, and appealed to the 
authorities. The matter came up'. Feb. 8. on 
a message from the Mayor to the Council, 
which message was referred to the Fire 
Board. In this communication was sug- 
gested the advisability of passing another 
ordinance creating a fire district of the West- 
lake Park district, within which it would be 
possible to prohibit the production or storage 
of oil. 

One of the commissioners, Mr. Herron by 
name, rather stumped Wilshire with the fol- 
lowing objection: "1 am as much in favor 
of park protection and legitimate protection 
of private property from nuisances as any- 
body. . But in this oil business we want to 
go slow without doing injustice to an indus- 
try that has done a great amount of good 
to the city during the past two years or 
more. Generally, I agree with the Mayor, 
but I can not subscribe to his views on this 
proposition. I don't see why we should un- 
dertake to improve Mr. Wilshire's property, 
especially to the detriment of a public ben- 
efit. 

"For my part, I believe a derrick along- 
side of a house is less obnoxious than a two- 
story or three-story bill board that shuts out 
the light and air of neighboring houses. Yet 
Mr. Wilshire would like to keep the derricks 
out of sight from his house, while he insists 
on putting up his bill boards tight against 
the property of other citizens for nobody's 
profit but his own."

SHUT-OUT. 
The Barnum Show Had Every Board in Town, but Ringling Bros. Got a Showing. 
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Can the Service in the Small 
Towns Be Improved? 

By $am V. Hoke. 

"The Billboard" has, in almost every 
Issue, one or two wails from bill post- 
ers in small towns because of difficul- 
ties in securing enough business to 
keep the wolf from the door. 

The .Til nun ry issue had a very sor- 
rowful howl from YV. E. David, of 
Clarksburg. W. Va., which would lead 
one to believe Mr. Dav.d had been 
very badly treated by the world in 
general, and the solicitors in partic- 
ular. 

It happens that I have had some 
dealings with Mr. David, with very 
unsatisfactory results, and it is pos- 
sible others may have had the same 
experience, and ever afterward fought 
shy. 

Mr. David sent me a list of about 
twenty-five towns, in which he claim- 
ed to do distributing and bill posting, 
and gave me his prices for listed and 
guaranteed work. I sent him orders 
for several of the towns, not one of 
which was ever posted, and from 
some of which I finally secured the 
return of the paper at considerable ex- 
pense. 

The difficulty with Mr. David. I be- 
lieve, was that he bit off more than he 
could chaw. A number of the towns 
in which lie claimed to place posters 
had opera houses, with a few boards, 
and David bad no boards, and relied 
on getting the local bill posters to 
place his orders for him. and failed. 
What lie should have done was to 
take the paper to the towns and ar- 
range with the owners of the boards 
in person, and then paste the posters 
himself, or see that it was done be- 
fore leaving the town. There is an- 
other bill ffoster in Clarksburg now; 
Mr. B. P. Holden. 

Two or three years ago I made a 
hard push for bill posting for small 
towns, because I believed in the added 
efficacy of publicity in the town or vil- 
lage that sees a poster usually only 
when a circus comes along, and I suc- 
ceeded in getting several advertisers 
interested. 
And then my troubles began. 
The orders were necessarily small, 
and the amount of commission on 
each order was a trifle more than 
enough to pay postage on the order 
and the remittance, leaving nothing 
for letter writing, telegraphing, in- 
specting, etc. 

And the smaller the town, seeming- 
ly, the more letters there were neces- 
sary to write before being able to 
make a report to the advertiser. 

I am still of the opinion that the 
small town Is good for the advertiser, 
if he can get it posted, but if he is 
able to post only one out of every five 
he attempts, the loss In postage, time, 
express charges, posters, etc.. on the 
bad eggs, will offset all profit on the 
good. 

The section that has sdven me least 
trouble, and the advdVber greatest 
returns, has. strangely enough, been 
the Pacific Coast States, running down 
to and including Texas: while some of 
the oldest States, including New York 
Slate, have given much trouble and 
few returns. 

In the above remarks I am referring 
to towns and villages ranging in pop- 
ulation from 500 to r»,ooo. 

Chas. Bernard, of Savannah, and C. 
II. Rowland, of Augusta, seem to have 
struck the right plan for advertising 
Georgia's small towns. They send a 
man with paste and posters to the va- 
rious towns, put up ihc pnper. see the 
most prominent merchant In the town, 
and get him to write a letter In re- 
gard to (he showing, the letter being ■ 
on the merchant's letter-head. This 
letter is sent In to the advertiser as n 
guarantee thnt the work was properly 
done. The advertiser gives the letter's 
lo the salesman who makes these 
towns, and he Is Instructed to make 
inquiries when In the towns. This Is 
the plan for those advertisers who 
have no regular Inspecting service. 

There arc difficulties to be met with 
In bigger towns, also, one of which is 
in regard to renewing. In all guaran- 
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teed posting the advertiser Is In the 
habit of eending out 25 per cent, ex- 
tra for renewing purposes. In prob- 
ably one-fourth the towns he will find 
that no renewing was done at all, the 
bill poster telling him at the end of 
the month that he still has the extra 
paper on hand. 

Then there is the kind that p«sts all 
the paper at once, and sends in his bill 
for the full quantity; and the peculiar 
part of it is that the man who does 
this Is not always the ignorant or the 
illiterate. Sedalia, Mo., claims a- popu- 
lation of 25,000. The bill poster is the 
manager of the opera house, and runs 
a drug store, and also, I belleve.makes 
a patent medicine which has some 
sale. In every respect, he is the kind 
of a man from whom you would ex- 
pect intelligent service. But I sent him 
an order to post thirty eight-sheets, 
and sent seven extra for renewing, re- 
ceiving in a few days a list of thirty- 
seven, and a bill for thirty-seven. *I 
wrote and remonstrated with him for

Upon motion of Walter Stafford, the fol- 
lowing towns were invited to unite with the 
organization, viz.: San Diego. Fresno. Ba- 
kersfield Kern City, Ananeim, Fullerton. 
Orange, Riverside, Visalla, Ventura, Ontario 
Upon motion of Mr. S. B. Jenkins, of Santa 
Paula. "The Billboard" was appointed the 
official organ, and it was resolved that all 
reports, calls and notifications be published 
in it exclusively. 

The following resolution was adopted unan- 
imously, and duly drawn up and signed: • 

We. the undersigned bill posters of South- 
ern California, herewith mutually agree, one 
with the other, that we will adhere to a min- 
imum sheet-rate of three cento per week, and 
five cents per month for posting bills, the- 
atres and circuses and paper already under 
contract excepted, the circus rate shall be 
three cents per week with tickets extra as a 
bonus. 

We also agree not to post paper that is 
given to any bill poster who Is in competi- 
tion against any of us. provided complaint is 
made to us of such action. 

It Is understood that the maximum rate 
for posting charged by any of us shall not 
be in excess of that established by the Asso- 
ciated Bill Posters of the United States and 
Canada, except that in cities of less than 5,000 
it shall be five cents.

(Special Correspondence.) 
FULTON, Feb. 2.— William Cook, the local 
baggageman and bill poster, has commenced 
an action against James Miller, of this vil- 
lage in civil court at Phoenix, for tbe re- 
covery of J100. to which extent Cook claims 
to have been damaged by the erection of a 
bill board by Edward Quirk, manager or the 
Stephens Opera House, in close proximity 
to the -Miller block in Cayuga Street, and. 
as he alleges, with Miller's permission. Mr. 
Miller will make a defense or the case, in 
which he will assert that he had nothing 
whatever to do with the erection of the board 
by Sir. Quirk directly in front of tbe one on 
his building, owned by Cook. He explains 
that the board erected by Quirk is situated 
on the property of the New York. Ontario 
& Western Railroad Company and enUrely 
out of his control. He asserts that it would 
have been to his interest to have prevented 
the erection of the second board, but. so long 
as it was on the property of another party, it 
was not In his power to prevent It. 

This difficulty is not the only one that has 
grown out of the bill posting difficulties, for 
an action is now pending in which Cook en- 
deavors to restrain the firm of Wallace. Gil- 
mour & Quirk from bill posting in town. 
Attorney F. G. Spencer is the referee In this 
proceeding, which is soon to be argued. The 
defense in this case Is that Mr. Quirk alone 
Is Interested in the bill posting privileges 
and that an agreement made between Cook 
and Wallace some time ago is not binding 
upon Quirk. 



It has been the custom in Rochester, as 
elsewhere, to place transient boards through- 
out the retail and whole districts of the city 
late on Saturday night, in order to secure a 
good Sunday showing. The Executive Board 
passed an ordinance Jan. 26. forbidding the 
practice. The ordinance was disregarded, 
and the following Sunday the police swooped 
down and gathered In some hundred and 
fifty boards belonging to the Rochester Bill 
Posting Co. The manager, Mr. West, was 
called upon to explain, which he did with 
much grace and tact, and got bis boards 
back.

Many items of interest on this subject have 
been published in the columns of this paper, 
and if what 1 shall have to say may be a rep- 
etition, "it is, at least, another's experience. 

Serving in the capacity of traveling inspec- 
tor and advertiser for one of the largast med- 
ical .firms in the United States,,! have ample 
opportunity ■ to observe the many methods of 
advertising "and the results obtained,, and I 
do ?not" hesitate in sayiug; that house-to-house 
distributing hv the most satisfactory when 
printed matter, circulars, samples, etc. are 
placed in the homes of the public. -In stating 
my -preference, I am not losing sight of the 
value; to be attached to any advertisement 
thatTcatches .the eye. of the public, : *whether iu 
newspaper, ; -posters, painted -or; tacked signs, 
or'/any of the neat, catchy advertising novel- 
tiesLthat are so profusely used by the adver- 
tisers ibf -to-day. /The question of the hour 
with^H advertisers, whether National or lo- 
cal, is : "What method will bring me the best 
results^*'-, "Nearly all have resorted to the va- 
rious; methods as an experiment and, as far. 
as -I am. able, to determine, the majority ;at 
leastfoff the {National ^advertisers have turned 
to h^use^to-house iwork as the best. ,..

I contract with distffpiitors -for our -work 
and' meet with ^many" members of this Asso- t • 
ciation, and they ^-give good service: -Howev- 
er-j'the "black sheep" adage. Holds good, and 
I have been mis'taken, for some men think the 
distributing business a "snap" and a "graft , 
to catch suckers, "^looking alone, to thewina- - 
terial side of the question, not to its reliabil- : 
ity. He becomes, a member of the Association; 
and sits in the office, sends out the boys*. to 
do the work. When the supply of paper is ' 
exhausted, he makes out the bill and draws 
the pay. Such men have not the least idea, 
or at least exhibit a total indifference-towards 
giving a good service. And many a man 
would scorn to defraud a friend, or refuse to 
pay an honest debt, is doing this in the ad- 
vertising business to-day. They should" stop 
to consider that they are no better than the 
thief who puts his hand down into your pock- 
et and willfully robs you. This Is the result 
of ignorance, and to those who read this ar- 
ticle^. I can only say: If it hits you, it was 
the intention. Be wide awake to the needs 
of your patron. Do not accept a contract for 
work if the price per thctrzand is not large 
enough to justify a good service. 
I am not friendly to a licensed town. It is 
; a decided monopoly. In a certain licensed 
;■ town of ; importance in Northern : Ohio, I re- 
cently had the opportunity of inspecting the 
; work bPing done for a prominent medical 
firm. Two boys from 12 to 14 years of aire 
were doing the work, but in a manner in 
which I am afraid would have caused a tinee 
of gray in the advertising manager's hair, 
could he have seen it, throwing the matter 
on the norches and doorsteps, in the snow and 
ntherwise. just ?s it happened- Where was 
them^nwho held the license? Heaven knows. 
T could not find him. He had our contract, 
but he did not eet a new one. Such men are 
a detriment to business. 

I notice daily the economy (?> practised by 
IocpI merchants. He exhausts his br»in pow- 
er in composing a neat, catchy "ad.*' calling 
-the public's attention to hi« bargains, etc.. 
goes to his printer for i»n estimate. t"*curf*& a 
nice quantity of printed matter sufficient to 



accomplish the desired results. Now the small 
boy gets in his work. Should a reliable dis- 
tributor approach him with a proposition to 
do his work at a price that would only enable 
him to exist, he would at once "shell himself" 
like a turtle. After all, he has just arrived 
at the most important part. Every resident 
is acquainted with the local merchant, and 
if his circular is placed iu the home, the cus- 
tomer is bound to read it. They are not going 
to pluck from the yard and gutter. How a 
business man can be so short-sighted, I ran 
not.unt'erftHiid. 

Once more and I am done: Traveling in- 
spectors have frequently reported poor work 
by the distributors which I have failed to 
verify often, because human nature i.s the 
same the world over, and there is nothing 
so discouraging to a wide-awake, onttnibiiis- 
tic distributor as a lack of appreciation on the 
part of the advertiser. If a man is doing good 
work, tell him so. If he is not up to stan- 
dard, instruct him. If he is hotitst he wili 
appreciate your interest and both will profit 
by it. A large firm who pays the least per 
thousand for the work and are the most par- 
ticular as to the manner it is performed is 
sending out a stereotyped letter to all his 
distributors, saying there were no results. 
How a faithful, honest man must feel upon 
reading this "circular" letter! Or. pi v rhan« 
the doctor thinks the distributors are devoid 
of the finer graces, commonly known as feel- 
ings. 

I take pleasure in mentioning the excellent 
service rendered by The Steinbrenner Distrib- 
uting Agency, of Cincinnati, O. W. II. Stein- 
brenner. Secretary of the I. A. D.. whose suc- 
cess is largely due to. his untiring zeal In its 
behalf, is an enthusiastic distributor, and 1 
am sure advertisers will make no mistake by 
patronizing him.

Upon arrival he got Mr. Steinbrenner, 
the Secretary of the International Association 
of Distributors to accompany hi in and culled 
upon the Ohio agents of the Babbitt people. 

A plain unvarnished account of the affair 
was laid before them, the evidence and affi- 
davits submitted to them, and the futility of 
that kind of distributing fully explained. 

The agent was dumrnunded and thanW-d Mr 
Tirrill and Steinbrenner effusively. Further 
talk resulted in an explenetion or the scope 
and work or the I. A. of T). and' to mnke a • 
long story short, the agent wbh convinced 
that it was to his advantage hereafter to em- 
ploy I. A. of D. members wherever they can 
be found. 

It i3 this kind of work that makes an asso- 
ciation a power. Let every member who 
reads this, resolve to emulate Mr. Tlrrill's 
ample.

*ta sees a bad Job of distributing done, re- 
ports ITto thefflrn? that is having the work 
dnne. and for his pains is eiUier entirely ig- 
nored or receives a reply similar to this viz 
"We can attend to our own business without 
any assistance from anyone." They Just as 
much as tell him. that they think he is mak- 
ing this report to get a Job. 

Certainly I want the Jobs I can get honestly. 
but before I wUl falsely accuse anyone to get 
the work I will try and make a living at 

"But**?? advertisers continually discourage 
the honest distributor by giving the bulk of 
bis advertising to any Tom. Dick or Harry 
that will take it the cheapest, who as a rule 
are dishonest loafers and give him poor serv- 
ice and the worst of it. 

Now if the advertisers want to encourage 
honest distributors and get the best service, 
let them user only I. A. of D. members, who 
will guarantee honesty In their service, per- 
sonally superintend the work, and protect the 
advertiser from loss by a cash guarantee with 
the I. A. of D. The sooner they can be 
brought to see this Is to their interest and 
use I A. of D. members only, the sooner they 
wUl be able to get the honest result bringing 
service they want, and it will encourage hon- 
esty in all distributors.

Dear Sir— Tour esteemed favor at hand. Ton 
say you have many inquiries about how to 
keep paste from freezing. Use only the best 
grade of lump starch. Dissolve the starch 
in cold water, have your washboiler on the 
stove full of boiling water, (it must be boil- 
ing hot) two hands full will make nearly a 
half-bushel of paste of the right consistency. 
Then dip with a large cup or dipper and keep 
stirring, continually, and by the time your 
bucket a full your paste is done, except the 
adding of a big hand full of fine salt. We 
have pasted paper with the thermometer at 
20 degrees below zero, and experienced no 
trouble. We have given a thorough test to all 
kinds of paste, and for quickness, cheapness 
and durability of work, nothing equals good 
starch paste. Care shold be taken to not 
overcook the starch, as that greatly destroys 
the adhesive qualities. Whoever gives starch 
a fair trial will not return to flour for city 
work or any one-day's trip. Respectfully 
and fraternally, T. R. CHAFEE.

Dear Sir— Allow me a little space in your 
columns of your valuable paper, "The Bill- 
board," along with the rest of the craft. It 
may be of some benefit to the bill posters at 
large. In looking over your February edi- 
tion we find the advertisement of A. Van 
Buren & Co.'s starch paste. They are right 
when they advertise their paste, as the best 
and latest paste made. They say that they 
have bad one year's experience; I can go 
them one better and say that I have used the 
paste for four years. Its only drawback worth 
mentioning is, that in very hot weather it ad- 
heres too quickly and makes the paper stiff 
and brittle. But this fault is overcome very 
easily in this way. Allow about one quart of 
boiled oil to the barrel of paste, add either in 
cooking or after, as in mixing paint. That 
will make a paste that any man can guaran- 
tee from three to five months, and no renew- 
ing necessary. I have some of the Liggett & 
Meyers Tobacco Paper that was posted the 
17th of last November, and it is as good to- 
day as the day posted, notwithstanding that 
we have had more rainy weather than has 
been experienced for a number of years. The 
oil makes the paste transparent, so that even 
in the coldest of weather no brush marks 
can be found. And further, one coating keeps 
the rain from penetrating the paper both back 
and front. It preserves the colors in their 
original shade, and makes the paper appear 
as if it had been varnished with the finest 
varnish. . 

I have been complimented many times, by 
traveling men and inspectors, upon the ap- 
pearance of my paper.

Department is languishing. Why is this? la 
it because of lack of originality upon the part 
of its conductor, and in a dearth of items that 
it uses everything to fill up? And where are 
his contributors whom are supposed to be 
supplying crisp, newsy little notes every 
month? And it he has no correspondents or 
contributors to supply him. why do you not 
have a conductor to the sign painting who 
would have them and lots of them? What is 
the use of such a lot of dry material as we 
have been reading for several months on 
"How to Letter," and that from several au- 
thors. "Whom do they seek to teach, the 
masses or the classes? 

I am not an aristocrat, nor either a plebean. 
I respect those superior, and give the helping 
hand to those who are not so advanced. 

It has been inferred from the knowing ones 
that AnsTica is one of the greatest sign- 
painting countries in the world: but lo! when 
it comes to advertising with the paint brush. 
"There are not enough men. to do it" • • » 
"a deplorable dearth of sign .painters that 
possess the ability to carry it on, on the lines 
of advertising." Is that so? 

Let us see. While numerous sign painters 
have written me this few months, some are 
excellent pictorial sign painters and a few are 
bulletin painters. Here is a type of the clpss 
which undoubtedly has been referred to. 
"Dear Sir— Will you kindly send me informa- 
tion regarding the N. S. P. A.? How to be- 
come a member? What are the requirements, 
etc.? I am a house and sign painter of some 
18 years experience, but the bulletin painting 
is new to me. and any information will be 
appreciated ." 

The question will not be "How to letter," 
but bow to get business out of sign painting 
by turning it to account in bulletin advertis- 
ing. Letter pattern are all right in their 
place, but are not easily handled for expedi- 
tion or dispatch upon the road. In this case 
it is the free hand who uses no other aids 
than the eye alone who wins out for swiftness 
and beauty of style, poise, color, etc. in a bul- 
letin. How many sign painters or even bul- 
letin painters are masters of the situation I 
know not, but from our informant it B^ras 
the lack of such proflceinces in American 
painters is deplorable. 

How shall the National advertisers know 
whom to employ in order to have tbier work 
done right? 

How will they know who are best and the 
most expeditious and of scholarly attain- 
ments? If it is a question of price the very 
best bulletin artists should be paid well for 
knowledge and skill and the National adver- 
tisers should see that they get such men. 
Where ran such artists be found? In the Na- 
tional Sign Painters' Alliance and amongst 
others who will be in it soon. 

If training through the Sign Painters' De- 
partment can make any learner more profi- 
cient as a bulletin painter, such training will 
be looked for and sought from the pen of 
some one no less than a genius in such line.

Greeting.' — This is an open letter, and an 
answer from It. Nolan to Houghtaling & 
Stahlurodt's false statements in their would- 
be paper, which they hide behind when they 
ure caught in a trap like they are in this 
ease. 1 hey persuade, .the advertiser that If 
he does nut place the work through them, it 
can not beVdono successfully. They lead him 
to believe that the average bill poster is a 
thief and that he can not secure good serv- 
ice unless lie employs them to watch Ills In- 
terests. This they call soliciting. For this 
they charge us 10 2-3 per cent, commission, 
in other words, they misrepresent, malign 
and vilify us and then charge us one-sixth 
of the gross amount for the service. 

I can prove that Houghtaling and Stahl- 
brodt never persuaded the 1*. J. Sorg Co. to 
go on the bill boards. They never created 
the business. After the posters were printed 
and some few had been posted, they secured 
the placing of the remainder. 

Some bill posters may believe that agents 
are entitled to a commission in a case of this 
kind, but I do not. I wrote them so. They 
answered by publishing a paragraph in their 
dirty paper which stated that Alpena needed 
a bill poster. 

This was a lie. They knew it was a lie. 
They lied deliberately and maliciously in the 
utterance, for the man who gave them the 
business to handle had his own agent inspect 
the work and O. K. my bill. This agent also 
gave me a letter of recommendation to aid 
me in securing' other' work: This he did 
voluntarily and solely because he liked the 
showing 1 gave him. Yet you will see in 
the last issue of their paper that they claim 
It. Nolan, the Alpena city bill poster, buys 
these -Inspectors with complimentary theatre 
tickets. This does not speak very high for 
the traveling agents who represent the big 
firms. 

Now, here is where Houghtaling & Stahl- 
brodt have to swallow what they published 
in their would-be paper. In regard to the 
P. J. Sorg Spearhead Tobacco posters that 
were posted in Alpena. Mich., by R. Nolan, 
the above gentlemen claim that all the work 
was done through them and not by the P. J. 
Sorg Co. They also claim that they asked 
frequently for a report sheet and bill, but 
Mr. Nolan refused to send them any. Why 
should Mr. Nolan send them a report sheet 
and bill, when he was not doing business 
with them? 

I notified them on Aug. 7th, (which they 
can not- deny, as they published it in their 
own paper), that I would not accept their 
work and allow them to make 16 2-3 per cent, 
commission off of me. On Aug. 7. therefore, 
I stopped doing business with Messrs. 
lloughlal.iug & Stnhlbrodt. I then wrote a 
letter to Mr. Sorg to that effect. Mr. Sorg 
shipped the paper to me anyhow, and I 
posted it and gave him such great satisfac- 
tion with the work that he gave me $30 
worth more to show the appreciation of my 
service. 

Still, Houghtaling & Stahlbrodt will say 
that 1 am not an honest bill poster, and can 
not be depended upon and also go so far as 
to say that you want to look out for R. 
Nolan or he will do you up. If they are 
such awful clever men, I should think they 
would not let an Alpena bill poster do them 
up, and not only do them up. but catch 
them in one of the lowest and most con- 
temptible lies that ever was printed in a 
newspaper. 

They don't believe R. Nolan In what he 
says; they don't believe Mr. P. J. Sorg, the 
firm they handled the advertising for. and. 
worse still, they arc trying to make out that 
F. P. Birmingham, of Detroit, Mich., the 
Michigan state agent for Sorg Spearhead 
Tobacco, is not worthy of being an inspec- 
tion agent, as they say I buy inspectors with 
complimentary tickets for the theatre. 

This is what they print in their dirty 
paper, and here Is where 1 show these men 
up for accusing me of not being honest; and 
I take great pride and pleasure in doing it. 
This letter is direct from Mr. Birmingham 
himself: 

"Mr. R. Nolan. Alpena. Mich.: 

"Pear Sir— I wish to state that I 
have inspected your work in your city 
and country route, and it gives me 
pleasure to state that it was done in 
At shape, and wish to thank you for 
the good location which we received 
on same. 

"I shall place you on my book as 
one of the best bill pemters in Michi- 
gan, and can assure you of all our 
work In your locality in the future. 
Thanking you for the past favor, I 
wish to remain,

Stahlbrodt, of New York, for this lot 
of bill posting. Of course, you under- 
stand that you must collect the 
amount of your city work from them. 
We appreciate the fine display you 
given us, and trust that at some time 
. the near future we will be in a po- 
sition to give you more work.

This is 
where Mr. Leonard tells a bare-faced lie. for 
I notified the association to take my name off 
the list three different times, for the simple 
reason that they could not keep their snout 
out of my business. 

To show you that my statement is correct 
and that if I was a nuisance, why did they 
keep me on their list without paying dues or 
assessments for two years? Of course. George 
1b afraid that he will lose his commission, too 
but the trouble with Mr. Nolan and the Mich- 
igan Bill Posters Is that t refused to post 
some paper for the New England Mince Meat 
Co. This firm contracted with me to post 500 
sheets of paper at 5c per sheet, for 30 days, 
and Insisted on my having the space ready 
for same. I did as contract called for. but 
when the paper came there was only 25 sheets 
nnd there was 75c express charges on It. This 
I refused to pay and told the express agent 
to notify the shippers that I refused to accent 
It. which he did. In a short time after this 
I received a letter from the Michigan Associa- 
tion with all the threats Imaginable, telllnn 
mo what they would do if I did not accept this 
work. 

Now I was fighting for my own rights and 
they were trying to help the firm to do me 



up. This Is where I wrote a letter lo them 
which hit them so hard that they feel it yet. I 
forbid them to ever use my name in their as- 
sociation in any manner, shape or form, and 
also requested them to read my letter at their 
association meeting, and to withdraw my 
name from the roll. Still the above associa- 
tion claims they have fired me, but they know 
better tban that. 

Now if any of the above gentlemen have 
anything more to write about R. Nolan let 
tbem come on and tbey will get all they want 
for I have some very interesting matter to 
go into print in regard to bill posting. 

I want to draw all the bill posters attention 
to one thing, that is. that every bill poster 
wants to stand by good, reliable "Billboard." 
which is published for the benefit of the bill 
poster, and this is one of the best proofs of 
it, aB I could not have shown myself clear to 
my readers had it not been for "The Bill- 
board." They throw their paper wide open 
to you and give you all the news space you 
require as long as you deserve it. 

Now "The Billboard" has done more for bill 
posters that all the soliciting agents have 
done in the city of New York or Chicago 
either. I know that I have received a. large 
amount of work through "The Billboard's" 
pointers, and they don't ask you how many 
sheets of paper you posted, and who you post- 
ed it for either. 

That is what the New York paper is trying 
to find out from billposters. If you town is any 
good, and if you have not got a good founda- 
tion they will come and pull it down and put 
one up for themselves. You will always find 
B. Nolan doing business at the same old place 
and will find him with the finest bill posting 
plant and finest line ot bill boards and loca- 
tions that you would wish to look at. and R. 
Nolan Is not afraid of being hurt by Hough- 
taling & Stahlbrodt either. 

Now in regards to Alpena being open for a 
first-class bill poster to fill the wants of Mr. 
Houghtaling and Mr. Shatlbrodt, he would 
have to be a dummy, therefore, the gentlemen 
had better come themselves and open up a 
plant then they will have a chance to take 
lessons on bill posting from R. Nolan and 
learn how to tell the truth. They can then go 
back to New York and stick out their shingle 
and say they are graduates of Alpena, Mich., 
and then the people will take some stock In 
what they say. Now if the above gentlemen 
and their partner, George Leonard, of Grand 
Rapids, can scheme up any more lies, you 
will always find R. Nolan ready to answer 
them with A No. 1 proofs which is what they 
have not got, I remain.

Editors Note.— The question of commissions 
is a mooted one. It has not been settled, de- 
spite the mandate of the association which 
fixes it at sixteen and two-thirds per cent. 
The dissatisfaction is not confined entirely to 
bill posters in the small towns. Some of the 
large city firms believe that ten per cent is 
sufficient — among them Col. Burr Bobbins, of 
Chicago, and M. Breslauer, of Minneapolis. 
We deplore the vituperation and abusive per- 
sonalities of this controversy. Hard language 
only stirs up anger, engenders bitterness and 
promotes dissention. Still when a person is 
smarting under a sense of wrong he is liable 
to be hot and forcible in his utterances. Dis- 
cussion is ever to be preferred to apathy 
though, even when the former Is violent and 
explosive. 

Moreover, this department was created for 
the very use to which Mr. Nolan puts It, i. e.: 
to give anyone with a grievance a hearing 
and justice in so far as the hearing will pro- 
cure it. 

Mr. Nolan is a bill poster and a good one. 
We have investigated and proved it to our 
entire satisfaction. There may be those of 
our readers who will regard him as eccentric, 
others who will think that he ought to belong 
to the association and still others that his 
opinions are wrong, but none will deny that 
he is honest in his convictions. We hardly 
think there is a single fairminded man in the 
craft but what will admit that it was wrong 
to attack him in print. In conclusion we 
would observe that the matter has been thor- 
oughly ventilated and suggest that both par- 
ties to the controversy drop it, even if in so 
doing they agree to disagree.

I see in the January number of your valua- 
ble paper an article by J. Clarke Hennessey, 
"Are Bill Posters' Prices Too Low?" 

He calls Mr. J. Todd Johnson down on bis 
article in "Profitable Advertising." I want 
to say right here, that Mr. Hennessey is cor- 
rect when he state that a good bill poster can 
make good money in the smaller towns. I 
will tell you how I started In the business. 
When I was 15 years old, I was around the 
local theater in Rockville, Ind.. and one day 
I came across a copy of "The Billboard" and 
was looking over it. I became Interested at 
once in an article on "Honest Bill Posting." 
and as there was no good hustling bill poBter 
in my town, I at once built two tali boards, 
and secured work Immediately. When I got 
remittances I would build more boards. So I 
run along for a year, and I contracted with 
the California Fig Syrup Co., and did their 
distributing, honest house-to-house work. 
Next came the old reliable Dr. Miles, of Elk- 
hart. Ind., and the ystill kept coming. I went 
on enlarging my bill board capacity as money 
came In, and when I had gotten all the boards 
I could get up in Rockville. I enlarged my 
territory to the county. I have a nice busi- 
ness now, and cover nineteen towns, all told. 
I run an advertising sheet to distribute while 
on my country route, and an Opera House 
Program. To-day I have space for 900 sheets 
of paper on bill boards, not barns, sheds, etc. 
I do work for the following firms: Llagett 
& Myers, St. Louis; I. M. Dishon, ' Terre 
Haute; John Finzer & Bro.. Louisville: Ed- 
ward A. Stahlbrodt, New York; Hote, The 
Sign King, and lots others, and any ot these 
gentlemen know when a bill poster does good 
work. I forgot to put my friend Sam Hoke 
on the list He is a nice gentleman to do 
business with. (Come again. Hoke.) 

I would advise any small town bill pooler 
to cover his county and advertise in "The 
Billboard." telling the advertisers what you 
can do. Give them good honest work, and 
they will come again sure. Do not get 
your town licensed, it is of no use. Join 
the I. A. of D., but no other association, as 
I do not think they are any good. 

I want to tell the large advertisers about 
billposters who hare good plants in the 
towns I have visited. 

Monticello. 111.— John C. Bush has three 
or four good boards, all well located, and 
does good work. Does work for Dr. Miles. 

Gibson City. HI.— Chancy J. Grins has no 
boards to be seen. It Is a good town for the 
right kind of a hustler. 

Kewanee, 111.— Mr. Kehoa: Here Is the 
second Ike Monk of Illinois. All kinds of 
boards, and as fine a theater as they get 
them.- 

Geneaseo, 111.— J. P. Murry & Brothers 
have a few boards In this thriving little city. 
(Luck to you, Jffurry.) They give good ser- 
vice. 

Galena. 111.— Galena Gazette Bill Posters: 
Only a few boards. This is a good town for 
a hustler. 

Richland Center. Wis.— Mr. John A. Coates: 
Here Is a good man; good town, good plant 
and good work. Try him. 

Baraboo, Wis. — Mr. Shumway is "O. ' K " 
Has good plant. 

Grand Rapids, Wis.— Has good boards, but 
no billposter of any account. 

Rochester. Minn.— J. C. Judge has good 
boards and lots of work. 

St. Charles. Minn.— Here is my old stand- 
by. E. H. Ingham. He has a first-class plant, 
and Is also a sign painter.

But the most important truth in Ad- 
vertics' ; which the science of Meta- 
physics establishes, is that "the mind 
begins its voluntary acts. with knowl- 
edge."

Special Rates in New York and 
Brooklyn. 

The letters appearing in Profitable 
Advertising and "The Billboard" re- 
cently, in regard to bill posters' rates, 
reminds me that the association im- 
poses no limit to the price a bill poster 
may charge, in evidence of Which I 
will state that the Brooklyn bill post- 
ers charge 25 cents a sheet per week, 
or ?1 a week for'four weeks, for space 
on their special bridge locations. 

The- New York bill posters charge 
from 10 cents to 50 cents per sheet for 
their special locations along the "I/" 
roads, -along the bridge, near the fer- 
ries, and on Broadway. 

And only recently, the Boston bill 
poster lias notified advertisers that 
. rates on a large number of his boards 
will be at special price, ranging from 
10 cents to 25 cents per sheet per 
week. 

Mr. O'Mealia. the President of the 
Bill Posters' Association, is also own- 
er of the Hackensack Bill Posting Co.. 
a town of 0.000 population, and he 
charges 3 cents per week for posting 
in that town, just the same as lie 
charges in Jersey City, a city of 200,- 
000 population and over. 

From this it would seem that it is 
not necessary for the association, as a 
body, to take any action on the score 
of increasing rates. 

The "L" roads in Brooklyn. New 
York and Chicago all carry posters on 
their platforms, ranging in size from 
a one-sheet to a three-sheet, and their 
prices range from two to five dollars 
per sheet per month. Of course the 
people connected with the "L" roads 
claim that this is not bill posting, in 
the ordinary acceptance of the term, 
which' is very true in a certain sense. 
But the fact of the matter is that they 
get this price because they furnish lo- 
cations that the regular hill posters 
can not furnish at the regular bill 
posters' rates. 
The question as to whether the serv- 
ice is-worth the extra cost is very eas- 
'Ciljr answered, as otherwise it would 
irot find buyers. 

Th*re is a bill poster in New York 
whb=*rnakes a specialty of two-sheet 
.lioafdfi ito. grocery and drug stores 
s'througfcout the Metropolitan district: 
' some 'grocery stores having from a 
half dozen to a dozen boards, and the 
charge for this bill posting ranges 
from $0 per sheet a year up. 

I mention these matters, not be- 
cause they are unknown to the bill 
posters at large, but because there are 
a- great many advertisers who are un- , 
acquainted with these facts, and who 
sometimes consider even 12 cents per 
month a high price for bill posting. . 



W. C. Tirrlll has patented a bill poster's 
paste brush which Is made of aluminum ami 
a new kind or bristles. This -brush Is said 
to be as strong an iron and yet it weighs 
less than the ordinary brush. Mr. Tirrlll 
declares that It will outlast three of the kind 
of brushes In use to-day.

not worry over the ever-Increasing 
number of advertising papers. You 
will not mend matters thereby. If you 
look at the matter philosophically It 
will enable you to recover your habit- 
ual clieerf illness. If philosophy fails 
you think of Rowell— how it must jar 
him. 

FRANK A. MUNSKY.-You cer- 
tainly surprise us. So it was all a 
bluff after all. Well, well, well! And 
it sounded so real. How about the 
other assertion, that a ten cent maga- 
zine could lie run at a profit without 
a line of paid advertising? AVas that 
a bluff, too? 

W. II. GANNETT.— The rule varies. 
Some publishers multiply the actual 
by live, others by six, and so on up to 
sixty. AVe really see no reason why 
you should not follow your inclination 
in the matter. It is only a trifling af- 
fair, after all. 

I. CIIAS. AUSTIN— No Criticisms 
is not such a hellnfa paper, but it 
might lie worse. Did you ever see Ar- 
tie AA'ard's Fame? Get a copy, look it 
over, and you will not feel so bad over 
the matter. 

CYRUS K. CURTIS.— We are very 
sorry to hear of his illness, and feel 
as you do that it would be difficult to 
replace him. Have you tried Lydia 
Pinkham's Compound? 

AA\ R. HEARST.— You can't work 
i's for any more free advertising. AA r e 
did not mind' handing you a bunch of 
jolly now and then, while you were 
using posters; but things are different 
now. No posters— no jolly. And that 
goes. 

STEVE O'MEARA.— Yes. we have 
heard of this man Rowell. It was he, 
was it not. who coined the phrase. 
"Printer's Ink makes Publishers 
Stink." or words to that effect? No. 
no. no! AVe would not do that. Y or

Want of Spring Trade. 

You are hoping that spring trade will be 
better than last year. Are you doing any- 
thing to make it better? The conditions in 
general warrant the purchase of a better 
stock, the carrying of large assortments, and 
prices indicate that people will use better 
qualities. AVhen there is general demand it 
is easy to sell the goods— if you have them. 
When you have them its easy to interest the 
people— if they knew it. Are you preparing 
to tell them of your superior stock? Since 
business bids fair to be better, you should 
make your advertising better. Make the peo- 
ple understand the price is right. Make them 
understand that when they come to your store 
they are going to have the best stock to 
choose from, the best inducements to buy and 
the most careful interest on your part and the 
part of your employes, to give them the best 
the market affords for the amount they have 
to spend. When you have the prospective 
customer convinced of all these things, bo 
careful that you do not disappoint that cus- 
tomer. — Advertising World.

of wealthy purchasers. Every Intelligent ad- 
vertiser of a popular article seeks patronage 
of common, ordinary, cvery-day people.— 
Printers* Ink. 

We can not resist the impression that gen- 
eral Inaccuracy In news matter Is a real dis- 
advantage to advertisers using the column-) 
of the newspaper that Is inaccurate. Pub- 
lic confidence In a public Journal's statements 
of fact certainly makes trade announcements 
in that Journal more valuable. It puts them 
in good company at once. 

Now there are two one-cent papers In New 
York, each publishing an evening as well 
as morning Issue. In circulation these papers 
outrank all others, but they are not liable to 
secure even the Bame rates. This Is not be- 
cause they are one-cent papers, for they 
reach the comfortable middle classes to which 
the great advertiser must appeal. It Is be- 
cause they have cultivated sensationalism so 
long that nobody can believe what Is seen 
In their columns, because It Is seen there. 
The ads arc In bad company. — Fame.

A New Organization of Newspaper Men. 



Windy Boys in the Windy City -The Ini- 
tials Do Not Stand for Notorious Ana- 
nias' Mendacious Newspaper Crowd. 

Last fall, in Detroit, was organized 
the National Association of Managers 
of Newspaper Circulation, with the 
following officers: 

. President, AV. H. Gillesie. Detroit 
Free Press; Vice rresid?m. Bruce Hal- 
deman, Louisville Courier Journal; 
Secretary, .1. I,. Boeshnus. Ohio State 
Journal: Treasurer. F. L. Thresher, 
Minneapolis Journal. 

The officers have been active and 
zealous in their work, and the associ- 
ation now numbers nearly, if not 
•lttite. four hundred members. The 
association will hold Its first annual 
convention in Chicago. June 0th next. 

The members of the organization, its 
rapid growth, and particularly its sur- 
prising and unexpected advent, aptly 
illustrates the rapid strides which 
newspaper management is making to- 
day. 

A decade aeo If the term meant any- 
thing it stood merely for a man in 



charge of a few clerks, and these lat- 
ter, with the subscription books, deal- 
ers' lists and carriers, were -vaguely 
referred to as the circulation depart- 
ment. 

There is notliiug vague about their 
station today, though, unless ir be 
their figures. They are specialists. 
They are sharp, shrewd and quick- 
witted. They earn large salaries. Up- 
on them more than all others depends 
the success of the paper. 

The advertising manager is no long- 
er "it." The circulation manager has 
supplanted him. and now occupies the 
highest seat on the throne. 

How did he win this proud position? 
He did it with his little affidavit. 

In all seriousness, though, the N. A. 
M. N. C. can be made a good thing. 
AA'e learn that its object is: t'l) To ad- 
vance the best interests of the depart- 
ments of the newspapers which its 
members represent: (2) To assist its 
members: (31 To more rhnroushly dig- 
nify the office which they hold: i4> The 
Interchange of ideas; i.5t Promotion of 
good-fellowshiu; anil (ti) The correc- 
tion of innumerable and expensive 
ab".«es and practices. 

AA'e would advise that the members 
content themselves with the first five 
divisions of their outlined effort, at 
least while the association is young 
ami tender. There is danger in No. C> 
— whole great big cliunks of it. AA'hen 



they tackle that problem, even though 
the association has gathered unto it- 
self the accumulated strength and 
vigor of years, it is liable to emerge 
from the fracas in a badly battered 
and dam-damaged condition. 

"AA'hen Hreek meets Greek, then 
comes the tug of war." The N. A. M. 
N C. will doubtless get along very 
nicely, so long as the members con- 
gregate for the sole purpose of laugh- 
ing, quaffing, and handing each other 
bunches of "con.." but the moment 
they undertake to "correct abuses and 
practices" that very moment their as- 
sociation will strike a rock, and split 
up as effectually, violently and nu- 
merously as a log raft pushed by a 
booming freshet. 

The suggestion that the official seal 
of" the order be a portrait of Rowell. 
the great iconoclast. ' surrounded by 
the motto. "Hon! soit qui mal y 
ni'iise." we understand, has not been 
favorably received.

Two highly interesting photographs which 

we are able to reproduce through the 

kindr.es of O. P. Fairchild of 

Covington. Ky. 

On this page we print two photographs. 
One was taken twenty-six years aso. It 
shows the small, crude posters which in that 
day were considered marvels. It will be not- 
iced that it is Barnum paper that is on the 
board, and it is worthy of note that in 1873 
Barnum electrified and astounded the West 
with his mammoth, lavish and prodigal dis- 
play off posters. 

Barnum's was the biggest show on earth, 
and used the biggest paper on earth and— 
think of U — a nine-sheet was the largest 
poster that had ever been made. 

See the changes wrought in a quarter of a 
century in the accompanying photograph we 
print. It bears the paper of a theatrical at- 
traction, and it Is forty sheets long and four 
sheets high. - It has in all one hundred and 
sixty sheets of paper on it, only sixteen of 
which (the streamers) are duplicated. 

One can not photograph a boari bearing 
a full complement of paper used by a mod- 
ern circus, even of moderate size. It Is so ; 
large, varied, and there are so many vartel 
designs, that even if a board were built to 
hold it, the perspective of the far end would 
be so diminutive as to be indistinguishable. 

This old time photograph is sUll the prop- 
erty of honest, sturdy Oliver Fairchild, and 
he values it as he would virgin stoM. Well 
he rray. too, for it is probably the only one 
of a biil beard of that early date which is 
uw iu existence.

Fo~ming Letters. 



CHAPTER V. 

Sign writers, as a rule, invent names for 
peculiar forms of letters of their own make, 
white the letters in general use go under the 
rairfs of Roman. Octbic; and Block. What 
the sign painter calls Block letters, the type- 
maker and printer call Gotbic; what the sign 
painter calls Gotbic, the printer calls Con- 
densed Gothic; and what is known to the 
sign painter as wide block, the printer knows 
as extended Gothic. Ail letters whose lines 
are heavy, and of about the same widOi 
throughout, without extensions at top or 
bottom, are Gothic wit hthe printer. When 
there are extensions at the top and bottom, 
they are called Antique, ' Hence, as the sign 
painter has no regular names for letters 
and styles he uses, we will not try to desig- 
nate them by names, any more than by what 
Is generally understood by the craft— bearing 
in irind that the bulletin sign painter is 
always on the lookout fcr style and styles 
of letters that are easily and quickly made. 
Something that is showy, but easily read, 
that gives the attractive force to his work 
which is demanded by advertisers. 

Gothic letters, either wide or narrow, are 
mostly used by sign painters. Bach Individ- 
ual preserves his individuality in the varia- 
tion of tue formation of the different styles 
of letters according to his ideas, taste, or 
artistic ability. :' • 

In this chapter, we shall deal with chang- 
ing the same alphabet into different. ..forms. 
Let us take the plain Block, cr Gotbic, as 
shown by illustration. We take it for grant- 
ed that the learner hrs already acquired fa- 
cility enough with the brush to make a com- -■ 
plete. plain, Gothic alphabet. If not, be 
should proceed to learn to make it at once: 
One thing to be avoided . in making this 



— .extensions,- etc.. -the letters O and Q and 
'-the character £ are seldom changed except 

as to width, without there" is - a radical de- 
parture from the original form. 

A line of letters may be given a different 
look by simply lengthening into scrolls, one 
or mere bars of certain letters in the line. 
The letters of the alphabet usually treated 
thus are C, H, G, K, L., M, N, H, S, V, W 
and Y. When one cr more of these letters 
occur in a wcrd or line of lettering, the bars 
may be lengthened into scrolls, which, if 
done right, gives the "tout ensemble" of the 
„-sign an improved appearance. In uoing this, 
'■ choose such a letter, when scrolled, the scroll 
part will Oil some vacant place in the sign. 
Fellow the rule: "What is done to one p3ft 
of a letter, should be done to the correspond- 
ing parts of all the letters in the line,** and 
you will have no trouble in making any 
changes you desire. 

Often the learner comes across a hand- 
some small design fcr a sign which be would 

- like to have in larger form. To reproduce 
it in larger size, v.« call your attention to 
the system known to artists as the squar- 
ing off method. This consists in drawing a 
lot of squares of uniform size on the copy 
to be enlarged and the same number of 
squares on the surface on which the draw- 
ing is to appear, only larger, then, drawing 
what is seen in a small square on the cor- 
responding large square. So, continuing un- 
til completed. There" is an instrument called 
the metroscope— ^a glass plate divided into 
small squares, which is laid on the picture. 
In lieu of this, draw one-eighth inch squares 
on tbe design to be copied as shown by the- 
accompanying cut. We will assume that 
you are ccpying a letter one inch high, and 
you wish to make the reproduction eight 
inches high. As the small letter is 8 squares 
cf one-eighth inch high, the reproduction 
to be S inches must be 8 squares of one inch. 
If the reproduction is to be 10 inches, then 
the large squares should be an inch and a 
quarter. Divide the number of inches high 
you wish the reproduction to be by the num- 
ber cf squares in height the small design is 
and it will give you the size in inches and 
fractions the large squares are to be. Begin 
at the left upper ccrner of both and number 
to the right and down so as to avoid con- 
fusion. You may begin with any square. 
Take the ninth square and trace down until 
you meet the ninth square running across. 
In the same way, get the corresponding 
square in the large design, and draw ex- 
actly what you see in the small ninth square 
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Notes. 



As a general thing, sign painters are more 
particular about the choice of material than 
any other class of painters. One of the chief 
requisites of a paint fcr sign painting is, it 
should now easily and evenly. Another is, it 
should cover well: and another is, it should 
be strong in eoler, that is. it should, in trade 
parlance, hold its color. If it be a yellow, it 
should be a permanent yellow; a blue, a per- 
manent blue. A paint that will not change 
in hue cr tint is what the sign painter 
•wants. Another requisite is. it should last 
and be within reach of nriee. As to the 
whites, Cartcr"s ••Diamond" brand of white 
lead comes nearer filling the above require- 
ments than any ether lead with which the 
writer is acquainted. I expect 1 have tested 
them nearly all in- some way or other. As 
lead is the base of nearly all the colors that 
the modern sign painter uses, it is important 
that it should be of a first-class quality. All 
painters cf experience know there is a vast 
difference in different brands of lead in ref- 
erence to holding or showing the different 
tints. It is often noticed that the same color, 
when mixed with different brands cf lead, 
will change or fade much sooner in some 
brands than in others. Having tested the 
"Diamond" lead in this respect, the writer 
has found that it passes this valuable char- 
acteristic to a marked degree. This alone 
should recommend it for the use of sign 
painters, but it has another special charac- 
teristic, ? that cf whiteness which is empha- 
sized to a greater degree than any brand of 
"old prccess" lead. For painting on glass 
a very white paint is always required. Flake 
white is generally used. Flake white is ex- 
pensive, while ".Diamond" lead is of the 
same price as other, and is nearly, if not 
quite, as white, as Sake white.. A sign 
painter once said to me: "I never use -white 



there are some lines of business which re- 
quire other signs in addition to these, such 
as blackboards on which to display prices, 
and bulletins on which to make announce- 
ments of special bargains and other matters 
of particular* interest to buyers. No wide- 
awake merchant will undertake to do with- 
out signs cf this class, iiortnntter how small 
his town or how sure be may be that bis 
trade will come to him anyway. 

This brings to mc the statement of a cer- 
tain country merchant. Two years ago I 
called nt his store for the purpose of exam- 
ining his references with a view to estab- 
lishing a line of credit for him. He did not 
have a sign ou his building or any of his 
show windows, and there was nothing ubout 
the premises to indicate whether John Smith 
or Hi II Jones conducted the establishment, 
or whether dry goods, groceries, drugs, or 
other articles were for -Salomon the inside. I 
called his attention to the -matter, and he 
promptly replied that- people who wanted 
signs could .have them,' but-,that he had no 
use for them. He further added that his 
trade was Dound to come to him and that he 
had quite as many customers without signs 
as he could get with them. A few months 
later the store of his old competitor was 
bought by a young man from a neighboring 
tewn, who promptly displayed numerous and 
attractive signs. By the reports of the com- 
mercial agency I noticed last week that this 
. men who was so sure of his (trade and could 
hold all of his customers without signs, had 
failed and had lest his entire stock of goods 
under chattel mortgage. Evidently he was 
net able to hold his trade without signs, and 
be did not appreciate that he was losing his 
customers until it was too late to get them 
back. My honest opinion is that if he had 
displayed proper signs on .-his buildings and 
on his goods, he would still be conducting 
a profitable business. 

Neat cardboard signs made with stencils or 
with marking-pot and brush are valuable

Observe this 
A _e uuvt-ghouc* then change the tops and 
bottoms of the perpendicular "bars as shown 
by the engraving.

For large letters, a pattern 
formed like the top or. bottom would be suit- 
able. It may be inverted' as required. A 
black-letter, bars about equal width, like 
this, "may be made on the same principle.

lead on glass or for fine work; I use "Sake 
white." In this, he only showed his Ignor- 
ance, for flake white is white lead, only in 
a purer form than the regular keg-lead, it 
being the pure carbonate of lead, while the 
ordinary white lead always contains the 
hydrate of lead also. 

Carter's white lead is made by a process 
different from the "Dutch method** (the 
usual way of making white lead), inasmuch 
as the white lead made by the Carter process 
is corroded from lead metal, cr»blue lead, re- 
duced to an impalpable, amorphous powder 
by means of acetic acid acting on this metal 
**ust. while, by the old process, it Is corroded 
in the same way, but from small insots, 
called buckles, which contain a cubic inch 
rf iretal in a solid state. The process is 
different only in the use of the metal. The 
result is also different, as It is evident that 
by the "old process" there is some decorono- 
sition, or chemical action takes place that 
gives the corroded lead a yellowish tinge, 
while by the "new method.*' this tinge is 
harrllv perceptible. I think the long long 
exposure to the acetic acid, which the metal 
has to undergo by the old process Is account- 
able for this.

Store Signs. 



(From the Merchants' Journal.) 
Probably one of the most important helps 
a merchant can have Is to properly display 
his store and his goods with attractive slgnn. 
To be sure, there ore some few merchants 
who succeed without the use of s'-ns on 
their goods and on their buildings, but they 
are very few and are the exception. The 
most successful merchants use signs liber- 
ally. •■ 

Considering their value, the majority of 
signs are not expensive.' On every well-con- 
ducted store should.be displayed reasonably 
large signs giving the name of the proprie- 
tor and the kind of goods he handles. These 
signs need not necessarily be of gilt letters 
or otherwise expensive, but they should be 
reasonably large, as neat- ns possible, and 
plainly lettered. Fancy lettering Is hard to - 
read and frequently overcomes all the good 
effects of a sign. 

Neat signs across the front and over the 
entrance, together w}th others on the glass 
of the show windows, will ordlnarllv attract 
as much attention as need be. However, 



helps, when put upon goods displayed In 
show windows. Every merchant should have 
a set of neat stencil letters, and should make 
frequent use of them. They do not cost 
much and they pay fcr themselves In a few. 
weeks. All enterprising stores use them. If' 
you have not given them a trial, you shoul 1 
do so at once. With the help of these stencil 
letters and a little ingenuity on your part 
you can increase your trade very materially. 
It is much better than newspaper advertis- 
ing or circulars or printed hand-bills, and it 
is cheaper. 

In making a sign, you should be careful 
to spell them correctly. Probably your at- 
tention was never called to the matter, but It 
is astonishing to find how many successful 
business men are unable to spell correctly. 
Recently I saw a large sign displayed prom- 
inently In the show window of the largest 
clothing firm in Kansas City. This sign was 
nttached to a shirt, and read as follows: 
"These shirts $1.27. They are rcinforsed at 
frunt and back." The man who made that 
sign could not spell "reinforced" or "front." 
Probably the work was done by some cheap 
clerk. It would have been better and cheap- 
er to have left the sign off entirely than to 
have it displayed In such bad spelling. 

In another store I noticed a sign on some 
underwear which read. "Heavy Ribed Un- 
derwear,. 7Sc." The man who made this sign 
did not know how to spell "ribbed." In To- 
peka recently I saw a sign In the window of 
a music dealer which read, "Guitar and 
Mondoin Strings." This man did not know 
how to spell "mandolin." 

You should have i-lenty of signs, hnve 
them as neat and attractive as possible, be 
careful to have tbem properly worded and 
spelled, and do not let them get old or rusty. 
As soon as they show badly from age. have 
them replaced with new ones. You can; not 
Invest your money to better advantage, !nor 
crn you get advertl»lt>g of anv sort that iwill 
pay you as well.— (The Grumbler.) j

Urlah Ketchum with Isaiah Cheatham hung 
out a sign Implying, "You Ketch'em and I 
Cheat'em." 

Omission of points of abbreviation in the 
name of A. S. Camp, saddle and harnessmak- 
er. called him A Scamp. >• 

A sign of a wine shop at Pompeii was a pig 
over the door, doubtless signifying, "Let 
those entering make themselves — hogs." 

Two Irishmen in company approached a 
guide post indicating, "Pittsburg 56 miles." 
Mike reverenced "the cross" and studied the 
Inscription; at last he spoke feelingly, saying, 
"Jimmy, here lies the dead. It says he was 
aged 56, and his name was Miles from Pitts- 
burg." 

On a certain railway the following notice 
appears, "Hereafter, when trains moving in 
opposite directions are approaching each oth- 
er, conductors and engineers will be required 
to bring their respective trains to a dead halt 
before the point of meeting, and be very care- 
ful not to proceed until each train has passed 
the othtr."

Proper adjustment of the glasses which 
fb.uld be rather large and clear will lengthen 
the line. Hold a lighted cardie or lamp mid- 
way between glasses, you will see something 
in both nearly similar to a torchlight proces- 
sion. How many lights in a single glass ran 
pur readers count? Why docs the receding 
line always have a downcast curve? 
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A large stone with an Inscription like this 
has been turned up lalclyngs5-tG A pytytu as' 
has been turned up. evidently a monument 
of a barnyard genius. It was supposed to be 
of a great antiquity. A college prorcssor of 
languages failed to decipher Its meaning. Tho 
wise men shook their heads. Was tho stone 
pre-hlstorlc? Had Julius Cearar. after cross- 
ing the Rubicon, on his Invasion of llrltain 
discovered America prior to all discoveries 
and left this tablet as a testimony of tri- 
umph? While thus their covltMlons ran. a 
clear-headed rustic who could "sec through 
n ladder," exclaimed, "Well, now, you fel- 
lows; can't you sec what that stone says? 
It is for cattle to rub their tails against." 
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Some of the most effective signs that are 
made nowadays are those In which raised 
gold letters are used against a white back- 
ground. A sign of this kind over the door 
of a Broadway restaurant is lettered in an 
old-style Italic, such as one finds in very 
old books, and is particularly effective. An- 
other nearby sign has a narrow line of black 
around the gold letters, which separates 
tbem boldly from the background, though 
the effect is not quite so delicate. Green, 
with raised gold or aluminum letters is an- 
other favorite combination with sign painters 
nowadays. I wonder some of them do not 
try violet and white Instead of the blue and 
white which is so often used. Perhaps they 
are so conscientious that they believe that 
the violet is so fleeting that It will not give 
good value to their customers. But as the 
chief mission of a sign is its advertising pur- 
pose, and as this is enhanced by frequent 
repainting and changing, it might be well 
for them to suggest some of these fleeting, 
yet effective combinations, telling their cus- 
tomers at the time that they will not guar- 
antee the iiermanence, but that they will 
be responsible for the effectiveness of such 
a sign. Raised gold letters against a violet 
background would make a specially showy 
sign. Why not try it?— The "Painters' Mag- 
azine." 

Raised ornamental designs, letters, etc., 
are produced upon walls, vases, furniture, 
etc.. says a contemporary, by forcing plastic 
clay cr cement from the nozzle of a new 
decorating tool, which has a reservoir for 
the clay and a screw piston at the >•-> ar to 
force the material through a flexible hose to 
the nozzle in the hand of the artist.— Ex- 
change.

Sign painters should always bear in mind 
the ever Important fact that a bulletin is 
an advertisement. I* is not painted for the 
purpose of displaying your tngenuitv. but to 
display the advertiser's offer or inducement. 
Make It do this and you make a good 
bulletin. . 



Here Is a sample of the rot that some of 
our trade papers are putting out: 

"An attractive sign mty be painted by 
country merchants, who are so located as to 
be beyond the reach of professional painters, 
at l. merely nominal cost. First, prepare the 
sign board by giving it two good coats of the 
color In which it Is desired to have the let- 
tering appear. When ' this has thoroughly 
dried, have letters of oiled paper cut of 
proper size and style, using a pair of sharp 
scissors for the purpose, and paste them se- 
curely in their prope. positions on the board. 
Then treat the whole to two heavy coats of 
a different colored paint, and the thing is 
done. When the last application of paint is 
dry enough, remove the oil paper by dissolv- 
ing the paste with water— and hang your 
banner on the outer wall." — N. O. Trade 
Index. 

And now it's road signs. Here Is ah aes- 
thetic wall that comes- ill the way from 
Suromerland, Cal., viz.: 

"There is much favorable comment on the 
Advance-Courier's article in regard to tho 
sign painting nuisance that now decorates 
our public roads. If a few public-spirited 
citizens were to take this matter in hand 
and interview property owners, we have no 
doubt but that this disgraceful disfigurement 
of the rural landscape could be effectually 
put a stop to by personally soliciting prop- 
erty owners to forbid the use of their fences 
and out-houses to business firms who are in 
the habit of advertising in this manner. 

A sign which wag productive of much dis- 
cussion was read by the patrons of a small 
laundry establishment in a M-Bsachusetts 
town. It was printed In large letters on a 
piece of brown paper, and pinned to the 
door of the shop. It ran thus: 

"Closed on account of sickness till next 
Monday, or possibly Wednesday. I am not 
expected to live. Shall be unable to deliver 
goods for at least a. week in any case." 

We clip the following paragraph from a 
brochure issued by the Scioto Sign Co.: 

"It is accepted as a maxim that only con- 
stant, persistent advertising pays. Tho 
stream that Is navigable or furnishes power 
only 'once in a while' attracts no large cities 
to its banks. Periodic, spasmodic advertis- 
ing may be better than none, may turn the 
wheels of business "once In a while.' but it 
does not attract large or permanent trade." 



A Word About Knockers. 



In a recent issue of a so-called "up-to-date" 
sheet occasionally published at Cleveland, O 
I noticed a few paragraphs devoted to (as 
the author termed them) "knockers." I have 
heard of such a word several times in years 
past, but can not find It in any dictionary, at 
this writing. Heading this expression ot the 
author's feelings regarding "knockers" was 
an engraving, or rather a rude cut, probably 
intended for an engraving, and judging from 
which one would at first form the opinion that 
it was intended to picture an honest distrib- 
utor braining a dishonest one. 

But, on going further into the matter and 
reading the article— which, by the way, was 
the work of Mr. Molton, of the above-named 
city (this for the benefit of those who have 
never heard of him)— I learned that the cut 
was intended to portray just the opposite to 
the opinion formed by those who have chanc- 
ed to see it, and that it was one of those "un- 
principled distributors whose business is 
gradually decreasing and licensed distributors 
who hold the opinion that advertisers should 
come to them, regardless of price "and serv- 
ice," who was braining (or "knocking," as 
Mr. Molton would have It) an honest (?) dis- 
tributor. Mr. Molton will kindly pardon me. 
but I can not help but doubt the honesty of 
the distributor who lays at the feet of the 
"knocker." every time I look at that cut, 
it reminding me very much of the modern 
guaranteed service of the I. A. of D. over- 
powering that of the old-time unreliable 
happy-go-lucky distributor, who had no rep- 
utation at stake and cared less for one. who 
was always ready to present a bill for work, 
which he had probably never seen done. 

Speaking of work being paid for by the 
patron, when It was never seen distributed, 
reminds me of several experiences I have had 
in the past few years. Before proceeding 
further. I will say that, as is well known 
among distributors, the price for house-to- 
house distributing must necessarily vary con- 
siderably, the price for one's work depending 
on the territory he has to cover with same. 
For examrle. there is no more profit in our 
rate for distributing in Muncie. Ind., than 
in Indianapolis, although the price is twen- 
ty-five cents more per thousand in the Bret 
than the last-named city. Indianapolis is 
built up quite differently from most cities of 
-similar size, the dwellings, with but few ex- 
ceptions, occupying m entire lot. and the 
houses setting back from ten to a hundred 
feet from the sidewalks. Working this ter- 
ritory is quite different from that in cities 
where tbe dwellings sre built very close to- 
gether *nd front on the sidewalks, as is the 
case with most dwelllne* in large cities. 

During November. 1S97. Mr. Molton wrote 
me. asking my price for distributing 23.000 
circulars in this city. I promptly r»n!led 
that I woulfl distribute the matter at $1.75 per 
thousand. Mr. Molton th°n tried to Influence 
me to o"o the work for $1.50 per thousand, and 
allow him 10 per cent, commission out of 
same. I again replied that this was out nf 
the ouestion, and that my price was H»l» 
enourh for eood honest work In this city 
He then informed me thet I must either 
agrce to his demands, or he would get i»n- 
other renresentstive in this city, but that h» 
woi'ld r'«ce that one order wit* n>e, e« it *>*•< 
to be distributed s»t o^ce. After this dci»l 
had been comoleted, Mr. Molton informed 
me thst he was own to others for proporl- 
tiong to moresent him in Indianonntis, as b~ 
believed in encouraging coi"oetitlon in »U 
cities. I at once severed all relations and

correspondence with him In this city. Just- 
one year later, November, 18SS, Mr. Molton 
succeeded in obtaining and placing another 
contract in this city, this time zu.uOo booa- 
leta for the John Morrow Co., Springfield, O 
The booklet was a very ntat ntue anau- 
small enough to be placeu inside ol tully nino 
out of eveiy ten dwellings, a tact which my 
employes plainly demonstrated later on. 
U in.se 20,000 oooklets were distributed here b» 
some one; whom, we. do not know. The worit 
was not at all badly done; nor was it well 
cone— only fairly none, all the books being 
placed between the door and casing above the 
kuoo.

And the reason for Mr. Mol- 
ton's argument, is that through trying to 
handle too many "irons." as before stated, 
he has failed In obtaining complete control 
of his own city and the result is, he is in a 
good position to preach "com?-tition" toi 
those who will listen to and put faith in his I

A dispatch from San Francisco announces 
that it has been definitely ueiiutd to hold in 
that city in 1901 a world's fair, to be known 
as the facific Ocean and International Expo- 
faition. It will be opened on May 1, lttUl. and 
continue tor about &ix months. 

The decision reached is a severe, but wtll- 
meiitea rebuke to the press of California in 
general, and that ot San Francisco in partic- 
ular. 

The daily papers especially were almost a 
unit in oppo&iug the uieut>uie. Thty can be 
relied upou to oppose and discourage almost 
any mebhure of an advertising nature which 
is not gtist for their mills. 

All manner of specious reasoning and soph- 
ist! y was resorted to in oraer to deltat tne 
pttbent project, and the opposition iB now 
more bitter than ever. 

The San Francisco Argonaut claims that the 
Miuwintcr Fair cost the ci.y oue at,a one- 
iiUaittr mllliou dollais without corresponoing 
btnems to the city and Stale, that it injured 
business ana had a b*u eutu upon the murals 
cf that city fcr many mouths alter the tatr 
(.lotto. Aicoiclug to the Aigonaut the Col- 
umbian Woiio's Fair workea a latting injury 
to Chicago, so much so that the asscsst.d val- 
uation ot the property of the city has since 
deci eased "more than Hiteen million acllars." 
ilince. V. is argued that a wcila's ttir at San 
FiamUio would not only be dctiimeutiil to 
the matelial interests of the eity. but the leu 
lutllions of dollars that it will cost could be 
spent to much better advantage in mahi.ig 
permanent improvements in the city. 

Net to be outdone by the Argonaut, the 
Examiner comes lotwatd with the following 
in double leads: 

"Do the big fairs pay? 

"The zeal and enutpiise of the men who 
are putting foiward plans for a Pacific Ocean 
Exposition at San Francisco for 1601 are 
wot thy of all commendation. But before any 
it revocable steps are taken in the matttr 
there should be a frank consideration of all 
the questions involved." 

"The Examiner yields to nobody in its 
eagerness to have things done for the ad- 
vancement of the city and State. But before 
we invest any money in this enterptise we 
ask the business men of the city to consider 
the question. Do fairs pay? Is this the best 
use that can be made of the money? 

"The test of the profit of a fair, we take 
It. is the amount of money that it brings from 
outside the city. On this point San Francisco 
has but one local precedent to judge bv. and 
that is the Midwinter Fair. Who will say 
that this brought to the city the money that it 
cost? The expense of that modest affair was 
in round numbers Jl.2ii0.000. 

"One-third of this was raised by subscrip- 
tion, and of the rest the bulk came from the 
patronage of the people of San Francisco and 
the nearby towns and cities. It is not be- 
lieved that the money spent by visitors In 
this city equaled the amount paid by citizens 
to the Fair. 

"To attract attention and visitors from oth- 
er States and countries there would, of 
course, have to be something vastlv more 
pretentious than the Midwinter Fair. " It cost 
nearly 128,000.000 to give the Chicago Fair, 
exclusive of the amounts spent by nations. 
States, concessionaires and private exhibitors. 
The total cost of the exhibition is believed to 
have been little It any under $50,000,000. With 
the utmost economy San Francisco could not 
hope to give a creditable exposition for less 
than $10,000,000. ts this the most profitable 
use that could be made of this amount of 
money? 

"The experience of Chicago would answer 
that It is not The effect of the great fair 
that was held there in 1S93 has not been rurh 
as to encourage other cities to try It. Chi- 
cago has not yet recovered from the strain 
of that enormous undertaking. The activity 
of the fair time has been followed bv depres- 
sion that has had serious effects on the trade 
and industry of the city. 
, "U la, therefore, worthy of most careful de- 
liberation whether the money that would be 
Epent on a fair could not be expeneded to 
much brtter rest- Its for the trade and cxnan- 
flon of the city. Is there not a way less likely 
to overstrain thf resources of the city of to 
lead to overbuilding and to the reaction that 
comes from the expenditure of vast sums In 
unnrcductlve labor? 

"What Is It that the city needs to bring it 
prosperity? Not amusements, we are sure. 
It la trade, more markets, commerce with the 
interior and other ports of the Pacific, more 
manufactures, more demand Tor our products 
of orchard and field factory. It is worth ask- 
ing whether the direct way of getting these 
Is not the best. How much of a subHdy 
would It take to lend to the establishment of 
steamship lines to the PhlllpDlnes and to oth- 
er lands where we hone to find a mnrkt-t for 
pur goods? How irnch of n guaranty would 
it take to put d"slrablc manufactures on their 
feet? How could money be better spent than 
In the establishment of permanent exhibits 
or our goods in Manilla and the leading Chi- 
nese and South American norts. after the 
manner of the Caracas exhibit? How much 
money would it take to send out drummers 



with samples of the products in which we 
have the acknowledged utperioiity. seeking 
for ordets fur California goods? 

"The- policy of going after customers should 
be considered e-arciully when it is proposed 
to try to bring the customers to us. In which 
way can we reach thi^ most people and get 
the be 1 :! returns for the money? These are 
the things to be decided before going much 
farther." 

The foregoing excerpts are. samples of the 
attitude of the San Franciscan papers. The 
following gives an idea of that of the stinking 
little sheetlets throughout the State: 

"San Franci-co wants to have another ex- 
position, and have other people pay for it. 
The plan is to have a "Pacific Exposition" in 
Golden Gate Park in 1901. and the committee 
has decided to ask the eity for the sum of 
$750,000. and to ask the State ot California for 
?:100.000. and Congress fcr as irueh more. 

"New. if San Francisco wents to have ap- 
cther fair, there is no objection, but there iv 
likely to be some very substantial objections 



large. Experience proves it, definite tangible 
results prove it. and statistics prove it. Even 
large fairs that were shamefully mismanaged, 
have benefitted their projectors and exhibitors 
alike. \% hat is more, the San Francisco papers 
knew it. 

In their onslaught on this movement as in 
their recent crusade against the .billboards, 
the y have del iberate ly resorted to misrepre- 
sentation, distortion .of facts and downright 
mendacity. 

Howe* e r. our dispatch says, "the fair will 
be held." Hence, we argue that the "influ- 
ence" of the California press is not "such-a- 
much" after, all. even if their united and un- 
remitting efforts did finally bluff a retiring 
bunch of politicians into harassing two lone 
billpcsting firms of San Francisco.

to a request for $500,000 from the State to help 
it along. If the city wishes to give $750,000. 
it is perfectly proper for it to do so. and If 
Congress can be worked for a half a million, 
the expenditure of that sum of money will not 
hurt the coast. But this State has no busi- 
ness appropriating $500,000 to help make a tair 
for the people who live around San Francisco 
Bay.

Mr. John M. True, of the Wisconsin State 
Boaid of Agriculture then presented the fol- 
lowing paper: 

HOW CAN WE REDUCE THE ISSUES OP 
COMPLIMENTAKIES. AMD WOULD IT 
BE WISE TO ABOLISH THE SYSTEM? 
The courtesies of life produce its happiest 
incidents. In private I if e f the generous shar- 
ing with a friend,, whatever pleasure or en- 
joyment comes in our way, is a distinctive 
lnolcation of a. broad and liberal spirit. 

But in affairs of a public character, where 
the interests involved allect the many, and 
where private rights are abridged, courtesies 
can only be properly extended to those whose 
* services and claims are of a public nature. 
The issuing of complimentary tickets by 
Fair Associations is the natural outgrowth 
of the spirit of good fellowship, but has de- 
generated into an abuse of its original intent, 
which is causing annoyance and embarrass- 
ment without end to most fair managers in 
the country. 

How far it may be proper for bodies of men 
representing the general interests of a State 
to grant special privileges to parties who 
claim the same, or what constitutes a suffi- 
cient basis for such recognition, also how far 
policy may enter into these considerations, 
are questions for us to discuss. 

The wording of the subject assigned to me 
for discussion more than intimates that the 
popular verdict is, that the issue of. compli- 
mentaries to our fairs has exceeded its proper 
limiV and even questions -whether the evil 
may not be best met by a complete abolition 
of the custom. 

While I do not clearly see the way to the 
endorsement of a. complete giving up of the 
practice, I do believe that certain definite 
rules governing the matter should be estab- 
lished by all State boards— rules so clearly 
drawn as to render comparatively easy the 
handling of this question by the management 
of fairs. 

For instance, suppose complimentaries to 
be furnished State officials, members of the 
Legislature, representatives of the press of 
the State in general, and of such outside pap- 
ers as may attend the fair: the President and 
Secretary of State Dairyman's Association; 
State Horticultural Society, and other organ- 
izations closely allied to interests with which 
the fair deals. It may be advisable to. allow 
each member of the board a limited number 
of tickets to be given out as he may see fit. 
In the recognition of State officials, let the 
board determine whether this shall mean 
heads of departments, or whether it shall in- 
clude assistants, clerks, typewriters and jan- 
itors. 

This is no easy matter to handle, especially 
when your office is located in the capitol 
building, and you are brought in eontact with 
all these parties; and in our experience, con- 
trary to geed judgir • it. and even without 
shadow of justice, the list has been extended 
to take in the complete outfit- 
There are good reasons why State officials 
should be recognized. They, with you, are 
representatives of the State's 'interests. You 
are. in your work, often placed under certain 
obligations, on account of official courtesies, 
and It is politic to sustain the most friendly 
relations to them. 

Members of the Legislature are also rep- 
resentatives of the people of the State, and as 
such are entitled to recognition, while policy 
would dictate that courtesies extended to 
these men of influence and power, are prop- 
erly bestowed. 

The Agricultural Fair must hav- the notice 
and publicity gained through the State press. 
This recognition may be gained as the re- 
sult of a purely business transaction, where- 
by for a certain sum of money, a given 
amount of advertising is furnished; but in 
our experience, the country press especially, 
gives good returns for complimentaries given, 
whether accompanied by a payment of money 
or not. 

The city press, with which you must more 
largely advertise, if your fair be held near 
some large city, is not so easily handled. In 
addition to the liberal amount of money paid, 
large requirements for complimentaries are 
made, exceeding sometimes, it would seem, 
the entire force of its office. 

You must have the support and good will 
of this city press, not only before, but dur- 
ing the progress of the fair, and hence you 
sometimes feel that you have been bled be- 
yond the requirements of propriety or de- 
cency. 

This matter can be best handled by an ar- 
rangement by the fair management, or its 
press agent, when arranging for advertising, 
by limiting the number of tickets to be given 
each paper. 
In these, and other like cases, avoid the in- 
ividual applicant, and deal only with the 
•esponsible head or representative. 

Representatives of the press who visit your 
fair in the capacity of reporters should be 
given all facilities for pleasant and complete 
work. Among these should be complimentary 
tickets embracing all privileges under the 
control of the fair. 

The most friendly relations should be pus- 
tained between the State Board or Agriculture 
and the County Agricultural organizations, as 
well as all other bodies recognized by the 
State, that are engaged in promoting interests 
that in turn are recognized by State fair man- 
agements; and clearly, if complimentary 
tickets are given, the proper officers of such 
organizations should be favored. 

It has been the custom in Wisconsin to com- 
pliment the Mayor and other leading officers 
of the city of Milwaukee. ( Inasmuch as dur- 
ing the fair we receive police protection and 
other courtesies from this source. But here 
again, as in the case of State officials, comes 
la the question of limit, and it teems to be- 



The most trying candidate for special favors 
is the man who arops into the onlce just be- 
fore or auring tne iair to impress his good 
wishes for your success, in every named par- 
ticular, but who lingers to inquire whether you 
are giving out complimtntuiies, ana when one 
is hanaea him for himself ana laay, blanaly 
asks that that it be made ••ladies" or ••rani- 
ily;' and he even turns bade , when you 
think you are rid of him, to inquire whether 
this ticket ••is good lor the grand stand." 

This fellow is not an object of chaiiiy. He 
would be terribly indignant at such an inti- 
mation. He will ride in his carriage to your 
fair next aay, but ne has politely robbed you 
of five dollars that should be in the treasuiy 
vOf the boaid. 

^"Another character is becoming quite com- 
mon — the collector of complimentai ies. he 
brings with him tickets of the past ten State 
fairs that he has visited as a dead-head, and 
while he cares little for attending the fair 
he wishes to ado to his treasured stock of 
samples. 

I suppose that in different localities classes 
of troublesome applicants of favors vary. 

With us the railroad men are regular and 
persistent petitioners for favors. 

There may be grounds for making these 
claims in some States, but as In our case few 
courtesies are extended to the Board of Agri- 
culture by most of the railroads, we fail to 
recognize the strength of the one-sided obli- 
gation. 

1 am of the opinion that the proper contrcl 
of the issue of complimentaries can only be 
gained by the adoption, by .State Boards, of 
_iules dettning to whom these courtesies are 
to be extended, and then by a rigid enforce- 
ment of the same. 

. I say rigid, because a deviation from any 
rule establishes a precedent that overthrows 
your whole system. 

It is all-important that these decisions be 
fair, reasonable, and just, established upon 
premises that commend them to fair minded 
people. 

Most persons will submit gracefully to rea- 
sonable requirements, if satisfied that all are 
being treated alike, and especially so if no 
personal, social or political pull is mis- 
trusted. 

Let the IJr be considered a State institu- 
tion, backed and supported by the State lor 
purposes of public benefit. 

That primarily the rights of all citizens of 
the State are equal, so far as the privileges 
and benefits of the fair are concerned, and 
that special favors will only be granted on 
account of position held or 'service rendered. 

Mr. Pearce: I would like to ask Colonel 
True a question. In his remarks with re- 
gard to passes to railroad people, are the rail- 
^•road people asking for what they are not en- 
titled lor 

Mr. True: In reply I would say that In our 
dealing with the railroads it seems to me it 
is a purely business transaction. We have es- 
tablished an event that brings a great amount 
of business to them and upon which we sup- 
pose they realize handsomely in the manage- 
ment of their business. We have asked the 
railroads running in our State to extend to 
us favors as a State Board of Agriculture and 
only in one or two instances have we been 
able to get them. We think turn about fair 
play. If their business system makes it im- 
proper to extend courtesies to us,' our business 
system should, make it improper to extend 
courtesies to them. 

Mr. Grimes: In my sixteen years' experi- 
ence in fairs, this argument of complimentary 
tickets has been brought up, perhaps at every 
meeting. I have been silting here thinking 
and listening to the gentlemen. Their argu- 
ments are all good for their respective lo- 
calities. Each locality requires a different 
system. There can be no system that will 
govern every fair as to complimentaries. it 
Js a subject that has worried treasurers during 
the lifetime of fairs and it has never been 
systematically settled. If this body of men 
can systematically settle this question they 
will go down to posterity as being the brain- 
iest men that ever came together. We can 
argue and appoint committees and discuss 
this question and It resolves itself down to 
this point— It will be just where you started 
in. You will make no changes whatever. 
The Secretary of each association is consid- 
ered smart enough to do as his constituents 
wish; in other words there is more policy 
used in the distribution of complimentary 
tickets than there is in anything else that I 
know of. I have been in occasion to use them. 
I have actually known men to spend five dol- 
lars in sociability with different members to 
get one fifty cent complimentary ticket. Why 
Is it? It is just like the American people, 
they want something for nothing. I tell you. 
you can discuss this matter ail day to-day 
and you will be no better off. The best thing 
this body can do is to drop it. 

Mr. Harriman: There is a matter that has 
not been discussed that seems to me import- 
ant. Possibly you may have discussed It at 
some of your former meetings. If so I have 
not heard of the results, and that is with re- 
par-? to inducing the railroeds to sell a feir 
ticket With each low rate. We persuaded the 
railroads In our State in '96 to do that but 
in '97 some roads objected to It. We find it 
works very much to our advantage. For In- 
stance we get the one fare rate in our State 
going to Des Moines, and a great many men 
will make it convenient to go to Des Moines 
to do business and will not attend the fair 
but if they buy a fair ticket they generally 
use It or else give it to some one else to use 
and then we get it and return it to the rail- 
road and get our money. If that could be es- 
tablished uniformly throughout all the States 
pr a united effort made to secure it. It seems 
to me It would be a great advantage. Possi- 
ble that has been discussed. 
,. Tn - e Is an <>ther question I wanted to ask 
Mr. True in regprd to. Do you issue com- 
plimentaries to all the papers in your State? 

Mr. True: We send a complimentary ticket 
to a representative of each paper in the State 

and we nod in connection with this that when 



we want a notice of our date that It Is al- 
most always received favorably. 

Mr. Harriman: Do you make these tickets 
transferable? 
Mr. True: No, sir. , 

Mr. Harriman: We adopted that system 
and we believe it is a good investment. We 
make them transferable. We send to each 
paper in the State and say we expect you to 
give us complimentary notice and tor so doing 
we send you this complimentary, which you 
can use yourself or transter to someone else, 
thus advertising the fair. We believe we are 
getting large money on the investment. 

Mr. True: I believe we make a mistake In 
cheapening our complimentary ticket. I ao 
not believe wo ought to make it a matter 
of merchandise. It should mean what it says 
— complimentary. 

Mr. Harriman: I did not mean necessarily 
a complimentary. 

Mr. True: I want to say that I believe that 
this quest! -n of complimentaries is witnin 
the hands and can be controlled by the State 
Board. All it needs are certain rules based 
upon good common sense and the man who 
has got sand enough to stand up and enforce 
them. There are persons entitled to privi- 
leges and there are others who are not. When 
a gentleman stands at the gate and sees a 
man come up whom he knows has no more 
right than himself to go in free, he is In- 
dignant and he is right, and there starts the 
feeling of antagonism to the fair. Let our 
rules be such that we can stand by them and 
then if we have got a man on the board who 
has sand enough to stand up, put him in a 
position to execute your plans. 

Mr. Harriman: The tickets that we re- 
ferred to are press passes. 

Mr. Grimes: I am one of you and would 
most gladly welcome any solution of this 
matter, but. as I said before, this is no doubt 
the same old subject to every member and a 
solution has never been accomplished, and 
if this body can come to some solution which 
would be practical and used by all fairs v.- • 
we will accomplish something that will go 
down to history and will be worth our trip 
of one thousand miles here to accomplish I 
would be very glad if something could be ac- 
complished. My remarks were not antagonis- 
tic to this subject. But we are wasting time. 
Mr. Liggett: I think the paper is a good 
one and I believe It is to the interest of all 
here that we should take some recognition 
of it, and while I do not believe we can 
accomplish uniformity, there is nothing we 
have had to-day of more importance and 
especially to exchange ideas with reference 
to it. We all know that these privileges are 
abused. These things should be discussed 
and these privileges that are so much 
abused ought to be modified In some way 
but I think the special boards will have 
to control them. 

Mr. Flemins: I am glad to know that 
there are some states receivins fair treat- 
ment at the hands of the railroads. I am 
only sorry that I can not say so much for 
Ohio. The railroads do not seem to recog- 
nize the members of the Board of Agricul- 
ture as working in their mutual Interest 
and It is impossible for us to get even trip 
passes for our members, much less annuals. 
I have tried repeatedly to get annual passes 
for our members along the lines they lived 
but have failed utterly. I have even tried 
to get trip passes, but the official will not 
understand that they are entitled to it. 
In fact, the secretaries can not get passes 
over all the railways thut enter Columbus. 



One or two railways give passes, but in 
general we can not secure them. Somo 
tlmo ago, in making application, I received 
a call trom the general manager of the road 
I went to his office, he "took me Into his 
private room and asked me upon what 
grounds I requested annual passes over the 
road. I went over the ground with him and 
stated that we considered our work mutual 
and we thought the roads ought to contrib- 
ute transportation. "Don't the Board of Ag- 
riculture pay your expenses? What more do 
you want?" "The board does not feel that 
tbey should bo compelled to pay my ex- 
penses when I go out to work up fair mat- 
ters when it is as much to your interest as 
to their.*. I try to get men to come to the 
fair, and if a man comes we get fifty cents 
and you get an average of, perhaps, |2.5u." 
He finally called his chief clerk and in- 
structed him to make out for me an annual 



Keferring to the complimentary pass, I 
perhaps ought to say just a word about that 
because we are trying a new system In Ohio, 
it is said we might discuss this matter and 
never get uniformity, but I beg to disagree 
with my superior officer from Ohio and say 
that I believe there Is a system, where in 
fifteen minutes we can get at a uniform 
basis, and that is that we abolish entirely 
the complimentary and free pass system of 
every kind. I believe it has got to come to 
that. I do not believe there is another man 
in the United States believes wholly as I 
do. In Ohio we are coming a little to that. 
I do not say that we should not give per- 
sons free admissions who have contributed 
something toward the fair as a recompense, 
but I believe It should be done in another 
way than complimentary. We have started 
in a little on that line, and the newspapers 
and the helpers and the exhibitors and the 
privilege people and everyone of that char- 
acter who are entitled to one admission a 
day, instead of giving them a ticket we have 
a book of orders on the Treasurer. That 
order is handsomely lithographed and some- 
times people think a good deal more of a 
nice-looking check or order, and that order 
says, "Treasurer of Ohio State Fair, please 
issue ticket to John Brown on account of 
help," or whatever It may be, and that Is 
good, and when he goes to the fair he sim- 
ply takes that up to any ticket office and 
there It represents a half dollar and the 
clerk hands him a ticket and he goes in. 
These checks are then charged up as cash. 
The next day. if he has another order, he 
gets another ticket. Suppose you have in 
the machinery department an exhibitor who 
Is entitled to so many tickets, say eight ad- 
missions, or twelve; now, when he comes 
up to the department the first day, his name 
is reported and he is found to be entitled 
to two helpers under the rules; he then 
gets his eight or twelve orders, or whatever 
they may be, and they are good for tickets 
at any of the sale windows, the same as half 
dollars. When the fair is over you know 
how many of these orders have been issued 
and what each one was for, and we are com- 
ing to the conclusion that that is the rr.ly 
way to do It. to reduce the number of kinds 
of tickets as much as possible. When we 
come to the point where we use only one 
style of ticket it will solve many oi these 
discussions. If you want to Issue lo a num- 
ber of the legislature, or anyone else, a 
complimentary, after you have these orders 
lithographed nicely, send them to him. "Voii 
know that you have given out two uoliiirs* 
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worth of tickets, or as many as ft may be, 
and you know you have not given anyone 
a ticket that he can pass through'. •.::«.. renus- 
as many times as he wishes. It Heems to mo 
tbut with an order like this to present to 
any one of the ticket sellers he will feel as 
much complimented as by any other method. 
The man will talk about it just as much ai.d 
it will do .just as much good. I think the 
time is coming when wo will come to a 
single ticket system. It will reduce the 
kinds of tickets and net annoy your gate- 
tender. We used the tickets spoken of by 
brother Hill for four years. We stopped 
it. It may succeed all right in Toronto, hut 
it did not succeed with i.h— porlmpH we did 
not have the right kind of gntc-tcndvra. I 
am satisfied thnt many people went in that 
were not entitled to go in. lly this other 
method when the matter Is taken up at the 
end cf the fair we know just how many 
tickets each department has used. We do 
not give them any tickets at all, if we can 
help it. When we sell the privilege it is 
with the understanding that It will cost 
them so much to £ret in.

: Mr. Garrard submitted the following: 

Whereas, In order to properly conduct 
contests of speed on the race tracks of state 
and county fair grounds, and be able to se- 
cure strict decorum on the part of drivers 
and others, and otherwise protect the' inter- 
ests of the fair, it is necessary to hold mem* 
bership in a Trotting Association in order 
to enforce rules, levy fines for disobedience, 
suspend and expel for fraud, and collect un- 
paid claims; and, 

Whereas, The American Trotting Associa- 
tion. J. 11. Steiner, Secretary, with head- 
quarters at Chicago, 111., has adopted a se- 
ries cf rules governing races, that we be- 
lieve do most fully meet the requirements 
of fair organizations, permitting as they do 
the speeding of hoppled horses and not re- 
quiring that drivers procure an annual li- 
cense, the restriction of the formeiy and the 
requirement of the latter not beitfg in the 
interest of fair organizations, where the 
.races are for premiums only and without 
pooling privileges; and. 

Whereas, The American Trotting Associa- 
tion has recognized the importance of the 
State and County Fairs of the United States 
by electing to its Directory a representative 
fair man in the person of Mr. J as. W. Flem- 
ing, the Secretary of this American Asso- 
ciation of Fairs and Expositions, a man who 
is fully conversant with fair management, 
and who. as a member of the Directory of 
the American Trotting Association, will look 
alter the interests of the fair members of 
said Association: therefore. 

Resolved, That we endorse the American 
Trotting Association and commend its rules, 
and we further recommend that State and 
County fair organizations conducting speed 
contests, place their membership with said 
Association, and conduct the contests under 
its rules and protection. 

Mr. Grimes: In support of the resolution 
presented I would simply say that it is a 
recognized fact that the American Associa- 
tion interests itself more than any other as- 
sociation in the work of county and state 
fairs. It has adopted a great many rules 
that come under the head of fair organiza- 
tions that would not come under the head of 
what we rail speed contests, where there is 
no fair attached to them. With this in view 
I hope the members will consider, not that 
I say anything disparaging at all of the Na- 
tional Trotting Association— it is a good 
thing, but it has adopted rules which our 
fair organization can not comply with and 
properly continue the fair. We will say, for 
illustration, that you own a horse: you wilt 
perhaps trot that horse. In one or two fairs 
If you are governed by the National Trot- 
ting Association you will have to go on rec- 
ord as a licensed trotter.- If you want to 
place him in the fair you will have to get a 
license to do so under the National rules. 
If the horse is accustomed to wearing hop- 
ples 'and can not be driven without a hop- 
ple, you can not drive him in the fair un- 
less you discard the hopple. This rule takes 
effect the coming year. With the difference 
between the two associations as to the con- 
duct of the fair, I think that this resolu- 
tion should be passed beyond question, and 
J hope that It will. I will give any further 
information in my power and will be glad 
' to answer any Question I can.

Live Stock- 
Horses: One ticket for every two horses, 
up to six, and no increase for number above 
Eix. 

Cattle: One man for every herd up to six 
head, and one extra man for all over that 
number. 

Sheep: One helper for each breed shown, 
or* one for e-ach pen or flock. 

Swine: Same as sheep. ■ 

Poultry: One helper for each exhibitor 
who makes one dozen entries or more. 

Machinery or implements: Helpers accord- 
ing to the number of machines or imple- 
ments actually in operation, to be left to 
the management cf the several fairs. 

Grains. Garden Products, Art, Woman's 
Work. Fruit and Horticultural Products: No 
helpers. 

Manufacturer's or Commercial Exhibits- 
One helper, or in case of large exhibits, two 
helpers, in. judgment of management. 

In case of concessionaires or refreshment 
privileges, we recommend that the matter be 
leit to judgment oi manaaemeiit. according 
to amount paid for privilege.

Iowa did without a State Fair last year. 
but will be more wise the coming season. 
At a recent meeting of The Iowa State Agil- 
cultural Society, held at Des Mcines. the in- 
terest manifested in the affairs of the socitty 
was unusually lively. Six new Directors were 
elected, dates arranged, and everything got- 
ten well under way for a successful fair Au- 
gust 25 to September 2. There is a plan on 
foot to have the business men of Des Moines 
join the association for the purnose of erecting 
a pavilion on the fair grounds for the exhi- 
bition and sale of stock under cover. It is an 
act of wisdom to make the weather a less 
important factor in the holding of a success- 
ful fair. A rainy spell has no right to break 
up the planning of half a year or more, yet 
in many cases it does. We read too often of 
the fair that was a failure on account of the 
weather, and as much as nossibly can be, 
ought to. be done to obviate this. 

A few reasons ago, when attending a Ken- 
tucky fair, I happened to witness a baby 
show: Baby shows, by the way. are a «rood 
thing, and ought to be made a feature at ev- 
ery fair. On this occasion, there was on? 
particularly confident arid self-satisfied 
mamma, who was positive that her little one 
could not possibly be out-babi'd. and who 
was certain of the first prize. The child w-s 
a moderately fine one, and to add to it. the 
material parent had a special wardrobe pre- 
pared for the occasion, and a colored nurse 
to drers the little one in all the delicate fin- 
ery of lace and silk that a fond mother could 
possibly procure. It was a little bunch of 
scented lace and cambric and ribbons when 
ready to be carried into the show ring. The 
Judges happened, unfortunately (or fortun- 
ately, perhaps) to be men. And tb<;y had no 
better sense than to tie the blue ribbon, which 
was firet premium, on a big fat baby, with 
laughing blue eyes, ard dressed in a purple 
flannel dress and a black cash. "Feathers 
may make fine birds," but they don't m?ke 
fine baiies. 

"None but the brave deserve the fair." read 
Farmer Longfurrow, "That's right." he said 
emphatically. "A fair's too blamed good a 
thing for the cowardly sneaking mortal to 
enjov. Them poets do hit the truth once in 
a while. 



Tennessee. 



The people of Tennessee are awakening to 
the fact that a State Fair would be a good 
thing for them. Rich in minerals, timber, 
and a soil for grazing and agricultural pur- 
poses, they re.-lize that a permanent State 
Fair et Nashville would mean much to them 
in many ways. 

It is saia that the State Fairs in New York. 
Ohio, and many other places do net pay as 
they formerly did, but this may be owing to 
the fact that amusements have been overdone 
in those States, while in Tennessee it is dif- 
ferent, and the people are not satiated. 

A well conducted and attractive agricultural 
and mechanical exposition at Nashville would 
be a drawing card for years to come. 



"The grounds and buildings of the exposi- 
tion of 1898, at Omaha, have been purchased 
by a company formed to hold an exposition 
this year to be known as the Greater Ameri- 
can Exposition of 1S99." The exposition is 
to consist of exhibits from the new posses- 
sions of the United States. Resolutions have 
been presented to Congress to gain recogni- 
tion for the project, and to request the ad- 
mission of the exhibits duty free. It is pro- 
posed to open the exhibition on July 1st. and 
close it on November 1st. It hardly seems 
as If the time has arrived for an exhibition 
which deals with our newly acquired terri- 
tory. Everything is at present in such a cha- 
otic state, and we doubt very much if an ad- 
equate display can be made."— Scientific 
American. 



This subject will receive- considerable at- 
tention during the present session of the 
Legislature. The State was formerly divided 
into forty-five districts, and in '95 the appro- 
priations for these fairs were vetoed by the 
Governor. It is said now that the Governor 
will approve of a law fixing not more than 
twenty districts in the State, distributed so 
as to accomodate the most people. The total 
appropriation for these is not to exceed $SO,000 
annually. As a number of District Agricul- 
tural Associations and Farmers' Institutes 
have taken it into their heads to agitate this 
question, we can reasonably expect that some- 
thing will be done. 

The great exhibition to be held at San Fran- 
cisco in 1901, has finally been christened after 
much argument, and will -be known as the 
Pacific Ocean and International Exposition. 
Its main object Is to display the products of 
our newly acquired possessions. 

San Francisco proposes to establish an Ex- 
position at Honolulu, for the benefit of tour- 
ists. Word from a local source is to the ef- 
fect that better hotel accomodations would be 
a necessity. 



Missouri is also agitating the question of 
organizing a permanent SU.te Fair. The pro- 
posed fair grounds would occupy a large 
tract of land donated by the city, for that 
purpose, and would also be utilized by the 
National .Guard of Missouri for a place of 
encampment. Those most int. rested believe 
that when brought before the Legislature the 
bill will be passed, but there is a great deal 
of opposition. 



The Coyoacan' Agricultural Exposition has 
jest been held at Coyoaca, Mexico, Presi- 
dent Diaz being present, and distributing 
the prizes. The President and his party 
made their way to the grounds in two spe- 
cial, but crdinary street cars, which were 
taken there by numerous switchings, so that 
the Presidential narty would not need to 
change cars. This seems to be a bugbear, 
even in Mexico. The whole occasion of the 
President's advent into the Exposition 
grounds was marked by a dearth of unnec- 
essary display, and bordered upon primitive 
siniHicity. Kis arrival was awaited by a 
crowd at the Exposition Building steps, in- 
cluding many Americans who were eager to 
see this fatrous statesman. The prizes con- 
sisted of handsome medals, and diplomas. 
The President and his party, including a 
r.urrber of prominent Mexicans, visited and 
examined irost of the . exhibits, and of course 
were specially interested in the excellent ex- 
hibits of the Mcrmon Colonists in Chihua- 
hua, their exhibits being, in fact, the very 
best in the whole collection. 

The people of Buffalo seem to be wide 
awake and generous. They are sub c "HM T T € r 
for stock in the Pan-American Exposition at 
the rate of $100,000 a day. Of course, this is 
not 'to left for very long, but the amount 
esked will soon be entirely made up. The 
exposition to be held in 1901 is now a cer- 
tainty, and so is its success. 

Kansas is agitating the question of holding 
a Ststs Fair at Topeka. and will ask the Leg- 
islature to appropriate an annual guarantee 
premium fund of $200,000. A committee has 
been appcinted to urge this before the Legis- 
lature.

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Proceedings of the Western 
Ohio Fair Managers. 

Meeting at Van Wert, Ohio, Feb. 8th. 

At lo:::o o'clock quite a large number of 
fair officers assembled in the magnificent 
court room at Van Wert, Ohio, and were 
called to order by the President, A. liarrod, 
of Lima. 

Hon. O. M. Saltzgaber. of Van Wert, was 
introduced, and gave an address of welcome 
to the visiting brethren. He said it was his 
pleasure and privilege to welcome the fair 
Officers of Western Ohio to the best agricul- 
tural county In the State, and also to the 
home of one of their honored citizens, who 
was known throughout the State, and rec- 
ognized as a successful fair manager, both in 
his own county and as a member of the Stats 
Hoard of Agriculture, lie referred to Hon. 
J. S. Stuckey. 

The welcome put sociability in the air. 

Secretary Haifhill, of Mercer County, re- 
sponded In a few appropriate remarks. 

Gentlemen— It has been given to me upon 
this occasion to speak briefly to my fellow 
officers and co-workers of the Western Ohio 
Fair Managers' Association. 

As its President I feel It my duty to con- 
gratulate the members upon its rapid growth 
and undoubted usefulness and Influence upon 
the fairs of Ohio. Although scarcely eighteen 
months since its conception at Ottawa, it is 
able to stand alone and write upon the stat- 
ute books of Ohio, and its constitution has 
the strength and power to grasp and bind the 
eighty-eight counties of Ohio Into union. 

The county. State and Nation have recog- 
nized the fair as an institution among men, 
and one that acts as an important factor and 
aid to civilization and progress. The true 
object of the fair Is to show the changes of 
years; the contrast between the old and the 
new; the differences between skilled and un- 
skilled labor, and the products of the soil 
upon which we live: and in order that this 
result may be brought about careful atten- 
tion must be given to its management. This 
management devolves upon men: therefore. 
Intelligent men are required: men of brain 
and principle, not men who have no time for 
improving and better qualifying themselves 
for their duties: not men who seek glory and 
notoriety at small expense; not men who are 
selfish and ready to be the first to fleece their 
society: not men who want place merely for 
the privilege of placing themselves on exhi- 
bition during the days of the fair: not men 
who will vote to buy the largest and most 
expensive director's badge that can be found 
in the catalogue: not men who want every- 
thing done by a committee, large enough to 
include them: not men who want their cou- 
sins and their aunts to be assistants, etc.. 
with dinner tickets, etc.. at the expense of 
the fair: not men who claim to be self-made 
and think too much of the Job; not men who 
will not spend one day In the year to attend 
a Fair Manager's meeting. 

The fair officer rhould be a man who is 
energetic, enthusiastic, and a hustler. He 
should be a man who has accepted the posi- 
tion for the good he can do his fair, and who 
has and will take the time to flt himself for 
his task. The man who is found pushing his 
fair three hundred and sixty-five days in the 
year Is the man who deserves re-election and 
a reserved seat in the grand stand of St 
Peter. 

The man who has no ax to grind. 

Nor fathers a scheme of any kind 

Will be the man who is bound to stav 

And lead the ticket on election day. " 

We are living in an age of the world which 

requires broader and keener men in everv 

vocation of life than ever before. The fair 

is a combination and exhibition of many arts 

and industries. Many of the vices with which 

they have been afflicted are disappearing, and 

a new era is dawning. Those fairs that fail 

to heed or read the handwriting on the wall 

will go to the wall, as they deserve to go. 

Today the masses of the people are stronglv 

agalnst the dissipated fair, while on the other 

hand they ar.e more thoroughly convinced

The President then delivered the annual 
nrtrtress. Mr. Hnrrod said: (See Exhibit "A ") 

!.■!•. A F. Paul. President of Putnam County 
Jnlr, discussed the subject of "A Ticket Sys- 
tem for Fairs." He emphasized the fact that 
this was a point that should be most thor- 
oughly guarded, as lameness on the port of 
officers at this point will cause n greater 
lenkage than at any other In the receipts of 
the fair. He then explained and advocated 
the system adopted by his own county, 
which, summarized, is as follows: 

1. No family tickets sold. 

jj. No rompllmentnries issued. 

3. A pass book for persona absolutely en- 
titled to gate privileges. 

4. A different badge each day for helpers, 
not good ut gates. 

B. A coupon bndge ticket for general ad- 
mission; coupon entitles holder to pass sate 
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and is torn off. Badge part must be worn 
conspicuously. 

6. Wvery person on grounds to have a badge 
or give an account of himself, as under this 
system there is no excuse for any one who 
has entered the grounds properly for not hav- 
ing credentials of some kind. 

7. A membership ticket, which will entitle 
holder to make entries and right of suffrage. 
Price 25 cents, limited to residents of county, 
and not good for admission. 

Discussion by J. S. Stuckey, who said that 
this was a matter that was agitating the 
Van Wert Board; they were anxious to get 
away from family ticket nuisance, which 
should properly be called "neighborhood 
ticket," and was confident that gate receipts 
wo'uld be greatly increased if this could be 
done. 

Perry Focht Btated that Auglaize County 
was afflicted in the same manner, but was 
afraid that patrons of fair would not be sat- 
isfied with a change; that much imposition 
was practiced in the use of helper's badges 
and privileges, and commended system adopt- 
ed in Putnam County. 

C. W. Haifhill stated that the family ticket 
system was very satisfactory to Mercer 
County Fair. That it was the cause of very 
large attendance, and found it could pay its 
premiums, etc. That the cheaper the more 
popular would be the fair, and that Mercer 
County was not desirous of making any 
change. 

O. O. Swartout stated that a farmer had 
driven up to the Van Wert Fair gates, with 
hay rigging on his wagon, loaded with his 
family, which numbered about nineteen or 
twenty persons. He presented a family tick- 
et. Upon inquiry he stated that only his 
family were on the wagon. He was per- 
mitted to drive in, although it was noticed 
that some were black and some white. 

A number of other counties made reports 
as to their ticket system, and. with two or 
three exceptions, all seemed to be willing to 
get something better than the neighborhood 
ticket. The committee appointed one year 
ago on legislation made its report. 

Two bills had been made a law through its 
effojU. - viz.: 1st. A bill authorizing the 
County Commissioners to insure fair ground 
property without cost to the society. 2d. A 
bill authorizing the County Commissioners to 
make a levy not to exceed one thousand dol- 
lars in any county, for the support of the 
fair. That some twenty-two counties had 
contributed money to defray expenses of com- 
mittee, but that the funds raised was not 
enough by about six dollars, which sum the 
Mercer County Board bad generously made 
up. 

The hour of noon having arrived, the meet- 
ing adjourned, and all visiting brethren in- 
vited by the members of Van Wert Board 
to Hotel Marsh, where a very sumptious din- 
ner had been specially prepared for the oe-

at the recent meeting of the State Agricultur- 
al Society. It is quite likely, though that a 
fair will be held, and $10,000 appropriated for 
premiums. Officers were tlecttd and Mr. J. 
D. W. French, of Boston, the newly . hosen 
President seems to be of the opinion that the 
amount of money expended on the' fair might 
be put to better use for the benefit of the 
farmer. We can assure Mr. French, most de- 
cidedly, that he Is mistaken. He really does 
not seem to know what a fair is to the farm- 
er, and if he planned from now to the end of 
time, he could not devise anything that would 
take the place of this time-honored institu- 
tion, either in point of attractiveness, or - 
utility. 

Waterloo. Iowa, is to have a new track, 
built in the same shape as the letter "Q." 
This novel idea of a track will be carried out 
owing to a lack of space, and it is thought 
that it will be successful. The grand stand 
is to be placed where the straight line joins 
the oval.

Certain Solicitors Growing Unpopular in 
Ohio. 



BAD STATE OF AFFAIRS. 



Which Ca'lfor Investigation and ^Relief. 

For some post there has been a growing 
dissatisfaction existing among the Ohio Bill 
Posters regarding the irregular and uncom- 
mendable practice of one official soliciting 
firm and two bill posters. The following let- 
ter from Mr. Tyner, of the Ohio Board of 
Arbitration, was written to Mr. Tirrill. not 
for publication, but it so well expresses the 
temper of the bill posters in Ohio that Mr. 
Tirrill sends it to us for publication, and 
re-uests us to say that he endorses it. 

It is pleasing to note that there is a dis- 
position mnnifest among bill posters to take 
the running of the association into their own 
hands, to openly and fearlessly express their 
opinion, and to assert their rights boldlv: 
Springfield, O., January 30, 1S99. 
Brother Tirrill: 

Enclosed you will find a letter which t 
received last week, which will explain itself. 
Please read it and return It. telling me what 
you think of it. You know that I have al- 
ways contended that this was what the ma- 
jority of the so-called solicitors were doing, 
and that this was just what they were after 
when they got the commission raised to six- 
teen and two-thirds per cent., so there would 
be enough to enable them to offer the ad- 
vertisers a reasonable divy. and still leave 
themselves (the robbers) a good commission. 

I Investigated one deal at my own expense, 
nnd went fur enough to know that I was on 
the right track. I found out that the solici- 
tor was dividing the commission with the ad- 
vertiser at the expense of the bill posters. 
1 also know of another deal that was made 
the 8ame way, und was o clear steal, regard- 



less of the great squeal the solicitor made 
about his expenses for securing the work for 
the bill posters. I am sitisfled that this was 
nothing but a case of "bunko," good and 
strong. 

I will say to you that I have pretty tnor- 
ougbly investigated a number of deals where 
the solicitor has made such a to-do about his 
hard work, and his great expense in landing 
big jobs fcr us poor bill posters, and that we 
did not appreciate how much we owed to the 
poor hard-working solicitor, who was losing 
so much sleea and so many dollars, and 
aging so fast all for our benefit. 

Well, brother, my investigations show that 
this same daylight robber has been holding 
us up and bunkoing us in grand style, with- 
out any trouble or expense other than a few 
stamps and the writing of a few letters, and 
pulling in of a nice roll of the long green. 
That is what they are trying to do every day. 
As soon as they hear of a new firm going on 
the boards they are after him with a propo- 
sition to give them the work to send out, and 
they will whack the commission: which nine 
times out of ten lands the work, at the ex- 
pense of thousands of dollars to the bill post- 
ers of the country. 

I personally know of one case where this 
thing has been tried, and came near driving 
off the boards one of the best patrons we 
ever bad. This same thing is going to cause 
the association a lot of trouble, and if there 
is not something done to remedy it it will 
break the association up as sure as two and 
two make four, for we all thought that the 
solicitors were appointed to make business, 
not to kill it as they are doing. 

You know what was said to us by the 
Snider Preserve Company about the sixteen 
and two-thirds per cent. Well, that is the 
way the majority of the advertisers think 
about the matter, and they are right about 
it. The commission, since it has been abus- 
ed, has done much harm to the association, 
a fact that all will have to admit in the 
near future. 

I am an advocate of solicitors, but not as 
they are now. There is no sense or business 
about making every bill poster a solicitor, 
without giving bond or security that they 
will pay. Anybody can go ahead and work 
seme big advertiser into letting his work go 
out under his name, and divide the commis- 
sion, and then pay this "stiff" every month 
for all the work sent out, and then we (as 
in the case of Hood & Co.), we get the finger 
for from two to six months' billing. 

Brother, you can easily see what a nice 
pile cf ironey there is in it for Hood. 

There should not be more than four solici- 
tors appointed by the association; one in 
each point of the compass, and each one 
should be made to put up gilt edge security 
for $;vi,0ti(l, to insure payment of all bills con- 
tracted: and if any one of these solicitors 
at any time be found to have agreed in any 
way to split the commission with any adver- . 
User, theft he should be made to forfeit a 
good sum to the treasury; of the association, 
and lose his appointment. 

As it is now, any solicitor can do with us 
as he d pleases: divide commission, keep 

you out of your pay for posting, or any old 
thing he wishes, and the association and the 
bill posters have no redress: nor is there any 
way to even up with the solicitor. This is 
all too one-sided and unjust, and the time 
is close at hand when our association will 
have to do something to remedy this mistake. 

Business continues good. With kind re- 
gards and best wishes from all to all.

For 
instance: They wrote to Mr. Nye several 
months ago for prices for distributing here in 
Lincoln, at the same time saylne that J1.50 
per 1.000 was all they would pay. Then shortly 
afterwards, they corresponded with me (A. 
Proctor) not knowing that Proctor & Nyo 
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were in the distributing business together. 
They even went so far as to have me (A. 
Proctor) sign a contract, etc., and then later 
on wrote me saying that I would be given the 
next distribution of their booklets here In 
Lincoln. " At the same time, the Dr. Shoop Co. 
was corresponding with the. Lincoln District 
Telegraph Co. to do distributing and sent the 
matter to them with a letter instructing them, 
when they sent in their bill for the work, 
they were to make it out for $1.50 per 1,000, 
but that they (The Dr. Shoop Co.) would pay 
$1.75 per 1.000. The next day the L. D. T. Co. 
turned the distributio nof booklets over to 
us. Although the Dr. Shoop Co. treated us 
rather shabbily. 1 we gave them, honest and 
faithful distribution. ,

Atlanta, Gu., March 5.— The PhilllHtliiv apt- 
ly remarks: "Profanity does not consist In 
saying damn.

The preachers of Atlanta started u crusade 
asaiust the theatrical bills posted in that 
.Ity. and when they called on Mayor Wood- 
ward to solicit his help In the movement, 
they were shocked to find on the mayor's 
desk a calendar ornamented with a woman in 
very meagre attire. The committee started 
in by taking execeptlons to the calendar. 
The mayor did not kick tbem out of the 
office for their Insolence, nor did be reprove 
them for rude and ill-mannered interference 
in his personal affairs. On the contrary, he 
explained at some length that the picture 
was a lithographic reproduction of an Ameri- 
can sculptor's masterpiece — Hiram Powers' 
"Greek Slave." Aside from the charm of the 
original, the reproduction itself possessed 
certain rare, effects whicb appealed to his 
interest. 

The mayor further stated that people who 
admired the nude in art were not necessarily 
foul and prurient minded. He declared also 
that many artists believed that God created 
man in his own Image, as the Scriptures say 
be did. He quite believed that an artist 
could undertake and execute a figure paint- 
ing with pure, high-minded motives, and in 
homage to the Divine Being. 

He also believed there were many people 
who enjoyed art for art's sake — the minister's 
assertion to the contrary notwithstanding. In 
spite of this rather untoward beginning the 
committee stuck to Its course. The Rev. Dr. 
Landrum made a speech to the mayor, in 
which he said in part: 

"The same laws should govern lithographs 
as govern people on the street- Women 
should not be allowed to dress anv less on 
the boards than they do In real life on the 
public thoroughfares. It would be unlawful 
for a woman to walk down the street In 
tights. It should be the same for any one 
to hang a picture of a woman dressed In 
tights on a public bill board. There is no 
doubt that a great deal of evil results from 
this custom, and it abould be stopped in At- 
lanta." 

The excerpt quoted above, together with 
the mayor's attitude, was spread abroad by 
the Associated Press, and provoked the fol- 
lowing notice In the Charleston News and 
Courier, viz.: 

"It was stated some time ago that the new 
Mayor of Atlanta intended to run the town 
wide open, on the ground that the men would 
have their fun. and he wanted them to have 
It at home instead of In some distant city 
where they could be as wicked as they- 
pleased, but without any profit to the busi- 
ness of Atlanta. When he gets along far 
enough to permit the women to walk down or 
up the streets in tights, Atlanta will bo 
crowded with visitors."

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Distributing InAfl Its Fhases. £■ Look Before You Leap. 



(Prize Competition.) 
I can not give alt the phases of distributing 
in th:s contribution, but will start the ball 
rolling, and hope other members of the As- 
sociation will take up the subject and give 
us- at least one short contribution in each 
issue of "The Billboard." for several months 
to come. 1 am sure the exchange of vitws 
among the members will benefit us all. 

Any advertiser ought to know that good dis- 
tributing can not be done for less than 12.00 
per thousand, and when contracts are made 
(or less, the work will be done according to 
the price. 

Some advertisers think they are saving 
money by having their distributing done at 
low figures* but it is only a case of "savin? 
at the bung hole and loosing at the spigot." 
It is a mystery to me why advertisers 
throughout the country do not employ mem- 
bers of the International Association of Disr 
trtbutors to do their work, especially when 
they know that the association stands at the 
back of every member and make good the 
delinauency on the part of any member. 
Although the association is very careful in 
whom it admits as members, yet oce- 
an unworthy member is taken in and proves 
to be untrustworthy, but as they go wrong 
they are weeded out, and thus the associa- 
tion is purged of incompetent members. 

Another mystery to me is, why some large 
advertiser* send 'their- matter to druggists 
intrusting them with the distribution.-who in 
the course of a few months will send out 
one or two bors or a cheap man, never giv- 
ing a thought, or caring how the matter is 
put out. contenting themselves with seeing 
it out of the way. 

Well, the seed is sown broadcast, but what 
will the harvest be? Very little of it falls- 
on good pround where it could take root and 
bring forth fruit, but is left to die and rot 
without even taking- root. 

I have wen it sent out by druggists and 
thrown into yards and on stoops profusely, 
and that, too, just before" a rain, and just 
before the dismissal of schools, and during a 
high wind. None being placed inside the 
house or even on the back stoop: what must 
the result be? Eight-tenths of it was blown 
away or carried eway by the school children, 
or soaked through and. through by the r- 
and thus vaulable advertising matter is lost. 
Another way of wasting advertising matter 
so frequently used, is to place it between the 
gate and the gate post. Now. if a member 
of the household is the first to open, the gate 
they may look at it: but very often cast it 
aside, thinking it can not be of any value or 
it would have been put into the house. I 
have seen matter taken oft the gate and torn 
up without being looked at- If a stranger or 
another distributer opens the gate the mat- 
trr drops to the ground, and is rarely ever 
picked up by anybody, lr advertising mat- 
ter is not worth putting into the house under 
or through the open door, or window, or se- 
cured in some way. it "is not worth reading, 
at least so the public thinks. 

Advertisers generally judge by the returns 
from the distribution how well the matter has 
been put out. I shall never forget the words 
of the first man I ever made a contract with, 
D. O. Gunnells, with the W. T. Hanson Co., 
who on his second insoection F3id. "The best 
evidence I have that you have done your work 
well is that there has fr-en an increase of 
sales everywhere you have distributed." It 
encouraged p-e very much, and I then deter- 
mined that all of my natrons should have the 
F>mc care taken of their advertising matter. 
The fame inspector on his last trip, about a 
r-«* n th aero, dropped into Uniontown. Pa., on 
the same day I was diatribe-tine his f' — •*« 
matter. . In the evening. he said to me. "You 
nerd not want for anything to do as long as 
mil distribute in the manner you do." I 
hope his words will be verified some dav. 
As it is now I could do lots more if I only 
n?d it to. do. 

Xow, Mr. Editor, .this might seem to many 
s»s a cheao advertisement on my part., bet 
I assure you it is intended to beneet ail 
i worthy members of the Association, and ei-p 
(assurance to advertisers that their best Ileit- 
is to empley members of the Association, 
where they have an assurance of nrot"'-tion. 
My idea of good and efficient distribution 
is to place the matter as near as possible 
into the hands of those for whom it is intend- 
ed, by throwing it into the open door or win- 
dow, under front, side or back door. It 
may be placed hleh up in door jam where 
there fc a fenced yard, but never where the 
<*oor is flush with the street, in thi« case 
there is always a. way leading to a. side or 
back door, where it can safelv- he denosifeo - , 
and secured from the depredation of chil- 
dren. 

Very much more can be said on this sub- 
let, but I leave it for others to say in future 
Issues of "The Billboard."

"The Billboard" probatfly receives a dosett 
inquiries every week from young me,U "wb8 
want to know how to Burceed in tile distriB- 
l'tmg business. As a,ru\jLwfe tFy to dissuade 
tn £ m . K ? fftteHng it The pernicious and 
misleading literature wbich is disseminate! 
in Vast quantities by swindlers is responsible 
for most of the misdirected enthusiasm. Un- 
der the guise of Distributors' Leagues, Dis- 
tributors" Bureaus, etc, circulars plausibly 
put together and asserting that from $50 to 
J75 a week can be easily cleared, are scatter- 
ed broadcast- The promises are alluring, ani 
many a young man is readily persuaded to 
part with a dollar or two to join the society, 
and get started in the business. His money 
is sent, and that is usually the end, for the 
swindler has milked his victim and is through 
with him. Letters of remonstrance are un- 
availing and unanswered, . and after a few 
weeks most, of the victims give It up and 
turn to something else. 

Some few are made of sterner stuff, and 
bent upon at least giving the business a trial 
set about the matter by Instituting a system- 
atic inquiry. Sooner or later they learn of 
The Billboard," and write for advice. 

Nine times out of ten. wherever an inquiry 
comes from a. desirable town, there is al- 
ready a good distributor there. In these in- 
stances we frankly advise our correspondent 
not to try it. We point out the fact that the 



present incumbent is clothed In nil the rights 
of priority, has an established trade, and any 
attempt to teur down his business is unjust, 
unprofitable ami unbusinesslike. 

We also make it clear that there is hardly 
any other business, that ram he mentioned lit 
which it would not be a far easier, iimltec IP 
Kiiin a foot-hoid v and atto.ij] ultimate RllHreS". 
To the bliiel-s tvc.eiiii fsnly say 111. a general 
way that three things are necessary to suc- 
cess: 

I. Uc sure — very sure — that vou like the 
business. 

:!. He sure that you have great patience, 
and can bear repeated disappointments, and 
wait long for success. 

:l. lie sure that you have some mentis of 
support on which to subsist in the meantime. 
Then read about distributing, keep posted, 
study the methods of others, he painstaking, 
be careful, be honest, and advertise. Keep 
your name before advertisers constantly, by 
means of letters, personal cards, postaV 
cards, and a card In "The Billboard" . 

In time you will build up a desirable tiuSi- 
ness, which ll will be very hard to take 
afcay from. you. It will be well worth hav- 
ing: in fact, desirable in every way. Be as- 
sured, though, that the effort required would 
make you a success in almost anv ether field 
as well. 



Distributors should always see that anv 
fete, celebration, large convention, or in fact, 
any important event -which is to occur in 
their city is chronicled as far ahead as pos- 
sible in "The Billboard." It will always re- 
sult in yoer getting more business, for ad- 
vertisers like to follow the crowd.

As I am in receipt of a great many inqui- 
ries through the mail in regard to "The Dis- 
tributer^ League." of New York City, I have 
investigated same as far as possible, and have 
obtained, possession of a list of their mem- 
bers, examined it very carefully, and find 
that they have not the name and address of 
one prominent man in the business. In fact. 
I have never heard of any of the persons 
whose names appear in this list. They are 
all new ones. The list may be genuine, but 
1 doubt it. As far as the reliability of "The 
League" is concerned, I believe that any one 
who pays them money will only waste toe 
amount expended. There are numerous other 
concerns that advertise for distributors, and 
all that I have ever investigated have oroven 
to be rank frauds. Distributors should steer 
clear of all such. In the first place they are 
what distributers call a "one man's con- 
cern," and are of no benefit to any one ex- 
cepting the projector. Why do they not give 
their names instead of the titles of "Distrib- 
utor's League," or "Advertising Bureau," 
and many other names under which they 
choose to sail? Their members have nothing 
to say in regard to how the business should 
be conducted. There is no account given of 
how the money is spent. There are no con- 
ventions held. .No one knows now much 
money is received within the year, or wheth- 
er it has been spent in the interest of the 
members. If I were a distributor, I would 
not join any crganization in whien I could 
not have a voice or something to say regard- 
ing the disposal of the money paid into .the 
treasury. I should want to help elect the 
officers or managers of the concern. During 
a conversation with one of the prominent ad- 
vertisers of the United States the other day, 
I asked him what he thought of these differ- 
ent concerns. He saidr "Whenever we re- 
ceive a list of members outside of the I. A. 
D., first we file it away with what we call 
the "suckers" list." The expression is strong 
enough to warn any one not to tamper with 
any of the concerns referred to. ' 

Geo. Keller mann. of Edwardsvilie, 111., re- 
ports that he has made contracts with six 
different firms. Mr. Kellermann Is one of 
the recent additions to the I. A. D.', and from 
information received regarding- him, we feel 
sore that advertisers who have contracted 
with him will get the best of service. 

I notice in the March issue of "The Bill- 
hoard" that Mr. George W. Vansyckle, Man- 
ager of one of the best known advertising 
agencies in the United States, gives Will A. 
Molton, of Cleveland. O.. a pretty bard "rap 
on the knuckles." Mr. Vansyckle fully un- 
derstands how to "get back" at an opponent. 
He also has a reputation of being among 
the best hustlers in the business. 

John Morrow & Co.. of Springfield. O., are 
making a house-to-house distribution of their 
advertising matter in Cincinnati; also a 
large number of window displays. The dis- 
tribution is practically a test of what house- 
to-house distributing can accomplish without 
the assistance of any other advertising. I 
inquired of one of tbe leading druggists here 
the other day. and be informed me that h? 
was having quite a number of calls for 
"KID-NE-OIDS." and that the indications 
were favorable for a good sale on same. 

Secretary Steinbrenner states that he has 
every reason to believe that the attendance 
at the coming convention of the L A. D. will 
be the largest gathering of advertisers and 
distributors ever brought together. He says 
that he will push tbe Association in the in- 
terest of the members, and will send out a 
thousand invitations to advertisers through- 
out the United States. As advertisers are 
very much interested in the I. A. D.'s method 
of doing business, they will undoubtedly ac- 
cept the invitation, and if impossible to at- 
tend personally, they will send a representa- 
tive. 

Mr. Chas. Bernard, representing the I. A. 
D. at Charleston. S. C. reports that they are 
already getting the advertiser interested in 
their service at that point.

Distributing means the placing of 
circulars, books, samples, etc.. in residences, 
tenements. Hats and all places occupied by 
families or individuals who would be l'." r 
to c-e or purchase the goods so advertised: 
if the matter you are to distribute is books, 
circulars or printed matter of any kind bo 
very careful to carry in a bag or basket so 
it will not be soiled or damaged; take the 
first street on one side of town and go from 
house to house: work each street and cross 
..street- in rotation, uutil- you have completed 
the town: do not miss a single house or fam- 
ily, only leave one piece, (book or whatever

In a conversation with a druegist t**e ctb*»r 
' day, I purposely drifted on the subject of 
substitution, asking him the question: "Do 
you substitute as much as ever?" He prompt- 
ly replied: "No; the advertisers are educat- 
ing the people to take nothing but what they 
call for: consequently, we find it very diffi- 
cult to persuade them that something else is 
'just as good, or better.' Besides this, some 
persons become very indignant when told 
this, and we thereby loBe a customer." Now. 
Mr. Advertiser, when writing your circulars 
be sure to touch on this point of substitution 



it may be) at each house, unless there be 
more than one family, then one to each fam- 
ily: if the door or window is open, caret! 
put it inside, or if closed, slip under door or 
in mail box or back of door knob, so it will 
fall Inside when the door Is opened: If any 
occupant of the house appears in sight hand 
it to them, politely requesting them to look 
it over, or at least make a pleasant remark 
that will leave a good Impression: in passim; 
through gates or doors invariably close and 
fasten just as you find them. Never under 
any circumstance throw a single piece of 
advertising matter on the street, sidewalk, 
lawn or any place where It will blow swpv 
or be trampled in tbe dirt; never hand to peo- 
ple on the streets or to children: after you 
have worked the residences thoroughly, watch 
all the farmera wagons and put one In each 
wagon under edge of cushion or in some po- 
sition where it will not blow away and will 
be noticed. Never put any In the business 
houses unless you are specially instructed to 
do so. then lay them on the counter or hand 
to some occupant of the nlnce, never throw 
on the floor or on steps in doorway. If you 
have samples to distribute, such as soan, 
baking nowder.. stove nollsh. pills and vari- 
ous kinds of goods, which is a method now 
adopted by many manufacturers to Introduce 
and advertise their goods, you will get special 
instructions In most chkph how the samples 
are to be distributed, but In all cases ob- 



serve these general rules: Samples should 
Invariably be handed to sonio grown person 
In tho house, never to children, especially If 
It be samples of pills or medicine or any kind: 
work the streets In rotation same as with 
books or circulars, do not mil* a house or a 
family, but Instead of the front door go to the 
side or rear door, knock and when the lady 
•if the house or servant appears politely hand 
them the sample. Inform them in a pleasant 
manner what the article Is and Unit you have 
been requested to bring them a sample hop- 
ing they will give It a fair trial; always be 
polite and pleasant, If you meet with re- 
buff or objections take It pleasantly, endeav- 
or to deliver tbe sample and your mission Is 
completed. Alter you have made several illa- 
ti ibutions In your town your visits will bu 
welcomed, you will learn just how many fam- 
ilies theie arc In each house, how many cir- 
culars, books or samples you need to thor- 
oughly cover tbe town wltbout wasting any. 
Take a personal interest In tbe results that 
your distributing will bring, find out what 
merchants, diug stores or other business 
places sell tbe goods that you are advertis- 
ing, tell the merchants when you make a 
bittiibuiion to advertise some article. they 
handle, please notice the results and tell you 
whether the distribution creates a demand 
fur the article, if they acknowledge a bene- 
fit endeavor to get a testimonial letter which 
you can show to advertisers who may hett- 
tate to try your services. Remember that 
at all limes your work is subject to inspection 
and that one careless or bad job or distribut- 
ing is almost sure to be discovered and will 
luin your future business. Tacking up tin 
signs, cards and banners is also a branch of 
your business which requires careful atten- 
tion, Caids, signs, etc., that are to be tacked 
up. should be put on tbe outside of stores 
where the goods are sold, on fences and otber 
public locations along traveled streets and 
highways: they should always be placed 
above the reach of boyB who seem to delight 
in tearing down all tbac can be reached. 
These rules will apply to bill posting and dis- 
tiibuting generally, but are issued and ex- 
pressly apply to each and every contract 
made by The Bernard Advertising Service, 
and it is distinctly understood and agreed 
upon that any neglect of duty laid dawn in 
these rules or any waste ot advertising mat- 
ter or failure to comply with directions for 
posting or distilbutlug will void payment of 
any claim for services on such contract.

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A Sign Painters' Organization 



The tliue will hardly ever come when the 
sign painters of the United States will organ- 
ize Into a permanent and representative buoy. 
There have been suveial attempts made, but 
all have, like tho last attempt, resulted In 
rallure. The chairmanship of the propdsed 
alliance was uot.of my seeking, nor had 1 
any part in appointing the . committee- of hi - 
luugeinents.. .When 1 was. appointed chair- 
man, although it 'was against my "vUhes. I 
concluded to see if anything could be. done, 
but soon found but that it was one of those 
Impossibilities. None of the leading men. 
such, as "Hale, O'Brien, etc.." were tnteraste 1 
In it. The persons who only teemed to tie-- 
interested were boys Just starting out. and 
bums who ihought that It would increase 
their chances of getting work. I hardly 
thought It possible, nor. do 1 think it ever 
will be possible to organize the sign pointers. 
There must be a use for an organization, or 
there must be an object to accomplish before 
an organization "of men Interested in attain- 
ing that object. Sign painting Is a trade in 
which there is more or less skill exhibited, 
and if an organization is to be effected for 
the purpose of regulating wages, it will be 
a flat failure, for sign painters employed rv 
a contracting master are usually paid accord- 
ing to their ability. What it would be so- 
daily is all there, is in .an organization. 



Notes. 



Of late there has been a great deal of paint 
talk going the rounds about that old sign 
at Harper's Feny. All who read paint lit- 
erature know all about it. So there is no use 
repeating it. The society who published the 
item received a number of letters from men 
claiming that tbey or a friend painted it. and 
also that they knew the peculiar composition 
that has withstood the ravages of time and 
weather for 40 years. The secret, of course, 
was for sale, :prov!ded -a- price would be: al- 
lowed, that their dignity would allow them 
to accept, and was commensurate with the 
worth -of. the product. Nothing wrong about, 
this. It was a legitimate business proposi- 
tion: The funny part of it ' was, they all lo- 
cated the sign at Historical Harper's Ferry. 
Va., while the Harper's Ferry In question is 
a small town In Illinois, not far. from Chi- 
cago. Figures won't lie, they say; but liars 
will sometimes figure. 

Hlnney & Smith are making a paint which 
is particularly intended for stenciling on 
cloth. This paint is made in several colors. 
It Is ground In some kind of oil in paste form, 
but possesses the peculiar characteristic of 
mixing with water. Besides its use as a 
' stencil paint it may be used for a variety 

of purposes by the sign writer. It makes an 
excellent paint for scenery, and for show 
cards and for all signs that are not too much' 
exposed, to the climate. Don't ask us how 
it Is made, for we don't know; the prepara- 
tion being a secret with the manufactur- 
ers. 

Every sign painter has a stumbling blork. 
In that there are one or more letters of -the 
alphabet which are difficult ror him to make. 
The only way to overcome this deficiency is 
to practice on the letters until he gets them. 

The best and quickest way to learn sign 
painting Is to have u board in his shoti in 
the shape, of ,a bulletin board and practice 
on It with water colors. Some essay to learn 
letter forming on a, small surface with a -peu- 
'•H- While something may be learned in 
this manner: yet by practicing on a full- 
Hzed board he becomes, acquainted with the 
actual work, In tlze, and also In coloring. 
A little iwell directed practice on the full- 
Hzed board will do more for the, student in 
gaining an expertness than any amount of 
pencil practice.

In fact, they should 
not be. put In water at all. Do what we will 
we cannot change the character of the brls- 
lies. Th.y arc porous, and it Is dangerous 
lo put- a brush Into water and allow it to 
soak up a lot of. water, they put It in water 
and seal up the pnres. lie mys more brushes 
(ire spoiled by the mistaken notion that palm- 
ers have of soaking them In water before lin- 
ing, th nil by any other cause. If the -hair In 
a brush , becomes loose, lay It In a damp 
Place for c few days when It will gcn-rei>- 
come alright. Never wash a brush with an 
aiKaii water. When a brush Is stamped "jet 
with glue, keep out of water." do as the 
directions say. Hevrry one should know thai 
water will rotten and oentiiclly dissolve vl <■ 
nnd yet people put brushes Hint are set with 
glue In writer and expect them to hold. A 
very nice way to keep brushes In good con- 
dition after being used Is to fill thorn wlin 
•ill; then wrap them In a piece of bladder nil 
cloth, rubben or some air tight material.

The llcsh color prepared by painters is the 
one that Is made by mixing English vermil- 
ion and French ochre. 

Yellow nn violet always presents a strik- 
ing appearance. So does gold leaf on a vio- 
let ground. 

The following are llaney's ruleB for let- 
ter Ing: 

(1.) Perpendicular and horizontal lines with 
their angles mutt be parallel. 

(2.) Curves must hold the same proportional 
relation *.o each other. 

13.) Spaces between lines must be uniform 
and in ■■ proportion to the size and length of 
the lints. 

(5.1 The heaviest part of the curves should 
be a little heavier in the center of the swell 
than perpendiculars, as a Roman G at the 
swell of the sides Is heavier than tbe ooay 
of an I. They should always extend a little 
ImIow. and very slightly above the lines. 

(«.) A true and well-proportioned Roman 
letter should have the main body four times 
as wide as the stems, or projecting points, 
and the length four times as long as the body 
.Is'" wide-; 

17.) 131oi-k letters should have the horizon- 
tal and angular blocks a little narrower than 
the ptrpendlt ular ones. 

(8.) The Egyptian or' Gothic blocks are gov- 
erned by the same rules as the square blocks, 
except that they arc made without any pro- 
jecting- sums. 

(9.) Fancy letters must be governed by the 
I'lineiples of the standard letters after which 
they are modeled, and the most perfect way 
to make a fancy letter, for the beginner, is 
to first make a standard. Roman, block or 
Cothic. and then rub out and add. still pre- 
serving the general outline or character, and 
thus alter to any ornamental shape that may 
please the eye. r 

As quite a number of bill posters and dis- 
tiibutors use letter patterns, it seems well 
that they should have scnie instructions in 
their use. as a number are not sign painters, 
nor do they claim to be. A slant pattern, one 
that inclines either to the right or left may 
be used In two ways. One way is to draw 
them on a straight horizozntal line, in this 
wise they will lean. Another way is to draw 
them on a straight line extending diagonally 
across the Eurface. If the letters slant to the 
rieht. this line should be drawn commencing 
toward the left" hand bottom corner and ex- 
tending toward the rieht u"ner corner If 
the top of the letters lean to the left, the posi- 
tion of the line on which they rest should be 
reversed: beginning at the left hand upner 
corner and extending diagonally toward the 
right hand lower corner. The degree of ob- 
liqueness of this line is always determined bv 
the degree of slant of the letter. To get this 
line correct, determine about where vou want 
it. and take a full letter, such as H. L. K. 
etc.. and place it so the unrteht bars or lines 
will be perfectly perpendicular. This will 
make the ton and bottom of the letter slant- 
ing. Then take the chalk line and nlaee In 
such a position as to give the slant shown by 
the top or bottom of the letter, and snan a 
line diagonally acrrss the board. If- the slant 
of the letters are alt* alike, as they should h". 
by placing them so that all parts of th<-ir 



bottoms will touch this diagonal line will 
make the upright line perpendicular alid tin- 
tops and bottoms slanting. If the tides of 
straight, full letters, such as I. M, II the 
left side of K and u. etc.. are not straight 
up and down, when the edge of their bottoms 
are placed so as to touch the line all along 
there is something wrong. The line is not 
drawn at the right angle or the letters do not 
all stand alike. Or course, the tides of A 
V. Y, W. and such letters, the sides will not 
be perpendicular, but they should be plactd 
?° a l' •£*■'£ PO'" 1 " at the bottom will just 
touch the line, they will come all right if 
cut right. 

Shading in perspective Is easily done. After 
the letter is outlined, slip the pattern cithi r 
to the right or left; which ever side you 
wish to shade. Also slip it down about as far 
as It extends to the side. Some make the side 
and bottom shades even. Others make the 
bottom shade the wider. Either is correct 
for the shade depends on the thickness of the 
board from which the letters are supposed 
to be cut. and the position of the person by 
wbomthe supposed letter cut from the board 
Is viewed. Shading letters is then imitating 
with paint, a letter cut from a block of wood. 
It is not so. some writers will say. how the 
light would strike it. but how the observer 
sees it. To illustrate this, cut out a letter 
say from an inch board, and place it on th« 
wall higher than your head. By standing at 
one side of it you would only see one tide- 
edge, or one bottom edge of the lines togeth- 
er with all the face. You can put yourself 
in such a position that the side edge will show 
broader than the bottom edge, and vice versa 
After the pattern Is placed in position for 
shading mark the outside edge of each line 
only. Not Just the outside, or the portion of 
the edge which fails beyond the face of the 
letter, but the outside edge or all the lines. 
I he middle stem of such letters as R p H 
etc. will be shaded. Then connect the ends 
of the lines by a line drawn diagonally to the 
extreme corners of the letter. When the let- 
ters are curved on any part, trace the curve 
rf the shade with tbe pattern so the lino 
touches the face. Never cress a line when 
drawing an outline for the shade

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It Is necessary at this stage of our 
investigations that we take up what 
may lie termed the Psychology of Ad- 
vertics. Psychology is the science 
of the mind, or rather, it is the science 
which inqnires into the working of the 
mind with a view of discovering the 
regular laws which govern all its op- 
erations. It is' an. inductive science. 
The agent of observation is ptfre self- 
conscionsness. Self-consciousness is 
not mind; It is a faculty of the mind. 
Neither is -Jt consciousness which sig- 
nifies; the mind awake and working. 
Self-consciousness is a power of the 
mind that enables It to be aware of 
itseir. to observe its, own conditions 
and. exercises. Hopkins defines it: 
"The knowledge by the mind of itself . 
uj the permanent and indivisible sub- 
ject of its own operations." MeCosh 
styles -it: "The power by which we 
take cognizance of acting— say, as 
thinking or feeling, as remembering 
the past or anticipating the future; as 
loving, fearing, resolving." 

When we turn the mind in upon 
itself and ^ fix its attention upon itself 
for the purpose of studying the opera-' 
tions of Itself; we are exercising the-- 
faenlty of self-consciousness. Psy- 
chological observations are obtained 
entirely and exclusively through the 
instrumentality of self -consciousness. ■ 
* * 

Every person who undertakes to dis- 
seminate incentive, regardless of the 
motives which actuate him in so doing, . 
addresses himself to Hie mind of ah- : 
other person or a number of persons; - ". 
hence, what is mind? It may be said ' 
at once that no reply Is possible which '. 
will not raise a question for every one ' 
it answers. For all, that we: can not - 
dismiss the- question. It must be con- 
sidered; and it Is well worth the while. 

Everyone Is aware of sor. 
which he terms, I'myself." i He speaks 
of "my limbs," "my body," "my head," , 
"my brain;" therefore, this something 
which he terms "myself" is none of 



these. It is there, - though. He is con- 
scious of it, knows it and feels it. It 
is something which lie knows is not 
a part of his physical being, although 
closely identified with it, because it 
and his body tire independently of one 
another. When the body has been 
long at work," the mind being the 
• while inactive, the former •' grows 
weary while the latter is comparative- 
ly fresh. Conversely, after long, pro- 
tracted mental effort the mind de- 
mands rest, although the body may 
not require it. On the pther.hand, the 
body affects the mind and the mind 
the body. The .former is . especially 
noticeable in illness, while after in- 
tense thought or severe mental strain- 
ing, it is not uncommon for the 
muscles to feel as stiff and sore, as if 
' they had been overtaxed at exercise . 
or arduous labor. 

* » 

These analogies may be multiplied, 
but no matter how many are cited 
they will not help us to a definition of 
mind or explain what it is.-/ We can 
not know what it or anything is, in 
its essence. We can know things only 
through their attributes. It is thus 
tnat we define ice by its properties, 
cold,* transparent and brittle. In this 
manner only can we define mind, soul 
or ego. We can but point but the at- 
tributes which, in their entirety, dis- 
tinguish it from all other things. . This 
is done when we define it as: "That 
which, of . its own force thinks, feels 
and .wills and which! while intimately • 
connected with and closely .dependent 
upon the body, is in no sense identical 
"with "the 'physical organization. ' 



eration, while important, is but a 
means to an end. We arrange and 
systemize them .'.'with the purpose of 
understanding their relations and as- 
sociations and discovering the laws 
which govern their modes of opera- 
tion. To do this, we resort to experi- 
ment. This is a form of observation 
in .. which we artificially place the 
agents of nature in new and different 
environment that we may note their 
action the more clearly. The reader, 
by looking into his own mind, can see 
that upon certain intelligence being 
presented to his mind that: (1) his 
cognitive faculties acquired the intel- 
ligence and assimilated it. and, (2) 
that the assimilation affected his emo- 
tional faculties, that is to say, he felt 
elated, gratified or disappointed at the 
intelligence, and, (3) that in conse- 
quence of tliis feeling he resolved or 
willed to do this, that or the other 
thing, this latter being an exercise of 
the motive faculties. By this experi- 
ment he establishes a regular order 
in which the faculties engage in ex- 
ercise.

Editor of "The Billboard:" 

Dear Sir— Noticing that Vansyckle, of In- 
dianapolis, uses the best part of two columns 
of your March issue in denying the charge 
of knocking that I mentioned in the February 
number of my publication, and as he goes 
further and attacks my local and national 
service, the article itself is the best proof in 
the world that he is a knocker, notwithstandr 
ing what he may say to the contrary. I still 
hold that Vansyckle knocked the work we 
did for John Morrow & Co., in his city, and 
as a result of his knocking letter John Mor- 
row & Cq.. were induced to place an order 
double the'size that was placed through me, 
thus Vansyckle holds that all results are from 
the order he did, yet he failed to prove the 
charges he made against us to John Morrow 
& Co., when it came to a show-down, and 
says in his article that work was not badly 
done, only fair; according to this, then, no 
distributor- could produce results in his city 
excepting .himself, no matter how well they 
did their work. For further evidence of his 
hatred and method ot knocking us we would 
state that we recently placed 20,000 books for 
distribution in Indianapolis with the same 
distributor ■ that did our former work. The 
distribution* was for Drs. Kennedy & Ker- 
gan. of Detroit. Mich., and 1 -wrote them be- 
fore the distribution started that if they re- 
ceived any complaints of the service, and it 
was probable that they would, that they 
sVould investigate the same at my expense, 
if they so desired. In reply to my letter the 
doctors wrote the following letter: 

Detroit, Mich.. March 9, 1899.

Gentlemen- — Your letter of recent date is be- 
fore us, and in reply would say that you 
have forestalled Mr. Vansyckle in his com- 
plaint to us: the enclosed letter speaks for 
itself.

Per Geo. W. Vansyckle. 

March 18th the Doctors enclosed me another 
lengthy letter written by Vansyckle on the 
15th. Not necessary to publish as it simply 
intimates that the Vansyckle service is the 
only real thing, and that they do it all, and 
proper results could only be Secured through 
them. Attached to this letter was a note from 
the Doctors as follows: 
Mr. Molton: 

Dear Sir— Work in Indianapolis was satis- 
factory to us; the results prove the work 
was done honestly. If we were not satisfied 
we would certainly have good grounds for 
kicking, owing to Vansyckle's reports. We 
give your agent full credit, and answered 
Vansyckle to this extent, and guess they 
got little satisfaction froiu lis.

Results tell the service rendered regardless 
of false reports. However, I would be thank- 
ful to any person that can report poor work 
and prove it conclusively on any contract I 
place; and furthermore, will repay them all 
the expense of time and labor they went to 
In so doing, I guarantee to secure an honest 
service in every city I place, a contract, or 
pay damage. It is to my interest as well as 
to all honest distributors to ferret out poor 
service. Neither do I attempt to cut ao«n 
the price, thus crippling the service, as Mr. 
Vansyckle claims, as many distributors can 
testify, who have done my work, 'lis true 
that on trial orders, for new firms desiring 
to give our line a test, I have placed at a 
trifle lower price on first order only, and no 
distributor has refused to back me up, and 
as a result have a regular new customer at 
the regular rates. 

Mr. Vansyckle opposes and knocks me sim- 
ply because I refused to accept him as sole 
subscriber to my journal for his city, which 
I would not do. I do not set the price for 
distributing, nor never expect to. My cli- 
ents instructed me to place their work at 
Indianapolis at $1.50 per M, or not at all, for 
first order at least. A local agency stated to 
me that they could do my work satisfactorily 
at that price, and allow me a small commis- 
sion on same. They have done several orders 
for me, and no one has yet proved that their" 
work is not satisfactory. If. it had not been 
satisfactory I would have been convinced 
that Indianapolis could not be covered at 
that price, and referred all to Mr. Vansyckle. 
I am just as sorry as Van is that he tailed 
to prove his claims, as if he did I could get 
the price he asks. I don't intend to start a 
branch at Indianapolis, or to interfere with 
Van's' business. Why -should he attack me 
and make unjust charges because I happen to 
place with another party now and then? I 
presume the other party is trying to make 
an honest living, and do his best. 1 am not 
bound to any certain distributor, but desire 
to treat all fairly, and am just as anxious to 
get a good price as anybody. 

Vansyckle says he does not understand how 
I do work in Cleveland for $1.50, and' pay of- 
fice rent, livery hire, stenographer's and in- 
spector's salary, and make a profit. He 
says there is a screw loose, and quoted my 
figures of '97 as a guide. I would state that 
I have made some mighty improvements 
since '97. and it would pay Vansyckle or any 
skeptic to come to Cleveland for a week and 
look into my service, as it would probably 
benefit them. More than thirty representa- 
tives of my patrons have been on the ground 
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and Investigated my service, without com- 
plaint. He says I don't control the business 
ot my. home city. I never expect to It I have 
to knock to do It. At present I get two- 
thirds of the business ot the large general 
advertisers, Btrictly on the merits of my serv- 
ice and reasonable rates; in spite of the fact 
that I have as competition the largest local 
wholesale drug house and the I. A. D. mem- 
ber, and any number of small fry who work 
by the day or any old way. Van--yekle says 
that if I would take a sack and cover the 
territory I am contracting for, I would gain 
some experience. In former -years I carried 
the bag in every leading city in thlB country, 
excepting the far West. I base my estimates 
on that experience, and the fact that they 
are now more thickly settled than in those 
days. 

Vansyckle says that John Morrow ft Co. 
made a mistake in allowing me to handle 
their matter. I am now placing th: second 
order, and further, have over two -million in 
addition from other houses to -place this com- 
ing season, and if Vansyckle cares to inves- 
tigate he will find that the distributors will 
get their price, if not above the rates now 
prevailing. 

Vansyckle says that competition injures the 
service. I can not agree with him. Dis- 
tributors competing for business understand 
that the service rendered Is the main and 
best inducement to get business; thus oae 
and all do their best to render the best serv- 
ice. Competition makes distributors hustle 
for business, which keeps the city and name 
before the advertisers, who are thus influ- 
enced to place work -with them that would 
have been placed in some other line. More 
distributing is done in open cities where there - 
is competing distributors than In cities where 
It is heavily licensed,- or where distribution la 
controlled by one man. No distributor need 
fear competition, if his price and serv.ee la 
right. Competing distributors -seed not be 
at war with each other. "Vansyckle says he 
has no competition; therefore, why all this 
argument; why not let the other fellow alone, 
and let he and I take care of our business as 
long as the service Is satisfactory. . But If the 
service gets bad, then rip us up the back 
and compel us. to pay damages, v

Tn nearly every Issue of tbe Journals devot- 
ed to bill posting and advertising, we Bnd 
communications' coming from tbe city bill 
posters or solicitors, giving the country bill 
■posters advice. In some respects we appre- 
ciate -these communications and profit by 
them: but don't you think the city bill post- 
ers- can learn? 

The majority of them can only tell you 
this much: "The country bill poster should 
have plenty of bill boards and locations, keep 
them In good condition, answer letters 
promptly, advertise for work, -and bustle; and 
he will have no cause to complain." (In 
some cases they might have added, "accept 
orders from us in sums lees than $1.00. pay us 
IS 2-3 per cent or more for orders we send you ' 
and don't be in a hurry for your pay.) 

We admit that the. "above advice should be 
followed in alL eases and at all times; but 
when the solicitor secures an order to cover ' 
a state or~large territory, how does the 
country bill posters -fare? In our opinion the 
country bill poster does not secure his pro 
rata, of work from the parties who are hand- 
ling these large advertising contracts. The 
itty bill poster secures more than his share 
For instance, .here, are some orders sent hip: 
20 calenders, for which I was allowed 40 -, 
cents. IE 2-3 off: 200 half sheets, with instruc- 
tions to list, protect and guarantee for 30 ' 
days, not posting more than two on any one " 
board, $5.00. 16 2-3 off; 10 twelve-sheet stands, ". 
for 90 days showing, and the solicitors de- 
manded 212-3 per cent off. 

The above are only a few of the orders re-. ^ 
reived frOm solicitors, and In all cases ft has 
been my misfortune to have to wait from 60. 
days to four months before receiving my 
pj""- 
•. The difference Is this. When I do work di- 
rectly tor the advertiser I receive larger or- 
ders. »l» oald more promptly, and do not have 
to s«*njj innumerable bills with "please remit" 
-on them,.snd I do not have to pay any per J 
cent on. work- secured. . 

For sir years I have been bill postine for a 
large firm, receiving my money DromDtiy and ■'" 
shipments of oaper large enough to make m« * 

• day's work.. .About "two yars ago they" 
Wa<-ed their advertising in the h«p«»s of a so- "' 
Heltor to cover tbla territory and the anrnunt ' 
of paper sent me has been cut down to about 
one halt. I waited PO days for mv nay and 
had 16 2-3 par cent off. I Immediately wrote ' 
tblT,flrm. stating the circumstanrpg and I"- ' 
f ormUjg,tbem that I preferred to do all husi- 
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seeur-d their work direct, receiving larger or- 
ders and prompt pay. Comsequently I am one 
of the country bill posters wtoo aecms it his 
right to "kick." According to some solicitoio 
aiio city bill posters, 1 should keep quiet, take 
work in amounts of less than $1.00. pay 
!•> z-3 per cent or more, and consider myself 
lucky if I receive any work or pay irom tnem 

Evidently, they think the count! y bill post- 
er does not desire to live, merely to exist. 
but from my experience, I believe I can live 
without tbe solicitors who deal out work that 
cots not pay you to make a bucket of paste, 
keeps you out of your money for 60 or to 
days, demands more than 16 2-3 percent, and 
then kicks because you want your money. 

I have been in tbe advertising business long 
enough to learn from others, but the abuse 
put on the country bill posters by some of the 
sclicitols who have interests in the city 
plants, should be abated. . The sooner tbe bet- 
ter for all concerned, unless the advertisers 
wish to do business with the country bill 
potter, through his authorized agent, no per 
cent off. ' • EDWIN" A. HASKELL.

bill boaias in Cuba. In a word, mere aie 
none. A few weeks ago there were a coupit 
of shows here irom tne states, but as sol- 
Qiers money lasts but a little while alter it 
is paid, the show business old not last very 
long either. The showmen posted a lew bills 
here and there on. stone pillars, and some of 
the old stone houses in and around Havana. 
As for the interior, as much as I have seen 
of it, has no bill board advertising of anv 
kind. And I do not tbink there -ever will 
be any such advertising as long as the people 
do not know how to read and have no way of 
learning how. There is no chance lor an 
American bill poster, or *^y other kind of an 
American business man to be successful in 
'this island of Cuba, because the Spanish, the 
Cubans, the Negroes and the mixed bloods 
do not like the Americans.' 

Our boys are thoroughly disgusted: and tbe 
feelings we Trad which made us endure dar— 
gets and hardships, loss of health and lite, 
because of sympathy for Cuban-sufferings, 
are now turned to hatred. 

Many of our boys thinx tnat our Govern- 
ment has been buncoed. But I do-not think 
we have. We are not the fools they take us 
to be. Without delay we should encourage 
emigration under our homestead system, and 
bave compulsory education. We should treat 
■all "bands" or "parties" who go to the hilis 
and attempt to check the advance of civiliza- 
tion and emigration, as we treat tbe Indians. 
Force them onto reservations and feed them 
until they become tame. For they are not 
tame. They are crossed between the wild Af- 
rican and the West Indian, with the bad 
blood of pirates, brigands and the breedings 
of slavery times. 

When a rush of emigration from tbe civi- 
lized classes comes to Cuba, they will find 
rich markets in tbree months for their crops.

Many distrib- 
utors claim to be able to put out much more 
matter than it Is possible to do without wast- 
ing. Of course, the attendance can only he 
based on what it was in previous years. We 
always reouest distributors to give us the 
probable attendance" on each Cay of the fair. 
We then figure the quantity of advertising 
matter to send from these figures. Of course, 
in rases where the weather is bad during tho 
fair the attendance is very often considerably 
reduced, and consequently the distributor is 
left with matter on his hands after the fair 
is over If he has made thn proper distribu- 
tion, that is, without wasting any. For such 
emergencies wc Instruct the distributor to 
let us know the quantitv he mav have left 
after the fair is over and we then make ar- 
rangement* to have thlB matter put out in the 
house-to-house diRtrlhution or some such 
manner. We would like to hear somethinir 
from you as to what ought to be a fair nrlce 
for distributing at rountv fairs, or onur<=«. 
Filch work is much easier than hon«»-t«- 
liouse distribution, and cnnRcnuopily "hm-M 
be much more reasonable.

Our Prize Offers. 



In the March issue we offered two prizes 
for contributions. As a result we have been 
flooded with tbem. A great many of those 
received, though doubtless good, will never 
be published, because the writers bave -bad 
no experience in the preparation of copy, for 
publication. On this account we are moved 
to offer the following suggestions to those of 
our readers who may favor us with articles 
in the future: ... 

1. The proper size for copy paper is about 
nine inches wide and twelve inches long. 

2. Write only on one side of nhe paper.' 

3. Write the short way of the, paper, and 
leave a wide mareln down the, left hand 
side of the sheet. Each line of writing will 
then be about eight inches in length. 

4. Proper names should be -written very 
plainly. . 

5.- Be careful about initials that look like 
something else, as for 'example, "T" and "J." 

6. Underline • the • letter "a" .and overline 
the letter "n." if there is the slightest chance 
of their being mistaken one for the other, as 
is the case with many words. 

7. Print out foreign, words. or phrases, or 
any very unusual wcrd. 

8. When you mention an advertiser's 
name, give bis address In full, and be 'sure 
to get it right. Do not guess at It- Hunt up 
his letter-head. card, or what-not and copy 
it. Get the initials right- Get the firm name 
right. Get the street address right. Get the 
town and State right, 

9. Leave plenty of room between lines for 
change in copy. 

10. A pencil is better than Ink, but It must 
be a strong black' pencil. 

11. Typewriting is the best ot all, unless 
the lines are very close together— then it Is 
very bad. 

12. It does not matter how scratched-up 
tbe copy looks if it is actually legible. 

13. When you scratch words out do it thor- 
oughly, or tbe compositor may use them. 

14. Don't leave an Isolated word among a 
lot or stuff that is; scratched out. It may be 
overlooked. 

15. Always use a caret mark when you 
write words in above. 

16. Do not say "we" if you are writing 
over your own signature, and do cot use the 
pionoun I if you are writing impersonally. We 
publish stuff frequently that we do not wish 
to father. If copy is likely to convey the 
impression that it is a staff article, unless we 
endorse its every word. 

17. Never roll copy, and never fasten the 
sheets together. Mail it flat between paste- 
board. • 

IS. Don't ask to have your manuscript pre- 
served. Keep a copy instead. 

19. Number your sheets. If you destroy a 
sheet, and when you rewrite make two of it, 
mark the number on each one with an "A" 
or a "B." thus: "5-A," "5-B." If, a sheet 
is thrown out entirely give the next sheet 
two numbers, as "5 and 6." 

20. If you want an abbreviation". extended 
draw a circle around it. Avoid the abbrevi- 
ation *"&'" for "and." 

21. Always reread your copy after it is 
written. ' 

22. Don't be afraid. to, use commas. If the 
compositor finds' an unnecessary one- he will 
omit it. and the others help him to the 
meaning. t-v 

23. Avoid long and involved sentences. 

24. When you have something to say go 
right at it, and don't make a great business 
of getting ready. 

25. Paragraph frequently, and unless it is 
indicated by a very short preceding line use 
the paragraph mark. 

26. If your stuff isn ; t headed up when you 
have finished it, leave plenty of room to put 

- the head on. 

27. Use simple language, in direct, terse 
style. Don't wander about all over a thing. 
Unless matter is of exceptional Importance 

. and interest, bell it down. 

28. Run In a bit of conversation here and 
there in news stuff it feasible. It helps to 
break tin the monotony. 

29. There is no such thing as italics any 
more, so don't underline words. ■■:.'. 

30. If the article is entered in competition 
mark it "Prize Contest." If you expect pay 
fcr it. set the price in plain figures. Enclose 
your full name and address, and stamps for 
return. 

Correspondents -who observe these -rules 
will find that their stuff will "go' in" with 
p'nch greater frequency than that cf thosa 
who do not.

Are= Country Fairs a Thing 
of the Past. 



We are often told that they are, 
where, the society is struggling for an 
existence with grounds burdened with 
debt. This has been the exact situa- 
tion in our own case. It also has 
come about from a lack of interest, 
and while the officers can not make a 
fair without the support of the people, 
the interest- "must originate in the of- 
ficers. It has been customary with a 
great many to get out a catalogue 
from ten days to two, or perhaps, in 
some cases, three weeks, before the 
fain -.print 1,000 to 3,000 copies, .mail 
forty or fifty of them, hand out a few 
more, leave some of them with stores 
to hand out, send a few to directors to 
'hand out, use little or no space in the 
local columns of local papers, print in 
the catalogue the same list of direc- 
tors, superintendents, year after year. 
l>0j>er cent, of whom do" not take any 
interest in the fair, nor make any ef- 
fort whatever to work up their depart- 
ments. Such fairs. don't and can't pay 
premiums, and are out of date; a thing • 
of the past, so far as any usefulness 
is concerned. 

Managers of live fairs will print 
their catalogues early, have carefully 
prepared regular premiums, many spe- 
cials, every" superintendent pledged to 
take hold and fill up his department, 
-directors who will become and remain 
members, of the society and give up 
some, time and energy to the working 
up of the fair. Catalogues out early, 
and mailed put We mail in April a 
catalogue into every family in the 
county.' The advertising will more 
than pay the entire expense. We are 
securing the best of attractions. Our 
opening, day will be children's day. 
We will charge then a nominal en- 
trance fee. and spend twice the 
amount they- pay for special attrac- 
tions t to- interest, them. _We will have 
an evening fair one night. 

Two or three times during the sum- 
mer and fall before the fair we will 
get out special large editions of some 
of our local papers, giving a large 
amount of the space to advertising the 
features of our fair, and a copy of the 
paper mailed, into the home of every 
family In. the county. We will use the 
bill boards about the -county freely. 
We will guarantee to buyers of privi- 
leges a certain large number of admis- 
sions to our gates; if we fail of the 
number, aereeing to refund then 
money paid for privileges in propor- 
tion. 

I do not believe that the day of the 
country fairs has passed, but that for 
the properly conducted fair there is 
ample room, and abundant prospects 
of success. " Yo^rs trnir.

Look Ahead. 



If Yoti are Going to the Paris Exposition. 

About one year hence the great rush to the 
Paris Exposition will set in with full force. 
The indications point to a crowd beyond the 
abi.ity of the steamships in service even 
alter due allowance has been made for all 
the additions possible. 

Commissioner General feck estimates the 
American visitors at 500,000, and some are be- 
yond h-m in their figures. But. assuming 
that his figures are right, how will a crowd 
of this size find accommodations on the ocean 
T «se-s? It is a problem not easy of solution. 

The ordinary summer travel averages about 
SO.OOO a year. Of this throng 50,000 are tour- 
- ists and sightseers. The rest are people, who 
are compelled to make the trip. To handle 
this regular trade there are in service some- 
thing like 100 ships, and they are taxed al- 
most to their full capacity, especially those 
of the best class. To handle 420,000 additional 
wit! require 525 ships. Where will they be 
found? 

They can not be taken from other lines, 
for the business instinct of men in charge 
will not permit them to slight regular busi- 
ness, even for a temporary gain. And, in ad- 
dition, the business on regular steamship 
lines not running to France will be increased 
by reason of the exposition, and the owners 
will find it more profitable to look after reiru- 
uar business than to make a. few trips across 
the ocean to catch the little transient trade. 

Ships can not be built, for time prevents, 
and in addition there would be no place for 
them after the rush was over. Further, the 
freight of the ocean liners makes up by far 
the most important part of the receipts and 
there would be no freight for the transitory 
ships, and the passenger receipts would not 
pay the expenses.

unfitted for passenger, trade. 

Some of the schemes are schemes pure and 
.simple. The promoters ask for monthly pay- 
ments of $5 or *10, with a forfeit if the tour- 
ist withdraws. These pa>ments at interest 
.; bring in a tidy sum, in all probability, when 
the time comes the money will be refunded, 
with the plea that the accommodations to be 
had are insufficient, or eome otter excuse 
will be devised. Deal only with old estab- 
lished lines. You will have to pay well, but 
that is the only way you can get across and 
back with any comfort, and, considering the 
crowds, you will not be any too comfortable 
even then. 

If the estimates of the probable number of 
visitors are correct, or even approximately 
so. there will be plenty of disappointments 
for thousands of those who have long hoped 
to see the great exposition. 

Lem P. Harris, Secretary of Ohio Centen- 
nial and Northwest Territory Kxposition 
writes as follows: 

"Exposition matters are growing every day, 
and we already have over three million of 
dollars in sight from all sources, with more 
coming. The entire expenditure of money at 
the Omaha. Exposition, which was truly a 
very nice show, amounted to but fifteen hun- 
dred thousand dollars. So, with the three-, 
millions in sight and the prospects we al- 
ready have, with time to take full advantage 
of them, there. is no question but what our 
exposition will be all that is hoped for.

Getting their amusement free, they 
areln corresponding good spirits and dis- 
posed to spend the mpre freely.- If the town 
iir-a live town .visitors are likely to leave 
their money in. exchange for merchandise 
rathey extensively. 

-The first thing necessary Is a fair associa- 
tion organised from representative, business 
men of the place- The efforts of the asso- 
ciation, must be seconded by the united and 
. unselfish support of all the business men and 
citizens and the use of the streets and privi- 
leges granted in ho stingy way. 

FATHER OF THE FAIR. 
_ The street fair held at Mattoon last Octo- 
ber- was the second he:d in that city; it was 
continued for four days and on certain of 
those- days the attendance was estimated at 
50,000. *or particulars concerning it credit 
tedue to George N. Buck, the leading mer- 
chant of. that city and a friend of "The Bill- 
board. Mr- Buck is reliable authority on 
lair matters. He Is known in. Mattoon as the

scription from the merchants and business 
roerr of the. city. The booths were built by 
the fair association and paid for from the 
Keneral fund. Space was allotted to each sub- 
scriber wltb/ the understanding that' none 
might be sublet, and in this way the com- 
mittee maintained control and- no objection- 
able exhibit slipped in- In the case of the

sojclted-. No invitations were sent, to manu- 
facturers or Industries; but many- applications 
were received and a good many were ad- 
mitted. 

THE STREET SHOW. 
The booths were ranged- down the center of 
th* streets; they were, of course, of. a tem- 
porary character, cheaply , constructed and 
roofed wltb canvas after, the nature of -awn- 
ings. Amusement features were plentiful 
and carried on at- various places along the 
Une of booths-, including music, acrobatic per- 
formances, trick bicycle riding, and a multi- 
tude of features that every locality may pro- 
cure or furnish for itself. Afternoon races 
were he.d at the trotting grounds, but they 
were Incidental and not, as in the case of 
other fairs, the whole thing.

Our fair was the first of the kind in Illinois, 
but Indiana, Ohio and Michigan have had 
these street fairs., but I guess, no doubt, our 
fair was the .most successful one ever held 
in the United States-: We are better fixed to 
give one than most towns. We have a street 
two miles, long, 100 feet wide and In the busi- 
ness portion 50 feet pavement and 25 feet unl- 
Sf™ "rick and. cement sidewalk on either 
side. We have the stock exhibit right on the 
pavement at either end of booths. We put 
on three -or four inches of sawdust for the 
stock, and for the show ring. 

The horse display here was one of the best 
In the State. Several of the exhibitors told 
me that they showed their stock to more peo- 
ple here any one day of the fair than for the 
enUre week at the State Fairs. The reason 
for that Is this. Every one who comes to the 
s iJ eet ?? Ir goes "P one sl6e and down the 
other side of the booths, and in that way es- 
pecially to see it, and the result is a large 
proportion who go to the county or State 
fair fai, to see the stock. 

4LL TOOK A HAND. 
The stores were, of course, in their best 
dress, attractive windows and enticing Inter- 
iors invited visitors inside, coaxing the lag- 
gard shining while encouraging the nimble 
sixpence. Merchants or the city occupied 
from one to four booths each. Corporations 
and manufacturers made imposing exhibi- 
tions; the telephone, gas and electric light- 
ing companies taking a prominent' part. 
Premiums for the biggest and best from an 
ear of corn to a yoke of oxen created com- 
petition and enlisted the farmers" active co- 
operation. 

'Aside from the street show special exhi- 
bitions were held in various public places and 
buildings convenient of access. Art depart- 
ments were thus instituted for the exhibition 
of needlework, pictures, fancy china, curios 
and old coins, etc. The town was fairly given 
over, to the occasion. On the surface, was 
the g-amour of amusement and a good time 
underneath was a healthy current of business 
and profit. 

George SJ. Buck, "father of the free street 
fair' at 'Mattoon. was born in Jonesville, 
Mich., in 1S49. He went to Mattoon in 1864. 
reaching there with a ravenous appetite and 
a capital of 45 cents. To-day Mr. Buck is the 
leading business man of that city, a merchant 
and manufacturer in' a large way. To him. 
more than to any other man, Mattoon owes 
the success of its street fair.

"Farm Machinery" publishes an interesting 
letter lrom J. G. Stowe. of Cape Town. Afri- 
ca, from which we give some excerpts: 

"The 'South African Industrie and Art Ex- 
hibition' opened Its doors on December 15 in 
the city of Graaamstown. This city has a 
population of 10.000, and amongst Its many 
attractions and amusements is a museum, 
particularly rich- in Bushman and Kaffir or- 
naments. 

"In ; honor of the -exposition, the city was 
decorated with flags and bunting, and "Old 
Glory" is not absent. There are over one 
hundred American flags in the exposition 
buildings, and at the entrance appears the 
Bhleld and coat of arms of the United States. 



'■The exposition waa opened in the usual 
way, with troopji and brass bands and an 
acUrese by the Governor, to whom a golden 
key was presented. , There was also a chorus 
cf several hundred voices singing an original 
ode written for the' occasion. It seems that 
even th.s- town ln Africa is inflicted with a 
•poet.' 

— ine whole area pf buildings devoted to the 
affair was about twenty acres, and all is well 
lighted by electricity. Most of the exhibits 
in. the picture gallery were lrom the art gal- 
leries cf Great Britain. In the display of 
agricultural implements both America' and 
England were represented, but all the hams 
and bacons on exhibition were from Ensrland, 
except those from Ottumwa, la., and yet 
America stands first in imports. 

"The only American vehicles were three 
from H. Blich & Son, of Janesville, Wis. A 
large exhibit of carriages, wagons, etc., 
should ha\e been there. 

"The display of agricultural Implements 
from America was good. In the line of Amer- 
ica was good. In the line of American nov- 
elties much might be said, for the display 
was pleating. They run all the way from 
a clothes pin to a churn, and include some- 
thing new in the way of sash holders, door 
springs, etc. One countryman from Maine 
was having a large business in a "gall cure." 
Of course all the phonographs, graphophones, 
cash registers, and type writers, from the 
United States attracted large crowds, and 
their booths were attractively d<?cnrated. In 
canned fish, meats, etc., the United States 
was not represented. 

"The exhibition as a whole was as if a part 
of one of our own exhibitions had been 
tiansported here; the displays were elaborate; 
the pagodas and booths and decorations such 
as are seen in America The grounds were 
well laid out. with the usual side shows and 
catch penny devices. An American mule 
from Missouri, weighing 200 pounds attracted 
considerable attent'on. 

"It Is already planned to hold an exhibi- 
tion at Cape Town, after the Paris Exposi- 
tion has terminated, so that rcany of its dis- 
plays can be sent here. Cape Town is easily 
reached by sea and rail, and such an expo- 
sition ought to be a success." 

It is the thing now for every prominent city 
to have a Horse Show. Fiom Boston to San 
Francisco, from St. Paul to New Orleans, 
this fad is spreading. Chicago is eageriv 
waiting for the Dake Front Building in which 
to hold a Grand Horse Show and Rally of 
all Horse Breeders' Associations 

The following is from "The New England 
Farmer:" 

"The laws governing our Agricultural So- 
cieties need overhauling and reforming to fit 
changed circumstances and conditions." so 
says Hon. George A. Marden. and so says 
every one who has given the subject any 
thought. The present laws date back to the 
time when railroads and newspapers were few 



and when there were no agricultural colleges 
or experiment stations. But the practical 
difficulty is ln knowing just what to do, how 
to meet present" conditions without doing In- 
justice to anyone, 'how to let the bars down, 
and not too much; how to reform w:sely. 
Lacking such information there is a feeling 
that it Is well to stick to a machine that Las 
done good service in the past, iather than 
to take chances on an uncertainty. 
"Any scheme must have the confidence and 
approbation of the farmers, else it will not 
do the greatest amount of good We shall be 
glad to have correspondents suggest prac- 
tical changes." 

Since tbe people of California have been 
thinking about the appiopriation that may 
be made to hold district fairs, as iu earlier 
times, much enthusiasm is being shown. The 
people in Sutter and Yuba Counties are al- 
ready trying to see how much of a sum they 
can add to the appropriation. 

Santa Barbara and Ventura will form one 
cistrict and It is likely that the former city 
will be headquarters, as it is best adapted 
for that purpose. The pavilion at .Agricu"- 
tural Park (Santa Barbara) was destroyed 
by fire some years ago and there is talk now 
of having It rebuilt. This will certainly be 
done if the Legislature makes the appropria- 
tion. 

A new Fair Association has just seen the 
li^ht of day at Albany. Ore. It is christened 
The Linn County Fair Association, and prom- 
ises to be a permanent thing. The idea of the 
promoters is to form an association into 
which it was desired, to have 500 members 
each to pay Jio, for a life membership certifi- 
cate, to entitle the holder to free admission 
during life. 

This would give a sum of JS.00O.. and a 
committee was appointed to attend to same. 
There is no question as- to the result as 
every one was In favor of this plan 

New Whatcom, Wash., is not only planning 
to have the biggest kind of a fair.but also 
wants to load a car with its best fruits and 
exhibits, and send it East as an advertisement 
of that delightful- region. - The railway com- 
panies, of course, will aid' this plan. 

The fair at Springfield. Mass.. is to have 
an Increased appropriation, and a larger 
number of attraction". It is not only going 
to outdo itself of former years, but going to 
be the largest and best fair in that part of 
the country 

The officers of the Mt. Gretna Agricultural 
Exposition, being re-elected, have decided 
to do wonders next fall in the way of an ex- 
hibition, and expect to outdo all former fairs 
he.d at that place. 

The holding of a fair in October at Peters- 
burg. Va.. is contemplated. It will probably 
be a go. 



.The American Shropshire Association is 
very- generously offering prizes on sheep at 
at least twenty-five prominent fairs this sea- 
ton.

Objectionable Posters. 



Seneca Falls, N. Y., March 6. 1899. 
During last week posters were put up 
arouna town, announcing the appearance of 
the French Folly Company, Saturday even- 
ing, in Johnson Opera House. The posters 
and lithographs depicted the females of the 
company in costumes and attitudes too sug- 
gestive of indecency to suit the more staid 
portion of the community, and as a conse- 
quence President Follett was besieged by 
ministers and church-going people to suppress 
the show, and he at last yielded to the press- 
ure, and on Thursday evening, directed an 
officer to notify the manager and owner of the 
opera house that the show must not be pro- 
duced. Instead of cancelling the date, the 
manager of the opera house allowed the 
troupe to come here, when the situation was 
explained to them. The matter was talked 
over, and the manager of the company agreed 
to eliminate all objectionable features, and 
was finally given permission to produce the 
show, but under the eye of the police, three 
of whom, with Trustee Thomas Skidmore, the 
latter representing President Foil* tt wni 
virtue of his office is Chief of Police, were 
present, with instructions to stop the per- 
formance if anything out of character was 
attempted. As a matter, of course, the steps

Traveling Distributors. 



(Prize Contest.) 

In my experience as a distributor, I have 
always found that a few nrms will employ 
no one but traveling distributors, and would 
not consider a proposal from a good local dis- 
tributor under any circumstances. Now let 
us consider both sides 'of the question and 
see which is the more profitable to the ad- 
vertiser—to employ men to tia\tl or to em- 
ploy local distributors. 

The traveling man will cover a city, say 
once or twice a year (some firms have two 
men travel together) and he puts out the mat- 
ter, covering the city the best way he knows 
how (perhaps the longest way also), but does 
he know where- there are two or more fam- 
ilies living in one house— how to reach them, 
etc.? Certainly not. How can he when he 
visits that town so seldom? But the local 
man living in the; town and going over the 
same ground repeatedly, knows where to 
reach the people who are likely to buy. and 
how to work the city to get through his work 
in good season. 

Again, when the advertiser sends his work 
to the local man, he is not paying out money 
for railroad fares, hotel bills, car fare, hired 
help, etc., nor is he paying for the time when 
work is made impossible by Tain or snow. 

Considering all these facts, any intelligent 
man can see that the advertisers can save a 
great deal of money every year by sending 
his work to a reliable local distributor. Per- 
haps he will say, who is the reliable distribu- 
tor in this or that city, and how do I know 
that he is reliable? That is very easily an- 
swered. Ask any of the old, reliable, gen- 
eral advertisers, who have been having this 
kind of work done for years, they can tell 
you. Now, Mr. Advertiser, which is it going 
to be— the travelling distributor at a large 
expense, or the local man at a small expense? 
Remembering that there are "black sheep" 
among traveling . distributors ; as well as 
among local distributors, it seems certain 
that in a few years the traveling distributors 
will be a thing of the past. Hoping that all 
of the advertisers . and distributors who are- 
able, will attend the I. A.' of D. convention 
next July, where we may talk this subject 
over.

The Science of the Laws of Dissrmenative 
Incentive, 



(Cortimie.i from April Issue.) 

In our last issue? wo outlined 1h<> 
three principal states or modes of 
mind, broadly termed eo^niiioiis. feel- 
ings and conations. We may now pro- 
ceed In inquire more closely into their 
relations. 

Ceneraly speaking, in any state of 
mind that we can observe, we are 
aware of reading, henrinj; or ie<-eivlns 
certain intelligence (co^iiitinu); that 
Ave are ple:iscil or ilisplcnsed ilien'Wiih 
H'eeliiiKi. and that in cotiseiiiiei.cn 
thereof we act tconationt. It must b;> 
observed that Ibis is ;i regular and in- 
v.-i lia ble order. We never find that u 
happy frame of mind jiivrs way to a 
depressed mood without cause. The 
cause Avill always be found to bo due 
to a change in our thoughts, in turn 
due to the intlux of new sensations 
or intelligence. 

• Vrtain psychologists ha\-e niain- 
tained that our feelings are stirred by 
conation as well as cognition. They 
point to the fact that having perform- 
ed a worthy action that we are gra ti- 
lted in mind thereat, or having yielded 
to temptation, we are plunged into re- 
morse. This they contend establishes 
a reversed order in the operations of 
the mind, but they err. They have 
overlooked the fact that Ihe mind con- 
templates the action— takes cogni- 
zance of what is done— and it is this 
latter that produces the change in 
feeling. 

Witness the limits of our powers of 
observation then; «-,. f m ,\ tj, ;11 eogni- 
lion. feeling and conation always and 
invariably follow each oilier in the or- 
der named. It would seem. too. that 
conditions lieing the same, the same 
hitclllgeneo Avill stir up the same emo- 
tion, and incite the same volition ill 
all cases, but of this later. - 

Having unfolded the three principal 
divisions of mental manifestations, avc 
may now iirneeed to a more elaborate 
analysis of mind. It is obvious that 
a classification of the faculties will 
aid 11s materially at this stage of our 
inuulry. but unToi-lunatcly. it is a verv 
ditlicult task to tabulate' them. This 
is due to a number of causcX. chief 
among which is the ditliculty offiTrld- 
ing the phenomena — which are so fu- 
gitive and complex—under the view. 
It is also owing, in no small measure, 
to the fact that the faculties overlap 
and intermingle with one another in 
such great degree. Speaking of this 
difficulty. Dr. MeCosli says: 

"This Is a h'nilrniice riot peculiar lo psv- 
HioroK.v. How difficult do holRiiists lind it. "lo 
iliaw out an arrangement of the vegetable 
kinpdoni which' -may Include nil and exclude 
mine, which mny conihlne the like and o\- 
■ •.iiile the iiiiMke. Yet they do contrive to 
[haw out such a classllleatlou as is tilted to 
oriiiK to view the sameness and difference In 
p.anls. • » . . There may he a classlll- 
e.-itlmi of Ihe riiciilllcs emhndviiiK imich tiuth 
and or eminent prnclieal utility, though cun- 
letsed.y not wholly perfect." 

I'or practical purposes, then, that is 
to say, for the ends of the advertiser. 
avc may attempt a classitlcation. We 
do not pretend that it is complete: all 
that we claim is, that so far as it goes 
it is correct. 

A complete tabulation, though of the 
lirst importance in psychology, is 
hardly necessary in a particular an- 
alysis such as we require. Further- 
more, by eliminating the exlran"<>us 
powers we avoid much of the verbiage 
and all or the mythology of the '•fac- 
ulty-psychologists. - ' 

The accompanying table is submit- 
ted only as n provisional arrangement 
of those peculiar atli'lliutes of the

While it is proiier to mention that 
much light may be thrown upon the 
operations of the mind by the physi- 
ology of the brain, it is unnecessary .to 
• the purpose of Advertics; niitl hence, 
no account of it is taken in the fore- 
going classification. Of course it goes 
wit hunt saying that there is a close 
and intimate connection between mind 
and nerve tissue, but it is -wholly im- 
possible to discover just what the con- 
. nection is. If physiological psychol- 
ogy could throw any light on' tliis 
phase. of our inquiries, it Avould yield 
us great aid indeed, but it can not. 

It is of the very highest importance 
that the reader keep constautlv in 
mind the fact that faculties, while 
they are separate and distinct, are 
powers of one indivisible mind: also, 
that psychology may be individualis- 
tic without being confined entirely to 
the introspective method. Ward says: 

'•There is nothing to hinder the psychologist 
from employing' the materials furnished bv - 
his observat'ons of other men. of infants, of 
the lower animals or of the insane: nothing 
to hinHer him taking counsel with the philol- 
ogist or even the ' physiologist, provided al- 
ways he can show the psychological bearings 
of those facts that are not directly psA-cho- 
logical. • • • » • The standpoint, then 
of psychology is individualistic: by whatever 
methods, from whatever sources its facts 
are ascertained. . they must— to have a psy- 
chological import— be regarded a& having 
plac in. or as being part of some one's eon- 
s"irusnecs. • • • • • We are no more 
c-nRned to our immediate observations here 
than elsewhere: but the point is. that whether 
seeking to analyze one's own consciousness or 
to infer that of a lobster, whether discussing 
the association of ideas or the expression of 
emotions, th're is always an individual mind, 
or se.f or subject in ques«icn." 

A psychologist would define the 
word advertising as the influence 
which one mind exerts noon others, in 
some well designed and methodical 
way Avith reference to some sn-cial 
aim. Mind is force— just as much of 
a force as electricity. Intelligence is 
the agent that carries it— the wire, the 
conductor, if you will. Other minds 
are the objects, the motors, and if tbe 
connection— attention— is established, 
they Avill respond as surely and as cer- 
tainly to the current. 

Attention has been called a faculty. 
It is not. It is ,1 condition only, a 
rousing of one or more of the cogni- 
tive faculties. It has two phases. 
Either it is a reflex, spontaneous or in- 
voluntary—as when the stimulus 
conies suddenly, unexpectedly, allur- 
ingly or oddly: or it is voluntary, as 
in the application of the powers to 
observation or ratiocination. A third 
phase has some supporters. It is call- 
ed expectant attention. Roark defines 
it as: 

"That condition in which the mind dwells 
upon something that is expected, and that is 
dreaded or desired." Carpenter defines it as 
"that condition in which the whole mind is 
possessed with thp idea that a certain action 
will take place and is eagerly directed toward 
indications of its occurrence." 

Roth authorities are profound think- . 
ers. and one takes issue with them 
with hesitation, but it would seem 
that expectant attention, whether con- 
sidered as apprehension or anticipa- 
tion, is none the less voluntary alien- «t 
tion. Kxpectant it certainly is. but so *w* 
is attention, viewed in any light. K.\- 
lioctancy is a concomitant of atten- 
tion, either voluntary or involiintarv. 

There is a sense, too. in which in- 
voluntary attention is. paradoxical as 
it may seem, voluntary: for when at- 
tracted by shock, glitter or loud noise, 
the faculties are concentrated upon 
the object or occurrence, and the -will • 
' is brought into play (unconsciously) 
to effect the concentration. 

Attention, then, is active conscious- 
ness — the holding before the mind of 
a presentation or the fixing of the .fac- 
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ulties upon an object or objects of 
knowledge'. 

It is secured variously. Anything 
that Is curious, new, unusual, odd, 
strange or mysterious will obtain it 
readily, in its non-voluntary phase. 
This process is usually referred to as 
"attracting," and by the way. attrac- 
tion is a correlative of attention, the 
one literally signifying "a drawing to" 
and the other a "stretching to." But 
there are other ways and means. An 
appeal to the aesthetlcal faculties— to 
the sense of the beautiful which is- in 
all men, rarely fails. The incongru- 
ous, the bizarre, the grotesque, the 
fantastic, are all resorted to with suc- 
cess. 

From these facts we may deduce 
the general law of involuntary atten- 
tion, viz.: ATTENTION IS INVOIj- 
UNTARmY ARRESTED BY THE 
UNCOMMON OR UNUSUAL. 

We often hear 1t said that a loud 
noise will invariably attract attention, 
but this is not necessarily true. It 
will if it is uncommon or unusnal. If 
not, it will .fail, as witness the uncon- 
cern of a broker figur.ng up his mem- 
oranda on the crowded floor of the 
stock exchange. He is totally oblivi- 
ons to -the shouts and turmoil about 
him. Note the operative' among the 
Jennies iri a cotton mill. The clashing 
din of the machinery is unheard. In 
the roar of battle the boom and crash 
of a r great gun Is unnoticed. 

The separate noises in these cases 
produce no individual Impression on 
the presentation-continuum. Each is 
heard but not noted severally and sep- 
arately, and if remembered at all. it 
is only as a. whole— a confused jumble. 
This gives us the law of .attention 
proper, viz.: THE INTENSITY OP 
ATTENTION IS INVERSELY. AC- 
CORDING TO ITS EXTENSITY. 

The mind can attend to more than 
one thing at a time. One may whistle 
while walking, sing while playing an 
accompaniment, and compose and 
write a letter simultaneously. In like 
manner one may listen to two or more 
people at one and the same time, and 
attend to what each is saying, but the 
impression made or left upon the mind 
by each person is less and less faint, 
accordingly as their-number is few or 
many. 
This brings us to another important 
• concomitant of attention, viz.: IN- 
TEREST. If the broker on the floor 
of the stock exchange hears his own 
name called, his attention is attracted 
instantly. If a stock that he Is carry- 
ing Is?- mentioned, all his faculties are 
on thfe alert immediately. Or suppose 
it to be his wife's name, or that of his 
brother, or an Intimate friend, a well 
'known competitor, a client or custom- 
er, a casual acquaintance, a firm he 
knows by reputation only, or a firm 
hereto nnheard of. the interest loses 
potentiality as we go down the list. 

The foregoing phase may be aptly 
termed self-interest. It secures atten- 
tion. Involuntarily. But there is an- 
other aspect in which interest may be 
viewed. "We will suppose the atten- 
tion has been attracted by the un- 
usual. Unless interest steps in at 
once to hold it the impression will not 
be sufficiently- strong to endure. If. 
on the contrary, the intelligence does 
prove appetent (interesting), the at- 
tention may be held until the impres- 
sion is deepened into conviction. 

Generally speaking the mind has ap- 
petency for all knowledge, and the un- 
known will prove interesting always 
under certain circumstances. If alone 
in a country station, awaiting a belat- 
ed train, the most trivial facts are 
carefully considered, provided they 
are. until then, unknown. Among the 
distractions of the wheat pit only the 
most potent considerations of self-in- 
terest prevail.

Seeing the article In the March "Billboard" 
by Sam W. Hoke, entitled. "Can the Serura 
in the Small Towns be Improved?" I read it 
with much interest, as I have been engaged 
to a certain extent for a number of years in 
painting advertising signs, posting, disti'ih 
uting. etc. 

I "had often wondered why the great mnss 
of showy, attractive advertising matter, cost- 
ing many thousands of dollars, was always' 
displayed in large cities, covering every hill 
board, blank wall, fence and every other 
imaginable place, from one years' end to the 
next, while the small towns, country villages 
and public thoroughfares are almost entiri'ly 
neglected by all classes of advertisers who 
make fine showings. The circuses and other 
large traveling shows have alone learned 
that a large poster showing in the country 
was productive of large returns in town on 
show day. 

Along the L-roads In New York City every 
available space is covered by posters and at- 
tractive paintings. But watch the travelers 
eight out of every ten men are no sooner 
seated than they arc buried in the folds of 
a New York daily, and become oblivious to 
sight or sound until their station is an- 
nounced. On cable cars and other lines the 
same thing is noticable; while on the street 
one would think that everybody in New York 
was just two minutes late, which Is largely 
due to force of habit. No time to see any- 
thing but business. 

In small towns and villages the people, 
while none the less active and intelligent, 
move with less rush, and although it takes 
them a little longer to get there, still they 
know what they have seen and heard on the 
way. 

1 am thoroughly convinced that a more 
generally read or better remembered adver- 
tisement never was posted than one ' have 
in mind. It is situated on a country road, 
where city as well as country people pass. 
Whether bent on business or pleasure, wheth- 
er walking or riding in carriage or on bi- 
cycle, every one's attention is sure to be 
drawn to it. because it is by itself, and is 
so different from its surroundings that it is 
brought almost forcibly to your liotiee. Don't 
be afraid ;o let your sign stand ort alone, 
for the more isolated it appears, the surer 
it is to attract attention, and the better it 
will be remembered. 

Hiding with a gentleman one day. and 
passing an advertising sign which 1 had put 
up the year before, he remarked: "I'll bet 
I hi,ve read that sign a hundred times." On 
being asked why he read it so oftrn. he re- 
plied: "I go over this road : often, and I 
am srre to see it. and read it every time, 
because 1 have nothing else to do. and there 
is nothing else to attract my attention." I 
asked him ir he read the ads when he got 
in town, he replied: "No: there are so manv 
there and so many other things of Interest' 
that I never read any of tJiem." Are there 
not thousands of others like; him? If so. and 
bill posting is used as a means to accomplish 
results, then would not a small nart of the 
posters displayed, if placed In the country 
towns and leading thoroughfares, prove a 
paying investment? Although no inspector 
could be sent over the country, tbe plan 
mentioned by Mr. Hoke, as practiced bv the 
Savannah and Augusta bill posters, could !>■> 
used with perfect safety. The traveling of 
a circuit of towns might make the price a 
little higher in some coses, vet I believe the 
advertiser iright sow seed on much poor.r 
soil.

They at present have'an' enroll- 
ment of some twenty odd students. The 
course consists of instruction in composition, 
use of words, type, display, illustration, lith- 
ography," paper, rates, space, and all other 
details involved in the advertising business. 

The town as I write -Is. resplendent with 
the paper of Kingling Bros., and brilliant as 
it is the show surpasses it. There never was 
a greater concourse of people on the streets 
than witnessed their parade the night of 
Apri I 12.

Queer Conditions that Obtain in Copenhagen 

Giles Pullman, the veteran circus agent 
who is now touring Europe with a band of 
Sioux Indians, writes Interestingly of the 
bill boards of Denmark In a recent letter to 
"The Billboard." Says he: "The dob and 
dead wall, on we know It in America, does 
not exist and would not be tolerated. Fur- 
thermore, as there are no largo stands print- 
ed, there is no need of large bill boards. 
There arc boards, though, well placed and 
nicely kept. For the most part they are 
about the size of a one-sheet, although some 
few are as large as a three-sheet. Each 
newspaper has a line of boards. They use 
the space (or themselves, or they sell It lo 
others. Municlpnl sanction must be had for 
every hoard placed, and sniping Is prohib- 
ited. A big circus will put out thirty whole- 
sheets and consider themselves well billed. 
They charge one mark (25 cents) per sheet * 
for a month's showing, but they hang the 
paper with the exactness and care exercised 
by a paper hanger in America. We thought 
the price outrageous at first, but ns soon as 
we looked Into the Bervlco we saw it was 
worth It, nnd results prove It.

INTRODUCTORY. 

Without trespassing ddmain of letter au- 
thorities who teach construction, it is with 
a sincere conviction that we are "called" to 
supply such hints as may seem of Interest 
and importance to the student of buleltin or 
ad. sign painting, and give a short analysis 
of the selection and remarks explanatory or 
suggestive of execution, avoiding technicali- 
ties, as far as possible, to the comprehension 
of the : student- 
System is very essential to dispatch. It Is 
an excellent plan to divide it up Into many 
"littles," and; then to take them up one at 
a time. Do not attempt to crowd the whole 
into your brain without order or system. 
System is the great time and labor-saver. 

"Why. this thing is an impossibility!" said 
one to the projector of a difficult enterprise. 
"To you it would be," was the curt and not 
inappropriate reply. 

Ruskin utters a great truth when he says: 
"It is no man's business whether he has 
genuius cr not; wcrk he must, whatever he 
is. but quietly and steadily. And the natural 
and unforced results of such work will be al- 
ways the thing God meant him to do and 
will be his best." 

A few points may serve to begin. "How 
does the new street sweeper come on?" 
"Oh," said Bill, with a critical, patronizing 
catcs." etc., exist only in the fertile imagi- 
air, "he may do well enough at plain up and 
down sweeping, but let him try his hand at 
a piece of fancy sweeping arount a lamp- 
post, and you'll soon see that he is no great 
shakes." \t is worth your while to learn 
the niceties of every art you may be em- 
ployed in. 

Put thought into your composition, as did 
a lame boy. who could open oysters, and 
when trade was dull, passing the little, shop 
you might hear him singing a rather odd 
song, while the music was something quaint 
and wild: 

"Fine clams as ever you ate: 
Clams a-talking. 
Clams a-walking. 
Clams a-jumping. 
Clams for dumpling. 
Clams for baking. 
How they're quaking. 
As they think upon their fate!" 
This song, all his own thought, was enough 
to tempt the lovers of clams to purchase, 
and often brought him a customer who bad 
stepped from curiosity. 

"What is your secret of success?" asked a 
lady cf a distinguished painter. "I have no 
secret, madame, but hard work." he re- 
plied. 

There are two reasons why some people 
don t mind their own business. One is that 
they haven't any business, and the other is 
teat they haven't any mind. 

The object of education is to prepare all 
frr duty and destiny: and any system of in- 
struction that fails in these respects is raise. 
The student who is not thorough is never 
well at his ease. It takes time to be' thor- 
ough, but it more than pays. Nothing we 
get in this life is to be had for nothing. 

If you 
want any gcod you must work for it The 
eye that never falters and the nerve that 
never quails, are the elements of victory in 
the mental and moral as well as the physical 
world. Don't skip the bard points.

On Distributing. 



BY JAMES A. CUR RAN. 

Denver, Colo., April 15. 1899. 

I noticcda few good articles in your splen- 
did journal in reference to distributing, 
which I read very carrefully. 

Now distributing is a very fine point in 
advertising. When a circular, book or 
pamphlet Is properly distributed, put inside 
of dwellings, offices and business houses, it 
is an individual solicitor, and the advertiser 
distributing such matter is an individual ad- 
vertiser, as far as the merits of his circular, 
pamphlet or book go. Of course in distrib- 
uting you have to rely upon the honesty of 
the distributor, as of course it is impossible 
to check up distributing unless you follow 
up the different streets, and ask individually 
at the houses whether your advertising mat- 
ter has been left there, at the same time 
showing one of your circulars. And adver- 
tisers would often do more distributing than 
they do if it were not for the fear of that 
deadly foe. "The dishonest distributor." 

There are all kinds of distributors, and all 
kinds or prices. There is the distributor who 
does his work in a hap-hazard-manner, go- 
ing along the street and dropping the adver- 
tising matter over the fence, or throwing 
them on to the porches. Then there is the 
dishonest distributor who puts three or four 
pieces of advertising matter in one place, or 
not putting it out at alt, or is in a hurry 
to get out the work and send in his bill for 
distributing same, and kicks if he does not 
hear from the advertiser at once. Then there 
is the distributor who is lazy: who works 
only the thickly populated portion of the 
city where he is distributing, lie does not 
go to the outskirts, or on streets where there 
are only a few houses: ncr does he go into 
the top floors of the business blocks, or up 
to top floors where families do light house- 
keeping. Then comes the honest distributor, 
who is a painstaking man. who distributes 
carefully, going to each aud every bouse and 
family and leaving one piece: who thorough- 
ly works the outskirts of the city or town, 
and inquires from the different druggists or 
grocers, or whoever carries the line of goods 
he is advertising, about the sales, and keeps 
the advertiser informed of his article by fol- 
lowing up the results of bis advertising as 
soon as possible. That mail is a success, 
and the goods that he advertises are always 
successful. 

A great mistake many prosepctive adver- 
tisers make when they are about to have 
distributing done is in beating down the 
prices. They say, "Is that the cheaptest 
you can do it for?" -Now, I argue that no 
distributing can be done properly and leave 
a fair profit for the distributor for less than 
$2.00 per I.ihhi. One instance out of several 
that I could quote is of a distributor of this 
city who sent out a solicitor, and told bim 
to get the distributing at any price. "No 
matter what you have to take it for, get it. 
and I will take care of the rest." He got 
10.000 dodgers from Brooks, the Tailor, who 
has a large establishment in this city, and 
by contracting to put them out for $1.00 a 
1.00O. The result was. that Mr. Brooks 
caught one of the distributing boys in the 
very act of burning his circulars in their 
stove. There were from ".000 to 5.000 de- 
stroyed. The distributor said: "I will make 
it all right." and tried to hush the matter 
up. so it would not get out. But here was a 
case where the advertiser lost his cost of 
printing, the price he would have to pay 
the distributor, providing he had not caught 
him burning the circulars, and most of all. 
the advertising value, or the results he 
would have obtained if the circulars had 
been properly distributed. 

I also argue that when a distributor once' 
secures a customer, and-.uses his utmost en- 
deavors to see that the matter is properly 
distributed according to contract, and calls 
on the different stores and keeps in touch 
with the advertiser, he will not lose him. 
If advertising does not pay. why is it thnt 
the most successful merchants are the heavi- 
est advertisers? Therefore, when the dis- 
tributor succeeds in getting a lot of distrib- 
uting to do, he should make good the above 
outlines. 

The aim of every successful distributor of 
the presendt day is to promote the interests 
of the advertiser as far as he possiblv can. 
He should also correspond regularly with his 
customers, and make bis IettPrs as short as 
possible, and if he misses their patronage 
should write that he would like to know why 
he is not receiving more distriboting, and if 
it is bis fault he would like to know it. and 
that be desires an answer to his letter. Tf 
possible he will call on the advertiser per- 
sonally, and ?»swer all letters promptly.

They say that the matter is invariably wast- 
ed, and if such be the case it would be im- 
possible to get results: hence, cause adver- 
tisers to form the impression that it does not 
pay to advertise in the South.

(Prize Contest.) 

Council Bluffs will shortly pass an ordi- 
nance prohibiting the distribution of medi- 
cine samples. This is due entirely to bad 
service. The distributor is at fault, it is 
true, but the real culprit is most frequently 
the advertiser. The niggardly price he al- 
lows the distributor will oftentimes not ad- 
mit of an ablebodied man earning a dollar 
a day. 

This is a fact. We know of several in- 
stances. While it is true that distributors 
should refuse work that does not bear a fair 
price, it is equally true that to do so means 
inviting opposition, for inexperienced men, 
willing to undertake an experimental con- 
tract, are plentiful. 

Most distributers know this, and prefer 
the lesser, evil of accepting an unfairly low- 
price rather than see some one else start 
into the business. The advertiser who offers 
a distributor less than $2.00 a 1,000 on sam- 
ples, comes very near to being an outright 
criminal. In speaking of the Council Bluffs 
movement the Omaha World-Herald, of April 
17, says: 

"The City Council will be called upon at 
its next meeting to take measures to prevent 
the miscellaneous distribution of patent med- 
icine samples in this city. This has been 
one of the common methods of advertising 
patent : medicine, small packages of pills or 
bottles of liquid medicine being carried from 
house to house and dropped in mail boxes, 
thrown on porches and steps, or behind 
screen doors.' 

"About a year ago a child named Hansen 
ate a quantity of pills distributed in this 
careless icanner. and died from the effects 
cf the drugs in them. There was much in- 
dignation at that time, but no action was 
taken by the city. The occurrences of a num- 
ber of similar cases of poisoning of children 
by patent medicine samples recently, has 
again aroused public sentiment, and a strong 
demand is being made that something be 
done to stop the practice. 

About a month ago a little daughter of J. 
A. Gorbam, of the firm of Treynor & Gor- 
ham, got hold of a box of large pills, which 
a distributor had left at the door, and, at- 
tracted by the sweet taste of the sugar coat- 
ing, ate a considerable portion of them be- 
fore she was discovered by Mrs. Gorham. 
The prompt administration of an emetic 
averted serious consequences. Mr. Gorham 
followed up the matter at that time, and re- 
ceived a promise from the agent who caused 
the medicine to be distributed that care 
should be taken to place medicine samples 
directly in the hands of some adult member 
of each family visited, and he earnestly im- 
plored Mr. Gorham not to make any public 
complaint. 

"The reckless distribution of medicines bas 
continued, however, and Mr. Gorham and a 
number of others have taken the matter up, 
with the determination to have the city au- 
thorities to act." 

If other cities follow the lead of Council 
Bluffs, or if the State or National Govern- 
ment takes the matter up and stops this 
potent form of advertising, the advertiser 
will have no one but himself to blame. It is

The Nichols Advertising Co., of Galesburg, 
Mich., shroud themselves in silence, and re- 
fuse to answer "The Billboard's" letters re- 
questing evidence of their standing, honesty 
and integrity. If they are not grafters they 
are just damp phools. 

There is no distributor in the land but can 
afford 10 cents a month advertising himself 
and his business. That is just what it costs 
to have your name in our distributor's di- 
rectorv. It is alphabetically arranged, and 
your name will always be found just where 
the advertiser is looking for it. Is your 
name in it? Do you believe in advertising? 



I want to compliment Mr. M. F. Sprenger. 

N. Y., on the fine line of 
stationery he is using. If distributors and 
bill posters generally would pay a little more 
attention to stationery, it would improve 
their business a great deal. True, good sta- 
tionery costs considerable, but as a man is 
judged by his stationery in a great many 
cases, it seems to me that it would pay any 
one in the business to use the best.

This is the distributor's weather, and the 
proper season to do the work. Any one in 
tiie business who has not about all he can 
look after at present lacks something. Either 
he did not solicit at the proper time or did not 
solicit enough. All those who are complain- 
ing of dull business should take the bint and 
go to work. Do not only advertise, but so- 
licit the work through correspondence. Use 
a well written circular. It is a good idea to 
give list of patrons, also testimonials. Refer 
advertisers to your old customers, and if you 
have been doing their work in a thorough 
manner, they will be more than pleased to 
recommend and help you to get new busin- 
ness. Each new customer is worth at least 
$25.00. A well-known distributor in a large 
city recently stated to me that it cost him 
at least $100 in advertising, corresponding, 
etc., to obtain each National advertiser's 
contract. Of course the shipments are large: 
consequently, the cost of each customer is 
comparatively small. A distributing agency, 
who has a good trade in a large city, where 
it takes from 75,000 and upwards to cover the 
territory, is worth all the way from two to 
five thousand dollars in good, cold cash. 




Distribution Methods. 



(Prize Contest.) 

About three yours ago two young men 
came to this city, from where the public 
knew out, hired a store for three mnnths, 
and opened their doors as an "outlet." ol 
men's clothing. 

Before .their' lease had expired it wan re- 
newed for six months; ere six mouths had 
passed it was renewed for eighteen months; 
and now they have a lease for ten years on 
the store in which they first ventured in the 
clothing business in the city of Providence. 

The combined influence of the cloihing 
merchants was directed against them, and 
was effective in influencing the Providence 
Journal to refuse their advertisements. They 
took up the work of distribution, and have 
since regularly and methodically -covered the 
State by this method of advertising. 

There is another man who, to my knowl- 
edge, has on two different occasions had 
10,000 posters printed with which to cover 
the city. : Net meeting with the immediate 
anticipated results, he condemned the method 
as a waste of money. This man, also, had 
a method which doubtless was a waste of 
money, although his scheme of advertising 
was not necessarily so. His method of dis- 
tributing was to stand In front of his store 
door until he saw some rag-a-muffln ol a 
boy dragging his snail like form along, 
.'when' he would call out. "Ha. boy; want to 
peddle some bills for me?" This man re- 
fused to pay $1.75 per 1,000 to a local distrib- 
utor, as being robbery; but he paid an irre- 
sponsible youth, 1 know not bow much, to 
scatter his posters broudeust on the high- 
way, very much like the gossiping old wo- 
man, who was sent to scatter the feathers of 
a hen to the winds as she walked the streets 
of her city, and then attempt to pick them up 
again. 

Distribution with the first-named firm is 
a success, because it is well done. Distri- 
bution with the latter is a failure, because 
it is poorlv done. Nowhere is the truth ol 
the old adage. "If a thing is worth doing it 
is worth doing well." more fittingly applied 
than in the work of distributing. 

To the business advertiser it is an ele- 
ment in his business that must be given re- 
spectful consideration, and systematized, as 
does every profitable department of business. 

To the distributor it means method, which 
is the foundation of success. The man with- 
out method is in darkness without light. _ 
Like a battle without "a plan is distributing j 
without method. 

It is an undisputed fact that the most 
successful business men are the greatest ad- 
vertisers; the greatest advertisers are the 
ones who patronize the best distributors: and

A scheme which I adopted long before I 
became an association member, was to start 
out with three men, each, like myself, carry- 
ing as much as he could, without being bur- 
dened. Each man was apportioned exactly 
the same amount of matter. We would then 
start on the east side of the river, which 
divides the city, and selecting a certain 
street to serve as our temporary boundary 
on the north, with the city line on the south. 
With a companion I would then take one 
street, and send my most trusted man. with 
an assistant, to the adjoining parallel street, 
saying, "do that." and 1 will meet you at 
sui-h a place. Meeting him there we would 
r.everFe our direction, and meet at another 
appointed place, and thus we continued until 
' all was completed from the city line to the 
street I had selected as a boundary. This 
much accomplished, what had been our 
boundary on the north now became our 
boundarv on the south: anotner section was 
then marked out to he covered, and the same 
method pursued. Knowing the city thor- 
oughly, and the number of houses that I sent 
my men to visit, like any man of ordiiiars 
intelligence, I could readily detect. jiidgmP 
from the relative sizes of our bundles after 
meeting at our appointed place, whether or 
net anv waste had been made. 

I have had the same men work with me in 
winter that I had in summer, and this «■ 
what I alwavs liked. For I have found it to 
be greatly to the advantage of the distrib- 
uting business to employ men who ran ion 
a sense of responsibility and interest in their 
work.

Dear Sir — I was so much interested in 
reading your "Physchology of Advertics," 
which formed the editorial in your April 
issue of "The Billboard," tbat I take the lib- 
erty of writing you my appreciation of the 
subject. 

You strike the keynote. The influences of 
certain forms of advertising upon certain 
minds under certain conditions is a study 
profound and valuable to any advertiser, and 
the wonder is that it is not more seriously 
studied. But then it is too deep for the av- 
erage advertiser's mind. Whatever is deep 
is annoying, and the advertiser dismisses it 
with impatience and concerns himself with 
more material matters. 

The ramifications of the mind — the tangent 
of ideas resulting from first thought — tne re- 
ceptive mood as well as the analytical and 
deductive faculties are subjects to which no 
writer has yet done justice. 

In the minds of many the serious consid- 
eration of a profound abstract matters is a 
subject for jest. 

If you have ever traveled through Utah 
and noted the ignorance of the farmer class 
there, then compared that with the intelli- 
gence of the similar class in New England, 
you will appreciate the importance of adver- 
tising matter prepared to strike the mind to 
which it is directed. Just so with many 
other States. 

Some minds demand the flippant— others 
the serious, others the bombastic, others the 
simple, others the complex, others the talk- 
ative, others the dogmatic, others the log- 
ical, others the artistic, others the sensation- 
al, and so on. In times of war and political 
excitement people's minds become abnormal 
and then the dramatic and sensational are 
effective. In ordinary conditions, the logical 
accomplishes more. The demand for logical 
advertising is growing greater, thanks to in- ' 
creasing intelligence and competition. 

Just how to mix with the logical a due 
proportion of brilliant lightness and art is 
a problem that every advertiser should con- 
sider most carefully. 

The analytical and deductive faculties, as 
far as I have been able to learn, have reach- 
ed their highest development (in America) 
in Boston. You would not think so by Bos- 
ton's advertising. But then advertising — nor 
newspapers — in a community do not always 
reflect the intelligence of the people. 

Commercial travelers are profound stu- 
dents of the vagaries of mind. One drum- 
mer will tell another: "How Jones likes to 
talk of so and so. and if you can get him 
talking on that subject, at the end of half an 
hour- the chances are that he will surprise 
you with a sudden order." In faet.eommer- 
cial men are deep students of physcology all 
the time, although they may never suspect 
it. 

The average mind after a period of serious 
study must spring back into the whimsical, 
ridiculous and festive in order to recover its 
equilibrium. That explains why so many 
farce comedies and light literature drown 
Shakesperiaa and solid mental food, -'the 
comedian in private life is grave; the trage- 
dian happy. 

Th- receptive mill m»%=t wait *h* adver- 
tiser's work, otherwise he is wasting ammu- 
nition. When there is a superabundance oi 
advertising on a subject the how adw-rtiser 
clever, dramatic or i-jr;.-ible enough !o im- 
press minds al-3H.|y fill«-l r ith ad'-citi.-Irg 
food. When there is a clear right of way a 
lesser effort will bring results, but the bet- 
ter tho effort the better the rssults. 

These thoughts were suggested by your ed- 
itorial, and your editorial suggested the let- 
ter. 1 will watch your succeeding remarks 
on the subject with deep interest. Yours

Dear Sir— Seeing an article in the March 
issue of "The Billboard" from "Proctor & 
Nye," of Lincoln, Neb-, referring to "The 
Dr. Snoop" mode of dealing with distribu- 
tors, brings to mind a little experience that 
I had with that company. 

Two years ago I received a letter from Dr. 
Snoop Co., asking if I wished to do this work 
and saying that they paid $1.50 per m. 

I answered same, saying that my price was 
$2 per m., and would guarantee the best of 
service, but net accept the work at their 
price (51.50 per m.). 

A short time after my letter to the Dr. 
Shopp Co., my- brother received a letter from 
them, offering to appoint him as their dis- 
tributor in this city at $1.50 per m. 

He being an employe of this concern, turn- 
ed the letter over to me, and I answered 
: same. -■ 

Well, they finally secured the services of 
a man, and to him they Intrusted their work. 
During the month of ebruary, 1899. I re- 
ceived another letter from "The Dr. Shoop 
Co./' saying the service had not been satis- 
factory, and again asking me to do their 
work at the old price of $1.50 per m. 

They enclosed a contract, which I filled out 
and inserted $2 per m. in place of the print- 
ad price of $1.50. 



After waiting a short time I ran across a 
bunch of SIX of "The Dr. Shoop" booklets in 
the hallway at my home, and upon following 
this distribution (in the immediate vicinity 
of my home) I found other evidence of very 
poor work. 

Upon inquiry. I found that the work had 
been done by a concern located in Provi- 
dence, R. I., and that this city had been dis- 
tributed in ONE DAY. 

Now, if " this Providence .concern received 
5,000 (the required number) booklets for dis- 
tribution in this citty at $1.50 per m« how 
can they give decent service, and make a 
cent, after paying carfares (80c per man for 
round trip from Providence), and also pay- 
ing their help? 

To distribute this city, it takes me (with 
two men) nearly three days, and I fail to see 
where the "Dr. Shoop Co.'- have saved a 
cent by employing a concern that gives the 
kitid of service that they received here during 
the month of March, 1899. 

Medical concerns that are not willing to 
pay a fair price, and cheap distributing con- 
cerns that do work for "any old price," are 
just the people that block the wheels of legit- 
imate trade and prevent a distributor from 
receiving a fair price for good service. Very

Dear Sir— We had a very pleasant call this 
week from Mr. D. K. Wade, who is repre- 
senting "Cascarets." We made a contract 
with him to distribute Denver, Pueblo, Colo- 
rado Springs and surrounding towns. We 
bave found Mr. Wade very much of a gen- 
tleman, and thoroughly up-to-date and 
painstaking in regard to his distributing 
matter. 

We also closed a contract -with Levering 
& Co., of Baltimore, to distribute 10,000 cir- 
culars, advertising Levering's coffee. 

We did a large amount of distributing for 
the last election that took place in this city, 
handling upwards of 700,000 pieces of distrib- 
uting matter for the different political par- 
ties. 

Mr. Hardwiek, representative of Pyle's 
Pearline, called April 3. We sampled the 
city of Denver for him. We put out 380 sam- 
ples to the physicians of the cities of Den- 
ver. Pueblo and Colorado Springs, advertis- 
ing Mcllen's Food Co., of Boston. 

Closed contract for 75,000 pieces of distrib- 
uting matter, advertising Bromo Seltzer, 
Emerson Drug Co., Baltimore.

Dear Sir — I have bought out the business of 
J. H. Haynes & Son, of this city, and have 
joined the I. A. D. 

I have just finished doing some sampling 
for Mr. B. H. Bacon, of Rochester, N. Y. It 
was the first work I ever did for him. I 
handed the samples to the lady of the bouse, 
at the kitchen door. I was paid to do that 
kind of work. If the advertisers would pay 
distributers enough for their work, so .they 
could do it in the way it should be done, 
they would get gc*d returns. It would make 
the distributors feel better. What satisfac- 
tion is it to stick a sample under the door 
cr over it. when, if we would hand it into 
the lady of the house, they -would be sure 
to try it. I am speaking from personal ex- 
perience, and of people I have known ever 
since I begun the advertising business, and 
that is over six years. A few days ago, 
when I was doing work for the above-named 
firm, I found two and three families living in 
a house that looked to be only large enough 
for one. Some told they never got anything 
that came around. 

I very often receive letters from firms say- 
ing they want a distributor in Ironton, and 
will pay $1.50 per thousand for circulars and 
samples, as the case may be, and "If you 
can do it for that price fill out the applica- 
tion blank." I can not afford to work for 
that price, so refuse rather than take it. I 
do no work at all for less than $2 per thou- 
sand, and sampling according to size, weight 
and the way in which it is to be done. 

This is a very scattering town in some 
parts to work, as the traveling men for 
Miles Medical Co., W. t. Hanson & Co., C. 
I. Hood & Co., and Foster-Milburn Co., 
could tell you. Yours very respectfully,

several communications from other States, 
asking my opinion of forming an association 
in the South.

Dear Sir — Notwithstanding my inexperi- 
ence and lack of important information with 
which to interest your readers, 1 will en- 
deavor to contribute- a few lines: at least, 
to that very important department of your 
most interesting publication, "A Monthly 
Experience Meeting." Although I have not 
manifested much interest in your worthy 
efforts to make this feature of "The Bill- 
board" one of the most interesting, from the 
distributors' view point, in our oiricial jour- 
nal, let me assure you that I appreciate its 
inestimable value, and 1 regret that I am 
unable to contribute more to your efforts 
than an occasional "tale of woe.*' such as I 
am now about to relate. 

In the first place, 'I have practically done 
no work at all during the winter. This, 
however, is perhaps nothing remarkable, but 
I mention it for the benefit of those of my 
brother distributors who have been in the 
same boat, for I really do believe that there 
are others besides myself who have been 
confronted with such conditions, and it may 
please them to know that they were not 
alone in their troubles. There is another 
chapter of my experience, however, which 
has been somewhat discouraging. I should 
have said in the beginning that my lack of 
work during the winter has probably been 
partly due to own obstinacy. I made up my 
mind long ago that distributing in this city 
was worth $2 per thousand, and, not being 
in the business solely for my health, I bave 
refused several contracts in which the price 
offered was less than that amount. These 
offers came from advetisers which I knew 
would demand first-class work, regardless of 
the price paid, and knowing that I could not 
do the work as they desired to bave it done, 
and make a living at the price offered, I 
have refused the . contracts. 

All communications which I have received 
from advertisers, regarding my prices for 
distributing matter, have been promptly 
answered, but in many cases after sending 
them my price lists, our negotiations have 
ended. Some of the firms, however, bave 
answered my communications, saying that 
they had never paid more than this, or that 
amount for their work, which was invari- 
ably less than my price, and consequently I 
could not accept the work. 

Then, again, there have been cases where 
these same firms have given their work to a 
couple of "cheap men." who reside in this 
city, and, in a few days, a person could go 
through most any street in the city and see 
valuable advertising matter lying on the 
front stoops, or in the back yards, of the 
residences. These men, whom I call the 
cheap men. are generals in an immense army 
of "kids," who are experts in the art of dis- 
posing of valuable advertising matter. Their 
ruthless distributing of circulars, booklets 
and other printed matter has caused the city 
authorities to pass an ordinance against de- 
positing such matter in places where it can 
be blown in the streets, and it seems prob- 
able, now, that the sewer department will 
have to take stringent measures to prevent 
the sewers being stopped up. 

Dr. Miles and the Pe-ru-na Co. have re- 
cently distributed in this city, but I am not 
sure as to who did the work. Dr. Miles' work 
seemed to be pretty well done, but the Pe- 
ru-na Drug Co.'s distributing was done on 
the wholesale plan; for example: The house 
I live in is occupied by two families, tbat is, 
including my own. At this house, or, rather, 
on the front stoop, the distributor left seven 
of the Pe-ru-na books. 

I have just completed the distribution of 
3,000 sixteen-page books for B. F. Jackson & 
Co., Indianapolis, Ind. This firm sent me 
their work without the usual preliminary 
correspondence regarding prices, &c. Never- 
theless, they informed me that their bills 
were usually $1.50 per thousand. 

About three months ago I received 6000 
small books from Drs. Kennedy & Kergan 
of Detroit, Mich. These I still have in my 
possession, for upon my first attempt to dis- 
tribute them I was stopped by a police of- 
ficer and taken before the Chief of Police 
This gentleman claimed that the books con- 
tained obscene, literature, and that I would 
be arrested should I distribute any more of 
them. I communicated these facts to the 
doctors, and they told me to hold the matter 
subject to their orders. I have not yet re- 
ceived those orders. In the meantime I have 
consulted several lawyers regarding the mat- 
ter, and they say that I could fight the au- 
thorities and win, but it would probably cost 
more than the distribution would be worth 

Despite all these difficulties and discourse- • 
ing incidents. I am still in the distributing 
business, as you will see by the circular let- 
ter which I enclose with this, i expect to 
remain in the business, too, as long as I can 
get an occasional contract from ; dvertisers 
who appreciate honest work and are willing 
to pay a reasonable price for the same

I thought I was on 
the right track when I learned of N. S. P. ,\ 
but it seems as though that is going to be 
a failure, for everybody seems to be inter- 
ested in it but Mr. A. E. Harbough and tuy- 
self. 

I have been trying for some time to secure 
a permanent position as an ad-sign painter 
and have fuiled, and so have some of un- 
friends who are in the same business. It is 
nonsense to say that there are not many 
sign painters who can do bulletin work. An 
ad in a city newspaper will bring a dozen 
at the first issue. If this was not so I would 
surely get a No. 1 job In short order, for I 
am temperate. Industrious, and all I want Is 
a chance to prove my ability. 

If this will look better in the waste basket 
put it there.

Kindly allow me a little space in your val- 
uable paper to tell my friends, advertisers 
and bill posters what is going on in Rock- 
ville. in the Southern Indiana coal field. 23 
miles north of Terre Haute and 68 miles west 
of Indianapolis. 

Our business has been as good as could bo 
expected all winter, and work from our 
patrons has been coming in regularly every 
month. 

We have posted the following show paper 
at 3 cents per sheet: 

Stetson's Uncle Tom's Cabin Co.. Creston 
Clark Co., Davis Columbian Minstrels. Da- 
vis & Busby. Ten Nights in a Bar Room, 
Robert Downing in The Gladiator. A Jolly 
Hot Co., The Late Mr. Early Co.. Haverly's 
Minstrels, Sadie Raymond. Missouri Girl 
and Davidson's Old Armer Hopkins Co. All 
these shows did well here, in fact Rockville 
is said to be the best town in the State for 
its size (3.000). 

The following is a list of our commercial 
work for March: 100 3-sheets for Connelys 
Cigar. 400 3-sheets for American Eagle Cigar 
25 20-shects Cascaretts. 500 1 -sheet Cascar- 
etts. 25 3-sheets No-To-Bac and 55 3-sheets 
Jones Hair Restorer. I am confident that 
this is a good showing for a town of 3,000 
population. 

The bill posters in the small towns will 
probably wonder how so much work comes 
to me. I will tell them the secret. Any man 
who will be conscientous and pay strict at- 
tention to his business can in two or three 
years have all the bill posting and distrib- 
uting he can do. 

One company which deserves to be given 
the cold shoulder by all bill posters and dis- 
tributors is the Northwestern Yeast Co. This 
company never gives its advertising to local 
men, but instead have a number $35 a month 
salesmen out for them, some of whom I 
know from experience, haven't enough sense 
to know that the war with Spain is over. 
They tack signs on your boards or any old 
place — it docs not matter to them. I have 
written to the company about it any number 
of times, but they have not even shown the 
common courtesy to answer my letters. 

It won't be long, though, before they will 
be glad to contract with local men. because 
good men can not be had for $35 a month, 
and others do not pay. 

Bill posters, get ready; get your supplies 
and rebuild your boards for the rush which 
is coming this summer: it is bound to come, 
and when it does come be prepared to be in 
it with the rest. The county fairs and street 
fairs will soon be coming, and if the bill 
posters work it right thev may be able to 
contract for the posters, as well as the post- 
ing. If you do hear of any movement where 
advertising will be done, go after it. drop a 
card to the two leading printing houses in 
the country: The Donaldson Lithographing 
Co. and the Hennegan Co.. both located in 
Cincinnati. O.. for prices and samples. They 
will be glad to send them to you. 

I would like to hear from some brother bill 
posters once in a while, through "The Bill- 
board." What Is the matter with D. B. 
Stevers. Dcnlson. Iowa: W. White. Lemars, 
Iowa; Mr. Thompson, Harper. Kas.: W. W. 
Rusk, Osage City. Kas.: A. Wood. Centralia. 
Mo., and lots of others? Fellows, give us a 
letter now and then. 
•I noticed In the two Inst issues of "The 
Billboard" an article by Mr. Van Syclc, of 
Indianapolis, concerning some distributing 
done In that city by Mr. Will A. Molton. I 
happened to be In that city at the time the 
distributing for Drs. Kennedy & Kergan was 
done by Mr. Molton's agent, and saw the 
distributors working from bouse to house, 
and to all appearances the work was being 
done very well.

Thinking that my experience ns a distrib- 
utor might be of some interest to your rend- 
ers. I will give It. I have been distributing 
for eight or ten years, and consider tlrnt 
there are still things for me to learn about 

The flrrt question Hint confronts n distrib- 
utor Is: Wbnt Is the best way to get your 
work Into the houses? There are different 
ways to do this. Leaving matter In Hie 
mall box seems to work very well for the 
medicine companies, but even then people 
will throw It In the street, because e* their ' 
disappointment on finding advertising mutter 
Instead of mall. Sticking paper In the 'ioor 
Jams works all right, as docs sliding It un- 
der the doors, where you will have no trou- 
ble with kids destroying your work. 

Above all, ring no door bells, for If you do 
your work will be In the street almost *» 
soon as you are. One big mistake mad/e by 
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both local and traveling distributors is in 
passing a house when it is fur hack in the 
yard or on a hill. You are five times as apt 
to Kct results from a place like that as from 
the others, because they do not receive half 
ns much advertised mutter as places closu to 
tin- street. 

In thi> Inst three months we have dono 
work for two advertisers who did not have 
their goods on sale here. 1 notified the drug- 
gist t lut t we were about to distribute some 
-samples, and told him that it might pay him 
lo net some of the medicine, it he did not have 
liny, but he said that he already had too 
many other brands for the same trouble. 
About two weeks later I called to see the 
saute man. to tell him about another dis- 
tribution, ami I noticed that he had quite a 
display of the first goods advertised. When 
questioned, he said that the demand had 
been so great that he had been compelled to 
get it. The same thing happened after the 
second remedy had been advertised. So you 
see what can be done by reaching the houses 
away from the street. Try it. 

There are two ways to inspect, that is, to 
see how the work is being done. One is to 
follow your man. but far enough behind to 
be out of his sight. Another way is to in- 
quire at several different places; 1, more than 
one place has been passed, you w 11 know 
that the work is not being done properly. 

We solicit business by writing to advertis- 
ers three times a year— in December, in 
March and in September. This plan gives 
c,ood results, but where it is possible a per- 
sonal call is more satisfactory. 

We think that sign tacking gives the best 
results, if the signs are put up correctly. 
Make it a point to have as many signs us 
possible, at right angles to the walls, so that 
people will have to come face to face with 
them. 

Hoping that someone will get a pointer or 
two from this letter, I remain, respectfully, 
JAS.

Probably my experience in the distributing 
business might tend to reduce the feverish 
pulse of many would-be distributors. 

Some ten years ago I was inllucnced by 
newspaper advertisements offering from 
three to ten dollars per day to engage in dis- 
tributing advertising matter. 1 joined some 
ten different associations, bureaus. &c, each 
at a cost of from two to five dollars. No work 
came. I was advised to "write personal let- 
ters to advertisers," that God helped those 
who helped themselves. Writing letters in- 
volved too much time, so I mailed 5.000 in- 
iimtation typewritten letters and busied my- 
self figuring up the immense amount of 
work tins would bring me and the handsome 
profits I should derive. 

1 did not receive a single reply, so the dose 
was repeated, with the same result, save that 
1 received a few notices that my letter had 
been Hied away. &o. I made no further ef- 
fort for a year. Then I joined three more 
sucker associations (the Circular, of Kan- 
sas City. Co-operative, of N. Y., and Pub 
and Mfg.. of Cohoes, N. Y.). More letters 
were mailed, and I began to receive inquir- 
ies now and some little work. My first job 
was for the Von Oracf .Medical Co.. and was 
tor all the leading towns in the country I 
lost just $11 on this work. I continued to 
take wcrk cheaper than it could be done (a 
common failing with begiunets). and was 
rorced to quit the business for a time 

In '!•;: 1 wcrked in California with a trav- 
eling representative. painting signs for 
J ond s hxtrai-t. and. returning to Iowa in 
».•. resumed distributing with poor success 
Two years ago. being in charge of one of 
the best printing offices in Iowa, and in touch 
with distributers throughout the countrv I 
undertook to publish a directory, the result 
of which is known to you. 

From the very moment I decided to engage 
in the business I have made distributing a 
study hvery plan and every theory has 
been thoroughly tested. Much, of course 
has been learned from observation. A thou- 
sand dollars of the best niouev ever coined 
would not pay for what my 'knowledge of 
distributing has cost me. 

I am living in the country now. and not 
in the advertising business, except that 1 
paint buiet in and roadside signs when such 
work is wanted, but 1 expect some dav (not 
very distant) to own one of the best distrib- 
uting plants in the countrv; then mv ex- 
perience will be valuable to me and "worth 
all it cost. 

This is my career briefly stated, and there 
is a lesson in it for every young man who 
expects to amass a fortune by distributing

Dear Sir and Friend— Notwithstanding vour 
kind suggestion, made at the foot of my" last 
letter, regarding lloughtaling & Stnhlbrodt 
slander, that the controversy should end I 
have come to ash space for a few- parting 
words Those self-appointed guardians of 
the advertisers interests, in the last issue 
of their literary "Soup Wrapper." sav that 
I nave succeeded in making myself ridicu- 
lous in my controversy with them. After 

hhiking the matter all over. I am inclined 
to the belief that there may be some truth 

n their statement. It may be that I should 
have ignored them altogether and devoted 
my tnttre time to posting bills. But. an at- 
tack having been made on mv character to- 
gether with an effort to destroy mv business 
by a syndicate of New York fakirs, who are 
evidently doing business on their "nerve," 



made me forget myself for the time being. 
When such men as lloughtaling & Stahl- 
brodt pose as moral men, my blood rises in 
red rebellion. When such firms are permit- 
ted under our laws to do business on their 
wits, without any investment of capital, 
save what is required to maintain their 
blackmailing sheet, there Is no "long-felt 
want" in our bill posting business for such 
nose-poking meddlers as the so-called firm 
referred to, and I hope to see the day when 
the laws of this country will be so amended 
that all fakirs and Illegitimate combinations 
of men to control the business and trades of 
this country, and to regulate prices, can be 
suppressed as if they were common pick- 
pockets or burglars. 

This syndicate of conspirators to control 
the bill posting business of the country, 
without a shadow of right or title to such an 
offensive monopoly, is quite naturally op- 
posed to the further existence of "The Bill- 
board," because your paper has always been 
the bill posters' friend. Syndicates are al- 
ways opposed to anything and everything 
which they can not control. But this syn- 
dicate is naturally in favor of George Leon- 
ard, of Grand Rapids, because tbey evident- 
ly own and control him. It may be through 
such men as Mr. Leonard that the syndicate 
hopes to eventually wipe out the Bill Post- 
ers' Association. 

That I was "fired out" ot the association 
is so false that it is silly. It is difficult to 
find a labor union or an association of any 
kind with a large membership without at 
least a few traitors in the camp, and when 
I discovered George Leonard and others ot 
similar character at the head of the Bill 
Pcsttrs' Association, I dropped out. But I 
did not drop out to "cut prices." It is be- 
cause I am maintaining prices up to the as- 
sociation standard that I am abused and 
slandered by Messrs. lloughtaling & Stahl- 
brodt. 

I am not unfriendly toward the association. 
I believe in the principles contended for by 
the association, but not in the nrinciples of 
some of the members, who are seeking to 
destroy its usefulness. As I understand it, 
the object of the association was to protect 
the bill posting trade against such sharks 
and fakirs as lloughtaling & Stahlbrodt. The 
association has failed in its principal ob- 
ject: theiefore, I am "not in it." 

Houghtaling & Stahlbrodt, however, are 
experts in the ait of misrepresentation, and 
for me to attempt a reply to every falsehood 
and low insinuation made against me by 
them would be a waste of time and space. 
He who engages in a fair fight with a skunk 
at short range will get the worst of it. The 
game is hardly worth the candle. This sug- 
gests why I think I made a mistake in en- 
tering the arena of controversy with Messrs. 
Houghtaling & Stahlbrodt. 

Be that as it may~when these syndicates, 
with the aid of their "suborned and subsi- 
dized sheetleet." shall succeed in destroying 
the bill posters' trade, I will then be com- 
pelled to enter some other field of labor. 

In the meantime, I desire to repeat that I 
am doing business at the old stand, and am 
ready to receive and attend to any business 
in my line, which may be entrusted to me — 
by the advertisers, at legitimate rates: but 
will not accept any work or business from, 
or through, commission men, at 16 2-3 per 
cent. 

It may be that these "honorable gents." 
these machine-made solicitors of New- Ycrk. 
own and control the bill posting business of 
this e-ountry and Canada: it may be that they 
are "running" the association, and have a 
warranty title of Alpena in their vest pock- 
ets, but. up to the present writiug, they are 
not 'Tunning" me. 

I wish to thank the editor of "The Bill- 
board for the many favors conferred upon 
iii»\ and for the favors the trade has re- 
ceived through your columns, and. no mat- 
ter how this contention may terminate: no 
matter whether the syndicate will permit 
me to continue in the bill postiug business. 
I shall always entertain a friendly feeling 
towards you. and hope for the continued suc- 
cess of "The Billboard."

We expect the science to go hand in 
hand with the practice of it. Every 
step in advance taken by the one 
should be followed by corresponding 
progress of the other. It is the busi- 
ness of Advertics to discover laws and 
arrange them; that of advertising to 
test ami try them. Advertics will 
imild up a structure of general rules 
and principles; advertising supplies 
the facts— the materials— out of which 
and upon which the structure is 
reared. 

In this connection we wish to ac- 
knowledge the inestimable aid we 
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have .had from the -records of the ad- 
vertising journals. Without recourse 
to their files the task would have been 
.well-nigh, if not altogether, impossible.

Printer's Ink. Profitable Advertising, 
Advertising Experience. Fame, Km ins. 
and all the others hare been placed 
tmder contribution, and all have yield- 
ed richly and abundantly. They give- 
US facts galore— a perfect riot of them 
— in which the scientific mind may 
fairly revel. 

But though prodigally lavish in their 
abundance, there is no more order 
among them than exists in a load of 
coal. Arrangement and connection are 
entirely absent. Their teaching is al- 
together without method, and they 
are hopelessly handicapped by the 
lack of it. No man ever became a. 
great teacher until method had be- 
' come to him a living and substantial 
reality. 

Archimedes was a great discoverer, 
lint in a sense his genius died with 
him. He did nothing to perpetuate 
himself, for he had no recognized 
method, and bequeathed to posterity 
no creative principle beyond the iso- 
lated facts and disconnected proposi- 
tions which he discovered. His mind 
was essentially individual, and his 
contempt for concrete science, which 
he was eminently qualified to adorn, 
caused the secret of his power to die 

with him. 

* *

It is a matter of wonder that our 
advertising journals, otherwise so ex- 
cellent, should be so woefully want- 
ing in this respect. Method is every- 
thing. Its importance can hardly be 
overestimated. Socrates was not a 
great geometer, but he gave us a meth- 
od of philosophy which determined 
the character of the schools of an- 
tiquity; and the catechetical form in 
which he gave his instruction has been 
distinguishe'd by his name. Euclid, 
very likely, never discovered a single 
proposition in geometry, but he gave 
irs a synthetic method that will endure 
as long as science is cultivated. Ba- 
con made no discover}- in mathemat- 
ics, nor did he add one fact to our 
stock of physical knowledge, but he 
effected a greater purpose — he gave us 
the method of universal philosophy. 
Newton was a great discoverer in 
every department of mathematical and 
physical science, but lie also gave us, 
in his Trincipia, the embodiment of a 
synthetic method of teaching mixed 
mathematics that will probably en- 
dure : and co-exist with the law of 
gravitation itself. So it is with jour- 
nalism—the most distinguished teach- 
ers are ever those journals which have 
shown the greatest predilection for 

niethod. ;

their voluminous desserlalitins have 
been boiled down. Their tiles will till 
a big wagon, but it is doubtful if Ad- 
vertics will necessitate over ".00 pages. 

When the facts have been sift- 
ed, the duplicates discarded, the im- 
perfects set aside, and pseltdo ones 
thrown out. the mass shrinks wonder- 
fully.

The act is the outgrowth of an indignation 
meeting held recently by the residents „i 
j-.iuiwoi.d. to protest against a bill l> u ;ir.l 
which had uci 11 creeled In that suburb, ,inii 
which, tncy considered, marred tin; beamy 
of tne landscape and decreased the value of 
adjoining property. 

Secretary Lawton, of the Gorliam .Mann- 
lai-turing Company, speaking in mvur ot uii> 
bill, said that the people wnu advocated (he 
bill did not wish to have nil bill boards abol- 
ished, but there are places where .-very mm 
woman and child will say that tuev -.iv 
consummate nuisances. 

Charles c. Ames, manager of the Ol.l Col- 
ony Kill Posting Company, which owns tne 
bill board in question, contradicted the siaie- 
n.ents of .Mr. Lawton, and a rather spmt.Ml 
dispute in regard to the condition of i| K . 

property and tne action of .Mr. Ames' n 

when asked if they would not remove the 
rubbish on the lot. 

Assistant City Solicitor Baker, appcarhi" 
for the Providence City Council, was tne next 
speaker. 

He said that that body was anxious to have 
such a measure passed, lie thought that Mr 
Lawton represented the feeling 01 almost the 
whole population of the section of Klmwooil 
111 which he lives. If the bill boards can not 
be suppressed in such a coimnunitv i„. 
thought that the Legislature ought to" pass 
some law that would take into consideration 
the rights of the neighboring propel tv own- 
ers. 

Henry W. Ccokc. the r?al estate agent 
spoke in raver of the bill, on the grounds 
that the boards are seriously detrimental to 
the value of neighboring properly. 

William 11. Hall said that he was opposed 
to too much legislation restricting the rights 
of business men. and that on that giound he 
was opposed to the passing of such un aet 
as that proposed. He thought that everv 
man who has a grievance against his neigh- 
her oLght net to be allowed to go to me 
Legislature and have hills passed that were 
detrimental to general business inter. sts In 
many cases the rent or the bill boards en- 
ables people to pay taxes, which are high in 
Providence, on property that is standing i.lle. 
.Much businiss has already been driven awav 
from here on account of restrictive legisla"- 
tion and by lark of public spirit, he said 
lie cited the instant e of the law that pro- 
hibits the erection of wooden awnings in 
front of business places. He characterize J 
the proposed act as the mest foolish, trivial 
and one-sided petition of which he had ever 
known. 

Ex-Mayor McOninncss was the next speak- 
er. He said that the Old Colony Bill Post- 
ing Company erect no unsafe bill boar.ls 
They pay to the citizens of Providence ?:: tm' 
per year, which represents taxes on more 
than $200.00.1. They have always conformed 
to the city ordinances in regard to the post- 
ing of hills, and with their UT bill board* 
they have never had a complaint from the 
police. He asked where the distinction as 
to what was or was not a bill board was tn 
be drawn, and characterized the net as an 
"xatllple of class legislation, and thought If 
passed, it would he declared unconstitutional 
A general discussion as to the advantages 
to property owners that come from the op- 
portunity to rent their land tempor.irilv to 
the bill board people was entered Into. 

.1 .11. Blodgett summarized Mr. McGuin- 
ness position on the question in the state- 
ment that he considered it a "deprivation of 
property without due process of law." 

Mr. Ames said that he alwavs considered, 
so far as was possible, the interests of the 
owners of land adjoining that on which his 
beards were erected. 

.lodge Blodgett suggested that the building 
or a school building would be much more 
objectionable to most people than the hill 
boards are. as it would he more permanent. 
At :i:»i. as all who desired to tie hcird on 
the question of the passage ot the act hail 
e-nrcssed their opinions, the hearing was 
adjourned.

Do They Pay? An Incident Which In- 
dicates That They Da. 

Last fall during the St. Louis Pair while 
the visitors were jostling for a good position 
from which to witness one of the races, there 
happened to be gathered some half dozen or 
more gentlemen, all manufuctureres, around 
a certain implement exhibit, when the con- 
versation turned to the subject of showig 
poods at fairs and whether the advertising 
derived from such exhibits justified the out- 
lay. 

One gentleman who has always in the past 
made an exhibit at the St. Louis Fair, but 
was among the stay-outs this year, said; 
"The time was when the big fairs were ex- 
cellent places to advertise and .for that mat- 
ter, to sell gcods as well. Hcally we used to 
look forward to Fair week here as a season 
of big contracts, but dealers are not buying 
nowadays as they did then, and about all 
there is in it for us 1st what advertising wo 
pet out of it, and I am inclined to believe 
that it is not worth what It comes to." 

"Now, I agree with you on one point," 
said another, whose line was liberally rep- 
resented on the grounds, "but I can't think 
as you do that the advertising derived from 
a nice display at the big fairs is not worth 
every cent of the cost. As for the dealers 
not contracting as they used to, you are 
right, but we remember dealers generally 
have improved their business methods of 
late years, and one of the improvements 
seems to be in their buying. They buy close, 
as a rule, and they prefer that the manufac- 
turer carry the goods until such a time as 
they need them, which, according to my way 
of thinking, is not so bad after all, because 
we all know that the average dealer is not 
prepared to take as good care cf a stock as 
are the jobbers or manufacturers, and when 
they get their goods In several months before 
the demand comes they do not look bright 
and fresh when trade opens up. The dealers 
and farmers eoire to the fairs to look over 
the goods and. in my opinion, much good 
advertising is accomplished if we only could 
trace it." 

"Yes. you are right about that." said a 
com planter man, "for I remember one in- 
cident that proves it to my satisfaction. 
Right here in this very building a few years 
ago my people had an exhibit and as the 
week drew to a clcse we found, as We 
thought, that we had made a mistake in 
coming with our exhibit. The next spring I 
received a letter from an old farmer asking 
the price of our planter, stating. 4 I saw it 
at the St. Louis Fair last fall, but can*t get 
one in this part of the country.' We sent a 
man at once to the dealer in the nearest 
town to that old farmer. It resulted in the 
farmer getting the planter he wanted and my 
company getting a foothold in a county 
where the trade has been growing from that 
day to this. How many more dealers were 
induced to handle our goods through our fair 
exhibits I wouldn't even guess, but that one 
instance has confirmed me in the belief that 
it pays to exhibit goods at the fairs. It is 
the advertising that pays us, not the orders 
taken while on the grounds."

FAIR NOTES- 



For the Development of American Man- 
ufacturers and the Expansion of 
Our Export Tradr. 
Of the numerous National and Internation- 
al Expositions ptojetted for the next tnree 
or four years in different parts of the L'nited 
States, the one to be held in Philadelphia in 
September, October and November of the 
present y* ar is in many respects the most 
important to the trade and commercial in- 
terests of the country* 

The Philadelphia Exposition of 1899 is an 
exposition for the development of American 
manufactures and the expansion of our ex- 
port trade, and it will be the first national 
exposition of that character ever held in this 
country. 

It is the purpose to exhibit at next fall's I 
Exposition every line of manufactured pro- ' 
ducts .of the United States, especially suit- : 
able for export. Such exhibits will form the 
principal department of the Exposition and 
will comprise everything which is, can or 
might be exported. 

There will also be a department of foreign 
manufactured gcods. but .t will not contain 
a single exhibit shown by a loreign manu- 
lactmer. This department will consist of 
collecticns of samples of goods made in the 
commercial countries of Europe and suc- 
cessfully sold in all foreign markets in which 
American trade has not yet been developed. 
These samples wilt be exhibited side by side : 
'with Aroeiican products of the same class, 
and will show our manufacturers just what 
competition they must meet abroad, as well 
as the peculiarities in the demands of every 
ioreign market. The samples of goods of 
foreign manufacture are being selected and 
purchased abroad by representatives of the 
Exposition, aided by the entire Consular 
service of the United States. 

A third department of the Exposition will 
show bow American goods must be packed, 
Tabeled and shipped iu order to meet the re- 
quirements of foreign trade. 

In October a Commercial Congress will be 
held in Philadelphia in connection with the 
meeting of the International Advisory Board 
of the Philadelphia Commercial Museum. 
The leading Chambers of Commerce of the 
entire world have been invited to send dele- 
gates, and the Commercial Museum has sent 
out invitations to its agents and representa- 
tives atroad to send to the Exposition their 
buyers cr members of their firms. There is 
every reason to believe that at least 800 rep- 
resentatives of foreign firms will be present 
at the sessions of the Commercial Congress. 
Nearly every commercial organization in 
the United States affiliated with the Phila- 
delphia Commercial Museum as members of 
its Domestic Advisory Board will send dele- 
gates to the Commercial Congress. They 
will be able to' discuss with the foreign vis- 
itors the varying peculiarities of the de- 
mands of trade in- their particular countries, 
and if the American manufacturer does not 
benefit thereby, it will be his own fault. 

The Exposition will be under the joint aus- 
pices of the Philadelphia Commercial Mu- 
seum and the Franklin Institute, two great 
public institutions of Philadelphia, whose 
standing is such as to assure the success of 
the Exposition. The Board of Directors of 
the Philadelphia Exposition Association, the 
corporation organized to conduct the Expo- 
sition, includes a number of the most prom- 
inent and energetic business men of Phila- 
delphia. 

Sanction and support has been given to the 
Exposition by the National Government, 
Congress appropriating $350,fl0o to aid it- The 
city of Philadelphia has given $200,000 and 
the State of Pennsylvania $j0.ooo. and $l«n.- 
000 is- being raised in Philadelphia by indi- 
vidual subscriptions. A bill now pending in 
the Legislature of Pennsylvania appropriates 
$200,000 more, making a total Exposition fund 
of about $300.00n_ 

The main buildings, which are now under 
construction, cover eight acres of ground. 
and the available exhibition space wilt be at 
least 200,000 square feet. They will form a 
grand and imposing structure, embodying all 
those features of design and construction 
which: experience of other expositions has 
proven desirable. 

Outside of the space occupied by the main 
bnildings there will be within the Exposi- 
tion grounds, which comprise a tract of fifty- 
six acres of land on the bank of the Schuyl- 
kill River, within fifteen minutes* ride of 
the City Hall, ample space for the erection 
of detached structures for special exhibits. 
There will be a large area for amusement 
features, which promise to be as unique and 
interesting as the Exposition is practical.

Paris Exposition Notes. 



i Ferdinand W. Peck, the United Statss 
I Commissioner General to tbe Paris Exposi- 
• tion; sailed for that place April 12. to con- 
sult the authorities at Paris and complete ar- 
rangements for our exhibit there. 

A bill Is being agitated in the Illinois Leg- 
islature fcr the appropriation of $20,000 for a 
j Horse Show at Paris. Since Illinois furnish- 
| es the larger part of the exports in that line, 
J she may well-desire to bring into prominence 
j this industry of hers, and never again will 
j such an opportunity occur. 



The Paris Exposition will furnish an op- 
portunity fcr our people to secure a signal 
advantage in Europe. Our farm exports 
ought to be larger than they are and would 
be if Europeans were better informed as to 
the value of our products. It is proposed 
j to give a daily exhibition at the exposition of 



the utility of corn meal as an article of diet. 
The people of Europe are difficult to con- 
vince by simple words of the fitness of 
"maize" meal, as they call it, for human 
consumption, and nothing will convince them 
like putting it in their mouths in the various 
palatable shapes in which a professional 
cook can prepare it. Once its excellence has 
been demonstrated to them, it will take the 
place of the rye flour, which is so exten- 
sively used by the poorer classes: and thus " 
while the export trade in corn will be bene- 
fited, it is not to be expected that the richer

One of the things to be shown at Paris 
next year is a model Vesuvius 830 feet high 
and 495 feet in diameter, built of iron, steel, 
cement and tnrf. A spiral path, bordered 
with cafes, will wind np the volcano. Inside 
is to be represented Dante's heaven nd hell. 
Commissioner General Peck is much de- 
lighted with the liberality displayed by Con- 
press in the matter of an apnronriation for 
the United States exhibit at Paris. He has 
been congratulated by the President as be- 
ing the only man \rho ever got a larger ap- 
propriation than he had asked for. 

There will be a large central building 
among the American buildings, designed as 
headquarters for Americans. It will not be 
used for exhibits, but for the comfort and 
resting place of American visitors and ex- 
hibitors.

"The Floating American Exposition." 

Thus farUhe French hav£ expended $6,600.- 
000. Th*e work on the buildings is progress- 
In«r ranidly. It is likely that horse traction 
will disappear altogether in Paris during the 
Exposition year, and that more than 10.000 
horseless vehicles will be in use. The Expo- 
sition will open April 15.

Posters* Association. 



A GREAT SUCCESS. 



The meeting, convened in the Kimball 
House parlors May 15th at 11 a. m. The bill 
posters present and by proxy represented 
about thirty-five towns and cities. J. D. 
Plummer. of Asheville. N. C. was selected 
a temporary chairman, with H. J. Rowe, of 
Athens, Ga., as secretary. A speech by 
the Chairman, placing the purpose ot the, 
meeting plainly before those present, result- 
ed in a resolution being passed that Virginia, 
North Carolina. South Carolina, Tennessee, 
Georgia, Florida, Alabama, Mississippi and 
Louisiana be the territory comprised in the 
new organization. This was followed by a 
splendid discussion as to who might become 
members of the new association. Charles W. 
Keogh. of Charleston, S. C, was the advo- 
cate of an open association, and made numer- 
ous speeches denouncing the amalgamation 
with the A. B. P. A— A recess was taken 
after over an hour of bitter contest in speech- 
es for and against open association. Imme- 
diately after meeting was called to order in 
the afternoon, Mr. Bernard read a motion, 
viz.r That we organize an association to be 
known as the "Southeastern States Bill Post- 
ers' Association," comprising the States men- 
tioned heretofore; that It amalgamate with 
and be subordinate to the A. B. P. A., sub- 
ject to their constitution- and by-laws. Keogh 
at once objected, and endeavored to again 
discuss open association, -but question was 
repeatedly called, and a vote followed, which 
was almost unanimous in adopting the mo- 
tion. A committee was then appointed to 
examine and pass on applications for mem- 
bership. This committee- consisted of H. E. 
Stoops, of Chattanooga : R. J. Sale. Dawson, 
Ga. : and B. F. "Ward, Rome, Ga. Committee 
also appointed consisting of . M. J. Dooley, 
Atlanta: Mr. Tisdale. Montgomery, and Mr. 
Jones, of Anniston. to draft constitution and 
by-laws. Commute on Membership reported 
favorably on the applications -of the follow- 
ing list^ which, -were accepted in a body as. 
charter members, and voted in, subject to 
conditions of constitution and by-laws;

ported in favor of using the same form as 
that used by the Ohio Bill Posters' Associa- 
tion, except that the annual dues of the A. B. 
P. A. be substituted for that of the Ohio As- 
sociation; also the order of business > and 
clauses inserted making it necessary for each 
member to use a regulation form of bill for 
services rendered; form to be adopted by the 
Executive Committee. (The object or this 
regulation form of bill is to show kind of 
service rendered, time of display, and price, 
thereby overcoming that old scheme of agents 
who show a receipted bill for posting at 3' 
cents per sheet for work done in some town 
where they claim to get cut rates, when in 
truth they are using a "chance may offer" 
price to secure cut rates on a thirty-day 
showing.) Also a clause requiring each mem- 
ber to give a bond of ten times the amount 
of his annual dues, which is to guarantee 
his service to be up to the association re- 
quirements. The Constitution and By-laws 
as recommended by the committee was adopt- 
ed. An election of officers then resulted in 
the selection of the following:

By the Constitution and By-laws adopted 
the above officers constitute the Executive 
Committee. H. E. Stoops, of Chattanooga, 
was elected as delegate to the annual con- 
vention of the A. B. P. ". at Chicago, and 
Chas. Bernard as alternate. The schedule of 
rates used by the A. B. P. A. was adopted. 
A committee, consisting of Chas. Lingo, H. 
J. Rowe and B. P. Ward, were appointed to 
investigate the causes, and endeavor to have 
repealed the excessive State license and city 
licenses against -circuses and other tent 
shows. Resolution of thanks was passed, and 
a committee appointed to visit offices of At- 
lanta newspapers and present the resolution; 
also, notice that each member of the associ- 
ation would at any time during the current 
year post gratis 100 posters (one-sheets), in 
the respective towns for said newspapers, if 
so desired, in consideration of the courtesies 
extended to the visiting bill posters. Reso- 
lution was also passed to aid and protect the 
interests of Mrs. C. R. Rowland, at Augusta. 
Ga. Third Monday in May was made the 
date of holding annual conventions, and after 
a spirited contest, in which Chattanooga. 
Tenn.. Asheville, N. C, -Anniston, Ala. and 
' Savannah. Ga.. were contestants. Savannah, 
Ga.. was selected as the place to hold the 
next annual convention. A very interesting 
and instructive speech on the value of har- 
mony and co-operation, the importance of 
first-class service and strictly nonest meth- 
ods, was delivered by President Stoops, as a 
very fitting close to a most successful meet- 
ing, which adjourned at noon, the 16th. The 
remainder of the day was devoted to an in- 
spection of Bro. Dooley's plant, and a visit 
to points of interest in and around Georgia's 
Capitol City. That Dooley is a splendid en- 
tertainer, as well as an experienced bill post- 
er, can be vouched for by ail.

When at all practicable and for 
a protection against opposition bill posting 
firms to any member of this association in 
good standing, it is recommended that no 
member of this association shall post or dis- 
tribute or tack any advertising matter of any 
description for any person or persons who 
shall have patronized a bill poster working 
in opposition to one of our members in good 
standing, and when such a case does occur 
the association bill poster shall immediately 
notify all association bill posters in the sur- 
rounding towns and cities, and they may re- 
fuse to post or distribute or tack any adver- 
tising matter of any description for the said 
parties until notified by the President of this 
association that same was justifiable. In 
the meantime the association bill poster will 
notify the Secretary in writing, giving him 
a full statement of the case and facts. The 
Secretary shall notify the President, who will 
thoroughly investigate the matter, when, 
finding that the association bill poster has 
given a true statement of the case, all asso- 
ciation bill posters within this jurisdiction 
shall be instructed to raise their prices to 
the advertising agent or advertiser for such 
time and until they shall cease to patronize 
the opposition bill posters. He shall also 
issue such instructions as in his judgment 
may best suit the matter. 

Moved that Section 1, Article 6, be amended 
as read. Carried. 

President Colman made a -verbal report 
giving a brief resume of benefits accruing to 
him during the past year through belonging 
to the association. . 

Treasurer Searles read the following re- 
port:

Outdoor Publicity. 



An attractive novelty In the way of road- 
side advertising Is that adopted by Bryce 
Bros. tc. Co.. clothiers, of Columbus. Ohio. 
They have bought from Geo. Foreman, of 
Bucyrus, Ohio, a number ot Iron figures, 
which have been placed along the principal 
roads leading into town. These figures are 
just about life size, and dressed and painted 
to give them a life-like appearance. Each 
figure has a large traveling case, and on this 
Is painted the firm's advertisement. They 
have both a man and a woman, and this 
gives variety to the landscape. The figures 
are placed about forty feet from the road, 
and those who drive along are struck with 
the curious sight of a well dressed person 
walking through the field carrying a travel- 
ing case. They are, from a distance, a very 
good Imitation of live people, and the Incli- 
nation Is to see what the lettering Is on the 
traveling case. These Iron people are bolted 
to very heavy posts, sunk Into the ground. 
eo that in the roughest kind of weather they 
will not be moved. 

A very Ingenious plan was adopted In put- 
ting out these advertisements. Wherever 
thry were placed the owner of the land was 
given a due bill for one dollar for the privi- 
lege of having the advertisement on the 

place and for agreeing to protect it. Of 
course these due bills come back to Bryce 
Bro.'s store. They are frequently the caUBe 
of very large purchases: for. as most ener- 
getic buelncss men know, it is worth a dol- 
lar to get a new customer started; and those 
who buy only to the extent of one dollar 
with the original due bill, will probably come 
back again, and will try and keep the firm 
posted on the condition of the advertising 
signs. Mr. Young, advertising manager for 
Bryce Mros., says they havo already heard 
enough In regard to these signs to Indicate 
that they arc volng to prove a great success. 
—Advertising World.

Billposters' Notes. 



"Consistency is the heroism of little 
minds." This may be so; yet that Is no 
sign that all Inconsistent people are great- 
minded. In reference to bill board advertis- 
ing we come across more Inconsistent state- 
ments, tbat appeal to us as simply amuslig. 
First, there are the rampant Art Societies, 
who decry the use of posters, and would del- 
egate all out-door advertising to the lower 
regions. A brilliant member of one of these 
said recently that there were large open 
stretches in their city, marred by being used 
either as dump heaps or for bill board ad- 
vertising. 

What a comparison. This wall comeB from 
Baltimore. Chicago takes it up, and freely 
discusses the "Growing Bill Board Eyesore," 
remarking tbat it can never shake off the 
habiliments of. an overgrown country town 
so long as It tolerates thus nuisance. By the 
way, what would Chicago look like minus its 
signs? We will be just to- Chicago, however, 
and allow the truth of their claim, tbat the 
paper torn from the bill boards and thrown 
onto the sidewalks is a disfigurement, and 
bill posters should not be so careless in this 
matter. 

Boston, classic Boston, grows frantic over 
the matter. It haB appealed to the Legisla- 
ture, to forbid a man making known his busi- 
ness,' and says, "Etrange, but the Legislature 
hesitates to do it." So these execrable things 
dominate the whole view, and Boston has a 
settled melancholy. The truth of the matter 
Is that some people must kick all the time 
about something, and just now it Is the fad 
to be down on bill boards. And fortunate It 
is, for the more a thing is condemned the 
more attention It attracts, and the more ef- 
fecting the advertising of the boards Is. Such 
is human nature.

Why, the cuss does all our own 
bill posting for us, too." — Puck. 

We have received a chatty letter from the 
St. Lawrence Advertising Co.. ot Montreal. 
Can. Mr. Arthur Ware, the proprietor, 
says: 

"Theatrical business here during the past 
season has been good. We have In Montreal 
five good play-houses. As for bill posting 
here, it has formerly been done in such a 
rotten manner that merchants even now are 
Iothe to advertise in that way. and we bill 
posters have a hard time to make both ends 
meet. I wonder how my brother bill posters 
across the line would like to post paper at 3 
cents per sheet per month in a city of 300.000, 
and in some cases for even less than that. 
That is the best we have been able to get. 
and the paper has been listed besides. We 
expect, however, tbat things will soon be 
better, as we have secured a number of con- 
tracts from American and English firms who 
are willing to pay a fair price for good work 
on good locations, and ours are 90 per cent. 
on car lines, and the other 10 per cent, oppo- 
site churches. 

"We are ready now to bill the biggest cir- 
cus that comes along, and are the only people 
here that control any of the out-of-town 
boards. One of our suburban boards will 
hold 275 sheets. Tell the agents that our 
office is at their disposal at any time they 
wish. It is not very large, but is cozy and 
central." 

Siebe & Green, of San Francisco, are still 
having trouble with the Bill Posters' Union, 
but indications point to an early settlement. 

Sam. T. Jack, the well known manager ot 
burlesque theatrical companies, who died in 
New York on April 27. started In life as a 
bill poster. He was 47 years of age. and one 
of the most successful managers In his line 
of the theatrical business. 

The Pasadena Bill Posting Company has 
bought out its opposition, which gives it 4.000 
feet of sign boards, running ten feet high. 
It claims to control the largest plant of any 
city of 15.000 Inhabitants. 

The John Chapman' Co.. of Cincinnati, has 
just secured 309 feet of frontage of property 
on Gilbert avenue, Cincinnati. This avenue 
Is one of the most prominent in the city, and 
Is the gateway to more than hair the suburbs 
of that city. It la. therefore, very valuable 
space for advertising. 

F. Pattee, In Ads. Los Angeles, says: "The 
dally newspaper Is the rapid lire light artil- 
lery of business. Indispensable In the field. 
Magazines are the siege guns, which reach 
home. No successful general ever undertook 
a campaign without both." We might also 
add that no successful general ever undertook 
a campaign without flags, banners and mar- 
tial music, and to IIicrc stimulants to action 
we may compare bill board advertising.

622 St. Lculs street. New Orleans. La., is 

putting out three and eight-sheet posters and 

ID x 12 indoor signs and some 6x8 street

Enoch Morgan Sons * Co., New York City, 
are contracting with bill posters for the ad- 
vertisement of Sapollo. 

C. 8. Storm A Co.. of New York City, who 
handle cigars, are posting. 

Ohio Gum Co., Third avenue and Ferry 
street. Pittsburg. Pa., are advertising Coca 
Cola quite extensively. 

Gen. John T. Cutting, of New York, the 
man who Is behind "Germca," says: "My 
Idea of bill posting? There Is no method so 
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effective and that will bring quicker results, 
considering the amount of money Involved. 
If properly done the dealer is at once Im- 
pressed, and will many times take hold of 
an entirely new article, when otherwise he

time. Bill posting, to be successful, must be 
thorough and continuous until an impression 
is produced.— The Bill Poster.

In the big cities I advertise first of 
all with posters. After they have been up 
about two weeks we sample the city, deliver- 
ing at every residence 1 an envelope containing 
a sample of the Borated Talcum Powder, ad- 
dressed to the lady of the house. About the 
same time we have our cards put in the' street 
cars, and then our work la over. Sampling 
Is an effective way of advertising, but it has 
Its drawbacks, too. You know our ads. con- 
tain the offer to send a sample free on re- 
quest, and it frequently happens that some 
'sample fiend* will send us a dozen or more 
postal cards, all signed by different names, 
but asking for a sample to be sent to a cer- 
tain box in that town. On comparing the 
postals, which we can do when they come in 
one mail, we find that all have to be sent to 
the same address. Of course we 'smell a 
mouse,' and only one sample is sent- It is 
the professional samplers— those who send 
for anything that is free— who make the ad- 
vertisers disgusted with sending out sam- 
ples."

Post Office Billboards to Stand. 



(From the Chicago Tribune's Washington 
Correspondent of May 9, 1899.) 

"Nothing will be done by the Treasury De- 
partment in regard to the bulletin board 
around the Post Office site, and as predicted 
in the Tribune last week the signs will not 
be disturbed. Architect Henry Ives Cobb, to 
whom the whole matter was referred, re- 
turned today from Chicago, where he made 
an investigation of the matter." 

"He learned, as claimed by Senator Mason, 
that the row was started by unsuccessful 
contractors, with the sole view of depriving 
the R. J. Gunning Company of the revenue 
derived from the signs. Architect Cobb saw 
some of those who protested against the 
signs, and they admitted the protests were 
signed at the request of those who did not 
secure the contract. It was also admitted 
the Jackson Boulevard fence, on which there 
are no signs, docs not look as well as the 
other sides. There are many precedents 
which show that it is not the custom to per- 
mit signs on fences around public building 
sites, and Chicago is the only city in which 
it is allowed. Architect Cobb says it is cus- 
tomary for Chicago contractors to have ad- 
vertising on fences, so as to pay the expense 
of construction, and as it makes no material 
difference to the Government, and costs noth- 
ing, there is no reason why the signs should 
be removed." 



Chicago Notes. 



Mr. Gunning had made all arrangements to 
sever his connection with the St. Louis Bill 
Posting Co., and an option was given Mr. 
Chas. K. Hager on his stock. At the Direct- 
ors' meeting in New York it was charged 
that Mr. Gunning, as President of the St. 
Louis Bill Posting Co., had violated the rules 
of the Association, had been guilty of fraud- 
ulent dealings, etc, and on this account the 
option above mentioned was withdrawn. Mr. 
Gunning intended to apply himself Industri- 
ously to the outdoor advertising situation In 
Chicago, but when the news reached him of 
the charge made at the Directors' meeting 
he decided to stay with the St. Louis Bill 
Posting Co. until after the convention in 
July, and on the action taken by the Asso- 
ciation depends his connection with the St. 
Louis business. If the decision is against 
the St. Lcuis company, and a fight is made 
against It. he will stay with it. 

The Rcyal Trust Company, of Chicago/ 
have just taken a most advanced step in ad- 
vertising their savings bank and safety de- 
posit vault departments. An order was 
placed by them with the R. J. Gunning Co. 
for a wall, bulletin and fence display, to 
create a greater familiarity with Chicagoans 
with their business, and also to educate the 
people to the necessity and advantages of a 
savings bank account. This is probably the 
first bank to systematically employ outdoor 
advertising, and to the Gunning Company is 
due the credit for opening a new line of cus- 
tomers for outdoor display. 



There always has been and probably al- 
ways will be a discussion between bill post- 
ers and newspaper men with reference to the 
relative value of the respective methods of 
advertising. No doubt there Is a great deal 
to be said on both sides, but neither class 
of enthusiasts can detract from the good of 
the mediums ot the other. Bill posters find 
it profitable to use newspaper space some- 
times, and many newspapers get good results 
from bill boards, and it is probable these 
exchanges of values from a publicity stand- 
point will -continue, even though the discus- 
sion of the respective merits ot the mediums 
grows warmer and warmer.— Advertising 
World. 
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Competition vs. Good Service. 



My attention was recently called to a sheet- 
let published in Cleveland. O-, in which con- 
siderable Epace is devoted to me, and while 
it may be the intention to give me some free 
advertising, and "jolly" me along a little, I 
can not believe that it amounts to anything. 
or I should have patronized its columns pre- 
vious to this, as I am always ready and will- 
ing to buy advertising space in any journal 
which will possibly benefit my line of ■ busi- 
ness. I believe £ am competent to judge, and 
will say that there Is but one journal that is 
published to benefit men who make a busi- 
ness of distribntinp. and that journal is "The 
Billboard." The sheetlet mentioned above is 
gotten out solely for the benefit of its pub- 
lisher, and In order to further his schemes 
of obtaining commiEsions and hard earned ' 
dollars from unsuspecting men throughout 
the country, selling canvas bags, "lists," etc. 

Mr. Molton is stirring up considerable no- ; 
toriety and making quite a display of the 
poor service rendered by his representative 
(Tf in. this city, and even goes as far as to 
insinuate that M cesx-s. Morrow & Co. are not 
as capable of conducting their business as 
are Drs. Kennedy & Kergan. Messrs. Mor- 
row & Co.'s representative was here In per- 
son, and I feel very confident that they are 
far more capable of handling their own ad- 
vertising matter than Mr. Molton is. As to 
Drs. Kennedy and Kergan. I will quote just 
a line or two of their letter to me. under 
date of March 18th. They say: "If Molton's 
i^pre5entative in your city had good common 
sense he, would obtain treatment from Drs. 
Kennedy & Kergan, and rid himself of the 
ailment which prevents him from personally 
doing or overseeing his work." They also 
p droit that they have no doubt but that my 
work would have brought them far better re- 

EUltS- 

Such work as was done here for Drs. K. & 
K. could" have been done for 50 cents per 
1.000. and then the distributor would have 
made money. But we have never been guilty 
cf such service, and through our refusals 
Molton's occasional natrons and Drs. K. & 
K. have suffered at the hands of a man who 
must employ little beys to do the work in 
order to save enough for a living himself. 

This same man, while in my office recently, 
openly admitted- that he did not know how 
iroEt of the Kennedy & Kergan work had 
lK-en done; as he was constantly troubled 
with the asthma, and was physically unable 
to be out with the boys much of the time. 
This statement was made in the presence of 
lady stenographer and myself. Yet this man 
is recommended and "endorsed" by Mr. Mol- 
ten. And Mr. Molton also believes that I am 
"trying to prevent a conmetitor (?) from liv- 
ing." because I will persist in reporting bad 
work when such comes to my notice. 

It seems from bis statements that Mr. Mol- 
ten "carried sacks" many years ago. when 
this country was very sparsely settled, and 
says he now bases his estimates on his for- 
mer experience. So far behind the times; 
wake up Mr. Molton I No wonder 'he believes 
the present modern advertiser should be sat- 
isfied with Eervice that has long since be- 
come a thing of the past. No wonder he 
compelled his men to wear "long linen dust- 
ers, with ads- on the back," who, by the 
wpy. must have appeared like so many circus 
clowns or people out doing the "Rube" act; 
and with Mr. Molton following up in the 
rear as the main "Rube" of the push. Or. I 
wonder if Mr. Molton could have been in- 
deed: to don one of the silly outfits which he 
fepd Ws men wear. And Mr. Molton invites 
r'istributors frcm other cities to spend a week 
in his city and inspect the above system of 
retributing. At this. late date who is the _ 
man (excepting Molton) who would want to 
go bark; to- tbe days when this country was 
EDareeljr settled, when men wore clown out- 
run, and employers paid their "hustling. " 
faithful distributors" $1.25 per day for $1.20 ■■■ 
worth of work actually distributed. I will {' 
pet praiEe my own system; others do that. :

25.000 samples; R. J. Reynolds Tobacco Com- 
pany, signs. Besides considerable local work 
and very good prospects for several other 
large contracts. 

W. H. Case, Soliciting Secretary of the I 
A. D., reports that several large firms have 
promised to use the I. A. D. list wherever 
possible. He also states that he is working 
very hard and with good prospects of secur- 
ing the patronage of several other firms (or 
the I. A. D. 

Shoop books are being distributed in the 
southern part ot Omaha by little boys. 

This is distributors' weather in every sense 
of the word, and advertisers will get the best 
of service, as about one-half of the matter 
can now be put on the inside ot the house 
without extra trouble to the distributor. In 
fact, it is easier to throw the paper into the 
windows than It is to get it under the door 
or stick It between the door and doorjamb. 
Distributors will also gain time and secure 
paper nicely by opening the screen door and 
dropping the paper between the screen door 
and door proper. 

Without a doubt the many members of the 
I. A. D. will learn with regret that Mr. 
Douglas, First Vice President of the associa- 
tion, has resigned bis office and membership 
with the above named organization. Mr. 
Douglas sold out his bill posting and dis- 
tributing plant at Memphis, then sent In his 
resignation to the Secretary, who promptly 
forwarded the same to the President, who. 
In turn, accepted It with regrets. Mr. Doug- 
las is still a stanch friend of the association. 
In sending in his resignation be stated that 
should he again engage in the distributing 
- business, one of the first things he would do 
would be to apply for membership with the 
"old stand-by." The officers of the I. A. D. 
and many friends ot Mr. Douglas extend 
their hearty good wishes for his success in 
anything he may undertake. 

This has been the busiest season that the 
Steinbrenner Distributing Service has ever 
experienced. They had on hand on May 1st 
nearly 400,000 pieces for house-to-house dis- 
tribution. This agency lacks but two or 
three firms of having full control of all the 
advertising matter placed with local distrib- 
utors in the Queen City. 

Mr. and Mrs. E. G. Fischer, of Omaha, 
Neb., were well acquainted with Wm. R»- 
dam. the inventor of "Radam's Microbe Rem- 
edy." when he ran a floral nursery in Austin. 
Tex., in the early '80's. 

Every distributor, whether a member or 
not. should endeavor to be present at the 
coming convention of the I. A. D., as every 
effort will be made to get together all the 
large advertisers and distributors, and much 
good will result from the meeting. Adver- 
tisers will have an opportunity to give their 
views on distributing. DlstrHrators can MI 
their littie troubles without reserve. In tbis 
way there will be a much better understand- 
ing established between the two classes. 

G. IS. Fischer, of Omaha, has resigned his 
position with the O. F. Davis Co.. where he 
has been for fifteen years, and will in future 
devote all his time to the management of 
Fischer's Distributing Agency. 

Cincinnati is a great amusement city. It 
has borne this reputation for many years 
among commercial travelers. They all like 
to Sunday in Cincinnati. Delegates attend- 
ing the convention will not lack for amuse- 
ment- Everything will be done to make their 
visit one of pleasure as well as profit. 
. Radam Microbe Co.'s books were put out 
by an Omaha drug firm. They were twisted 
up and thrown from the sidewalks. That 
kind of work will not result in much benefit 
to the company. 

The question has often occurred to me. 
Does it pay advertisers to send advertising 
matter, outside ot almanacs and wrapping 
paper, to the druggists? I know the wrap- 
ping paper Is appreciated, so are the alma- 
nacs by a good number of druggists: others 
do not want the almanacs, and will throw 
mem awayor waste them. Very few druggists 
ever have advertising matter distributed. 
They leave It on the counters for people to 
help themselves. Quite frequently children 
carry them off by handfuls. As I have occa- 
sion to call on the drugglBts* quite often I 
make Inquiries along this line. The other 
day one or them stated to me that he had 
received some very neat booklets from two 
different firms. On one ot the booklets was 
the line: "No more doctors; doctor your- 
self." The party referred to stated that he 
took the two lots of booklets and deetroyd 
them. I asked him bis reason for doing this 
and his reply was: "I make more money on 
compounding physicians' prescriptions than 
I do on proprietary at tides; therefore. I have 
to cater to the physician. Doctors do not 
like patent medicines. If they find out th"t 
I am advertising patent medicines they will 
send their prescriptions elsewhere: coi'S-- 
quently. I wilt be the loser." H<- furth-r 
stated that he did not understand why man- 
ufacturers of proprietary articles did not ship 
all their matter to the distributors, and M 
them take care of that portion of the busi- 
ness. Said he always received results when 
a distribution was made in bis locality, and 
often had calls for the remedy before the 
distributor reached his store. 
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Mr. J. N. Jaros, resident partner of Mnr- 
ianl & Co., Paris and New York, Is nuot<-d 
as saying: "I have a new booklet which will 
be the best one I have ever used. Following 
a custom long maintained. I shall print and 
distribute several million corles of this book 
per month, keeping many presses constantly 
at work. I regard this method of advertising 
effective, following uo th» newspaper, maga- 
zine and poster publicity."

Your representative stated that he wanted 
us to ring the bell and hand the sample to 
some adult person— no children— and that if 
we found no one at home, or they did not 
answer the bell, we were not to leave a sam- 
ple. By mistake we named $3.00 as our price, 
when It should have been $5.00 per 1,000. and 
33.00 per 1.000 when we work the entire city, 
including the suburbs. If the distributors in 
the cities you name gave you this class of 
service at $1.75 per 1,000, there must be some- 
thing wrong. Either they •slighted your work 
Ebamerully or did not put out more than 
one-fourth of the samples, and have reserved 
the balance for their own private use. When 
an advertiser asks a distributor to do work 
for about one-half what it actually costs him 
to pay his help on such work, he can not 
expect anything else but a dishonest deal, if 
said distributor accepts bis terms. Advertis- 
ers should know by tbis time, and we believe 
most of them do, that they must pay a price 
whereby a distributor can make good, fair 
wages, and I mean mechanics'.' not laborers' 
wages, if they want a good, honest service— 
a guaranteed service. 

We are not in the distributing business for 
pleasure or glory. We are in it for just the 
same reason that you are in the soap busi- 
ness. We are after the "almighty dollar." 
The distributor must make enough during the 
busy season to live at least two months in 
the summer without doing any business. You 
may think be could work at something else 
in the meantime. We beg to differ with you 
on that point. Advertisers expect him to be 
ready to work at any and all times; conse- 
quently, he must give the business his entire 
time and attention, hence, can not accept em- 
ployment from any other source. The dis- 
tributing business is not boys' work, neither 
can it be conducted by any happy-go-lucky 
fellow. The advertiser of today wants his 
work placed properly. He does not want a 
shiftless man to take charge of it. He wants 
a conscientious, honest and intelligent per- 
son, especially ln the large cities. 

We do not suppose we will get any of your 
distributing. Our price is too high. We 
might accept your proposition and waste, de- 
stroy or keep your samples, and after a rea- 
sonable length of time present our bill, which 
you would pay and be none the wiser, think- 
ing you had struck a bargain: but we are not 
doing business that way. What we agree to 
do we will live up to, even If it is a bad 
contract and we lost money thereon. We are 
not in the business for a day. We expect to 
stay in it. We are giving such a service in 
Cincinnati that it will only be a matter of 
time until we will do all the distributing that 
is done here; but we must have our price. 
On the other hand, if you keep looking for 
cheap distributors, what will you gain by it? 
You will never obtain the results you should 
out of your samples. The distributing will 
be dear even at $1.00 per 1,000. Why? Be- 
cause your samples will be wasted. Just stop 
to figure. How many samples can you put 
out in the manner your representative stated 
he wanted the work done? Can you put out 
over 300 in ten hours? Just consider, you 
would have to average one sample every two 
minutes to do this in a day! 

We will now conclude by saying that we 
offered to do your work at $3.00 per 1,000 
through, a mistake, as stated before. Our 
price Is $5.00. and. as you have given us the 
opportunity, we will change it. If you want 
us to do the work, that is our price. Believe 
us to be.

Dear Sirs— Yours of the 15th at hand and 
contents carefully noted. 

I am surprised that you should insinuate 
that the distributors who. have been doing 
my work are all dishonest. I have, in almost 
every case, employed distributors wiio belong 
to the same association which you belong to. 
The distributors who have been doing my 
work have as good a reputation for honesty 
as you have; therefore. I am surprised that 
you, as a business man. should insinuate 
that these people are dishonest, merely be- 
cause you wish to charge more for your work 
than they do for the same class of work. In 
all of the large cities where I have had any 
distributing done I have had a representative 
to watch this work closely, and will say that, 
with one exception, that my work has been 
done in a most satisfactory way. 

I am sorry that you can not see your way 
clear to do this work for me, but I do not 
think I will have any trouble in having this 
work done properly at the price I am willing 
to pay for it.

Dear Sir— Owing to the pressure of business 
it has been impossible for me to reply earlier 
to your favor of the 16th. 

I am at a loss to understand how any dis- 
tributor could do your work and do it hon- 
estly at $1.75 per 1,000, unless they lost money 
. by the transaction. If you have obtained dis- 
tributions at those figures, and gotten an 
honest service, you have indeed been fortu- 
nate. I, however, predict that the distribu- 
tors who did ycur work and gave an honest 
service are not willing to accept anymore • 
at the same price. They may have made a 
mistake in estimating the number of pieces 
and amount they would be able to place ac- 
cording to your instructions; hence, accepted 
your proposition, or made you the $1.75 rate. 
Another thing, they must have been distrib- 
utors df very limited experience, or they 
would have known better than to take work 
at those figures. Here is where the old prov- 
erb, "Experience is the best teacher," comes 
in, and they will know better the next time. 
You say that in almost every case you em- 
ployed distributors who belonged to the same ' 
association I do. Are you not mistaken? Do 
you refer to the International Association of 
Distributors, or some of the would-be "Ad- 
vertising Bureaus," "Agencies," etc.? There 
is only one association of distributors, and 
that is the International. I am very curious 
to know who these members are. Will you 
be kind enough to furnish me with their 
names? Enclosed you will find a list of our 
members, and I shall be pleased to furnish 
you with a revised list every month, if you 
so desire. Kindly look over the list and see 
how many of our representatives did your 
distributing. I should feel very sorry indeed 
if our members are doing work at such fig- 
ures. They ought to know better. 

I note that you say that your representa- 
tive watched the work very closely. I con- 
gratulate you on securing the good service 
j-GU did for so little money. You were the 
gainer and the poor distributor the loser. In 
my former letter I gave you a fair estimate 
of what a distributor can do, and do it hon- 
estly, in a day. The number was 300 samples 
in ten hours, or an average or one sample 
every two minutes; and at the price I quoted. 
$5.00 per 1.000, a man would earn but $1.50 
per day, working at the hardest kind of 
work. Besides, the man who actually does 
the work would not get all of that, as the 
Agency that handles the work must have a 
profit, as they have expenses to pay. and 
must give their entire time and attention to 



the service. They must inspect or superin- 
tend the work. They must also solicit and 
secure the contracts; hence, are entitled to a 
fair profit the same as any other legitimate 
business man. Now, honestly, would you 
want or ask any one to do your work at a 
financial loss? Are you not willing to ac- 
knowledge that if any one is entitled to a 
fair recompense for his labor, it is the man 
who is doing his utmost to give the adver- 
tisers an honest service in house-to-house 
distributing? Advertisers to a great extent 
entrust many thousands of dollars annually 
to the care of the distributing agencies in 
the various cities of. the United States 
Therefore, if these men take care ot the ad- 
vertiser s interest the same as their Own 
they certainly are entitled to at least fair 
pay. On the other hand, if an agency proves 
unworthy of the trust placed in them by the 
advertiser, it would be better if the matter 
that is shipped them were thrown in the fur- 
nace at the laboratory or works, as it would 
save the price of the printing, freight, cart- 
age and distributing. Then the advertiser 
would know that he had nothing to expect 
from the territory; hence, would use some 
other method to introduce his goods and keeD 
them before the public. 

• i do not want you to ""ink that we feel 
independent of your patronage; in fact we 
need every dollar's worth of work we can 
get to exist. We are looking for new busi- 
ness, and more of it. We are spending con- 
siderable money in our correspondence and 
the printing of our advertising matter. We 
try to please every patron we get, and have 
every reason to believe that we are succeed- 
ing, as we have never lost a customer, but 
have steadily gained new ones. We want to 
do your work. We want to give you a good 
service, but we must be paid a price on which 
we can make a living profit. If we can not 
get it from you. and other advertisers do not 
appreciate our service enough to patronize 
us. we would "fold our tent." and make our 
living at something else. 

\Ve do not want you to feel offended at 
anything we have said. Our intentions are 
good; and to show you that we are right, we 
w i'i p V, b !!S D your letters and our replies in 

The Billboard." Of course, we will with- 
hold your name. Our object in publishing 
same will be to get the general opinion of 
distributors and advertisers on this matter 
of price. 

Thanking you for the attention you have 
given us, and trusting that some day you 
will realize that a distributor is entitled to 
a fair living price for a good, honest service 
believe us to be.

Up to 
that time nothing of the kind bad been heard 
of here, and we could hardly keep enough 
apace on our boards for bills, so great was 
the demand from our merchants for adver- 
tising space. In the fall I secured the lease 
on the opera house, which has made us good 
money, but which had been idle for several 
years. Last March (one year after we opened 
business) I bought Mr. Bracken's interest in 
the business, changed the name to "West's 
Bill Posting Co.." and have more than 
doubled the number of my boards. I also 
control territory between Chattanooga and 
Knoxville. To "The Billboard" I owe my 
starting out in business. Shortly before start- 
ing in business I chanced to pick up a "Bill- 
board," and after looking it over, saw there 
was money In it if worked right, and for this 
I doff my hat to "The Billboard," and wish 
for it unbounded success. 

My first work was 10,000 booklets for the 
Chattanooga Med. Co., for which I received 
$2.50 per thousand, and I have a standing 
contract with them since that time. My work 
has been continually growing ever since. 

The following are a few of the ones on my 
board now: J. H. Zeilen & Co.. Philadelphia; 
W. F. McLaughlin & Co., Chicago; Marble 
City Medicine Co., Knoxville, Tenn.; Old Vir- 
ginia Cheroots, (from Chas.

Co., Paine's Celery Compound, 
Dr. Kendall's horse book, Dixie, and others, 
some being on the road, one of these being 
Dr. Munyon's H. H. Remedy Co. 

Tour paragraph about negro boys working 
for drummers in the South is very true and 
applies especially .to Columbia. We are try- 
ing to down this custom by forcing the li- 
cense. Here is the way tiie whole thing 
works: A drummer comes to the city, and we 
solicit his work. He says. No; that the house 
wants thorough work under his personal su- 
pervision, and he intends to give it. He then 
buys four baskets and hires four negro boys 
at 25c. each, and tells them to distribute the 
stuff and come to the hotel for their money. 
The boys then throw the matter away, or hide 
it, or scatter it broadcast (not in the neigh- 
borhood of the hotel), and then report the 
work as finished. On my word. I have seen 
as high as eight books and three or four sam- 
ples in the same yard. This is called thor- 
ough work. 

Another thing that hits us hard. The BUI 
Posters' Association, or rather its solicitors, 
are very exact in their contracts, but do not 
make prompt payments themselves. I have 
made notes in the bank to accommodate these 
fellows, and when I ask them for a settlement 
they say that the checque will soon follow. I 
am due now nearly two months for posting 
and no money as yet. A burnt child will keep 
out of the fire thereafter. The copies of "The 
Billboard" are thought a great deal of by 
the people here, and I especially enjoy them.

We are pleased to say that business is im- 
proving in our "neck of the woods." The 
local merchants are falling into line one by 
one and giving us our price for distributing 
their paper. One of them said to me the other 
day: "I can get it done for much less, but the 
quality of your distributing more than pays 
the difference." Another one said he would 
do it himself before he would pay the price — 
XL 75 and expenses— but three days ago he 
came to time, and is paying us our price for 
having it done well. 

We have lately put out paper for the Dr. 
Chase Co., twice; the J. W. Brent Co., twice; 
Drs. Kennedy and Kergan, Dr. Kilmer & Co. 
and the Dr. Miles Medical Co. We also made 
five-year contracts with 'Ward & Gow of New 
Vork to 'display Lion Coffee cards in two 
street car lines. 

The Warner Safe Cure Co. asked us for fig- 
ures on distributing, about a month ago. 
After writing them the second time nothing 
has been heard from them. I suppose the 
matter is -in the hands of some druggist here 
and will make its appearance on the streets 
and in yards in two or three months. 

The following have lately been badly dis- 
tributed here: Paine's Celery Compound (me- 
dium). The Chas. Vogeler Co. cook books, 
Tarrant's Seltzer Aperient. 

While at Vanderbilt last week I saw many 
large 6x8-inch white envelopes laying around 
in yards. On examining the contents of one 
I was surprised to find it to be Wells. Rich- 
ardson Jfc Co.'s valuable book, "A -Mystery 
Solved," with other printed matter, and a 
■ample of Park's tea enclosed. The matter 
was put out by Oglevee & Bute, (drugs and 
general store), at Vanderbilt, about five miles 
from Connellsville. 

But the worst case of all was the distrib- 
uting of" Elastic Starch samples, put up by 
Hubinger Bros. Co., New Haven. Conn. They 
Vera imply thrown against Soon and frosts 
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of houses, many of the boxes bursting open, 
scattering the contents over the front stoop. 
On the day after the dirty work was done, a 
lady in a very angry mood accused one of 
our distributors of soiling the front of her 
house and stoop. He informed her that he 
did not do that kind of distributing, and was 
innocent of the refraction with which she 
charged him. A box with, perhaps, hundreds 
of the samples was left at the livery stable 
of W. D. Anderson. I asked a boy to bring 
me a sample box, but he brought five, and 
said he had sent over a hundred to his grand- 
mother in the country. 

While distributing at ITniontown, yesterday, 
1 came across a good many of the Dr. Chase 
Co.'s books in yards and on stoops, I also 
saw hundreds of the neat little booklets, "Se- 
crets." belonging to the Pabst Brewing Co. 
of Milwaukee, scattered around, (none in 
houses.) This was Just before a heavy rain. 
You can conjecture the condition they were 
In after the rain. •" 

As I have made this letter longer than I in- 
tended, I will cut it off short here. Yours 
truly.

Dear Sir.— Having read Mr. C. H. Spur- 
lock's letter in the last issue of "The Bill- 
board," it awakened some memories of the 
past, but a misprint in it makes it appear to 
say "everybody" was interested or seemed 
to have interest in the late N. S. P. A. but 
Spurlock and Harbaugh, whereas the true 
meaning intended would be conveyed by the 
word "few." 

Those who seemed to be interested in the 
proposed alliance of sign painters are waking 
up. I am now in receipt of many letters 
which afford gratifying news. I have one 
from a correspondent at Newburgh. N. Y., 
formerly a candidate for membership in the

He is taking 
the "Display Advertiser," of which Hough- 
taling is a director; but he says he does not 
like it, " 'The Billboard" Is the best.' " About 
bill posting, my correspondent says, "New- 
burgh is a good place for any one with push 
and ability. The bill poster, Mr. Gardiner, 
is an old bill poster, but he lacks the push, 
and gets poor displays, having poor- boards. 
- Half his boards are being taken down. Mr. 
G. is a good fellow, but has other business 
besides bill posting; he sells newspapers, 
etc." 

Another candidate at Corinth, Miss., writes 
concerning probability of a revival of the N. 
S. P. A. He thinks we'will certainly be able 
to convene some day; all and none but those 
interested in advertising. He ss — in refer- 
ence to bill posting and distributing in Cor- 
inth: "Mr. Eli Patton. the city bill poster, is 
a praiseworthy man; is an old citizen, and is 
most scrupulously conscientious in his work 
as bill paster and distributor. "The Bill- 
board" will be subscribed for in the South, as 
it is welcomed. 

Your humble subscriber has many orders 
for sign painting, th.is being my -third year 
attending to the business of Connellsville. I 
am well acquainted with Mr. Wm. Clowes, 
manager of Clowe's Advertising & Distrib- 
uting Co., of that city. We frequently con- 
verse, as I am always welcome in his hand- 
some office. Mr. Clowes is a gentleman in 
every sense of the word, and is competent, 
painstaking and thorough. He enjoys the im- 
plicit confidence of the entire business popu- 
lation who have tried his services. He is 
gaining a national reputation, and is now do- 
ing other than local work, and to say he is 
deserving is putting it very mildly. A local 
paper copied his prize essay in its entirety, 
reflecting gTeat credit to its townsman and to 
"The Billboard."

& Myers paper, none of which he could post 
until the 15th of May. "Why," I said, "the 
circus is the 2d of May; why can't you post 
it then? But be said. "We have a show in 
the opera house that will be here May 15, and 
have to wait until that is over." I said, 
"Have you no more boards," and he said he 
had not. Now, right across the street from 
where we stood was an elegant space for a 
board, and he said he could not get it. I said, 
"Did you ever offer them any cash rent for 
the lot?" "No!" "Then, how do you know 
you could not get it?" I said. "My boy. 
don't you know you are doing yourself and 
the advertiser an injury when you don't get 
a move on you and try and get new locations? 
Here you are In a good town, plenty of glass 
works: one alone where they employ 1.000 
men, and several other njaces where a large 
number of men are employed. Why, you 
could have your boards full the year around 
if you would only put up the boards and let 
the outside world know the advantages they 
would have by using the bill boards in Roch- 
ester.

The Science of the Laws of Disseminative 
Incentive. 

(Continued from May issue.) 
The first group of the cognitive pow- 
ers as given in the classification of the 
faculties published in bur May issue 
is termed the presentative capacities. 
They consist of sense-perception and 
self-consciousness. These powers have 
been aptly termed the collective pow- 
ers, for It is through them that the 
mind obtains knowledge. 

These powers are purely subjective; 
that is to say, they abide entirely 
within our being. There is no connec- 
tion between them and without save 
through the senses. These latter are 
the avenues through which all per- 
cepts of the outside world find their 
way to the intellect Collectively, the 
senses are termed the Sensorium. It 
should be noted that the sensorium is 
not sense-perception. The senses pro- 
duce and convey sensations only. Sen- 
sations introduced to the intellect be- 
come perceptions. The combined pow- 
ers of sense-perception and self-con- 
sciousness are the agency through 
which the transformation is effected. 
Roark says: 

"The mind Is dependent for all primary 
knowledge upon the sense avenues between 
it and the outside world. If there could come 
Mnto existence a being without any of the 
sense organs, lacking sight and touch and 
hearing, and could live, it would be a mere 
thing, a lump of matter, however potential 
the germ of mind might be. The soul would 
be sealed within an Impenetrable wall. The 
senses considered only as physiological or- 
gans can give nothing to the mind: for the 
sense organs of many idiots and the lower 
animals are as well developed and are as 
physiologically perfect as those of the culti- 
vated scholar. The senses can only send into 
the brain certain impressions made upon 
them; and it depends upon the something 
within the brain, called mind, what knowl- 
edge shall be made out of the Impressions or 
the molecular disturbances which they set up 
in the central ganglia." 

The same authority also terms the 
senses collectively the OBJECTIVE 
PRESENTATIVE FACULTIES, stat- 
ing as a reason that through them im- 
pressions are presented to conscious- 
ness. 

Speaking of the presentative facul- 
ties, McCosb says: 

"They are so called because they give us 
knowledge in the simplest form, * • • and 
because objects are present and presented. 
Other faculties are also cognitive, but they 
proceed on the knowledge acquired by these 
primary powers, and tbey form composite, 
abstract and general notions. Other faculties 
also look at objects, but these, as in mem- 
ory, for instance, are not present. They have 
been in the mind before, and are not present- 
ed but represented." 

It may be briefly stated that sense 
perception is an intuitive power by 
which we obtain knowledge of things 
external. 

Self-consciousness is the power by 
which we are enabled to look upon 
ourselves and to know self in its pres- 
ent state, as active or passive. That 
is to say, at the very time that we 
perceive nn object we are conscious 
of ourselves perceiving it. We also 
know self in widely different and 
varying moods. 

Taken together, sense-perception and 
self-consciousness do not by any 
means constitute all our faculties, 
nor even our chief faculties, but 
they are the first which the mind ex- 
ercises and furnish the material upon 
which the other powers <are engaged. 
They are therefore the powers upon 
which all the others depend. 

This brings us to the second group, 
or representative capacities of the 
mind. It must be acknowledged that 
no real knowledge could be acquired if 
the percepts of the presentative fac- 
ulties fell upon a mirror and left no 
more record than a mirror holds. In 
reality, however, every percept makes 
an Impression more or less permanent 
upon the memory, a photograph, as it 
Were, which can be referred to at will. 



The memory consists of four sepa- 
rate and distinct faculties, which to- 
gether are termed the representative 
powers. 

Koark says: 

"The functions of memory are to retain and 
to reproduce. By some psychologists a third 
function is given it, that of recognizing or 
reknowing t>.e thing remembered. It is open 
to question whether it is memory or con- 
sciousness that recognizes (reknows) past 
mental states. Ladd makes recognition an 
essential function of memory, and says there 
is no real memory of past states of mind, un- 
less recognition takes place." 

But, quite frequently some thought, 
or phrase, or image will come into the 
mind, which at the moment we believe 
to be new. Later, we accidentally 
identify it as one we had before. 
Memory in such -cases retains and re- 
produces, but without recognizing. It 
seems possible, then, to retain id^as 
which will not be recognized at all, 
unless under some unusual stimulus. 

Attention must be directed to a dual 
phase of memory. It is voluntary and 
involuntary. Under the direction of 
the will it can be made to remember 
any certain event or mode of the past. 
But it also acts involuntarily. Aban- 
doned to its own devices, it apparently 
wanders hither and yon without aim, 
purpose or direction. There is a fac- 
ulty in charge — at the helm. If you 
choose. This faculty is callgd the As- 
sociative capacity. 

To the superficial observer it might 
seem as if our ever-changing thoughts 
and feelings follow each other at ran- 
dom. In certain of our moods they ap- 
parently do run riot, and the way that 
disconnected scenes, events and 
visions are marshaled under con- 
sciousness, certainly does seem to be 
entirely without order. 

MeCosh says: 

"We would direct them (our thoughts) to 
some all-important matter, and suddenly they 
are among objects widely removed and alto- 
gether irrelevant. In the midst of business 
they set off in pursuit of pleasure. When we 
would compose our minds for devotion we 
find, before we are aware, that they are car- 
rying us wandering over the mountains of 
vanity. While it will sometimes happen in 
our moments of frivolity and folly, the most 
solemn thoughts will present themselves to 
sober or to awe us. Our experience thus 
seems, at least at first sight, to show that 
our ideas flit, at their pleasure, from gay to 
grave and from grave to gay: from home to 
the ends of .the earth, and from the ends of 
the earth back to home; from fear to hope, 
and from elevation down to flatness; from 
earth to heaven, and. alas, from heaven to 
earth. But while this may be our first Im- 
pression, it will be found, if we inquire more 
carefully, that just as law rules everywhere 
in the world of matter over even the most 
unruly agents — over the boiling waves, the 
leaping streams, the fickle winds— so it also 
reigns, with all its order and beneficence, in 
this kingdom of mind; and links, often by 
Invisible ties, our thoughts a.nd emotions to 
one another." 

Just a glance at the third group, or 
the comparative faculties, and- we will 
have finished the cognitive powers. 
The comparative powers are them- 
selves divided into two groups, viz.: 
The Logical— consisting of the notion- ' 
al, relational and rational, and the Im- 
aginative — consisting of Phantasy and 
the Compositive. 

With the logical faculties the mind 
reasons — that Is, It apprehends, judges 
and compares. With the imaginative 
faculties, it creates. 

Thes two sets of faculties are inti- 
mately related, and are conceded to be 
the highest— the chief of all the men- 
tal powers.

Novelties for the Paris Expo. 



If the management of the Paris Exposition 
fulfills its promises, no small number of 
technical marvels . will be revealed to the 
public in 1900. First of all, there will be 
Sczepanik's much-heralded telectroscope, an . 
instrument which, by the aid of selenium, la I 
said to have solved the problem of electriclai. I 
vision. The telectroscope will, however, find f 
a rival in the telautograph, invented by An- 
ton Pollak, a Hungaiian engineer. The tel- 
autograph, it is claimed, provides a means of 
recei\ ing messages sent from one station to 
another In exactly the same form in which 
.they were transmitted. The idea in itself is 
old. but the inventor is said to have devised 
an apparatus which is entirely different from 1 
its predecessors. Pollak claims to have 
solved the problem by using selenium— a 
metal which is unique in possessing the prop- 
erty of conducting electricity with a resist- 
ance which varies with the Intensity of the 
light that falls upon it. The varying illum- 
ination is produced by treating the written 
telegram in a peculiar manner, and the vari- 
ations in resistance effected by the selenium 1 
are communicated to a conductor to produce 
an increase and decrease in the Intensity of I 
the current passing there through. Accord- ] 
ing to Uhland's Wochenshrift, the erelnigte] 
Elektricitats-Actiengesellschaft, -of Buda-j 
pest, has applied to the management of the I 
exposition for space in which to exhibit the] 
apparatus. An imperfect model is said to be] 
in tolerably successful operation, and to bet 
able to transmit in one hour 144 telegrams, I 
each four inches by two inches, upon which 1 
space any number of words or characters can ! 
be inscribed.

Last year the members in general 
were agreed that the executive com- 
mittee was too large— and consquen't- 
ly, too expensive. They informed ''The 
Billboard" confidentially that the com- 
mittee would be cut down to four 
members and the President. We all 
know how they succeeded. Instead 
of the committee being cut down, it 
was increased to nine. 

All the members were practically 
agreed, too, that solicitors should have 
no seat, on the committee. When it 
was announced, the same two solici- 
tors who had proven so offensive 
graced it again. 

To make a long story short— the bill 
posters at large did not get a single 
thing they went after. They were 
beaten all along the line. Their defeat 
was due to the fact that they were not 
organized, while their adversaries 
were. 

They will suffer the same experi- 
ence this year, unless they provide 
against it by an early effort to form a 
strong and stable organization. 

* * 

* 

We are told that an earnest effort 
will again be made to oust the solici- 
tors from the executive committee, in 
order that the organization may be 
run solely in the interest of bill post- 
ers, as was originally intended. The 
plans to consummate the move are 
many and different. The best that has 
been brought to our notice contem- 
plates taking the appointive power 
from the President and electing the 
members of the committee by ballot, 
just as the regular officers are now 
chosen. 

It is claimed that under present con- 
ditions, a candidate for President, by 
promising positions on the executive 
committee judiciously, can insure his 
election, and that in this way the as- 
sociation is held in control by the 
small but potent minority who are 
now in power. 

It has also been suggested that the 
constitution could be amended so as to 
render solicitors ineligible to hold 
seats in any official capacity whatever.

The bill posters of the West are 
practically agreed that the exeeu 
five committee is framed up to, 
run the association, and that, to- 
gether with the officers, it does 
practically control it. They are 
also agreed that on this account the 
members of the committee should be 
elected and not appointed. But here 
the unanimity ends. As to the means 
with which to bsing the change about, 
there is no agreement. Various mem- 
bers have different plans. They all 
promise well, and would prove effect- 



ive, but they are conflicting and will 
defeat themselves. 

The same old story of last year and 
the year before will be repeated, and 
It will be due to lack of organization. 

If the association is a bill posters* 
organization, it should lie run in the 
interest of bill posters. This will 
never be, as long as solicitors are able 
to sway the councils of its governing 
body. However, we shall see what wc 
shall see. 



Uneeda Biscuit A New 
Departure. 

by Jam w. hoke. 

Every day some advertising agent Is run- 
ning across some one or more "should-be" 
advertisers in lines of business that never has 
advertised; and of course it is only In the 
exceptional cases that any attention ot any 
kind is accorded the agent. The experience 
is nothing new, and I suppose it Is all right, 
for if everybody solicited should give an order 
life for the agent would be altogether too 
rosy. 

Some years ago when no cigars were using 
bill boards but the Childs Cigar, the Howe 
& Hutton Bakery sent for me to paint a lot 
cf signs on and around their buildings at S3d 
street and East River, coming to me on ac- 
count ot my imprint seen on a sign on side 
of the Childs Cigar Factory near by. 

As sign painting was only a side issue with 
me, and as bill posting was my chief busi- 
ness. I of course Jumped onto them for bill 
posting, and advised them to pick" out some 
pcpilar brand of cracker and mi.ke a specialty 
of it. and push it in every way. on the bill 
boards among other ways. 

Because they considered me a bang-up sign 
maker they listened to my poster talk with 
seme show of attention, but assured me with 
great seriousness that while such a plan is 
Tery good for a cigar it could not be made to 
work with their line of goods, something I 
had often heard in regard to the cigar trade 
before the Childs Cigar made the argument 
ridiculous. The peculiar part of this story is 
that now Howe & Hutton are a part of the 
American Biscuit Co., the makers of Uneeda 
Biscuit, which is today probablr the best 
known and best selling article of food on the 
American market- 

I am at this writing trying to get a Lithia 
Spring concern to try bill posting, if not ex- 
clusively then in connection with other me- 
diums: but I am met with the statement that 
their article costs 15 a case, or $10 to $15 for 
a month's treatment, and in consequence the 
medium that sells a 5-cent cigar or a 5-cent 
box of crackers will not be of any value to 
them. 

Of course they have not seen Lyon & 
Healy s posting of Chickering Pianos, nor 
S. E. Gross' suburban homes advertising 
from which several thousand homes were 
sold, nor Borough Park advertising at the 
present time on the New York bill boards, 
w S5T e I e Eum involved in each sale is $4,500 
The Lithia water I mention is called Lin- 
coln Lithia. and Is from the South, where It 
has a considerable sale without advertising 
cf any kind. I have suggested the portrait 
cf Abraham Lincoln as a trace mark, but on 
account of its sale being largely | n the South 
some of its owners fear this might not be 
acceptable to a portion of their patrons They 
may be correct; but I think not. especially as 
•it comes from the South, and as its chief 
owner is well known to have been at one 
time one of Abraham Lincoln's most valiant 
enemies. 

I have also, had frequent Interviews with a 
leading book publishing house, in the effort 
to get them to push some one or more of 
their many new books on the bill boards - 
but so far no one else has made a success of 
book advertising on this plan, and they hesi- 
tate to be the first successful one 

In the meantime, there are' now some ten

George D. Benson, of Laporte, Ind., has the 
honor of being the Father of the Free Street 
Fair. Nor is this the only thing for which 
he is noted. We have received a copy of a 
song entitled "Down the Pike We're Coming 
With the Free Street Fair," both words and 
music of which were composed by Mr. Ben* 
son. The tune is quick and catchy, and 
promises to become a favorite at the street 
fairs this season. The words are as follows: 

Old fenced-in celebrations, country fairs and 
their relations. 

Have ail got rather stale you're well aware; 

But now the world's a buzzin' with the mil- 
lennium's county cousin. 

Biggest thing that ever was, and that's the 
Free Street Fair.

Special Attractions. 



It is quite a tenable supposition that fair 
associations exist which are not overburdened 
with funds. And when funds are short the 
part of the fair programme which must suffer 
most is usually that of "special attractions." 
It is- considered better to curtail expenses in 
that direction than to cut down the premium 
list. Whether this is wise, we will not argue 
now. We simply wish to give a few sug- 
gestions about special attractions which can 
be gotten up for little, if any. cost. 

Besides 'seeing the stock and the farming 
machinery and the displays of vegetables," 
grains, fruits, etc., the people want to be 
amused. Fairs are usually held from three 
to five days, and the farmers, to whom the 
fair is the event of the year, always attend 
every session. To have to miss a day, or a 
half day at the fair, is considered a misfor- 
tune long to be regretted. 

Now, a different programme should he ar- 
ranged fpr each day. It should be advertised 
beforehand in the premium list and small 
premiums arranged for. It should also be 
"talked up" by the officers and managers, 
and if the proper quota of enthusiasm is in- 
fused into it it will he a "go," and no one 
will ever suspicion that .it was a ruse to con- 
ceal certain economical necessities. So we 
give herewith a partial list of what we call 
our "home made attractions:" 

Their special purpose is to make people 
laugh, and they are suggested as only sec- 
ondary features to occupy a half hour or so 
at the close of each day, to give the farmers 
something to laugh over and talk over on 
the way home. What we suggest are not 
new by any means, but may be new in con- 
nection with fairs. First then, consider the 
fun there could be caused by a "cake walk," 
carried on in the usual way, and participated 
in by young couples dressed in their sweilest 
-clothes, etc The premium, of course, is a 
large cake, to be presented with all due 
ceremony. 

Then there might be a revival of foot rac- 
ing, something after the style of the ancient 
Olympian customs. The contestants should 
be youths from sixteen to twenty, and the 
premium a laurel wreath (better have an 
artificial one), to be placed upon the brow of 
the winner by some pretty and popular 
damsel. It will be appreciated, never fear, 
and the blushing youth will prize his laurel 
wreath as- highly as any trophy he could 
possess.~"These :races- might be varied with 
hurdle jumping, sack races, etc. And a spe- 
cial race might be arranged for small boys, 
little tots not more than six or eight, with 



an immense stick of candy as a prize. These 
little ones go into things so earnestly and 
without any self-consciousness. 

A "Blind Man's Walk" can also be ar- 
ranged so as to afford amusement. Place 
the contestants in a row at one side of the 
ring. Be certain -that each is perfectly blind- 
folded. The man with the premium, which 
may be an immense bow of blue or red rib- 
bon, is to be placed on the opposite side of 
the ring. At a signal all are to start to him. 
and keep on going until they come in con- 
tact with something or stop for any reason. 
As soon as one of the contestants stops he 
must remove his blindfold and remain sta- 
tionary. The one who reaches the man with 
the premium, or who comes nearest to him, 
gets it. If there is a tie it makes it all the 
more interesting, for the thing can be tried 
over' with the ones who were equal. This 
causes no end of amusement, if carried out 
properly, and with all due ceremony. 

A mask carnival for an evening's enter- 
tainment would be an innovation; and they 
say that these are always enjoyed. 

Baby shows are not to be forgotten, nor 
the plowing matches and wood chopping 
matches. These are features at a great many 
fairs, however. 

Along this line there are many attractions 
which will readily suggest themselves to the 
minds of the fair directors, and as they are 
always familiar with the sports which pre- 
vail in their localities, whether foot ball, 
tennis, wrestling or jumping, they should 
bring these into play, and there will be no 
dearth of contestants. We can promise that 
the people will enjoy such innovations.

Paris Exposition Notes. 



Although each nation will have its own 
allotted space at the Paris Exposition, yet it 
is arranged that certain things shall be 
shown in common, thus giving the visitor a 
chance to -judge better of relative merits. 
For instance, all the different countries will 
make a display of fruit in one place, so that 
there will be no difficulty in noting the rel- 
ative merits. 

We anticipate that our exhibit of grains, 
etc., at Paris next year will go a long ways 
towards enlarging our foreign market. 

After awhile invitations will be issued to 
farmers to do their very best in the way of 
crops and stock and submit their best for ex- 
hibition. A canvass of the country will be 
made. 

When the great gates of the Paris Exposi- 
tion are thrown open it is estimated that an 
average of 65,000 people an hour will com- 
mence -their entrances and .exits from the 
grounds. 

The total amount of power "required for the 
use of lighting and motive- power at Paris 
will be in the neighborhood; of 20,000 horse 
power. : 

The Cincinnati manufacturers are consid- 
ering the plan of uniting their exhibits, as 
this would result in an economy of space and 
money. One firm could furnish power, an- 
other belting, another steam, etc., and be- 
sides, it would show a beautiful harmony and 
a friendly competition. 



The Nebraska State Fair this season will 
be held in conjunction with the "Greater 
American Exposition" at Omaha. This de- 
cision was arrived at after much debating as 
to whether it would be better to hold a State 
Fair at Lincoln in opposition to the exhibi- 
tion, or to join forces with it, and we believe 
that the decision shows much wisdom on tho 
part of the management. 

At a recent wheat growers' convention of 
the Northwestern States. SOO farmers at- 
tended in response to the invitation. 

The management of the Portland (Ore.) 
Exposition realize that if they would have 
their show this year a success they must 
make an effort to have it different from pre- 
vious affairs. This is the case everywhere. 
People do not want to see the same thing 
every year, and from some source or other 
fresh ideas must be obtained. 

The Carriage Builders' National Associa- 
tion is quite a -large society, and the fact 
that it is pondering on the question of hold- 
ing its next convention in Paris, in 1900. is 
creating a great deal of comment. Much 
curiosity is felt as to how it will be decided. 

The various districts in California, now 
that an appropriation has been made by the 
Legislature for fair purposes, are waking up 
to the work, and raising additional funds to 
make these fairs of benefit. 

We have not heard much lately about the 
World's Fair at St. Louis in 1803. but it is 
none the less being earnestly planned for, 
and $4,000,000 of the amount asked for (*5,- 
000,000) has already been subscribed. Of 
course much interest is centered just now in 
the Paris Exposition, but as soon as it is 
over the eyes of all creation will be turned 
upon St. Louis. 

The Missouri State Legislature has passed 
a bill providing for a State Fair. There are 
hundreds of towns in Missouri which would 
like to become the home of this project, and 
the interest is intense. The town chosen 
must give S20.000 in property and ground, 
and the Board of Directors will visit the 
towns which have bid for the fair and make 
a selection. No fair will be held until tho 
fall of 1900. 

The product of Missouri have taken so 
many premiums at the large exhibitions re- 
cently held in this country that the State is 
feeling some local pride, and expects that 
its State exhibition will surpass any other 
show devoted to the products of the Missis- 
sippi Valley. 

An International Agricultural Machinery 
Fair has just been held at Austria, Hungary, 
at which the United States received a special 
invitation to make an exhibit. 

At Montreal they are planning to have 
more open air amusements this summer than 
ever before. Sohmcr Park is open for all 
"kinds of attractions, and the new park, the 
Arena, is also in the field for large attrac- 
tions. The Queen's Park, where the world's 
cycle meet is to take place, is now booking 
attractions, and is searching for some fine 
outdoor affairs, such as roller costers, switch 
backs, etc., as nothing of this kind has ever 
been seen in Montreal. 

S. H. Allen, Secretary of the Fair Associa- 
tion at Enid, Okla., writes: "This associa- ' 
tion started . up last year and was a grand 
success. After expending over $5,000 in im- 
provements on our grounds, and paying all 
purses and premiums, we had at the close 
of the .fair a balance on hand in cash of 
$1,1S0. We have been further improving our 
grounds, and have one of the best half-mile 
tracks in the West. Our purses and stakes 
this fall will be large and liberal, and we 
hope to hold the largest meeting in the Terri- 
tory." 



Tlfe officers of the Red Wing (Minn.) Free 
Street Fair are making every effort to have 
this year's fair eclipse all former ones. A 
desirable feature will he to provide a large 
nursery where mothers can leave their chil- 
dren whtle viewing the displays and attrac- 
tions. 

The National Amateur Press Association of 
the United States will hold one of Its inter- 
esting conventions at Chicago this summer. 
This is a unique association, and specially 
interesting to those who desire to enter the 
field of journalism in any of its branches 

775 E. Forty-third street 
Chicago, III., can give full information con- 
cerning its scope. 

H. A. Groman, Secretary of the Pennsyl- 
vania State Fair, writes us that they are 
making great preparations for the coming 
fair, and will increase their classes and pre- 
miums in every department. They expect to 
give the grandest exhibition ever shown at 
any Pennsylvania State Fair, and have of- 
fered .$10,000 for trotting and pacing races.

We learn that the premium list of the 
Minnesota State Fair will be published this 
week and that it will announce the Judges 
who are to pass upon the exhibits. Those 
who have been selected for the cattle classes 
are, for short-horns. M. C. B. Dustln, of 
Summerhill. 111.: for Aberdeen Augur. Prof. 
C. F. Curtiss, of the Iowa Agricultural Col- 
lege, and for lierefords, Mr. John Gosling, 
of Kansas City, Mo. In all cases where 
there Is breed competition these three gen- 
tlemen will act together. The idea of thus 
announcing the judges in advance If a good 
one. It will give exhibitors an opportunity 
to know who is to pass upon the merits of 
their exhibits, and they will thus be enabled 
to form an opinion whether the judging Is 
likely to be fair and competent, making it 
worth while for them to attend the fair. The 
only objection we have ever seen urged to' 
such advance publication was that it might 
give exhibitors an opportunity to "work 
upon" the judges, but the system Itself fur- 
nishes its own cure for this danger, inas- 
much as it will Impose upon fair managers 
the necessity of selecting judges whose in- 
tegrity and ability are beyond all question. 
In the cattle ring above named the Minne- 
sota management bas made selections that 
will render It entirely safe for anybody to 
attend the fair who Is willing to have his 
exhibits go on their merits.— Wisconsin Ag- 
riculturalist.

He won't buy three cents worth 
of chewing gum for fear of being cheated, 
and he especially avoids the man dressed in 
ministerial garb, or any pleasant stranger 
who hag the appearance of being the least 
officious. 

The excitement of all of this Is alluring, 
and If he knew that everybody was perfectly 
honest, and that he was In no earthly dan- 
ger, part of his Intense enjoyment would be 
gone. Still It would be better for the farmer 
to know more, and the fair; attended each 
year, often Is the only glimpse U* has of the 
different kind of life that goes on in this 
world outside of his own fields and hollows. 
It Is an educator, an eullgbtener, a means of 
peeping Into a different sphere, which sets 
his plodding mind to thinking and wondering. 
Nothing could exactly take its place, and no 
one can calculate its benefits.

The Firemen's Tourney, to be held at Co- 
lumbia, S. C. is expected to attrack 20,000 
visitors to that city in June. 

The leading citizens of Maple Hill. 111., 
are eagerly discussing the question of hold- 
ing a street fair this season. The chief ques- 
tion of dispute is, whetber the fair can be 
made to pay if all gambling attractions are 
prohibited. The old officers have been 
elected, and the fair will probably be a go.

Street Fairs. 



The street fair takes the place of the agri- 
cultural fair, and the following advantages 
are claimed for it: First, that as the attrac- 
tions are in the business centers, visitors to 
the towns are not drawn away from the 
stores, but attracted to them; and secondly, 
that it being in the nature of a free show, 
there will be a larger number of visitors. 
In the agricultural fairs merchants who 
wished to make the most of the crowds had 
to purchase space for a booth in the fair 
grounds, and there was the further cost of 
attending to the booth in addition to the 
store. In the street fair it is argued that as 
the store is right where the fair is held, the 
expense of hiring space Is obviated, for the 
retailer can build his booth right on the 
sidewalk or street in front of his store, 
which is for the time his own premises, and 
can attend to both at the same time without 
additional help. We are told that many who 
would never expend any money to gain trade 
at a fair ground are willing to contribute to 
the street fair fund, and also make a con- 
siderable expenditure for erecting booths or 
otherwise beautifying the fronts of their 
stores. As a rule, these fairs seem to have 
been a success. Where they have failed the 
failure is said to have been due to the 
licenses allowed in the carnival and "mid- 
way" portions of the programme, or to mis- 
management otherwise. — Keystone. 




Foster the Shows. 



Philadelphia Exposition. 



While the impression has gone forth that 
amusement attractions will be conspicuous 
by their absence at the Philadelphia Exposi- 
tion of 1899, the contrary is the case, and 
space will be provided for such as are novel 
and entertaining. The amusement section is 
along the main avenue or approach to the 
exposition, eight hundred feet in length, and 
will be built up on both sides. No amuse- 
ment quarter at an exposition has ever been 
so well located, for visitors will be forced to 
traverse its entire length either to enter or 
leave the grounds. 

Applications for numerous shows are on 
file, but few have as yet been granted. It is 
the policy of the Committee on Concessions 
to let features of this character, for a ground 
rental and a percentage of the gross receipts, 
and to accept only such as will be a credit 
to the First National Exposition of American 
Manufacturers for the Expansion of Export 
Trade. 

Privileges for the sale of jewelry, novelties 
and miscellaneous articles, where the volume 
of business will not warrant the employment 
of a special cashier to account for the gross 
receipts, will be sold outright. In the ma- 
jority of instances on the basis of $2 per 
square foot of space occupied, plus the reg- 
ular price of exhibition space. 

A large auditorium, with a seating capa- 
city of 5.000. has been provided for, wherein 
many famous musical organizations will be 
heard. 

The paid attendance at expositions since 
and including the World's Fair has averaged 
ten times the local population, and though a 
very large attendance is anticipated, it is 
not presumed tbat the usual proportion will 
be maintained here. 



The show season is opening in good fash- 
ion. The fall fairs are splendid indexes to 
the more elaborate exhibitions tbat are held 
in the winter, and these latter promise to 
eclipse those of previous years. It is aston- 
ishing to note the intense interest tbat is 
being taken in poultry exhibitions through- 
out the country. Each section is represented 
by its shows, and it is no uncommon thing 
to have two shows in a season in a single 
community. The show room is the educator 
of the masses, and does more to keep alive 
the breeding of fine stock than does any- 
thing else. Without the agency of the show 
room there would be no interest in the fancy. 
Standard poultry Is bred for competition, 
and competition is the key to business. A 
man's success depends upon the merits of 
the stock he has. and without good stock he 
drifts on through a monotonous existence, 
and is dead wood with the business. Even 
the most pronounced breeder of "stock for 
eggs" or "stock for market" takes delight In 
having the best he can get. Any old stock 
will not do in these times. The profit is In 
the fowls that have 'been bred on lines of 
advancement with some definite object la 
view. The show room tells us each year the 
best birds of the times. It Is gratifying to 
note each year the improvement that has 
been made over the previous one. Let us 
foster the show room and keep alive the 
spirit which prompts us to grow birds that 
are of material benefit to humanity. — The 
Feather.
